Forced Labour and Deportations 


decree dated March 21st, 1942, signed by HITLER, LAMMERS and KEITEL. V®** •■■"SI 1 ' 
The decree instructed him to mobilise all the available man-power, including 
that o' workers recruited* 1 (erv/orbon) in the Occupied Countries, the Protectorate 
and the Gcheral Government and that of the prisoners of war; and to place the 
man-power thus mobilised at the dispos'd, of the war industries. The docroe 
places fAUCKEL directly nnaer GOERING, the Trustee for the Four Years Plan 
That, net is also .noted in a decree by GOERIGG himself, (.iini pl w tonta i in 
•"•w*** ^ dated March 27th, 19V*.

A semi-official, commentary on SAUCJ3L' s appointment published in .tlie 
Gorman Press (see pheioaiA* innaxe 3) of March 30th, 1942, stated that 5AFCKEL 
v/oulrj v.'ork in close touch with SPEER, the Plenipotentiary General for armaments 
and head of the Todt Organisation, who had pressed for SAUCKEL's appointment in 
view of the La.iencc importance of man- power for v/ar industries. 

On August 29th, 1942. SAUCKEL issued an Ordinance (see photostat), 

(Annexe 2(a) and Annexe 2(b; the essential clause of v.Idch (para. 3) lays dm that: 

"The nan-pen/ur available in the Occupied Territories is to be utili.ed, 
in the first instance, t. satisfy the requirements of \T.r work in the 
Reich itself." 


Tins ordinance, which invokes HITLER* s decree abovc-n-ntioned o: 

March 21st, 1942, was destined to oecome charter of enslavement or hundreds 
of thousands c . n, .omen and children in the Occupied Gentries,

FRANCE 

In France SAUCKEL prooeoded to obtain workers, in the first 
instance , by agreements with the Vichy government which introduced 
compulsory labour and supplied quotas for Germany. Later on more 
direct methods wore employed. Thus, we: read in an authorative report; 

"Though for the most part the Gcr/aans have found it more 
convenient to leave the recruitment of labour to Vichy, they 
have never renounced the practice of arbitrary intervention ' hen 

it suited them The German authorities have proceeded 

particularly in the North zone to direct requisitioning of 
the number of men they require, wherever they con bo most easily 
found. Men aro seized in the streets, in the tramways, at 
stations, coming out of oinemas and even in their c n Iiceks, 
and the local French authorities are not often even informed cl the 
* Goman actions, 

"In some oases the Germans have gone beyond direct 
requisitioning and taken over administrative functions, 
fliaregnrding Vichy* s attempt to make a complete census of the 
. personnel in industrial and commercial establishments, the 
German authorities have instructed employers in some of the 
towns in the north zone to sond their lists to the local 
Kaanandantur. Similarly, in regard tc Vichy! o successive 
regulations forbidding employers to engage workers without the 
official authorisation, the Germans have announced that it shall 
be, not the French judiciary, but the German military tribunals 
which will deal with cases of insubordination. " (See an sic handbook

GREECE 

The Gorman military authorities in Graeco acted on the principle 
that evasion of compulsory labour for Germany vms a crime; thus, 
on January 5th, 1944, the Military caxtandor in Greece announced 
that "the decree of January 30th, 1943, concerning general compulsi ry 
labour as well as the modifying decree of Neve. ib~r 27th, 1943, .... arc 
extended to persons betw.cn the ages of 45-6 5 • ".did on January 
27th, 1544, he reminded the population that " ork in the Ger an 
military services is compulsory work" and mentioned that "a large nuiiLor 
of men who had boon absent from this work had b en sent before 
a, court martial and condemned to 3 years imprisonment" (bee Annexe 5 )

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"For tho enforcement of "total mobilisation" a decree of 
Fcbr ary 22nd, 1943, gave full powers to the Rcichskaxnissar to take 
any measuros for the oontrol of produotion, distribution of goods, ~nd 
direction of labour. It was announced that many undertakings not 
censiderod essential would bo closed down and their staffs transferred 
to war industries. The first to be affected would bo employees of 
shippiir* and ever '.ops trade offioos. The new decree v/ould affect also 
those ’,/ho had n^v-r v/erkod. and all v/omen ( who ’would , however, be 
enployed only in Holland) (Trans ocean 26 . 2 . 43 .)" 

"All men aged 18-35 . whatever their occupation, v/ero ordered to 
register at L ab our Offic e s for ccnpulsory labour service. Heads of 
industrial undertakings arc held rospcnoiblc for seeing that all their 
staff register. ( Deutsche Zeitu ng in den Nicderlanden) . (14.5. 43. )• 
Exemption ftaa.i conscription for the Reich is to be granted only to those 
engage 1 in agriaulturo, fishing, essential food industries, etc. since 
it is largely Germany’ s interest that food production should be maintain 1. 
Largely, owing to German conscriptions, there is in fact a serious 
shortage of agricul tur<al labour." 

"No reliable figures are available for the nunb-rs of those new 
enp''oyod on forced labour in Germany. Acording to fifoires issued by the 
Control Office for Statistics for the end of March, 15 o, there were 
296,000 workers employed in Germany and a further 37.000 in Bolgiim and 
Northern France, but with the f\u.’thcr mass doper ^ i u which have tricon 
place, especially since the May demonstrations C -x. istonce, the 
nuribero ill certainly liave risen considerably 

"In a pastoral letter of protest read in th churches on Hay l6th, 19-0, 
the Dutch Renan Catholic 3ishops described the receipt measures as 
"deportation on a larger scale than the Cltristian * -orld has ever -cno n. 

For such happenings wo must go back to the times of the Babylonian 
captivity. It is not only this deportation which ohocko us, but the 
horrible injustice, which i3 contrary to all lavs, human and divine. 

Net only may y/o do nothing for our country, but \ c ar< even forced under 
threat of heavy penalties to help the enemy." 


Another Ministry of Information Report (No.Q2930) stated :

"The Gcrrn \ic ’rurcs fer including the students in the general 
3lave round -up, str rted with 0 . meeting on December 9th, 1942, of tlm heads 
of the Universities and other institutions of higher education convened 
by tho NSB Secretary-General of the Department of Education, Professor 
Van Dam, at wJ\ich ho announced that a largo number of r:ialc students *. old 
be called up for work in Gonu xiy or with the Todt Organisation cn various 
war ftrents. It appeared that this sudden step vac the outcome c f a n> ’ 
de/and by the Gor.ians for 45,000 workers by th,. en.l of the year* c t!. m,. 
the Universities v/ould have to supply about 8,000 or two- third a c f the 
total students in the Netherlands. Members cf the- NUB Students’ Front 
and those v/ho belonged to the SS or the Volunteer Legion - about 330 in oil • 
v/ould be exempt. 

"The heads of the Universities - with the exception o “ the recent 
Nazi naaineo in Groningen do Burlet - protested no 1 refused to collaborate 
in onv vay in tho aelootion of the student victims,"

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EASTERN THEATRE OF ’"AR 


In tho Soviet pamphlet "“i tier' a Slave Traffic in Occupied 
Soviet aroas" issued with a covering note by 21. Molotov in April, 1943, 
it la otated that SAUCKEL aent tho follovdng inatructionc to hia 
officials in tho Eastern zone on Maroh 31 at, 1942, (Doc.S.A.5.7SO 28/724) 

"The recruitment for which you are roaponaiblc i.'.uat bo speeded up - 
by all possible means including the most severe application of the 
principle of forood labour". 

Again, on April 20th, he circulated a secret "Frogrommo of the 
Chief Administrator for the Utilisation , of Man Power" containing tho 
following passage : 

"In addition to tho war prisoners already taken and still in the 
occupied regions it is chiefly necessary to mobilise in tie Soviet 
regions the civilian skillod men and waacn workers over 15 years 
of ago to be used for work in Germany". 


In the "Task®" Section of the same document SAUCKEL added : 

"La ordor to free fren their work tho wry luch occupied Genian 
peasantry, the Fuhrcr has instructed me t^ deliver t" Germany ADO, 000 


- 500,000 picked healthy strong girls fret the Eastern regions." 


In Poland, the pamphlet "Slave Labour ’in. ..sport ation" reported 
(P.20) on the basis of information supplied by tho Polish Government, 
that 1,700,000 Poles v/erc doing forced labour in Germany, inc Audit..- 
about 270,000 wanen. The pamphlet give3 details rogordin; the 
inhuaan treatment of those victims.

EXAMPLE OF DECREE ISSSED IN GREECE IN PURSUANCE OP SAUCJCEL' a 
DECREE. 

C.59, Kathiraorini , 29.1.1*4. (do not quote) , publishes an announcement 

by the Military Commander of Greece 'n 27.1.1*4 

" In ny communication of 29.1.44. (see above C58) I declared that 

work in the Gc:man military services, military undertakings and public 

services is compulsory work. 7/hile issuing a warning that severe 

penalties of imprisement would be inflicted in the case of transgression, 

I suiimoned all workers and those c ..ployc^s of the services and 

undertakings in question v/ho had l^ft thoir places of employment: after 

the terror raid of 11.1,4.., to resume work by 20.1.1+4. at the latest. 

"Mean while many workers and employees of the said services and 
enterprises imagined that they could contimue to stay far away from 
their work. Subsequently, a large number of them were arrested on the 
night of 25. 1 * 44. , and delivered to ny court martial. Many of them 
were oond'.nned at to-days' sitting of the court-martial to three years 
inprisorment for refusing to da their duty. 

"I address to all workers and employees of the said services and 
enterprises a final surmens to realise thoir duty abd to resvroe their 
work immediately. I hereby guarantee exemption from punishment for all 
those who present themselves for work again before 09,00 on 31.1.44. 

But for those who d j not make an appearance at t,hoir work within this 
time limit, penalties are in store'which will be more severe than those 
which were inflicted at the sitting of January 27th, 1*4, particularly 
the penalties of imprisciinent and confinement in concentration camps,

ORGANISATION OF CRIMINAL JURISDICTION. 

Dacrea concerning the Organisation of Criminal 
Jurisdiction against 1 * Poles and Jaws In the Incorporated 
Eastern Territories,** 4th December, 1941. 

(Reichageaetzhlatt, Part I, p. 750. translated into Knglish from the 
original.) 

The Council of Ministers for the Defence ot the Reich herewith 
decrees : 

I. CRIMINAL LAW. 


( 1 ) Poles and Jews in the Incorporated Pastern Territories are to 
conduct themselves in conformity with the German Laws and with the 
regulations introduced for them by the German authorities. They 
are to abatain from any conduct liable to prejudice the sovereignty of the 
German Reich or the prestige of the German people. 

(t) The death penalty shall be imposed on any Pole or Jew if he

< 3 ) A Pole or Jew shall be sentenced to death, or in le*» serious eases " 
to imprisonment, n he manifests anti-German sentiments by malicious 
activities or incitement, particularly by making anti-German utterana^s or 
by removing or defacing ollicial notices of German authorities or offices, 
or if he, by bis conduct, lowers or prejudices the prestige or the well-being 
of the German Keit h or the German people. 

( 4 ) The death penalty or, in less serious case*, impi isomuenl diall 
be imposed on any Pole or Jew; 

1. Il he commits any act ot violence against a member of the 
German Armed Forces or associated services, of the German Police 
Force or its auxiliaries, of the Keith Labour service, of any Gentian 
authority or olficc or of a section of the N.S.D.A.P.* ; 

2. If he purposely damages installations of the Gentian 
authorities or offices, objects used by them in performance ol their 
duties or objects of public utility ; 

3 • If be urges or incites to disobedience to any decree or reflation 
issued by the German authorities ; 

4. II he conspires to commit an act punishable under sub- 
sections (2), (3) and f4j, paragraphs 1 to 3, or if he seriously contem- 
plates the carrying out of such an act, or if he offers himself to commit 
such an act, or accepts such an olfer.or if he obtains credible inlortna- 
tion of such act, or of the intention of committing it, and fails to notify 
the authorities or any person threatened thereby at a time wh -n 
dancer can still be averted ; 

5. If he is in unlaw lul possession ul unarms, hand-grenades 01 
any weapon for stabbing or hitting, of explosives, ammunition or 
other implements of war, or if he has credible information that a 
Pole or a Jew is in unlawlul possession of such objects, and fails to 
notify the authorities forthwith. 

II. 

Punishment shall also be imposed on Poles or Jews if they act contrary 
to German Criminal Law or commit any act for which they deserve 
punishment in accordance with the fundamental principles of German 
Criminal Law and in view of the interests of the State in th< Incor- 
porated I- astern Territories. 

III. 

(1) Penalties provided foi Poles and Jews are: imprisonment, 
tine or confiscation of property 'Pile term of imprisonment is to be not 
less than three months and not more than ten years in a penal camp ; 
tor more serious offences from two to fifteen years in a penal camp in 
which a more severe regimen is enforced. 

( 2 ) The death sentence shall Ik- imposed in all cases where it is pre- 
scribed by tlie law . \ loreover, in those cases w here the law does not provide 
lor the death sentence, it may and shall be imposed if the offence points to 
particularly objectionable motives or is particularly grave for other 
reasons ; the death sentence may also be parsed upon juvenile offenders 

( 3 ) The minimum penalty or .1 fixed penalty prescribed by the 
German Ciiminal Law cannot be reduced unless the criminal 
act is directed against the offender's own people exclusively. 

( 4 ) II a fine cannot be recovered, imprisonment in a penal camp from 
one week to one year shall be impu rd in lit 11 
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*. CRIMINAL PROCEDURE. 

. IV. 

The State Prosecutor shall prosecute a Pole or a Jew if he considers 
that ^iniahnient is in the public interest. 

V. 

(1) Poles and Jews shall be tried by a Special Court or by the District 
Judge. 

(Z) The State Prosecutor may institute proceedings before a Special 
Court in all case*. Proceeding* may be instituted by him before a 
District'Judge if the punishment to he imposed is not likely to Ik- heavier 
than live year* in a penal camp, or three year* in a more rigorous penal 
camp. 

(3) The jurisdiction of the People’s Court remains unuiTcctcd. 

VI. 

(I) Every sentence will be enforced without delay. The State 
Prosecutor may, however, appeal from the sentence ol a District Judge to 
the Court of Appeal. The appeal has to be lodged within two weeks. 

(S) The right to lodge complaints which are to be heard by the 
Court of Appeal is reserved exclusively to the State Prosecutor. 

VII. 

Pole* and Jews cannot challenge u German Judge on account of alleged 
partiality. 

VIII. 

(1) Arrest and temporary detention are allowed whenever there are 
good grounds to suspect that an offence has been committed. 

(Z) During the preliminary inquiry, the State Prosecutor may 
order the arrest and any other coercive measures permissible. 

IX. 

Pole* and Jew* are not worn in as witnesses in criminal proceedings. 
If the unsworn deposition made by them before the Court is found 
false, the provisions as prescribed for petjury and false to be 
depositions on oath shall be applied accordingly. 
t 

X. 

(I) Only the State Prosecutor may apply for the reopening of a 
case. In a case tried before a Special Court, the decision concerning an 
application for the reopening of the proceeding* rests with this Court. 

(t) The right to lodge a plea of nullity rests with the State Pro- 
secutor-General. The decision on the plea rests with the Court of 
Appeal. 

XI. 

Poles and Jews are not entitled to act as prosecutor* either in a 
principal or a subsidiary capacity. 

XII. 

The Court and the State Prosecutor shall conduct proceedings within 
their discretion and according to the principles of the German Law' of 
Procedure. They may, however, dispense with the provisions of tju- 
German Law' on the Organisation of Courts and on Criminal Procedure, 
w henever this may appear to them advisable for the rapid and more 
efficient conduct of proceedings. 


3 . MARTIAL LAW. 

XIII. 

( 1 ) Subject to the con-tent of the Reich Minister of the Interior 
and the Reich Minister of Justice, the Reich Governor ( Oberpri dent ) 
may until further notice enforce Martial Law in the Incorporated Eastern 
Territories, either in the whole area under his jurisdiction or in parts 
thereof, upon Poles and Jews guilty of «rave excesses against the 
Germans or of other otfences which seriously endanger the German 
work of reconstruction, 

(2) The Courts established under Martial Law impose the death 
sentence. They may, however, dispense with punishment and refer the 
case to the Secret State Police.* 

( 3 ) Subject to the consent of the Reich Minister of the Interior, 
the constitution and procedure of the Courts established under Martial 
Law shall be regulated by the Reich Governor ( Oberpr&sident ). 

*. EXTENT OF APPLICATION OF THIS DECREE. 

XIV. 

( 1 ) The provisions contained in Sections I- IV of this Decree 
apply also to those Poles and Jews who on 1st September, 1939, were 
domiciled or had their residence within the territory of the former Polish 
State, and who committed criminal otfences in any part of the German 
Reich other than the Incorporated Eastern Territories. 

( 2 ) The case may also be tried by the Court within whose jurisdiction 
the former domicile or residence of the offender is situated. Sections 
V-VIII apply accordingly. 

( 3 ) Paragraphs 1 and 2 do not apply to otfences tried by the 
Courts in the Government General. 


5 . SUPPLEMENTARY PROVISIONS. 

XV. 

Within the meaning of this Decree the term “ Poles " means 
SchutaangehOrige ** or those who arc stateless. 

XVI. 

Article II of. the Decree of 6th June, 1940, concerning the Introduction 
of German Criminal Law in the Incorporated Eastern Territories 
( Reichigeietablatt . Part L, p. 844) no longer applies to Poles and Jews. 

XVII. 

The Reich Minister of Justice, in concurrence with the Reich Minister 
of the Interior, is authorised to issue rules and administrative regulations 
concerning the execution and implementation of this Decree and to 
decide in all cases of doubt. 

XVIII. 

’This Decree shall come into force on the fourteenth day after its 
publication **• 
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INHUMAN TREATMENT OP FOREIGN WORKERS III 
TIES TODT ORGANISATION ("O.T.") 


The Todt Organisation ("0. V. ") v/a3 talcen over by SPEER under a Decree 
signed by LAMMBRS, dated 1 5th February, 1942. (See Appendix II) 

$ 

ORGANISATION OF THE "O.T." 

The "O.T. "^though originally a civil organisation, was made into a 
para-military one; it may be described as the Constructional Arm of the 
Wohmacht. It was based on co-operation between building-firms, which provided 
their staffs and equipment, and the .Government , which supplied the man-power 
and materials. The contracting firms constituted units in the organisation, 
and the executive of an "O.T," building-firm had thus a dual r&le: that of 
contractor, taking care of his own interests; and that of an officer of the 
"O.T . " , owing duty to that organisation. 

The personnel of the O.T. numbered, at times, as many as 1y millions, 
about 75?? of whom were foreign workers; the supervisory personnel was German. 
Speer in a confidential statement, dated 9/4A4, said that the O.T. had at that 
time 850,000 workers; this total was to be raised to 1,000,000 by contingents 
of Hungarian Jews, After the evacuncion of France in 1944, losses in the O.T, 
were made good by Hungarian, Slovnk, Czech and Italian lovios, Russians were 
largely employed in the much bembod Ruhr area. 

Political control was exercised by the SS. , which had its own officers 
in key positions of the O.T, 

In the Norwegian charge (393/^/0/13) it is stated: 

"The Organisation is divided into a number of Einsatz groups 
and Bau Loit ungen; for example, the Einsatzgruppe WIRING whioh 
covers both Norway and Denmark, 

"Todt Organisation workers are herded into big camps run on 
nurely military lines and each camp is placed under tho comp loader 
or "Lagerfuhrer". For duty, the men in the camp are divided 
into working gangs or groups of some 25 - 30 men under a group 
leader or Gruppcnfuhr or . 

"Tho members of the Todt Organisation are subject to . military 
law and, though they do not normally take part in fighting or do 
any serious military training, they are sometimes equipped with 
light infantry weapons. (A few instances have been reported in 
Norway of Todt Organisation troops talcing part in anti-invasion 
manoeuvres, acting a3 a sort of Home Guard.) 

"The Speer Legion is an organisation of military transport 
drivers founded to provide drivers for ammunition trucks, etc. , 
behind the front lines. 


(+) These notes on the organisation of the O.T. are summarised from a 

document conr.unicatod by tho K.I.R.S. (KERS/I.IR/OT/A/45) > which can bo 
consulted in this office. 
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"From information coning from Norway, it soems that tho personnel ’ 
are chiefly taken from those among tho conscribod workers who alroady 
have some driving e:cpc: ieiice, Tlioy are then sent to N.S.K.K. 
(Nazionalsocialiotische jfroftfahrkarps) training camps whore thoy are 
equipped v/ith uniforms, mane to do infantry drill and train as truck- 
drivers etc. Thoy arc forced to sign contracts, and when trained, 
were liable to bo sent to Ku33La, Africa or Franco, 


"Tho Todt Organisation i3 playing such a vital r&le in the Neman 
war effort that it is sometimes referred to as Germany's Second army. 
The Speer Legion ia an organisation by which citizens of tho occupied 
countries are compelled to sorve in direct contact with the German 
Field Arm y, 

"It i3 thus clear that both these organisations are directly 
concerned v/ith the military operations of the energy and therefore 
contrary to international lav/," 


The "Einsatz" Groups, or area control staffs, referred to above, arc 
employed as "ta3k-labour-forces" in compliance with tho demands of the 
military commanders. The above quoted 1HHS document states: 

"For repair work on railway trades and stations in the rear areas, 
such as the transportation zones Lille, Paris-Nord, Paris V7eat, 

Bordeaux and Lyons , the Chief Engineer of Army Group West was 
responsible. 0,T. worked on these repairs in conjunction with tho 
Chef dos I iauptverkohrsdionat (Central Traffic Service Officer) of the 
Wehruaeht in Franco who supplied the technical personnel, both German 
and French, The repair of aerodromes wa3 also the responsibility of 
tho Chief Engineer of Army Group West. On this work, 0,T, v/orkod in 
conjunction with the Luftwaffe Foldbauamt (GAF Field Construction 
Bureau) , " 

The same document mentions that the Aniy Command authorised Military 
Regional Commanders (Felcikommandanturen) , in France, to conscript locally 
unemployed so as to co-ordinate the supply of man-power over the entire region. 

It i3 therefore evident that regional military commanders were directly 
concerned in the employment of 0,T, labour, 

CONDITIONS OF WORKERS IN THE TODT ORGANISATION 

All reports agree that the unskilled foreign labour in the Todt 
Organisation was employed under barbarous and inhvunan conditions. This was 
especially so in tho case of Slav and South-eastern workero. 


FRANCE 

According to the Basic Handbook for Franco there wore said to bo 
250,000 workers employed by the O.T, Recruitment v/a c effected partly by 
local arrangements between the German authorities and prefects, and partly 
by direct requisitioning from the personnel of irench firms. There was also 
a proportion of volunteer v/orkors who were attracted by the fact that working 
in the O.T, in France had, since October 1943 been considered as a safeguard 
against deportation to Germany for war work. 

In the suj.mior of 1943, tho inability of the French departments to 
furnish the requii*ed quotas of O.T. workors was tho subject of several 
reprimands by tho German occupation authorities. In August 1943, the order 
was given to fill up the quotas by calling up Jews of 13-50 years of age. 

The working hours in the O.T, are long (.6,49 a.m. to 7 p.m,). Latterly 
wages of O.T. v/orkors have been made dependent uj>on outxAit. By an ordinance 
of 18,12,42, attempts to escape wero made punishable by doath. 
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"Tho Cahior3 Franoais" of December 1 943 printed a report on tho con- 
ditions in two Todt comps in France, The men oJirolled had been promised 
working clothes, but, in fact, none were issuod. The men mist rise at 
5«45 a.m. and then leave their hutments for the whole day. Slowness in 
rising exposed them to brutal treatment by the guards, one of whom used his 
revolver on an Arab, seriously wounding him. The men were marched in fours 
to the place of work surrounded by armed soldiers. They were constantly 
subject to kicking and boating by the guards, for no apparent reason. 

N orth-A fr icon personnel were treated especially harshly, being beaten with 
iron rods. Safety measures wore neglected, and accidents were frequent. 

There was no siok-bay at the works and medical attendance was quite inadequate. 
The working day was 1l£ hours. Rations were inadequate (no moat and 
250*300 gr, bread, and somo thin soup - when available). About every third 
or fourth Sunday there was a partial rest-day, but no ..toons of attending a 
religious service. At another camp described, the sentries were aoconipaniod 
by fierce dogs. Wages were subject to deductions by fines. There was a 
prison attached to the oamp, 

THE NETHERLANDS 

A "Stefani" Agency report of 4.10,40, quoted in a Ministry of 
Information document P. 21 54» said: 

"The rcinnantB of the Dutoh Amy which at tho end of hostilities in 
Holland were incorporated in the special militia termed "Army Reconstruction" 
to a total of about 50,^00 men, are to be partly demobilised in tho first lialf 
of the presont month. 32,000 will be utilised for anti-aircraft defence, and 

5.000 will bo sent into Germany to collaborate with tho Todt Service (roads 
and fortifications)," 

NORWAY 

The pairphlet "Slave Labour and Deportations", compiled by the United 
Nations Information Organisation from information supplied by tho governments 
conoemed, describes the conditions of the workers in the Norwegian zone in . 
the following terms (page 17): 

"Untold hardships have been suffered by many of the Norwegian 

conscripts They are frequently transported under the moat 

appalling conditions; stowed into cattle trucks without food for up 
to 30 hours or in the holds of coastal steamers for mary days on end," 

According to Svenoka Dagbladot (29»5«42), it was intended to mobiliso 

70.000 men for the Todt organisation. On July 20th, Aft ent idnin gen reported 
that since June 24th between 15,000 and 20,000 workers had been conscripted. 

The first contingent had been sont to fortification works in Soerlandet , 
Vestlandot • and Troendolag, 

Stookholmstidnlngcn, 3rd October, 1 944 reportod that: Tho Gormans !iad trans- 
ported large contingents of the people of North Norway to North Finland for 
fortification and road works which had been bogun by the O.T, The roport 
oaid that nearly 10,000 had been sent, but this figure should be taken with 
reserve. Those oompulsorily conscripted for service in Finland included 
young people of the Labour Service. The Norwegians got Gomian war wages and 
wore billotod in hastily established camps where conditions wo re bad. The 
Germans apparently intended to koop them in North Finland throughout tho 
winter. Many who were forced to Join the Transportkolonne Soeor had to wear 
Gorman uniforms and maintain communications bo tv/ eon North Finland and bases 
in North Norway. 

The Evening Standard, 14th August, 19t4 reported that: Fifty thousand workers 
wero to go from Norway to East Prussia to help build fortifications. This 
compulsory transfer, said a Stockholm message quoted in a Moscow broadcast, 
followed Goebbela's decree mobilising the population not only within tho 
Roich, but also in all occupied countries. 
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The Svenska Dai/.bladet , Stockholm, 6th February, 1 Ql r j report cd from Oslo that 
the Economic Department of the Roichokoramiosariat, under the leadership of 
the 3S, leader, Senator Carl CITE , had receivod inotruction 3 IV on Berlin con— 
corning the further mobilisation of Norwegian labour power. The mobilisation 
would follow tho same principles as in Gormany and other occupied oountrios. 
Proporatox’y conferences had already taken place with a representative from 
tho Wehrwirtschaftstub, Generalloutnant V/DIZER, and from tho Organisation 
Todt, Gonoralarbeitsfuhror BOHWiAN. 

The Swedish "Papons Nyhoter 11 of 27th September, 1944 reported that: 

"Of late the Germans have repoatodly simply surrounded groups of 
Norwegians in the streets and sent them northwards to forced labour. 
Thus recently a street in Lillehammer was suddenly dosed and 
31 Norwegians were captured, including two teachers at the local school. 
One of them had a child on his arm, but tho Germans simply removed tho 
child and forcod the teacher’ to follow tho others. Another Norwegian 
had only one arm, but was nevertheless taken. All were sent by train 
to Tr/^ndelag, guarded by two Germans and two Hird men, Tho transport 
arrived at the Skorovas mines in Namdalcn two days later," 

TODT ORGANISATION WORKERS IN AMZTNG CAMP 

(Extract from an Affidavit by a Gorman, Alfons BAER, 

Recorded by the Investigator, V/ar Crimes Branch, 

7th Array - No, 3§33o) 

"The head of the Todt Organisation at Amfing was Haupttruppf^uhrer 
HERZE3ERG, who was assisted by Hanpttruppftthrers SPERLING, SCHILIi and 
G0IDLB1EK. There wore approximately 2000 Jews, of which 500 v/ere ?/cjnon, 
at Amfing, These wore predominantly Hungarian, but Germans, Slavs, Czechs, 
Dutch, Greeks, Poles, and French were also included, .... Prisoners were 

subjected to frequent and sovere beatings on little or no provocation, 
recoivod insufficient food to sustain life; were quartered in overcrowded, 
lico-infestod huts; and wore provided with no sanitary or medical facilities, 
....... Breakfast consisted of one half-liter of vory weak ersatz coffee 

after which we walked one half-hour to work. We began work at seven o'clock 
and worked until noon making and carrying concrete for the construction of an 
underground factory. At noon we wore given three-quarters of an hour rest 
period and wore fed three-quarters of a liter of very bad soup after which 
wo continued work until 1 630 at which time we wore marched back to camp to 
stand another formation. At 18,30 we were fed on liter of the same soup, 
one eighth of a loaf of bread, }0 grams of margarine or a piece of cheese or 

sausage weighing approximately 20 to 25 grams Tho sick were 

sogratod into 'sick Huts' whore they received the usual ration minus sausage 
and cheese, Thi3 reduction in ration was obviously intended to eliminate 
tho sick by quickly starving them. In ten months one thousand died at Amfing 
from starvation, typhus, and boatings. They were all buried in a oor.mon 
grave," 

Those extracts suffice to indicate the character of the "0,T." of which 
SPEER was the head, and which was, in fact, a forced labour service, geared 
into SAUCKEL'S system of compulsory labour for tho Reich. 

The responsibility for the barbarous treatment of the workers rests, 
on tho higher level, with tho Ministers and leading officials under whom the 
0,T, functioned, viz,: 

On tho Ministerial Level : 

HITLER, as Chiof of the State, who appointed SHIER; 

G0ER3HG, as Head of the I-our-Years' Plan in which SPEER was a leading 
official in his capacity as mumbor of the "Central Planning"; 

SPEER, as Minister for Armaments and Supreme Head of the O.T., and 

SAUCKEL, as conscripting authority for the foreign labour which was 
allottod to the 0,T, , and also as a leading official of the 
Four-Years' Plan under GOERETG. 
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f A semi-official statement in the German Proas of 30th March, 1942, 
b that it was at CTJTJR'S instanco tliat SAUCKEL waa appointed aa dictator 
of inan-ponor by HITLER on 21st March, 1942, and tliat SAUCKEL and SPEER wore 
instructed to work together in intimate co-oporation, SPEER, theroforo, ia 
identified with tho illegalities of SAUCKEL 'a regime, and shares with* him 
tho responsibility for tho onalavement and deportation of foreign workers. 

The oomi-official German statement, roforrod to in the preceding 
paragraph, togother with HITLER'S decree appointing SAUCKEL, and patting him 
directly under G0EHI1JG (head of tho Fcnu’-Yoar's Plan), and GOERING's docree 
notifying that fact, show that those four ministers (HITLER, SAUCKEL, GOERING 
and SPEER) were jointly involved in tho polioy of using the compulsory labour 
of oitizens of occupied countries in Gorman war industries and particularly 
in the O.T, 

In this connection, tho document (MIRS/to - OT/ 4 / 4 . 5 ), from which 
these noto3 aro partly summarised, points out that "from tho economic stand- 
point, the O.T, bocame subject to tho policies dictated by two public 
figures. One wa3 the policy dictated by Albert SPEER in regard to tho 
comparative priority in supplies allotted to the various armament industries, 
including O.T.'s great constructional tasks suoh os the Atlantic Wall begun 
in May 1942, Tho other was tho policy dictatod by tho SS-0borgruppx3nfuhrer 
Fritz SAUCKEL, the Genoralbevollmachtigtor fur den Arboitseinsatz (Pleni- 
potentiary-General for Man-power Control) in regard to comparative priority in 
man-power allotment, SPEER and SAUCKEL wore the two dominant personalities 
in German war economy, " 

Continuing the list of officials responsible for conditions in the 

O.T, : 

Xaver DORSCH, who was the head of the O.T.Z. (the O.T. Zontral Amt), 
and chief administrator of the O.T, 

Dr, SGHMELTER, the Special Labour Trustee for tho O.T, 

Dep.Ing, SANDER, in charge of the "Speer Ruhr Stab", with headquarters 
at Essen, for repair work in the bomb- saturated Ruhr 
area. The poroonnol in this area was mostly Russian, 

Stobbo DETHLEFFSETT , head of the Amt Bau of the Speer Miniotrv, which 
was consolidated with the O.T.Z. (O.T. Zentral) in 
Juno 1 944-. 

In this connection, the above-quoted document MRS/fclR-OT/4/4-5 statos: 

"Amt Bau was created as part of the SPEER Ministry, whon the 
latter was reorganised in the autumn of 1 943 • The specific decree 

establishing tho Bureau is dated 29th October, 194-3. The creation 
of the office jut its chief, the Genoralbovollmftchtigtor Bau 
(Plenipotentiary-General for Construction) , - at that timo STOB$E - 
DETHLSFFSEH - on an equal footing with tho chiefs of the other Amt or 
(Bureaux) of tho SPEER Ministry. STOBBE-DETHLEIFSEM, however, in 
addition to being head of Amt Bau, also represented SPEER in the 
latter's capacity of GonoralbevollmRchtigter flir die Regelung der 
Bauwirtschaft in Iiaumo de3 Vier jahresplan (Plenipotentiary-Gonerni for 
the Regulation of the Construction Industry within the Four-Yoars Plan). 
This dual function is reflected clearly, however, in the subordinate 
echelons, " 

To the above name a must bo added, where they can be identified, the 
exooutivo members of the building firms, which constituted "units" of tho O.T, 
and mado immense profits out of tho contracts carried out with O.T, slave 
labour. 
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Responsibility appears also to have been incurred by the higher 
regional military commanders, under whoso higher direction the 0,T. workers 
were employed, as already mentioned above. 

f' 

As regards lower military officors conoerned in the employment of 
O.T, labour, it will be seen from the following extract from the above- 
quoted MIRS document that, in certain cases, these wore Fortress engineers, 
whose identity could probably be established: 

"The O.T. units were at this timo divided into five main categories: 

" Type 1 

Featungsbautrupps (Fortress Construction Detachments). This was the 
most advanced O.T. echelon inasmuch as it stayed with the army units 
defending tho coastal fortresses such as St. Halo, Brest and 
St. Nazairo, It consisted of throe special types of components : 
Construction, Harbour and Power supply unit3. These sub-units were 
placed at the disposal of the Fostungs Kommandeur (Fortress Commander), 

" Type 2 

" Bautrupps (Construction Detachments) in the battle zone and zone of 
communications . These were O.T.'s forward echelon, mobile units 
which wore to work under the direction of army engineers in case of 
Allied landings. In the meantime, according to an order of the 
Seventh Army Hohere Pionier Kommandeur (Chief Engineer), their tactical 
disposition was to be arranged by Festungs Pionier Kommandeur XIX 
(Fortress Construction Enginoer Commander XIX) of that area. These 
construction units contained many types of special components such as 
bridge construction, highway construction, demolition, mine clearing, 
motor vehicle repair, munition handling, railway construction and 
general construction units. One railway construction unit in Brest 
wa3 put directly under the Transport Offizier (Transport Officer). 

" Type 3 

" 3autruppe (Construction Detachments) in rear areas. These units 
were placed at the disposal of the General Ingenieur West (Chief 
Engineer of Amy Group West). They contained the following special 
components; railway and general construction, power supply and 
guard units. 


" Type 4 

" Bautrupps (Construction troops) for German Air Force. They were 
placed at the disposal of tho GAF, through liaison with the Chief 
Engineer of Amy Group Wo3t. They consisted of the following 
components: motor repair, bridge construction, general construction 
unit3, " 
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APPENDIX I 


PERSONAL NOTE ON ALBERT SPEER 
(Prom Document MIRS - HR - OT/4/45) 


SPEER'S Career 


Professor Albert SPEER's background and career, except for hia lack 
of military experience, is reminiscent of that of Fritz TODT, Like Todt's, 
SPEER's early careor was in the field of construction. But, whore a3 TODT' a 
special interest lay in methods of engineering technique, SPEER's early 
interest was in architectural planning and ornamentation. He was bom 
19th March, 1905 in Mannheim, Baden and attended tho Technical Institutes at 
Karlsruhe, Munchen and Berlin. He obtained his engineering degree (Dipl. Ing.) 
from the latter, and stayed on for throe years as a research student and 
faculty assistant. SPEER Joined the Nazi Party comparatively late in 1932,‘ 
and formed a personal friendship with both HITLER and GORING. HITLER, as is 
well known, prides himself on his proficiency as an architect. In faot, he is 
known to have made suggestions for the plans of what is SHIER' s bost known 
work to the outside world - the reconstruction of the Reichskanzlei. 


Two of SPEER's early appointments in the Party are that of Loiter, Amt 
"SchBnheit der Arbeit" (Chief of tho Bureau "Beauty of Labour") of the 
Strength through Joy Movement (a branch of the German Labour Front) which 
involved the architectural ornamentation of public buildings and that of 
Unterabteilungsleiter der reichspropagandaleiter technische und kflnsterische 


AugeStaltung von Groaskundgebungen (Chief of the Sub-section "Tec 
Artistic Arrangements for Public Mass Demonstrations and Official Meetings" of 
the Reich Propaganda Ministry). Another early appointment was to the newly- 
created office of the General Bauinspekteur der Reichshauptstadt (inspector 
General of Construction of the Reich Capital), 


Although this office was mainly concerned with the remodelling of Berlin 
from an aesthetic point of view, it represented an important increase of 
STEER'S functions and powers. For one thing, it led to the creation of the 
Baustab SPEER (Construction Staff SPEER), For another, it put SPEER in 
control of the Binnenflotte or Inland Waterways Fleet, which he promptly 
renamed Transport-Flotte SHIER. 


It was, however, not until the outbreak of war, and through his contact 
with GORING, that hiB stature as a functionary began to increase appreciably, 
and eventually placed him in a position to become TODT's successor, if not 
actually his rival, during the former's lifetime. The Baustab SEEER was 
enlarged to form a construction organisation of somewhat over 100,000 men, 
specialising in construction of airports and airport installations within 
Germany. The number of NSKK (National -Sozialistischos Kraftfahr Karps or 
National Socialist Motor Corps) Units, or NSKK-Baustab SPEER as they were 
called, which had always provided transportation for the organisation, were 
likewise increased and renamed the NSKK Motor Transport Standard SPEER (NSKK 
Motor Transport Regiment SPEER). As already mentioned, on TODT's death on 
9th February 1942, SPEER inherited not only the leadership of the O.T, but 
also all of the former's Party and government offices and functions. The 
most important of these numerous government functions is naturally that of* 
head of the "SHIER Ministry" or Ministry of Armament and Y/ar Production (which 
under SPEER underwent a re-organisation during the summer and autumn of 1943, 
and another in the late summer of 1944-). He is besides a member of the 
Zentrale Planting (Central Planning Board) , the functions of which are compar- 
able to that of a War Economy Cabinet, responsible directly to GORING under 
the Four-Year Plan. His most important Partv rank is that of Reichsleiter 
(Member of the Nazi Party Supreme Directorate).

3. Clauses 1 and 2 also apply to all transport organisations assigned 
to tho O.T. 

4. The head of the O.T, will iasuo directives for tho internal 
organisation of the O.T. 

At the same time the O.T.Z. wan removed from under the Inspectorate 
General of German Roadways and bocamo an office in its own right within 
SPEER's Ministry.

HITLER'S DECREE OF 24th AUGUST, 1944 


DECREE OF THE FUHRER CONCERNING THE WAR COMMITMENT OF THE 
ADMINISTRATIVE AGENCIES FOR CONSTRUCTION, 24th AUGUST. 1944 

I. 


The Reioh Minister for Armament and V/ar Production and Chief of 
Organisation Todt henceforth heads the war activities of the Administrative 
Agencies for Construction, I empower him to issue directives for the above 
purpose to all administrative national municipal construction agencies of 
Greater Germany and incorporated territories. Ho may dispose over the 
personnel and facilities of these agencies according to his Judjrjnont, 

The administrative organisation remains unchanged by thus being placed 
on a war footing, 

II. 

The decisions under paragraph I apply also to the state-controlled 
public corporations insofar as they have administrative agencies of their own. 

III. 

The Reich Minister for Armament and War Production and Chief of the 
0,T, will issue, henceforth, the legal and administrative regulations necessary 
for carrying out and amplifying the above decree in agreement with the 
Plenipotentiary General for the Administration of the Reich (HIMMLER). 

- IV. 

This decree lapses at the end of the war.

( Green Filo)". This secret document of 28 pages*, consisting of several

Tlx. instructions of HITLER' 3 Govornnent were published, as ia uvidont, 
freu the text of the doour.iont, direotly before Germany's attack on tho 
•/evict Union, and were designed for "Orientation of tlie Military Le '•Aero hip 
and Military Economic Organs in Eoonanio Tasks in the Eastern Regions which 
are to be occupied". Those in3truotions( "Green Filo") give the following 
definition of the most important purposes of the Goman attack on the 
U.S.S.R. - 



"In accordance with the orders of the Fuehrer, it is neoessary to tok^ 
£.11 measures for innudiate and full utilisation of the occupied rogionn 
in the interests of Germany, To obtain for Germany as much f;cd and 
oil '•s possible - thin is tho main eoonanio purpose of tho campaign.

REPORT NO.1. 

FRITZ SAUCKEL 


Gauleiter and Reiohsstatthalter, Thuringia 

Plenipotentiary for Man-Power under the Pour Years Plan 

In charge of all man-jpowor in Germany and Occupied Countries, 
Born in 1897; sailor, merchant navy, interned in Franoe during 
the to 191^*18; since 1921 member of tfPDAP; a party offloial 


Article 52 of the Hague Convention. 

"Requisitions in kind and servicc/not be demanded from 
local authorities or inhabitants except for the needs of the 
aimy of occupation. They shall not be of such a nature as to 
involve- the inhabitants in the obligation of taking part in 
military operations against their' own country." 


Forced Labour and Deportations ^ 

SAUCKEL was appointed as Plenipotentiary General for man-power in a 
decree dated March 21st, 1942, signed by HITLER, LAMMERS and KEITEL. 

The decree instructed him to mobilise all the available man-power, including 
that of workers recruited** (erworben) in the Occupied Countries, the Protectorate 
and the Geheral Government and that of the prisoners of war; and to place the 
man-power thus mobilised at the disposal of the war industries. The decree 
places SAUCKEL directly under GOERING, the Trustee for the Four Years plan 
That fact is also noted in a decree by GOERING himself, (see photostat in 
Report No. ), dated March 27th, 1944. 

A semi-official commentary on SAUCKEL' s appointment published in the 
Gennan Press (see photostat Annexe 3) of March 30th, 1942, stated that SAUCKEL 
would work in close touch with SPEER, the Plenipotentiary General for ornaments 
and head of the Todt Organisation, who had pressed for SAUCKEL' s appointment in 
view of the ireuenso importance of mon-power for war industries. 

On August 29th, 1942. SAUCKEL issued an Ordinance (seo photostat), 

(Annexe 2(a) and Annexe 2(b) the essential clause of which (para. 3) lays down thai 

"The man-power available in the Occupied Territories is to be utilised, 

in the first instance, to satisfy the requirements of war work in the 

Reich itself." 

This ordinance, which invokes HITLER's deoree above-mentioned of 
March 21 3t, 1942, was destined to oecome c. charter of enslavement for hundreds 
of thousands of men, women and children in the Occupied Countries, 

That SAUCKEL intended the man-povor in the Occupied Territories to be 
compulsorily recruited, if sufficient volunteers wore not obtainable, is 
proved by the acts undertaken by the Reich Kami scars and other liigh officials 
in those territories, who were hie executive agents. 

The Goman "B.N.B. " Agency (as quoted in M. cf I. document Q.1644) 
reported (7.1.43.) that, at a conference of SAUCKEL 1 s directing staff, 
held at WEIMAR on the previous nay, SAUCKEL had 3 aid, "that the supreme 
object of the direction of labour was to mobilise all available reserves of 
productive capacity to an extent never before oqu: lied, and that this 
involved mobilising all available forces' in the Occupied Territories " 




Noto; The word "erworben" , here translated "rocx-nited" does, not 
necessarily imply compulsory recruitment, Bu ; . th t it was so intended is 
bevonrl doubt, since it ,r aa arv-VL-rl in that sense by the executive authorities 
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Kcmnandantur, Similarly, in regard to Vichy. 1 o successive 
regulations forbidding fenrl oyors to engage workers without the 
official authoi .!:•■. ion. the Gormans have announced that it shall 
be, not the Prsnbh j vLJ a i.arv_. but the German military tribunals 
which will deal with car s ox' insubordination. " (See Basic Handbook 
for JVance p.218).

The German military author: ties in Greece acted on the principle 

that evasion of compulsory labour for Gennar.y was a orlmej thus, 
on January 9th,lf>44» the ifiUltory eormandor in Greece announced 
that "the deoree of Jam '.ary 30 th, 1%3, ccnoeming general compulsory 
labour as well as the modifying decree of November 27th, 1943 , ...♦ are 
extended to persons between the age3 of 45-6*>, "And on January 
27th,~l944, he reraihdod the population tlxat "vrork in the German 
military services is compulsory vori;" and mentioned that "a large number 
of men who had been absent fren this work had been sent before 
a court martial and condommcd to 3 ye^rs imprisonment" (See Annexe 5)

In the o^'o of Welgi” , a, GAdGihuL 1 a decrees were implemented 
on October 6th, 1<?'< 2 , by an ox Nuance in the Yi-rurdnungsblatt making 
cpmrulsory labour* co be performed in the Reich,' applicable to males 
between 18 and 60 and uxmnrriod 7/cmcn between £l and 35* A letter from 
General Eggort Reeder, Chief of the Civil Administration, to the 
Belgian Secretary General or I'aroJx 16th, 1943, onnoimced that males 
bom in 3 922, ’23, '24, wore to be rooruited for compulsory labour in 
Germary, The lower age limit for girls was not respected and this led to 
a protest by the Bishop cf Liege (a -rrently early in 1944) against 
the compulsory employment cf girls of 15, Yj and i 7 in arras factories 
at Vervlers,

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The above-quoted pamphlet "Slave Labour arul Deportation", 
based on information supplied by the Governments, stated (p.8) that, 
in Belgium : 

"By February, 1943, at least 75,000 men and v/onen were deported", 
and again (sane page) "On November lltli, 1942, the Germans began 
v/holcsnlo conscription of Belgians fAm all v/alks of life. 

People were rounded-up in the streets, cafe3, and in other 
public places and handed a labour contract, which they were 
forced to sign. Supporters of large families, or girls 
supporting their mothers, v/erc carried off along with the others. 

The age limits were often disregarded ,,,, in fact girLs of 16 and 
wccien of 50 have been sent to Germany, Conscription has been 
continued at a steady rate of 4,000 to 5,000 a week " 

Further details are given in a Ministry of Information report

NETHERLANDS 


In the case of Holland, the Germdn controlled press (N.R.C.27.3.44.) 
reported that : 

"A decree by the R eich skor ^aissar provided that the engagement in 
Holland of workers under 40 years of .ago was prohibited without special 
permission, and that the authorities had the ri;~ht to 3end labour to 
work in countries outside Holland, 11 

A Ministry of Information Report (Q. 2981) bused on information 
in the German-controlled Dutch Press, stated, that 

"After the SAUCKEL decree of August, 1942, ordering that 
the claims of the Reich should everywhere be given priority in 
the allocation of labour in the occupied territories, conscription 
in Holland vms speeded up and more drastic mass methods wore 
employed. The introduction in October, 1942, of the German system 
of the "labour' book" was another step to bring all workers under 
the oentral Nazi control. The Secretary-General of the NSB, HUYGNN, 
speaking at Hongelo on November 24th, 1942, admitted that 
300.000 Dutchmen work o.a v irtua l labour conscripts in Germany* ! 
but he dismissed this as a trifle, "one should not busy oneself too 
much with snail matters in which the big things might pass unnoticed. " 
( Nationale Dagblad . 27.11.42.). At a part - meeting at Leyden on 
February 8th, 1943, HAiJPTDIENSTLEITSR SCHMIDT, head of the German 
Nazi Party in Holland, said "300,000 Dutch workers in Germany are 
not enough, the Dutch must take over the work which the Gorman 
soldier har. to leave behind. Wh<^ docs not work shall not eat", 

(Radio Brunsols, 9.2.43). " 

A threat of more stringent measures was given by SEYSS- INQUART 
in his speech of January 30th, 1543* 

"It goeu - dtheut saying that, in thl a druggie for Europe , 
now that the German poepde have entered the pihasc of total wj, 

Europe to c, must contribute in the same measure. ThU3 the 3une 
total ooncentraticn of -oy-ra must take place in the Netherlands too. 

I would most insistently am seriously point out that the present 
situation does net p>er.i.t of any appeal to any previous circuustuio^s 
sind relations. 1 '.Till oivc my orders - they must be strictly 
obeyed. Ln the present sitiation, refusal to execute such orders 
must be interpreted as naboba. o. 11 (p»unishublo by death , according to 
a decree of January 9th. 1543)".

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"For the onforcvC’cn' ’* 4 -~ 1 ^ohlliration" s. decree of 
February 22nd, 1945, gave full pc -ora to the. Ruichskoumissar to take 
any measures for the centre' of pr oduc ti*on , distribution of goods , -nd 
direction of labour. It vnu -jinounocd that ivjiy undertakings not 
considered essential would be closed down and thc-ir staffs transferred 
to war industries. The fijrat < -o Lc ,ff etod would be employees of 
shipping and ovor-se-c trade eiii ca. The n-..w decree would affotrfc also 
those who had never worked and all Wumi (v/ho would, however, be 
employed only in Holland) /fi-cUiS ocean So, 0 .U. )" 

"All men aged 18-3 5. whatever thc-ir .occupation, were ordered to 
register at Labour Offices for car.pulscry labour service. Heads of 
industrial undertakings arc held responsible for seeing that all their 
staff register. ( Deutsche Zoitu n g in den Nicderlanden) . (14. 5.2+3. ). 
Exemption fra a conscription for the Reich is to be granted only to those 
engaged in agriculture, fishing, essential fool industries, etc. since 
it is largely GerM?ny' s interest that food production should be maintained. 
Largely, owing to Coman conscriptions, there is in fact a sorious 
shortage of agricultural labour," 

"No reliable figures are available for the numbers of those nuw 
enployed on forced labour in Germany. Acording to figures issued by the 
Central Office for Statistics for the end cf .'.Larch, 1943, there were 
296,000 workers employed in Germany ark., a further 37,000 in Belgium and 
Northern France, huh with the further mass deportations -which have taken 
place, especially since the day demonstrations of resistance, the 
numbers ill certainly have risen considerably 

"In a pastoral lubtor v ' protest road in the churches on May 16th, 192+3, 
the Dutch Rcr.ian Catholic hi. chops described the recent measures as 
"deportation on a larger scale than the Oljaistian world has ever kno\/n. 

For suoh happenings wo go back to the times of the Babylonian 

captivity. It is riot c-:ilj thi. Gv verts tion which shocks us, but the 
horrible injustice, which is contrary to a 1 laws, human and divine. . 

Net only may wo do nothin:, feu our country, but \*e are even foroed under 
threat of heavy penalties to help the enemy, " 


Another Ministry of Infers -tioii Report (N0.Q298O) stated : 

"The determined resistance put up by Dutch students to German 
offorts to press-gang then, rer work in Germany was the cause of a long 
conflict between the universities and the occupation authorities which 
came to a head in February, 1943.

"The Ger.ian measures for including the students in the general 
slave round-up started with a. ...oting on Deceiber 9th, 192+2, of the heads 
of the Universities and o * . 'n'fdb'HwiR of higher education convened 
by the NSB Secretary-General of the Department of Education, Professor 
Van Dam, at which he ann^unc u that a largo number of malo students would 
bo called up for work in Cor... ny or with the Todt Organisation on various 
war fronts. It appeared th t this sudden step was the outcome of a nu: 
demand by the Gormans ftr 1, 3,000 workers by the end of the year} of these 
the Universities would hr-:. .. to supply about 8,000 or two-thirds of the 
total students in the. ivutVrl'-nds. Mo.lbers cf the NSB Students* Front 
and those who belonged ho the SS or th_ Volunteer Legion - about 330 in all - 
would be exempt, 

"The heads of the Uni vers’ ' :w n - with the exception of the recent 
Nazi nominee in Groningen tie I iud- fc - protested and refused to collaborate 
in any way in th<- selection o:' U*. -.1 ’ent victims."

" After the de c! -ra tion of martial 1 a in Mgy, the German Polico 
C hief RAUTER. ordered lac cal 1-up for Ger...ony of ^11 thcoe who' had 
refused to sign the declaration. Their parents wor-.. made responsible for 
their appearance on the appointed lay ( Deutsche Zeitunj- in den Niederlondon. 
5. 5.43* ). On I<hv 1 6 th, tlio Asae-ncr National Zeitunj reported 
that 4,000 students had already been deported to work in the Reich." 


On June 3rd, 1943 , a protest va3 addressed to GEYSS INQUART, 
by the Dutch doc ,ors (Fro. a Basic Handbook: Netherlands, part 2, Chapter 1 
page 2). 

"More seriuua tin: the physiological is the psychological 

state of need cf cur people caused by the me cures of the 
Occupation authorities. Uhilo Holland is at nr vdth Go many and 
the Dutch Navj and Air Faroes continue to light against Germany, 
a great part of th. • Dutch population is i creed to work in Geman 
industries, weld. in • •, /capons with which our Motherland is being 
fought, and all tide ‘./hen the Hague Convention, to • 'hich Gemany 
was .also siryiatorp, lays devr. that services may only bo demanded 
by the army of Occupation so Ion;; as tmeso services do not b«-ar 
tho character cf id to military operations against the Motherland!.

EASTERN THEATRE 0? ,’AR 


In the Soviet pamphlet "Hitler's Slave Traffic in Occupied 
Soviet Areas" issued with a covering note by M. Molotov in April, 1943. 
it is stated that 3AUCKEL sent the following instructions to his 
officials in the Eastern Areas on March 31st, 1942, (Dog.S.A, 5. 70» 
28/724) 


"The recruitment for which you are responsible must be spooded 
up - by all possible means including the most sever application of 
the principle of forced labour" 

Again on April 20th, he circulated a secret programme of 
"Chief Administrator for the Utilisation of 'fan Power" containing the 
following passage: 

"In addition to the \/nr prisoners alre lv t'ken and still in the 
occupied regions it i chiefly nccesBor - to mo bills© in the Soviet 
regions the civilian shilled men and women workers over 15 years 
of age to bo used for va rk in Germany". 


In the "Tasks" Section of thu r.-a.ic document SAUCKEL said: 

"In (rder to free from the*ir work tiie very much occupied German 
peasantry, the Fuhrer has instructed !.u. to deliver to Germany 
- 5C0,COC •• icked healthy strong girls from th Eastern regions." 


In Poland, the pamphlet "Slave Labour i id Deportation" report ;d 
on the asis of information supplied by the Polish Government 
that 1 ,7C3,OC0 Poles wore doing forced labour in Germany, including 
abour 270, COO wcoen. The pmnphLet gives details rewarding the inhuman 
treatment of those victims.

Para. I (i ) makes it on of nee to cease work or disoisB workers, or to 
invite others to do so, or to disturb laoour peace in any v/ay. Infraction . 
are punisliablc by imprisons nt or death. 

The text is preceded by a oonn^ntary: "Canmurdcations by the 
German authorities", pointing out that the decree applies to all trades 
and professions and to civil servants; that it includes the death 
penalty; and that the protection of labour peace is a responsibility of 
the Military Administration.

C,59» Kathiraarini , 29.1.44. (do not quote) , publishes an announcement 
by the Military Commander of Greece 'n 27.1.44 

" In ray communication of 29.1.44. (sec above C58) I deolared that 
work in the German military services, military undertakings and public 
services is compulsory work, 7/hile issuing a warning that severe 
penalties of iraprisomont would bo inflicted in the oase of transgression, 

I summoned all workers and those employees of the services axvi 
undertakings in question who had left thoir places of employment: after 
the terror raid of 11,1.44., to resume work by 20,1,44. at the latest. 

"Mean v while many workers and employees of the said services and 
enterprises imagined that they could contimue to stay for away frcm 
their work. Subsequently, a large number of them were arrested on the 
night of 25.1.44. , and delivered to ray court martial. Many of them 
were ooreL-mned at to-days' sitting of the court-martial to three years 
imprlsorment for refusing to do thoir duty. 

"I address to all workers and employees of the said services and 
enterprises a final summons to realise their duty nbd to resume their 
work immediately, I hereby guarantee exemption from punishment for all 
those who present thans elves for work again before 09.00 on 31.1.44. 

But for those who do not moke an appearance at oheir work within thin 
time limit, penalties are in store^which will be more severe than those 
which were inflioted at the sitting of January 27th, 44, particularly 
the penalties of imprisonment and confinement in concentration camps. 

"In the evont of all the workmen and employees promijay* hw solve 
again- their places of employment before the expiry of the tine-limit, 

I shall bear in ndixl the possibility of offering an amnesty td those 
already cond unnod" .

The Todt Organisation ("O.T,") was taken over by SPEER under a Decree 
signed by LASERS, dated 15th February, 1942. (See Appendix II) 


ORGANISATION OF THE "O.T." 

The "O.T,"( + ) though oririnaxly a civil organisation, was made into a 
para-military one; it r.ny be described as the Constructional Am of the 
Wehrmacht. It was based on co-operation between building-firms, which provided 
their staffs and equipment, and the Government , which supplied the nan-power 
and materials. The contracting firms constituted imits in the organisation, 
and the executive of an "0,T," building-firm had thus a dual rble; that of 
contractor, taking care of his own interests; and that of an officer of the 
"O.T.", owing duty to that organisation. 

Tho personnel of the O.T, numbered, at times, as many as Iv,- millions, 
about 1% of whom were foreign workers; the supervisory personnel was German. 
Speer in a confidential statement, dated 9 A/44, said that the O.T. had at that 
time 850,000 workers; this total was to bo raised to 1,000,000 by contingents 
of Hungarian Jows. After the evacuation of Prana e in 1944» losses in tho O.T, 
wore made good by Hungarian, Slovak, Czech and Italian lovies. Russians were 
largely employed in the much bombed Ruhr aroa. 

Political control was exercised by the SS. , which had its own officers 
in key positions of tho O.T, 

In the Norwegian charge (393 Al/G/13) it is stated: 

"The Organisation is divided into a number of Einsatz groups 
and Bau Leitungen; for example, tho Einsatzgruppe WIKEiG which 
covers both Norway and Denmark, 

"Todt Organisation workers are herded into big camps run on 
purely military lines and each camp is placed under the comp leader 
or "Lagerfuhror". For duty, the men in the camp are divided 
into working gangs or groups of 3ome 25 - 30 men under a group 
leader or Grupponfuhror. 

"Tho members of the Todt Organisation are subject to \ -.11 it ary 
law and, though thoy do not normally take part in fighting or do 
any serious military training, they are sometimes equipped with 
light infantry weapons. (A few distances have been reported in 
Norway of Todt Organisation troops talcing part in anti-invasion 
manoeuvres, acting as a sort of Home Guard.) 

"The Speer Legion is on organisation of military transport 
drivers founded to provide drivers for ammunition trucks, etc., 
behind the front linos.

- "It is thus cleai’ that both these organisations aro directly 
concerned with the military operations of the enemy and therefore 
contrary to international law," 


Tho "Einsatz" Groups, or area control staffs, referrod to above, aro 
employed as "task-labour-forcec" in compliance with tho demands of the 
military commanders.' The above quoted ’.ILRS document states: 

"For repair work on railway tracks and stations in the rear areas, 
such as the transportation zones Lille, Poris-Nord, Paris West, 

Bordeaux and Lyons, the Chief Engineer of Army Group West was 
responsible, O.T. worked on these repairs in conjunction with tho 
Chef des Iiauptverko'nradienst (central Traffic Service Officer) of the 
Wohrmcht in Franco who supplied the technical personnel, both German 
and French, The repair of aerodromes was also the responsibility of 
tho Chief Engineer of Army Group Wost. On this work, O.T, worked in 
conjunction with tho Luftwaffe Fcldbauamt (GAF Field Construction 
Bureau) . "

The same document mentions that the Army Command authorised Military 
Regional Commanders (Feldkommandanturen) , in Franoe, to conscript locally 
unemployed so as to co-ordinate the supply of man-power over tho entire region. 

It is therefore evident that regional military commanders were directly 
concerned in the employment of O.T. labour. 

COIJDITIOhS OF WORKERS IN THE TOPI 1 ORGANISATION 

I 

All reports agree that the unskilled foreign labour in the Todt 
Organisation was employed under barbarous and inhuman conditions. This was 
especially so in the case of Slav and South-eastern workers. 


FRANCE 


According to the 3asic Handbook for Franco there were said to bo 
250,000 workers employed by the O.T. Recruitment was ef footed partly by 
local arrangements between the German authorities and prefects, and partly 
by direct requisitioning from tho personnel of I'rench firms. There was also 
a proportion of volunteer workers who were attracted by the fact that working 
in the O.T. in France had, since October 1943 been considered as a safeguard 
against deportation to Germany for war work. 

In tho summer of 1 943 » the inability of the French departments to 
furnish the required quotas of O.T. workers was tho subject of several 
reprimands by the German occupation authorities. In August 1 943 , the order 
was given to fill up the quotas by calling up Jews of 13-50 years of age. 

The working hours in the O.T. aro long (.6,45 a.m. to 7 p.m.;. Latterly 
wages of O.T. workers have been made dependent upon output . By an ordinance 
of 18,12.42, attempts to escape wero made punishable by death. 
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"The Cahiers Franoais" . of December 1943. printedg. report on the con- 
ditions in two Todt camps in Francs. The men enrolled had been promised ■ 
working clothes, but, in fact, none were issued. The men must rise at 
5.45 a.m, and then leave their hutments for the whole day. Slowness in 
rising exposed them to brutal treatment by the guards, one of whom used his 
revolver on an Arab, seriously wounding him. The men were marched in fours 
to the place of work surrounded by armed soldiers. They were constantly 
subject to kicking and beating by the guards, for no apparent reason. 
North-African personnel were treated especially harshly, being beaten with 
iron rods. Safety measures were negleoted, and aooidents were frequent. 

There was no sick-bay at the works and medical attendance was quite inadequate. 
The working day was 1l£ hours. nations were inadequate (no meat and 
25<>»300 gr, bread, and somo thin soup - when available). About every third 
or fourth Sunday there was a partial rest-day, but no means of attending a 
religious service. At another oarap described, the sentries were accompanied 
by fierce dogs. Wages were subject to deductions by fines. There was a 
prison attached to the oaqp. 

THE NETHERLANDS 


A "Stefani" Agency report of 4.10.40, quoted in a Ministry of 
Information document P.21 54, said: 

"The remnants of the Dutoh Amy which at the end of hostilities in 
Holland were incorporated in the special militia termed "Army Reconstruction" 
to a total of about 50,000 men,, are to be partly demobilised in the first half 
of the present month. 32,000 will be utilised for anti-aircraft defence, and 

5.000 will be sent into Germany to collaborate with the Todt Service (roods 
and fortifications)." 

NORWAY 

The pamphlet "Slave Labour and Deportations", compiled by the Waited 
Nations Information Organisation from information supplied by the governments 
'concerned, describes the conditions of the workers in the Norwegian zone in 
the following terms (page 17): 

"Untold hardships have been suffered by many of the Norwegian 

conscripts. They are frequently transported under the most 

appalling conditions; stowed into cattle trucks without food for up 
to 30 hours or in the holds of coastal steamars for many days on end." 

According to Svenska Dagbladot (29.5.42) , it was intended to mobilise 

70.000 men for the Todt organisation. On July 20th, Aft ent idningen reported 
that since June 24th between 15,000 and 20,000 workers had been conscripted. 
The first contingent had been sent to fortification works in Soerlandet, 
Veatlandet and Troendelag, 

Stookholmatidningen, 3rd October, 19j*4 reported that: The Germans had trans- 
ported large contingents of the people of North Norway to North Finland for 
fortification and road works which had been begun by the O.T. The report 
said that nearly 10,000 had been sent, but this figure should be token with 
reserve. Those compulsorily oonsoripted for service in Finland included 
young people of the Labour Service. The Norwegians got German war wages and 
were billeted in hastily established camps where conditions were bad. The 
Germans apparently intended to keep them in North Finland throughout the 
winter. Many who were foroed to Join the Transport kolonne Speor had to woar 
German uniforms and maintain communications between North"~F inland and bases 
in North Norway, 

The Evening Standard. 14th August, 1944 reported that: Fifty thousand workers 
were to go from Norway to East Prussia to help build fortifications. This 
compulsory transfer, said a Stockholm message quoted in a Moscow broadcast, 
followed Goebbels's decree mobilising the population not only within the 
Reich, but also in all occupied countries. 
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Tho Svenska Dagbludot . Stockholm. 6th February, 19 reported from Oslo that 
the Economio Department of 1 the Reichckonmiasariat, under the leadership of 
the SS, leader, Senator Carl 01TE, had received instructions from Berlin con- 
cerning the further mobilisation of Norwegian labour power. The mobilisation 
would follow tho same principles tus in Gormany and other oocupied oountrios. 
Preparatory oonforoncos had already taken place with a representative from 
tho Wehrwirtechaftstab, Generalleutnant WHIZER, and from tho Organisation 
Todt, General arbeit sfuhr or BOHRHAN. 

The Swedish "Dagona Nyhoter" of 27th September, 1 944 reported that: 

"Of late the Germans have repeatedly simply surrounded groups of 
Norwegians in the streets and sent them northwards to forced labour* 
Thus recently a street in Lillehammer was suddenly dosed and 
31 Norwegians were captured, including two teachers at the local school. 
One of them had a child on his arm, but the Germans simply removed the 
ohild and forced the teacher to follow the others. Another Norwegian 
had only one arm, but was nevertheless taken. All were sent by train 
to Tr/nddag, guardod^by two Germans and two Hird men, Tho transport 
arrived at the Skorovas mines in Namdalon two days later." 

TODT ORGANISATION WORKERS IN AMFING CAMP 

(Extract frem an Affidavit by a German, Alfona BAER, 

Recorded by the Investigator, War Crimes Branch, 

7th Amy - No. 3933®) 

"The head of the Todt Organisation at Amfing was Haupttrupprtdirer 
HERZEHERG, who was assisted by Haupttruppf&hrers SPERLING, SCHILI, and 
GOLOMBEK. There were approximately 2000 Jews, of which 500 were women, 
at Amfing, These were predominantly Hungarian, but Germans, Slavs, Czechs, 

Dutch, Greeks, Poles, and French were also included Prisoners were 

subjected to frequent and severe beatings on little or no provocation, 
received insufficient food to sustain life; wore quartered in overcrowded, 
lice-infestod huts; and were provided with no sanitary or medical facilities. 

Breakfast consisted of one half-liter of very weak ersatz coffee 

after which we walked one half-hour to work. We began work at seven o'clock 
and worked until noon making and oarrying concrete for the construction of An 
underground factory. At noon we were given three-quarters of an hour rost 
period and wore fed three-quarters of a liter of very bad soup after which 
wo continued work until 1 63 0 at which time we wore marched back to camp to 
stand another formation. At 18,30 we were fed on liter of the same soup, 
one eighth of a loaf of bread, 30 grams of margarine or a piece of cheese or 
sausage weighing approximately 20 to 25 grams. ....... The sick were 

sograted into 'sick Huts' where they received tho usual ration minus sausage 
and cheese. This reduction in ration was obviously intended to eliminate 
tho sick by quickly starving them. In ten months one thousand died at Amfing 
from starvation, typhus, and boatings. They were all buried in a common 
grave." 

Those extracts suffice to indicate the cliaracter of the "O.T." of which 
SPEER v/as the head, and which was, in fact, a forced labour service, geared 
into SAUCKEL'S system of compulsory labour for tho Reich. 

The responsibility for the barbarous treatment of the workers rests, 
on the higher level, with tho Ministers and leading officials undor whom the 
O.T, functioned, viz,: 

On the Ministerial Lovol : 

HITLER, as Chief of the State, who appointed SPEER; 

GOERING, as Head of the Four-Years' Plan in which SPEER was a leading 
official in his capacity as member of the "Central Planning"; 

SPEER, as Minister for Armaments and Supreme Head of tho O.T. , and 

SAUCKEL, as conscripting authority for the foreign labour which v/as 
allotted to the O.T. , and also as a leading official of the 
Vour-Yeors* Plan undor GOERING, 
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A semi-official statement in tho German Press of 30th March, 1942, 
shows that it -was at SPEER"' 3 instance that SAUCKEL was appointod as dictator 
of man-power by HITLER on 21st 1 larch, 1942, and that SAUCKEL and SPEER were 
instructed to work together in intimate co-operation. SPEER, thoroforo, is 
identified with the illegalities of SAUCKEL 's regime, and shares with him 
tho responsibility for tho enslavement and deportation of faroifpi workors,. .

The semi-official German statement, roforrod to in the preceding 
paragraph, together with HITLER' b decroo appointing SAUCKEL, and putting him 
directly undor GOER H Hi (head of tho Pour-Year's Plan), and GOEftHlG's decree 
notifying that fact, show that these four ministers (HITLER, SAUCKEL, GOERING 
and SKIER) were Jointly involved in the policy of using the compulsory labour 
of oitizens of occupied countries in German war industries and particularly 
in the 0,T.

In this connection, tho document (MIRS/foR - 0T/4/45), from which 
these notes are partly summarised, points out that "from the economic stand- 
point, the O.T, became subject to tho policies dictated by two public 
figures. One was the policy dictated by Albert SPEER in regard to the 
comparative priority in supplies allotted to the various armament industries, 
including O.T, 's great constructional tasks such as the Atlantic Wall begun 
in May 1942. The othor was tho policy dictatod by tho SS-Oborgruppenfuhrer 
Fritz SAUCKEL, the Gcnoralbevollmachtigtor fCir den Arboitseinsatz (Pleni- 
potentiary-General for Maiirpower Control) in regard to comparative priority in 
man-power allotment* SPEER and SAUCKEL wore the two dominant personalities 
in German war economy, " 

Continuing the list of officials responsible for conditions in the 

O.T, : 

Xaver DORSCH, who was the head of the O.T.Z. (the O.T. Zentral Amt), 
and chief administrator of the O.T, 

, ■ Dr. SCHMELTER, the Special Labour Trustee for tho O.T. 

Dep.Ing, SANDER, In charge of tho "Speer Ruhr Stab", with headquarters 
at Essen, for repair work in the bomb-saturatedTluhr 
area. The personnel in this area was mostly Russian.

Stobbe DETIILEFFSEN, head of the Amt Ban of the Speer Ministry, which 
was consolidated with the O.T.Z. (O.T, Zentral) in 
June 1944. 

In this connection, the above-quoted document MIRS/llR-OT/4/45 states: 

"Amt Ban was created as part of the SKIER Ministry, when the 
latter was reorganised in the autumn of 1943* The specific decree 
establishing the Bureau is dated 29th Ootober, 1943. The creation 
of the offico put its chief, the Generalbevollmllchtigter Bau 
(Plenipotentiary-General for Construction) , - at that time STOBBE - 
DETHLEFFSEI: - on an equal footing with the chiefs of the other Amt or 
(Bureaux) of the SHEER Ministry. STOBBE-RETHLEFFSHT, however, in 
addition to being head of Amt Bau, also represented SPEER in the 
latter's capacity of GenoralbevollmEchtigter flir die Regelung der 
Bauwirtschaft in Raume des Vier jahresplan (Plonipotentiary-Goneral for 
the Regulation of the Construction Industry within the Four-Yoars Plan), 
This dual function io reflected qlearly, however, in the subordinate 
echelons," 

To tho above names must be added, where they can be identified, the 
executive members of the building firms, which constituted "units" of tho O.T, 
and made immense profits out of tho oontracts carried out with O.T, slave 
labour. 
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Reaponaibility appears also to have been inourred by the higher 
regional military commanders, under whose higher direction the O.T. workers 
were employed, as already mentioned above. 

As regards lower military officors conoerned in the employment of 
O.T, labour, it will be seen from the following extract from the above- 
quoted MIRS document that, in certain cases, these wore Fortress engineers, 
whoso identity could probably be established: 

"The O.T, units were at this time divided into five main categories:

This was the 
most advanced O.T, echelon inasmuch as it stayed with the army units 
defending tho coastal fortresses such as St. hlalo, Brest and 
St. Nazairo.

Construction, Harbour and Fower supply units. These sub-units were 
placed at the disposal of the Festungs Kommandeur (Fortress Commander).

" Bautrupps (Construction Detachments) in the battle zone and zone of 
c ommunic at ions . These were O.T. r s forward echelon, mobile units 
which were .to work under the direction of army engineers in case of 
Allied landings. . In the meantime, acoording to an order of the 
Seventh 'Amy li'Ahere Pionier Kommandeur (Chief Engineer), their tactical 
disposition was to be arranged by Festungs Pionier Konroandeur XIX 
(Fortress Construction Engineer Commander XIX) of that area. These 
construction unit3 contained many types of special components such as 
bridge construction, highway construction, demolition, mine clearing, 
motor vehicle repair, munition handling, railway construction and 
general construction units. One railway construction unit in Brest 
was put directly under the Transport Offizier (Transport Officer). 

" Type 3 

" 3autruppe- (Construction Detachments) in rear areas. These units 
were placed at the disposal of the General Ingenieur West (Chief 
Engineer of Army Group West), They contained tho following special 
components: railway and general construction, power supply and 
guard units. 

" Type 4 

" Bautrupps (Construction troops) for German Air Force, They were 
placed at the disposal of tho GAF, through liaison with the Chief 
Engineer of Army Group West. They consisted of the following 
components; motor repair, bridge construction, general construction 
units," 
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APPENDIX I 

PERSONAL NOTE ON ALBERT SPEER 
(From Document MIRS - HR - OT/4/45) 


SPEER 1 S Career 


Professor Albert SPEER's background and career, except for his lack 
of military ejqjerionce, is reminiscent of that of Fritz TODT, Like Todt's, 
SPEER's early career was in the field of construction. But, whereas TODT's 
special interest lay in methods of engineering technique, SPEER's early 
interest was in architectural planning and ornamentation. He was bom 
19th March, 1905 in Mannheim, Baden and attended the Technical Institutes at 
Karlsruhe, Munchen and Berlin, He obtained his engineering degree (Dipl, Ing,) 
from the latter, and stayed on for three years as a research student and 
faculty assistant, SPEER Joined the Nazi Party comparatively late in 1932, 
and formed a personal friendship with both HITLER and GORING, HEMR, as is 
well known, prides himself on his proficiency as an architect. In fact, he is 
known to have made suggestions for the plans of what is SPEER's best known 
work to the outside world - the reconstruction of the Reichskanzlei. 

Two of SPEER's early appointments in the Party are that of Leitei, Amt 
"Sch&nheit der Arbeit" (Chief of the Bureau "Beauty of Labour") of the 
Strength through Joy Movement (a branch of the German Labour Front) which 
involved the architectural ornamentation of public buildings and that of 
Unterabteilungsleiter der reichspropagandaleiter technische und k&nsterische 
Augestaltung von Grosskundgobungen (Chief of the Sub-section "Technical and 
Artistic Arrangements for Public Mass Demonstrations and Official Meetings" of 
the Reich Propaganda Ministry), Another early appointment was to the newly- 
created office of the General Bauinspekteur der Reichshauptstadt (inspector 
General of Construction of the Reich Capital), 

Although this office was mainly concerned with the remodelling of Berlin 
from an aesthetic point of view, it represented an important increase of 
SPEER's functions and powers. For one thing, it led to the creation of the 
Baustab SPEER (Construction Staff SPEER). For another, it put SPEER in 
control of the Binnenflotte or Inland Waterways Fleet, which he promptly 
renamed Transport-Flotte SPEER . 

It was, however, not until the outbreak of war, and through hi3 contact 
with GORING, that his stature as a functionary began to increase appreciably, 
and eventually placed him in a position to become TODT's successor, if not 
actually his rival, during the former's lifetime. The Baustab SPEER was 
enlarged to form a construction organisation of somewhat over 100,000 men, 
specialising in construction of airports and airport installations within 
Germany, The number of NSKK (National -Sozialistischos Kraftfahr Korps or 
National Socialist Motor Corps) Units, or NSKK-Baustab SPEER as they were 
called, which had always provided transportation for the organisation, were 
likewise increased and renamed the NSKK Motor Transport Standard SPEER (NSKK 
Motor Transport Regiment SPEER), As already mentioned, on TODT's death on 
9th February 1942, SPEER inherited not only the leadership of the O.T, but 
also all of the former's Party and government offices and functions. The 
most important of those numerous government functions is naturally that of 
head of the "SPEER Ministry" or Ministry of Armament and War Production (which 
under SPEER underwent a re-organisation during the summer and autumn of 1943, 
and another in the late summer of 1944). He is besides a member of the 
Zentrale Planung (Central Planning Board) , the functions of whioh are compar- 
able to that of 1 a War Econorry Cabinet, responsible directly to GORING undor 
the Four-Year Plan, His most important Party rank is that of Reichsloiter 
(Member of the Nazi Party Supreme Directorate} ,

APPENDIX III 


DECREE OF THE FUHRER CONCERNING THE WAR COMMITMENT OF THE 
ADMINISTRATIVE AGENCIES FOR CONSTRUCTION. 24th AUGUST. 1944 

I, 

The Reioh Minister for Armament and War Production and Chief of 
Organisation Todt henceforth heads the war activities of the Administrative 
Agenoies for Construction, I empower him to issue directives for the above 
purpose to all administrative national municipal construction agonoios of 
Greater Germany and incorporated territories. Ho may dispose over the 
personnel and facilities of these agenoies according to his judgment. 

The administrative organisation remains unchanged by thus being placed 
on a war footing, 

II. 

The decisions under paragraph I apply also to the state-controlled 
public corporations insofar as they have administrative agencies of their own, 

III. 

The Reich Minister for Armament and War Production and Chief of the 
0,T. will issue, henceforth, the legal and administrative regulations necessary 
for carrying out and amplifying the above decree in agreement with the 
Plenipotentiary General for the Administration of the Reich (HIMMLER). 

IV. 

This decree lapses at the end of the war.

DR. FUNK, the Nazi Minister of Economics said in a speech at 
Dresden at tho end of September, 1941: 

"Germany's economic sphere reaches from the arctic Ocean 
to th» Black Sea, from the Gulf of Finland tc the .tlnntic". . , 
" 'e have only one 'dm .and that is victory - v/hioh means for 
the German pbople a happy future and a free powerful. Greater

In other words, the Nazi policy, as proclaimed by its spokesmen, 
was to plunder the conquered it at os in order tv food Germany. Except, t s 
•./ere indeed t be made but only on grounds of expediency. In "Occupied

(February, 1944) pJ+C, it is staid: 

"In the occupied countries the Nazis withdraw for thoir wr 
uao the maximum of food supplies that is doomed expedient. a’hu«, 
the attitude adopted towards the country's food supplies vnrie:.:

The agents 1 ‘ the Jit iclinahr stand , v/hich was responsible for the 
exploitation of food, v/or^. in the first plnoc the Roiohs KommisBors, or the 
high official o exorcising corresponding ewers, in the .different Occupied 
Territories; 

S econdly, the German Commissaries for Eo> noetic and Financial Affairs 
in the Occupied Countries, who ^dirootlv controlled all questions of supply; 
and oth -r high officials in the staffs of the Reichskctnmi ss.ars or Military

The committee expressed the hope that further and more adequate 
relief may be organised by the British and American Tied Cress organisation. , 
or some uth..r bodies, as 13 being done for Greece, The committee is sure 
that satisfactory guarantees can be obtained.

The evidence in the above-mentioned charges is sup demented by other re -orts 
possessed by the Commission, which have- not yet been the subject ol charges: 

For instance, a report on the oamp at DACHAU, relating to the period 1540-43*. 
which describes punishments, such as hanging prisoners by the wrists for hour t a 
time; beating to death, submersion in tanks of ice-cold water; making invalids 
run till they fell dead; confinement in heated or refrigerated cells, and so on. 

A report on the camp o.t SACHSENHAUSEN telling of the U3e of mediaeval 
tortures, and murders oi several thousand Poles,

The above-mentioned charges, filed by National Offices, have indicted • 
number of Commondents read lower officials of concentration camps: but, it i 
evident from the similarity in theVregirm s and in the punishments and technical 
means of torture employed ^it the different camps, that these crimes were nut duo 
simply to the brutality of individuals, but were part of o. general system, which 
must necessarily have been prescribed by the higher authorities of the Administration 
ol' Concentration Camps at the headquarters at Oranienburg. In this connection 
Lieut-Colonel McCrath 1 s statement, based on his own experience, (See charge 

373/UK/G/103) is significant: "This comp (MAUTHAUSEN) is ‘a training camp for

Gestapo SS, The trainiiig is Sadism. After completing training they arc sent ac 
"try-outs" to DACHAU." It is, therefore, the higher authori tie's who are the 
princi;>al criminals.

prisoners, the entire administration of the camps is controlled by the

Dept.). It supervises the administration of the camps, of camp personnel, 
guard units, and prisoners. It controls any labour or industrial activity 
oarried on by the- comp inmates and disposes of the products of such work.

It follows from the above extract that Lieut-General (”:.SS) Richard 
0LIT5CKS (who bearG the title "Kcrnmondeur dcr Konsentration Lager" ) is the nigh 
official most immediately answerable for the barbarous regime of tip ca ps; and 
that, on t!ie next higher level, Oswald POHL, to • hcin he reports, and fin Jly 
HIMMLER, the Reichsflihrer SS, v/ho directs the whole policy, are o u ally 


responsible , 

The extent to vJiich LIEBEHENSCIIEL and MAURER, the leading officials of 
OLtUSCK's office (Amtsgruppe D. ) named in paragraph 3 of the above extract, ur«. 
to be held accountable can probably not be determined till fuller inform tion is 
available, after the war, concerning thuir functions. The name of Dr. LOLLING, 
should, however, be specially noted, as Ms office. (Aint, III) deals with medical 
services . and he is therefore, presumably, answerable for the shame ul ill- 
treatment of sick and dying prisoners in the concentration oaups, and for 
authorising the performance of barbarous medical experiments on mn and women 
prisoners. 

In a recent official report it was mentioned that a milder regime was 
reported to have been introduced, latterly, in the concentration camps: that 
flogging was now forbidden at Orianionburg; and that HITLER had even intervened 
on behalf of the inmates of DaehauJ Such charges, if confirmed, are obviously 
duo to the fear of approaching retribution, or to un attempt by the authorities 
to provide rebutting evidenoe as to atrocities. The3 r oon mislead no cne who lias 
read the reports of the conditions pr^voilin , in the camps at a time when the 
Nazis were still confident of success.

The brutal crimes' have taken a far greater extension since Lord 7 j.. n 
v rote these words, and sufficient facts are now on record in charges fi lu 
\/ith the Coeiraission and in other re pert s (including the above-named panel,! t) to 
render them "capable of prooi’".

It is 
therein statod that the "proceedings for taking evidence were conducted 
in strict compliance v/ith the Norwegian code governing the ihvestigation 
wf oases". The dependents tell hov/ civilians under interrogation by 
the Gestapo were brutally kicked, starved, flogged to death, 
seared v/ith hot soldering irons, had their finger-nails torn out, 
were confined in "hat cells", and were compelled to dtnoss the torturing 
of their fellow prisoners. 

As v/rs remo/kod in Part 1 of this report, dealing v/ith concentration 
camps, the description of the cruelties inflicted, the technique of 

brutality and the appliances of torture used, .au sufficiently alike

to exclude any plea that these crimes v.-cre duo to tho excesses of

An escaped Nor 'egian ha. v/ritten, page 30, of the Norwegian 
Government's pamplilot "Tho Gestapo in Norway", that "these >or ;:in 
torturers probably received their training at some German "University" 
v/here tho main course has been instruction in the method of physical 
and mental torture". In this connection Lieut, -Col, McGrath's statement, 
also quoted in Part I of this report, is very significant: namely, 
the MAUTHAUSEN concentration camp "is a training camp for Gestapo, 

S> nd the training is Sadism". It i", indeed, ubviou3 that thi3 was a 
general regime, which must nece3oarily h we boon presribed by HIMMLEA 
and by tho higher Administr tion (H.S.H.a) of hia police services, HI'.. LEA 
and tho leading officials of that Administration are, therefore, jointly 
answerable for the barbarities committed by the Gestapo in all parts of .xiropo.

Tho Planned. Extermination of Eurog can Jews 
(Article 64 of tho Hague Convention) 


Introductor y Koto 

As head of the Nazi Party Hitler had mado tho oomploto destruction of tho 
Jews a main feature of that Party ' 3 polioy, ovon before tho war. In speochcs - 
some of which are quoted on page 2 - he had foretold the extermination of 
Jewry. 

Hitler gavo of foot to this doclarod intontion first, in Gormany,, itself, 
try enacting a series of laws beginning - boforo tho war - with tho Nuromborg 
anti-scmitic law of 1 5 * 9 • 35 > and culminating, aftor oight yoar3 of 
progrossivoly harshor legislation, in the "Thirtoonth Ordlnanoo" of 1.7»43» 
which placed tho Jov/s outside tho oorrmon law, deprived them of all logal 
protootion and mado thcan, in offoot, aubjoots of tho Gostapo, thus fasoilita- 
ting thoir destruction. 

Next, aftor the invasion of tho neighbouring countries, ho oxtondod tho 
principles of tho Gorman anti-somitic legislation to thorn, in disregard of 
thoir constitutional laws and of Article 43 of tho Haguo Convention. Tho J 0 W 3 
in tho oooupied countries vrero, in consequence, first roducod to destitution 
and 3UbJootod to ovory sort of humiliation by a sorios of doorcos, and 
finally ordorod to acoopt any labour that might bo offorod to thorn, thus 
facilitating thoir doportation, ostensibly for labour, to Eastern Poland, 
whore thoy v/oro killed by poison ga3, torturo, and other methods, in camps 
spooially dosignod and equipped for that purpose. 

It is an error to suppose that the victims wore predominantly Gorman Jews. 
On the oontrary, out of a total of 1,765,000 victims given in the U.S.A, War 
Refugee Board's Report (November 1944) for the oamp of Birkenau, the Germans 
only account for 60,000. In any case, as Jews from all countrios - Germany, 
the Oooupied Countries and tho satellite nations - wore massed together for 
destruction in these camps, no distinction can bo dravm, in determining 
Whether a war crime was committed, between the victims of ono nationality or 
another. Tho crime was essentially Europo-v/idc. 

The total numbor of viotiras thus immolated may novor bo known. In 
addition to tho figures given abovo for Birkonau, it v/a3 estimatod by tho 
Soviot-Polish Commission of Investigation that ono and a half millions v/oro 
uurdorod in tho Maldrnek (Lublin) death oairp. 

Tho mass killings of J0W3 in tho death onmps vroro murder on a soalo 
excooding anything that tho world has over witnessed. This scale pro- 
supposo3 organisation so considerable as to engage tho responsibility not 
only of tho German administrative officials, but of tho v/holo Government, and 
evidently of Hitler himself as hoad of tho State and as the chiof author and 
instigator of the orimo. 


I. Tho Polioy 

The -.uthors of th e Po li oy: Tho Nazi Party 

The polioy of exterminating tho Jov/s in Europe which has already 
resulted in the mass-ivurders on a vast scale, was conooivod by the Nazi 
Party, v/hich, as early a3 1920, had taken the first 3top in that direction

by deolaring in their 25-point programme, that "no Jew can be a member of the 
nation." 

The Spokesmen of the Ex term ination Polic y

HITLER; Speeoh in Reichstag on 30«1*39. (V.B. 1.2.39) 

"If the international Jewish financiers suoceed in plunging the nations 
once more into a world Avar, the result will not bo the Bolshovi nation of the 
world and the victory of Jewry, but the obliteration of tho Jewish race from 
tho earth." 

Speeoh on 30»3 »39 

"Tho Jews must bo combated on a world-wide scalo". 

Speech on 2 . 10.42 

......"It is not tho Aryan races but Jewry which will bo exterminated".. 

'I can assure you that this prophooy also will bo fulfilled. 11 

DR. GOEBHELS: (Reich Minister for Pub l ic Enlightenmont) 

In aii interview with tho Sunday Referee (30. 7* 33)* said: 

"that Jewry must perish has boen our battlo cry for tho last 14 years. 
Lot it at . last perish" . 


GOEBBELS "ten artiolos" against the Jaws, published in "Das Roioh" in 
November, 1941 , (Seo Annoxo l) doolares that: 

"every Jew is the sworn enemy of tho Gorman pcoplo" and . . . ."whosoever 
takes their part goes over to tho enemy". 

G: (Trustee for tho Idoalordcal education of th o Nazi Party ) 

In a speech at Arbcitstag ( IQ. 11. 42) said: 




"the Jewish problem will only bo solved whon thoro is no longor a singlo 
Jow in Germany or on tho European continent". 

DR. LEY: ( Trustoe for the Labour lhront ) 


In a speeoh at Karlsruhe, reported in tho Strassburgor Neuosto 
Naclirichton (20.5.42; said: 

"It is not enough to isolato tho Jewish onen\y of mankind. The Jew has 
got to bo e xterminated" . 

Again writing in the "Angriff", GOEBBELS organ (13.6.42) he said: 

"Y/e are resolved to carry on this battlo against tho Jews with all our 
energy till it roaches a victorious end - that is, t ill tho ex te rmination of 
tho Jewish race." 


Ho is reported to have used the same words in a speech at E33cn on 
4.12.40. 

JULIUS STRETCHER Editor of the notorious anti -Semitic organ "der Sturmor" 
has, as is well known, continually advocated the utter destruction of the 
Jews. Thus, in a speeoh reported in tho Times of 16.9*36, he said: 

"extirpation was the only solution of the Jewish problem. This was not 
suggested as a policy for Germany to adopt alone, but as a solution for all 
nations to apply to a world wide problem..." ..."to securo tho safety of tho 
whole world, they must be extonninatod," 


* Tho authenticity of this interview was doniod in Germany. 
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In a lecture given on the 27*3*41 , said: 


"A3 far as the hi3torioal appearanoo of tho Jo w in Europe i3 oonoomod 
we bolieve that the hour of his death has irrevocably arrived". 

DAS SClfi/' -RZE KOHPS s ( tho weekly .lournal of HIMMLER^ So ) wrote on tho 
8th august, 1940: 

"In tho same v/a y as the Jewish problem will bo oolvod for Germany only 
when the last Jew has boon driven out, so tho root of Europe must know that 
tho Gorman poaco which awaits her must bo a poaoo without Java." 

In the same organ, in a front page artiolo, on 24*11*38 shortly after tho 
November progroms, talkod of: 

"tho factual and final end of Jowry in Germany, in absolute annihilation". 

(Those extracts, which could bo almost indefinitely supplemented, show 
that tho extermination of tho J cw was a policy dcliboratcly plannod by tho 
Nazi Party, even before the war). 

THE ANTI-SEMITIC LEGISLATORS 

Tho next stop was the passing of the notorious Nurriberg lav/s (vhich toko 
their name from tho seat of tho Nazi Party Conference), and tho succos3ivo 
lavs and ordinances by whioh they wore amplified: Those included - 

Tho basic anti-Jewish lav of 15*9*35, "to safeguard German blood 
and honour". Thi3 was signed by HITLER as Chancellory TRICK, a3 
Ministor of tho Intorior; and HESS as Deputy for the fVihror. Tho two 
first-named of tho above, (HITLER and jHICK) also signod the 
Citizenship Law (Roichsburgor Gosetz - Legal Gazette 1.1146) of tho samo 
date. 

Tho law for tho exclusion of Jov3 from commercial life (12.11.38 
Logal Gazotto I. 1580) signed by GOERING, a3 Plenipotentiary for tho 
I'bur Years Plan. 

Tho 11th Ordinance under tho Reichsburgor gosetz of 1.7*43, (logal 
Gazotto 1.722) signed by TRICK, Minister of tho Intorior; DORMANN, 

(Head of tho Party Chancery); REINHARDT, for tho Finance Ministor; and 
3CIiIEGHlH3ERGER, acting Minister of Justice. 

Tho 13th Ordinance under tho Roichsburgorgosotz of 1.7*43, 

(Legal Gazotte 1,382) v/hich finally placed Jews outside the Common Lav/ 
and made them punishablo by the Police for offenoes; signed by 
DORM. JIN, Head of tho Party Chancery; SC. fcTERIN KROSIGH, Financo Ministor; 
and THIERAjCK, Minister of Justice. 

Tho effect of the latter Ordinance was, in effect, to make tho Jews 
subjects of the Ge3tapo and so to facilitate thoir dejstruction. 

EtJROPE -V/IDE TENDENCY 0? T HE NAZI POLICY 

The effects of this legislation were extended during the war by successive 
decrees, to the Occupied Countries, and, as a result of political pressure, to 
the Satellite States. Tbr the purpose of this Report no distinction can be 
drawn between murders of Jews belonging to one country or another, because tho 
viotims of the massacres in the death-camps in Eastern Europe wore brought 
together from every quarter; moreover, the Gorman racial legislation had been 
applied outripht to Jews in "incorporated" areas, who may liavo boon originally 
either inhabitants of Germany or nationals of conquered States; lastly, in tho 
caso of at least one Satellite State - Hungary - The American Secretary of State 
has explicitly declared that the mass-killings of Jaws by "tho Nazis and thoir 
Hungarian quislings" will bo inexorably punished. 
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Even in their earlier stages, the discriminatory racial ordinances made ' > 
in the Ocoupied Countries, constituted, a manifest breach of International Law, 
which requires, an Ocoupying Party (Artiolo 43 of the Hague Convention) "to 
respect, unless absolutely prevented, the laws in / oroo in the oountry". 

In regard to this point a British offioial report oonoorning tho Netherlands 
(Basio Handbook Netherlands Part II page 39), states - 

......"The Jews were protected indeed, by implication in the constitution 

itself. If they were to bo considered as a religion, soct or community, 
(Artiolo 3 174-175 of the Constitution covered them) .....If, on tho othor 

hand, they were to be regarded as of alien race, and therefore non-Dutch - 
tho explanation given at the outsort of tho Nazi persecution in tho 
Netherlands - then they wero protected by Artiolo 4 of tho Constitution, 
which ensured equal protection of persons and goods for all persons 
living in the Netherlands." 

A typical example of tho working of the proooss in nn Occupied Country 
may bo taken from Belgium. First, there was an Ordinance (October, 1940), by 
the Military Commander requiring Jow 3 to register themselves and thoir 
business'; then a series of restrictions was iiqposod, on civic rights, until 
to quote tho Basic Handbook, Belgium and Luxembourg, page 2) "tho Jew in 
Belgium has virtually become an outlaw, subject at any timo to tho concentra- 
tion camp, to deportation, to tho breaking up of his family and to any othor 
brutal and arbitary measuro that may occur to his oppressors." 

Finally on May 8 th, 1942, oamo an Ordinance compelling Jews to aooopt any 
"work offered to them by the Labour Office". This decree which seems to have 
boon a favourite dovioo of tho Nazi authorities, enabled Jews to bo deported, 
ostensibly for work, to Eastern Europe. Deportation began in July, 1942. 

"Jews summarily rounded up wero horded together and sent to unknown destina- 
tions in tho East"..., "They were seen leaving Liege then Charleroi, in 
oonvoy after convoy. Men, women and children wore arbitrarily separated by 

their executioners According to a German newspapor 25>000 Jews out 

of tho 52,000 living in Belgium, should hnvo been aocounted for in this way by 
tho end of 1942." (From "Persecution of tho Jow 3 " a pamphlet oompilod by the 
"Inter Allied Information Committoo". Tho same information i 3 given in tho 
Manohostor Guardian of 21.12.42.) 

The anti-semitio measures applied in the Netherlands and other Ocoupied 
Countries followed the same ascending scale, except that in Eastern and South 
Eastern Europe they were definitely harsher from the outset. For instanoe, 
in Greece, the order by STROOP, tho German Chief of Police, requiring Jews to 
register (3. 10 . A 3 ) at once imposed tho death penalty for failure to register. 

In the districts which the Germans "incorporated in tho Greator Reich" 

(o.g. Western Poland, Luxembourg, Slovenia) anti-somitio moasuros wore appliod 
with for loss delay. Thus, in Luxombourg, a dooreo of May 31st, 1940, 
introduced outright, Ahe full 3 calo of German anti-Jowish legislation. 


. learning by the Unitod Nations 

Tho foarfully rapid progross of the work of extermination led tho Allied 
Governments to doclaro on Docombor 17th, 1942, that tho German authorities 
"are now carrying into effect HITLER's oft-ropeated intention to extorminato 
tho Jewish people in Europe, From all tho occupied countries Jews arc being 
transported, in conditions of appalling brutality and horror, to Eastern 
Europe. In Poland, viiich has been made the principal Nazi slaughter house, 
the ghettos established by tho Gorman invaders oro boing systematically 
emptied of all Jows except a few highly skilled workors required for war 
industries. None of thoso taken away aro evor hoard of again, Tho able- 
bodied arc slowly workod to death in labour camps. Tho infirm aro loft to 
die of exposure and starvation, or aro deliberately massaorod in mans execu- 
tions. Tho number of victims of thoso bloody cruelties i 3 rockonod in many 
hundreds of thousands of cr.tiroly innuoont mon, women and ohildron." 

The Governments, in conclusion, condcmnod in tho strongest possible 
terms "this bostial policy of oold-bloodod extermination"; and thoy 
ro-affinnod " their solemn resolution to on 3 uro that tho30 rosoonsiblo for thoso 
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crimes shall not escape retribution, and to press on with the necessary 
0 % praotioal measures to this and," 

THE DEATH CAMPS Hi EASTERN EUROPE 


The liberation of Eastern Europe by the advance of the Russian Armies 
in 1 3UK t revealed the vastness of the soale on which mass-murders had boon 
carried out. 

Among the most notorious of the death camps wore those of BIRKENAU, 
TREHLINKA, BELZEC, SORIBQR, KOSOW, PODLASKI, CHELMO and 0SWIECIJ.2 and the camp 
at MAIDENEX (Lublin). Detailed evidence is already available in the 
CoKmission* s files concerning the mass-murders at Brikonau in the French 
charge No. 00; at Treblinka, in the Polish ohargos 123/P/C/21 and 3C4/P/G/30, to 
which reference oan bo made. 

Detailed reports wore also mado by tho "Soviet Extraordinary State 
Commission for the Ascertainment and Investigation of Crimes by tho Gorman- 
Fascist Invaders and their Associates", concerning the gas-massacre at 
Krasnodar (roforrod to in the "Soviet War Nows" of 14.7.43) and concerning tho 
death-camp at Minsk (ibid 22.9.44) there has also been a report, (bid 19,9.44), 
by the "Polish Soviet Extraordinary Commission" on tho Extermination Camp at 
Maidenak (Lublin), already reforrod to above in the Polish charge 123/P/G21, 

In tho latter ca30 it v/as established by the Polish-Soviet enquiry that 
the victims had included Jews and intellectuals both from Germany and from tho 
Occupied Countries, besides Polish prisoners of war and numbers of children, 
and that tho oamp was in operation as oarly as in 1941. The viotims had boon 
put to death by shooting, gas poisoning and torture. Somo 1,300,000 corpses 
had been burned, and personal effoots wero found whioh had evidently belonged 
to Soviet oitizens, Polos, PYench, Czochs, Belgians, Dutch, Greeks, Croats, 
Italians, Norwegians and Danes. 

Of special significance is the evidenoo of tho Gorman Lieut*<3onoral, 

Hilmar Moser, dated 29.8.44, to tho effect that "HIMMLER, himself, visited tho 
oamp when he arrived in Lublin in the summor of 1943, ''hich confirms that it3 
activities were directed by IHTLER's Government;" and that "at first tho 
inmates were chiefly Jows. Later on, reprosontativos of the most diverso" 
Rationalities, so-oallod political offenders, including Germans, wore kept 
there. "

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II. EXTENSION OF THE EXTERMINATION POLI CY 
TO SATELLITE STATES 
(second phase) 

Deportations of Jews from Hungary: The warning of the Allied Governments, 
scorns, unfort unately, to Jiave produced little effect. After tho German 
occupation of Hungary in the spring of 1944, the anti-Jcwish mcaouros - whioh 
tho Nazis had long objected to, as being far too mild - wero intensified 
(April, 1944). The Jews wore first concentrated, under inhuman conditions, 
in pottos, v/hor.oe deportations to Germany or Poland wore undertaken. J-JIOSS, 
the Minister of tho Interior in the Szjojay Govornmont, doolarod in a speooh 
reported on Juno 20th, 1944, that "tho elimination of the Jews ms an economio 
necessity". Tho Sofia Radio announood (20.10.44), on tho ovidcnco of Jows 
v/ho had esoapod from the Bor copper mines in Yugoslavia, that large numbers of 
Hungarian Jov/3 had been deported to Poland in May, 1943, and June, 1944. 

A recent Memorandum statos that "tho severest moasuro3 of all v/oro those 
enacted against tho Jews by JAR0S3: his Scorctary of Stato, L. RiKY; tho 

latter's assistant, L. ENDRE and tho now Commissioner Unemployment, 

KULSCAR", That mass-killings of deported Jovra woro boing oarriod out v/as 
confirmed by Mr* Eden and Mr. Hull. Tho latter doolarod (July, 1 944 ) that 
his Govornmont would not slacken its efforts to rcsouo as many as could bo 
saved and ho warned tho perpetrators of those crimes that "inoxorablo 
punishment" v/ould be motod out to them. 

The Hungarian Officials roundly doniod tho reports of deportation, but 
admitted that "labour formations" of Jows had been transferred to Germany; 
and Admiral Horthy, tho Regent, doolarod in his last proclamation, (October 16th, 
1944), bofore tho coup d'etat whioh overthrew him, that "under sholtor of tho 
Gorman Occupation tho Gostapo tackled tho Jewish quostion in a manner incom- 
patible with tho demands of humanity, applying tho methods it had already 
employed elsewhere". 

SZALASY, (’quisling*), who replaced HORTHY. v/n.3 a violent anti-3enite; 
KEMENY, his Fbroign Minister declarod (17. 10.44) that "the solution of tho 
Jewish question will bo a ruthless ono". 

The following passage from the "Report of the United States War Refugee 
Board" on the death camp at Birkonau is ovidence that large numbcr3 of 
Hungarian Jews wero, in fact, massacred: 

"On May 1.9th mass transports from Hungary bogan to arrive in 
BIRKEIIAU. Some 14,000 to 15,000 Jows arrived aaily. Tho spur railroad 
track which ran into the camp to the crematoria v/as comploted in great 
haste, the crews working night and day, so that the transports could bo 
brought directly to the crematoria. Only about 10 per cent of those 
transports wero admitted to the camp; tho balance wero immediately gassed 
and burned. Never had so many Jew3 boon gassod 3ince tho establishment 
of BIRKENAU. Tho "Speoial Commando" had to bo inoroasod to 600 mon and, 
aftc. two or throo days, to 800 (people boing recruited from among the 
Hungarian Jews who had arrived first.) Tho sizo of the "Clearing 
Commando" v/as stopped up from 150 to 700 men. Throo crematoria worked 
day and night (tho fourth was being repaired at that time) and, since the 
capacity of the crematoria v/as not enough, groat pita 30 motors long and 
15 motors wide voro once moro dug in tho "Birkonv/ald" (as in tho time 
beforo tho orornatoria) whore corpses were burned day and night. Thus the 
"exterminating capacity" become almost unlimited." 

Massacres of Rumanian Jews: Under pressure from C- or many tho Jev /3 in 
Bessarabia and Bucovina wore subjootod to a "scientific campaign of extermina- 
tion" (Basic Handbook, p.80). Largo numbors - officially estimated at 
135,000 in September, 1943, ~ wore deported to "labour camps" in Trans Istria. 

Gut of a pro-war total of 800,000 Rumanian Jews, 400,000 are "unaccounted for", 

A central office (Zeutrnlstcllo) for Jews v/as croatod; tho "Undor-Sccrotary 
for Humanisation", Titus DRAGOS, was in charge of anti-Jcwish Legislation. 

Tho Commissioner for Jc\/ish affairs wan LAKA. 
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4 III. THE CRIMINALS 

1. Tho Instigators of tho Majs-Murdors 

* 

Tho policy of Europe -wide extermination of tho Jews vras, as montioned 
on page 1 , proclaimed to the world by the Nazi Party. Tho Nazi Party's pa 3 t 
and present leaders are responsible for its oonsoquoncos. 

Theao loaders are, in tho first plaoo, HITLER himself, who has not only 
instigated tho persecution of the Jews, but has gloated over their 
sufferings (*) 

Next come tho Roichsloitors, who form the highest body in tho Party, 
and whose names, as givon in the "Ba 3 io Handbook on Gormany" are - Max AMANN, 
Roichloiter for the Press, President of the Roichsprossckammcr; Martin BORMANN, 
Chief of the Party Chancery; Philipp BOUHLER, Chi of of the Chancery of tho 
Fuhrer; Y/alter BUCK, Chief of tho Party Jurisdiction; Dr. Otto DIETRICH, 

Press Chief of tho Party and of the Reich Cabinet; General Franz RITTER von EFP, 
Reichstatthalter of Bavaria; Karl FIEHLER, Loador of tho Hnuptnnt fur 
Kommunal-politik; Dr. Wilhelm PRICK, Reich "Proteotor" of Bohemia and 
Moravia (formerly Minister of tho Intorior); Dr. Joseph GOEEJSLC, Reich 
Minister of Propaganda; Konstantin I II ERL, Loader of the "RAD" , I EE LHR, 

Leader of the SS and Chief of tho Polioo, Chief of tho Homo Arr.y; 

Dr. Robert LEY, Roioh Loader of tho Party Organisation, including its 
political education, loader of tho "DAP' Labour Front; Alfred ROSENBERG, 
Representative of tho Fuhror for tho ideological and political oduoation of 
the NSDAP, Reich Ministor for the Ocoupicd Eastom Territories. 

Former Roichloitors of tho Nazi Party, woro - R. Y/althor DARRE, former 
Minister of Agriculture (officially classified as "on loavo" sinoo 1942); 

Dr. Hans PRANK, Governor -Goncral of Poland; Wilhelm GRIMM, President of the 
Second Chambor of tho Highest Court; and probably Erwin KRAUSS, dosoribed as 
a Roichloiter in tho Almanach do Gotha 1942, and believed to have succeeded 
HUHNLEIN (docoascd).

As already mentioned, General 
Moser's evidence shows that HIMMLER had visited the death camp at Maidenak.

Next to him, so far as oonoerns the camps, come the higher offioials of 
the "W.V.H.A." (Wirtsohafts und Verwaltungshauptamt), the organisation which 
administers oonoentration oamps in Germany and Eastern Eurdpe, under HIMMLER, 
as head of the "Waff on SS", of which the oamps aro organioallv an dement.

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ANNEXE I 


THIRTEENTH ORDINANCE UNDER THE REICH CITIZENSHIP ACT 

1st July, 1943 RGBI. 1.372 

(Translation supplied by the Legal Unit of SHAEP) 


By virtue of Seotion 3 of the Reich Citizenship Aot of 15th September, 
1935, (RGBI, 1.1146) it is decreed as follows : 

SECTION I 

(1) Criminal aots of Jew3 will be punished by the Police . 

( 2 ) The ordinanoe oonoerning orirainal lav/ for .'*oles of 4th December, 
1941, (RGBI. 1.759) no longer applies to Jews. 

SECTION II 

(1) After the death of a Jew his property devolves upon (i.o. oaohcats 
to) the Reich. 

(2) The Reich oan, however, grant a settlement to non -Jewish hoirs and 
persons legally entitled to support, who have their domioilo in 
the Reioh. 

( 3 ) The settlement can be grantod by a capital sum. It may not exceed 
tho amount of the sales value of the properties transferred to the 
disposition of the Gorman Reioh. 

( 4 ) Tho sottlomont can bo granted by transfer of tangible property and 
rights out of tho property taken ovor. Court fees shall not bo 
levied for legal transactions necessary for this purpose. 

SECTION III 

The Reioh Minister of tho Interior in agreement with the hi^ioat Reich 
authorities concerned will deoree tho necessary legal and administrative 
provisions to carry out and oomplete this ordinanoe. Hereby ho determines 
to what extent this ordinance applies to Jev/3 of foreign oitizenship. 

SECTION IV 

l 

This ordinance goe3 into offoot on tho seventh day after its promulga- 
tion. In tho Protectorate of Bohemia and Moravia it applios for tho sphoro 
of German administration and Gorman jurisdiction. Section 2 also applios to 
Jews with Protootorate oitizenship.

Extraot from the Report on MAIDENAK Death Camp. Published, in Soviet 

War News, 19,9.44 

The findings of the Polish -Soviet Extraordinary Commission on the 
Investigation of Crimes committed by the Germans in the Extermination Camp at 
Maidenak in the town of Lublin were as follows: 

1. Tho Maidenak Concentration Camp, which the Germans called "Verniohtungs- 
lager" i.e. , extermination oamp, was a place for the mass extermination of 
Soviet war prisoners, war prisoners from the former Polish Amy and civilians 
from various countries of Europe oocupied by Hitlerite Germany, as well as 

temporarily occupied regions of Poland and tho U.S.S.R, 

• . * • 

2, At Maidenak, the inmates were subjected to an atrocious regime. Methods 
of mass extermination of inmates v/ore singlo and mass shootings and murders, 
mass and single killings in gas cells, hanging, torture, violenoo and 
organised starvation. In thi3 comp SS and Gestapo hangmen engaged in tho 
mass extermination of Poles, Dutch, French, Italians, Serbs, Croats, and 
persons of other nationalities as well as of Soviet war prisoners and war 
prisoners from the formor Polish Army - both persons oonfined in this camp 
and others specially brought to this camp from other places to be dostroyod.

3» In order to cover up the traces of their oriminal activities the 
Hitlerite hangmen devised a whole system of measures, 3uch as burning tho 
bodio3 of prisoners on huge bonfires in Krempe Forest and in tho oamp, burning 
in a specially constructed crematorium, grinding of small bones, scattering 
ashe3 in the fields and vegetable gardens belonging to the Hitorlite admini- 
stration of the oanp, preparation of huge piles of fertilisers consisting of 
human ashes mixed with manure. The Hitlerite bandits, as a matter of 
routine, robbed the people they had tortured to death, so enriching rank and 
file SS troopers and Gestapo men as well as those at the top of the gang. 
Robbery of the inmates of this oanp was a source of considerable income for 
the Hitlerite State, 

The Polish Soviet Extraordinary Commission ha3 established that in the 
four years' existenoe of the Maidenak Camp the Hitlerite hangmen on the 
direct orders of their criminal Government, exterminated by mass shootings 
and mass murder in gas colls about 1,500,000 persons - Soviet war prisoners, 
war prisoners from the former Polish Amy, persons of various nationalities: 
Poles, Itench, Italians, Belgians, Dutoh, Czechs, Serbs, Greeks, Croats and a 
huge number of Jew3. 

The Polish Extraordinary Commission for tho Investigation of German 
Atrooities in Lublin ha3 established that tho main responsibility for these 
crimes is borne by tho Hitlerito Government, tho suporhangman HIMMLER and 
their SS and S.D. henchmen on tho territory of Lublin province. 

The main executors of these atrocities wore: Obergruppcnfuehrer 
' GL0B0TSCHNIK, leador of SS and SD in Lublin; ex-Govemor of Lublin Provinoe 
V/ENDLER; loader of SS and SD in Lublin, Sturmbannfuohrer DOMINIE ; Chiof of 
war prisoners carps in Poland, Sturmbannfuehrer LISKI; Camp ohiofs 
Stan dart en fuehr or KOCH and Oberstrumfuehrer KEGEL, Assistant Oanp Commandant 
Heuptsturmfuehrer LELTZER , Heuptsturmfuehror KL0PMANN, Oberstrumfuehrer K0STI.AL, 
Camp Drs, Hauptsohar fuehrer Erich GRUEN, Hauptschar fuehrer RINDFLEISCIi, 
Hauptsturmfuehror HLANKE, ohiof of tho crematorium Unterstunafueliror V/E1EE , 
and all other persons who acted as hangmen and are guilty of exterminating 
guiltless people. 
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ANNEXE 3 


SUMMARY OP A POLISH OFFICI.iL REPORT ON THE DEATH CAMP TREBLINKA "B" 


"In Maroh 1942, the Germans began to ereot a camp "Treblinka B", 
intended for the mass-killing of JewD. The first three death-ohanbers v,’ore 
erected in April 1942. The real "death-building', containing ten death- 
chambers, was opened for ^wholesale murder early in autumn 1942. 

"The victims were recruited chiofly from tho Gcnoral Government, and 
particularly from tho following distriots: T/arsaw, Radom, Lublin, Krakow and 
L wow, but Jews from outside tho General Government woro also sent there, 
particularly from tho Bialystok district v/hero the Ghettos woro maintained for 
a long timo and where, in the 3 uraner months of 1943, about 10,000 Jews wore 
roundod up and transported to Treblinka for extermination. Tho Camp B of 
Treblinka covers an area of about 5,000 ha (8 sq. miles). 

"The camp was guarded by Germans of the S.S. detachments, who also 
performed the duties of cxeoutioners;. menial servicos had to bo performed by 
tho inmates of the camp themselves, e.g. , tho unloading of tho trucks, the 
stripping of the victims and sorting out of their olothos and shoes, the 
eirptying of tho death ohambers and the burying of the bodies. V/hen a new 
transport arrived some of tho Jews wore picked out to do this, until they broke 
down morally under the impression of this organized and meohanized murder. 

Then they were made to dig their own graves and take up their position at them, 
whereupon they were shot. Their last duty before dying was to push tho body 
of the preoeding victim into its own g^ave, A new party was then chosen to 
continue their work in the camp. 

"The average number of Jews dealt with at tho onmp in summor 1942 was 
about two railway transports daily, but there were day3 of much higher 
efficiency. Prom tho autumn of 1942, this number began to diminish. 


"After detraining in the siding, all the victims were collected and the 
man were separated from women and ohildren. At first, victims used to be told 
that after a short stay in the camp neoessary for bathing and disinfection they 
would be sent farther East, for work. This was explained by the S.S. men who 
assisted at tho detraining, and by notioes stuok up on tho walls. But lator, 
when more and more transports had to bo dealt with, tho Germans dropped all 
pretences, and only tried to aooelorate the procedure. 


"All victims had to strip off their clothes and shoes (which we re 
collected afterwards), after which they were drivon - women and childron first - 
into the death chambers. Those who were too weak to move quickly woro urged on 
by rifle-butts, by whipping and kicking. If they slipped and fell thoso 
behind them, drivon forward, stumbled over them. Small ohildren woro simply 
thrown inside. After being filled up to capacity the chambers wero hermeti- 
cally closed and tho vapour let in. In a few minutes all was ovor. The 
Jewish menials had to remove tho bodies to tho platform and to bury them in 
mas 3 grave 3 . 


"Reports received from Poland chew that several hundred thousand Je./s wore 
exterminated in Treblinka B, Exact figures arc inpossible to obtain as tho 
Gormans did not troublo to keep a record. As early as tho Spring of 1943 tho 
Germans were beginning to exhume tho bodies and burn them, so a3 to dostroy 
evidence of the orimo. Those exhumations continued until summer 1943, when 
the viotims wore able to 3tart a mutiny and to kill some of tho guards, thus 
enabling several hundred Jews to oscapo from tho camp."

The following statement was addressed to the Red Army 
Command by Lt. Gen. Moser, former German oommandant of the 
372nd Main Field Kommandantur in Lublin. (Translation 
from the Soviet War Nows 6.9.40 


"I Hilmor Moser was born in 1880 in the small town of Langenorda (Roda 
district). 3inco 1902 I have sorved in tho Gorman Army. I was promoted 
Major-General in 1935 and Lieutenant-General in 1942. For my combat 
aotivities I have been awarded all German decorations. In the course of 
42 years I havo always been an honest soldier, I have participLatod in two 
world wars and been seriously wounded, I have no reason to keep silent on 
Hitler's grave crimes or to covor them up, and I considor it i.y duty to toll 
the v.holo truth about the so-called "Extermination Carp" set vp by the 
Hitlerites near tho town of Lublin along tho Kholm Highway. 

"At tho close of Novomber, 1942, I arrived in Lublin with Main Field 
Kommandantur No. 372 in the capacity of Commandant, Some three weeks lator my 
predecessor, General von Altrock, was transferred farthest oast with his Main 
Field Kommandantur. Y/hon 1 landing over official matters to mo ho told mo that 
there was a concentration carp in Lublin under the control of 3.D, He said 
that in accordance with an Army Order, tho commandant of tho Main Field 
Kommandantur , a3 a representative of the armed forces, was very strictly 
forbiddon to visit this camp or a3k questions about what wa3 going on thorc. 


"Soon after thi3 the commander of the military area in the Governor 
Generalship, General of Infantry Heinioke, arrived in Lublin. The Main Field 
Kommandantur was subordinated to him. He repeated to mo the order of which 
General Altrock had told mo, and onoe more mentioned that it was strictly 
forbidden to take an interest in what was going on in the conocntration camp. 
Among other things ho said, "Y/hat's going on there is like a red-hot iron. 
Don't touch itj" 

"During ny early employment in this post I travelled a good deal to 
acquaint ryself with the territory under my control. Later I tried to learn 
more details about tho concentration camp, and discovered tho following faots# 

"Tho camp stretched for several kilometres along tho southern side of 
Kholm Highway and for sovoral kilometres in depth. I boliovc that its 
territory amounted approximately to 30 square kilometros. Several branoh 
lines connected tho carp with tho main railway station. Tho camp was 
surrounded by an ordinary barbed wire fence along which numerous guards were 
stationed. I do not know when tho carp was first set up. But I do know 
that during my stay in Lublin it wa3 considerably expanded. 


"Y’hon selecting sites for defence zones in tho 'Lublin fortified area' 
which passed along the eastern section of the conocntration camp outside the 
fence, I, together with other officers who were in charge of tho building work , 
once went about 30 yards inside the outer foncc of tho camp. I had no 
intention of inspecting tho osup: I havo alroady montionod that this was 
strictly forbiddon by tho higher authorities. nevertheless, I loarnod much 
of what \/ns going on in tho exp. 


"All of vis in Lublin called tliis cup tho Concentration Caip or Jewish 
Crup, bee .use at first the inmates voro chiefly Jov/s; lator on representatives 
of the most diverse natioaalities, so-o lied politioal offondors, including 
Gomans, wore kept there. 
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"In the winter of 1943-44, a great number of those interned were ^ 

exterminated, including, to my great indignation, women and ohildron. The 
number of murdered people ran into hundreds of thousands. The unfortunate 
people wero shot or killed by gas. I was told many times that in tho 
extermination camp tho doomed people woro forcod to perform extremely hard 
work beyond thoir strongth, and wore urged on by brutal beating, I learned 
with indignation that prisoners in that camp were also torturod boforo thoy 
woro killod. 

"In the spring of the current year an immense number of bodies wore 
exhumed and burnt in specially orcotod furnaces, evidently in order to cover 
up traoos of the orimos perpetrated on Hitler' 3 ordor. Gigantio furnacos 
wero built of bricks and iron and formed a crematorium with a large capaoity. 

The stench of tho oorpsos often ponctratod the town, at leaat its oastom 
part. It v/as clear, even to lc33 woll -informed persons, what was going on 
in that horrible plaoo, 

"I received information about thi3 dreadful oamp from conversations with 
tho following porsons; General von Altrock - ray predecessor as Commandant of 
the Main Fiold Korrmandantur; Gonoral Ronnder, Former Commander of tho 
991st Landwehr Infantry Battalion; Dr. Klaus and Dr. Osor, chiefs of tho 
Department of Supply and Agriculture of the district; and Major Hartmann, who 
for nearly five yoars had been my trusted aide. I myself asked Major Hartmann 
to find out what v/as going on in tho camp, and he gavo mo a most comploto 
aooount. The reports were confirmod by tho unbearable stench of corpsos, 
which I mysolf smelt many a timo. 

"I can find no words adequate to express my indignation at those unheard- 
of crimes, and I am convinced that every deoont Gorman will renounco the 
Government which issued orders for these organised raassacro3. Himlor 
himself visited the camp when ho arrivod in Lublin in the summer of 1943, 
which confirms that its activities v/ero directed by Hitler's Government. 


"I deem it my direct duty, as a General and a soldier who has served 
42 yenr3 in tho army, participated in two world wars and boon gravely wounded, 
and finally as tho late Commandant of tho Main Fiold Kommandantur of tho 
Lublin district, to assist in disclosing fully all tho unparalleled orimos 
perpetrated in tho concentration camp,

"I call upon all soldiers of tho army who woro under my command in tho 
town of Lublin to give evidonoo concerning all crimes known to them which woro 
porpetratod in the Lublin Extermination Camp."

MASSACRE OF JEWS IN HUNGARY 


Statement by Hr. Hull, 15th July, 1 944 


T/ashington. July 14 . Mr. Cordell HULL, the Seoretary of State, today strongly 
condemned the German and Hungarian massacre of Jews and the murder of the 
population of the Greek village of Distomo. He promised that "inexorable 
punishment would be meted out", and doclarod that the Hungarian Government 
"stands condemned before history". 

Mr. Hull said, "Reliable reports from Hungary have confirmed tho 
appalling news of mass killings of Jeto3 by the Nazis and their IIUI.'G illAN 
quislings. The number and forms of these fiendish crimes is groat. Tho 
entire Jewish community in Hungary which numbered 1,000,000 souls, is 
threatened with extermination. 

"The horror and indignation folt by the American people at thoso cold- 
blooded tortures and jna3sacros is being voiced by tho President and Congross, 
and by a hundred private organisations throughout the country. It is shared 
by all the civilisod nations of the world. This Government will not slacken 
its efforts to rescuo as many of these unfortunate people as can bo 3avod from 
porsocution and death.

"Tho puppet Hungarian Government, by its violation of the i.iost olementary 
human rights and by its servile adoption of the worst foature3 of the Nazi 
'racial policy' stands condemned before history. 

"It may bo lYrtile to appeal to the humanity of the instigators or 
perpetrators of such outrages: let them know they cannot escape the 
inexorablo punishment which will bo meted out to them when tho power of the 
evil men now in control has boon brokon in Hungary."

"Further, the police stations arc to be informed by telephone, 
in strict secrecy, that the property of nativo Jows is to be 
completely destroyed. In such cases tho polico are, therefore, 
not to intercede on bohalf of tho Jovo. 

"Fires may only be started whore no danger of a subsequent 
conflagration can arise, and conse luently not, for tho 
most part in built up areas; Generally speaking, 
anproximtcly three thousand Jews aro to be apprehended in 
o.ach of tho larger towns.

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SUMMARY OF INFORMATION

RE-QETTLEM3NT (Umsiodlung) 


Tho following summary of v.ar crimes (evictions, confiscations, 
and deportations) committed under the above heading, is compiled 
from the Basic Handbook for Germany. Chapter 3, (l%4); a memorandum 
from an official service (June 1943) end a communication from the 
last-named service (November 1944). 

A list of the German personalities concerned is given at tho end 
of the summary. It iocs not follow that these persons are all to be 
regarded as war criminals. 


On August 19th, 1939, Hitler said in a speech to S.S. and 3, A, 
teachers at Godesborg : 

"I reject the idea of Germvniantion by our people of foreign 
folk, since this would never result in a reinf orcenent, but on]y in a 
weakening of the racial core of our people," 

In pursuance of this policy Hitler made a deoroe (unpublished) 
dated October 7, 19 39, appointing Himmler as Reichkommissar for the 
"Strengthening of German Racialism" (Fostigung der beutshhen Volkatum) 
and making him responsible* for ; 

(1) Bringing back to the Greater Reich the German elements 
from abroad. 

(2) Regulating the position of foreign nationalities. 

(3) Giving shape to tho new Gorman areas of colonisation. 

These objoots, as thus worded, might net disclose a war gringj; 
bur in the light of the application of tho decree it is clear that, 
to quote the "Basic Handbook on Germany" (Chapter 3, Germanisatiop) j 

" the avowed object of the Gorman administration in all those 
regions wa.i to st^anp out the non-German ch rooter of tho 
population by completely Germanising those fleeted to become 
full Germans, and by flispoisasaing, mentally crippling, and 
finally deporting and annihilating thoso parts of tho 
population which .vero undeniably of non-Ge rmen outlook and 
character". 

That was evidently the way in -which Himmler understood his 
instructions, for ho vrotu in the "Deutsche Arbeit" (as quoted by the 
D.N.B. of August 6th, 1942 ): 

" It is not our task to Germanise tho Seat in the old sense i,e, 
to teach the people there the Gorman language and tho German 
law, but to see to it that only people j 1‘ pure Gertavn blood 
live in the East".

That was evidently the way in which Himmler understood his 
instructions, for ho wrote in the "Deutsche Arbeit" (as quoted by the 
D.N.B. of August 6th, 1942 ): 

" It is not our task to Gorr.1a.ni30 the East in the old sense i.e. 
to teach the people there the German language -and the German 
law, but to see to it that only people jf pure German blood 
live in the East".

Himnlor' 3 Commissariat for "Strongthnning Gorman Racialism" had ita 
aoat at Berlin -Hoillenseo, It was organised in 12 departments, 
one of which, the Mittelstelle, tinder Police General LORENZ ia 
described in the Basic Handbook raj the moat important "for the 
practical execution of all population movements". Lorenz's chief 
collaborators, according: to the Note referred to at the head of Page 1 
were: S3. Police-General Hoffmeyer; 3S. Hauptaturmftthrer Pachachwok; 

3S. Hauptsturmftihrer Woingartner; and S3, Oberotunnbarmftihrer MUller. 

The Gorman Plan in 1940 mentioned Professor K, Meyer aa head of tho 
Planung and Boden office, which dealt with regional planning; and 33. 
Brigade-fUhror Greifelt aa head of the Stubshauptamt, It should be noted 
that there was cloee co-optjration between Hin'nler'a office and a 
number of other Reich authorities, many of vhich has liaison offioial3 
attached to the Reich Kommiaaar, .

Re-Jettlement in the Eastern Territories 

The fullest evidence about the methods of "re-sottleraent" carried 
out under Hitler’s Deoreo of October 7, 1939, is available in regard 
t© the Incorporated ere as of Poland, where there was a population of 
10 millions, mostly Poles, 

To prepare the v/ny for the Germ anisation oi thi r •rua successive 
decrees Y/ere issued hy the oarapetont German minintl’iuj, namely s 

A decree of Januuiy 15, 1940, sequestrating 11 Polish State property; 

A decree of Febru ary 12, 1940, placing all Polish -Agricultural and 
forestry concerns under "public administration"; 

A decree of September 17, 19^0* sequestrating or e 'mf locating tho 
private property of citizens of the former Polish It to (in virtuo 
of this decree the estates might be permanently diapeaed of by tho 
confiscating authority). 

The effects of these measures were s (Cfr. Basic Handbook, 

Chapter 3, p. 39) 

"Not only had State property been confiscated in favour of tho 
Gonnn Reich, but also every individual P$lo in the Roiohsgnuo 
Danzig-West Preuosen and 7/artheland and in the districts 
annexed to Erst Prussia and Upper Silesia .as deprived of all 
property after tho Germans had marched in. All iiunobilo property

This decree hca already been mole the subject of a cd-xrgo by the 
Polish National Office. 


wa s placed under tho administration of Treuhander (trustees). 

Aa long aa this property was not required by Germans - either 
Reich Germans from Germ .ny or Volkadeutache (ethnio Germans) 
from the eastern and south-eastern countries - tho Poles oould 
remain in their dwellings and hod to pe$r rent for them. Once 
the property was taken over by the Germans those Poles were 
deported and not allowed to take more than r, fraction of their 
personal and mobile belongings." 

"Hand in hand with the expropriation of all Polish property 
went the Germqnioation of Polish industry and agriculture 
by the taking over of industrial and busines establishments 
farms and estates either by the German State or German 
industrial firms." ■* •» • 

Professor AHHiJGSN, writing in the "Jahrbuch", January 1943> 
describes the Polish peasant v/ho was thus left in his holding, f -r the 
time being, as "the tolerated occupant of a farm which he must 
relinquish aa s_-on as the Ro i o ha kommi a a or for the Strengthening of 
German Racialism allocates it to a Volkadeutache "re-settier" or claims it 
for afforestation or for icmo other purpose," 

As a result of this policy, by the end of 1942, '592,509 farms were 
reported to be under administration in the Incorporated Areas; the 
majority of these were still being worked by "tolerated occupants". In 
April 1945 it v/as officially claimed by Germany that 3»700,000 Germans 
had been settled in "new homesteads" (i.o. in confiscated Polish 
homesteads) in V^rtheland, Went Prussia and U ,per .'jilesia, (British 
experts regards this figure as much exaggerated. ) according to tho 
official Memorandum referred to on page 1, tho number f Poles evicted in 
the first year of the occupation was ab ;ut 1^ million, mainly from Danzig- 
West Prussia (130,000 from Gdynia - lone) and from tho War the land.

Complicity of Gttring's Fvur Years 1 Plan 


An important part in the expropriation of the Polish and other 
non-Gorman owners, and the disposal of their property^ was pitted by 
Goering's "Four Years' Pl?n", through two of its organisations, which 
are thus described in the Basic Handbook on Germany (Chapter 3» 
Germanisation, p. 4V). 

"(l) Haupt Treuhandstollo OaT, abbreviated H.T.O. (Chief Trustee 
Office, East) with its seat in Merlin and oupervisod by 
Goer in g as Plenipotontiaiy far i;ho "Four Years' Plan", The 
centr'd office had region. .1 offices in the provincial capitals 
(o.g, Leitatelle Kattov/its) branch offices in the capitals of the 
Lendkreiae, 

.The task of the c.mpany was to dispose if industrial and 
trade establishments.

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DK-NAT ION/dil - i AT I CN UdDEit HIMMLER'S REGIME 

As it was not possible to obtain sufficient German sottlero 
to work the land the policy of "total" gemaniaation v/aa relaxed, 
to an extent that varied in different areas, and a .system vms 
introduced by v/hich inhabitants of partial German ancestry, or with 
German affiliations, might be clashed as "germanieable" and given 
"state-memborahip", on probation. Accordingly on M«vrch 4, 1941, 

Himmler issued a decree supplemented by v. second decree of Januaily 
31, 1942 establishing a "German people's ’.lit" (Volksliato). 

Nominally, registration on the "Volksliste" was supposed to be 
entirely voluntary, but in practise it was not 30 , In Danzig-Weat 
Prussia the policy was carried through with the "utmost harshness". 

The persona admitted became ;ubject to a rigoro'is system of denational- 
isation. A declaration by Gauleiter Forster (K./„ of December 29, 

1942) v/amed the probationers that they must ..peak the Gorman language 
only, and must sever fill personal and private relations r/ith Polos 
not on the "Volkuliste" , and must offer blind obddienoe to the Ftlhrer. 
Moreover these probationers had to undergo Nazi- " re -e duo at ion". 

They became liable to military service and the payment of Party dues. 
Their children were taken awey to special camps. Some 2 million 
Poles were foroibly "Germanised" in this way. 

The remaining Poles left in the incorporated areas but not 
admitted to probationary State-membership, were deprived of tho most 
elementary rights. Only elementary school education was allowed to them; 
they -wore forced to learn German and in 3 orne districts the use of Polish 
was altogether forbidden. 


Czechoslovaki a 

To strengthen the G.rman hold on Bohemia and Moravia German 
settlers were established in the belt of land bov/oon Lov/or Austria 
and Southern Sudentonland, thus separating the wo provinces 
demographic ally, A groat number of Czechoslovak farmers were evicted, 

■nd Germans from the Reich, the Baltic region, Skfon. xabia and Southern 
Tyrol were given lend there. Karl Hermann FRhNK referred in a 3 peeoh 
in February 1942 to the "so-o ailed" removal of Cz . choslovak farmers to other 
settlements and claimed that only 4931 farmers "refugees from Bolshevism" 
had been settled within the Protectorate. It was planned to surround 
Prague with an "iron Germanic circle", organised in 11 districts, which 
were partly settled *. ith Baltic Germans in 1940. Inside Praguo the 
most attractive suburbs wore converted into purely German residential 
districts. The aim ,o.a to make Prague, eventually, into u purely 
German oity. 

Educational "Ge mania at ion" v/aa pursued by tho closing of tho 
Czechoslovak Universities and other institutes, and the expansion of 
German establishments where only German youths might study. These 
measures, says the Basic Htndbodc, "were port of * scheme to deprive 
the whole nation of its intellectual life".

The Administrators of alio incorporated Are of Slovenia had 
been instructed to "bind them so close to the Koieh that they could 
never be taken away." The B sic Hwlbovk for Ger.n/ay statos that the 
methods employed for this purpuio v/aa "erjpuci’illy stringent and cruel", 
and that, as in Poland, tho fin;J im v,o.< he " annihilation of c. whole 
nation", !.fr. Noel Ponte r, tho "Daily Tulegroh" r.,x3oial correspondent, 
wrote (30 August, 19 M*-) that Lfb or i-oiter , Gauleiter of Sraz, had boasted 
that he would make Southern Styria into a Gorr.nn province in record 
time. The population of the inco j r .tod ore. consisted of 905,000 souls. 


including a minority group of 40,000 "ethnic" Germans. After the 
invasion additional ethnic Gormans wore brought in from LJubliana, 
Bessarabia, Dobruja and Bolzano an "re-aottlor.i, in virtue of 
agreements v/ith Italy and other satellite States, 

As, however, there were no prospects of obtaining sufficient 
"re-settlers" of pure German race by this v.<. thod a system of granting 
provisional German State- 'ombarnhi, , on prob.'.tion, wo n employed, on 
the same lines as described above undor Poland, 

Mr, Noel Panter, in the abovo-ouoted article of the "Daily Telegraph" 
(Aug, 30, 19V+) writes : "All Slovenes were ordered to apply aa 

oandidatos for membership" and ho adds tnat those not admitted 

"became pariahs for whom there was nothing left but starvation, " 

A prominent part in the G^rmani nation of the oountry was taken 
by Helmut HIERZEGC-ER, Deputy-Chief of Civil Administration in 
Upper Camiola, and by Franz STEINDL, the Bundosftlhror for Lower Styria. 

Th« fate of the remaining Slovenes is deoribod in the Basic Handbook 
for Germany "as tragic as that of the Poles or Je', 73 ", Out of 
900,000 inhabitants some 30,000 including all the intelligentsia, wore 
murdered or sent to concentration comps; 100,000 wore deported as foreign 
workers to the Reich and Eastern Poland; 200, COO ire unaccounted for; 
according to the same souroe "especially severe measures were token in the 
Southern border region on the occasion of the aottlement of Germans from 
Kooevje and elsewhere. All Slovenes were removed from Ptu j (Pottoau), 
Brooize (Rann) and Krsho (Cewkenfelu) .‘.bout 7,300 out of 17,000 from 
Colje (tille) and 28,000 from the district of Lifciga (Littai) on the 
Sava in Upper Camiola. This -.hole sale eviction was accompanied by the 
complete dispossess 3 on of the Slovene a. The confiscation of property 
both of individual and corporative bodies rja oa ried out without 
com} >e ns at ion according to a decree of the Chief a of the Civil 
Adminisatration of 1943" . 

The remaining "Schutzangehftrigo" were deprived of all their legal 
and civil rights. They were called up for labour service as an "obvious 
duty towards the St at 3 community which grants thorn the possibility of 
life and existence". 


Luxem bourg 

Gustav 3L.1CN, who was appointed as Chief of Civil administration 
after the conquest of -Luxembourg, vus instructed by Hitler on Aug. 2, 

1940 («), "to recover .hj far nor Roiohnland, Luxembourg, for the 
German Reich". 

This policy was carried out by the same process of eviction 
under the guise of "re-settlement" by HEviMflR 1 a ru^resentativo 
BSRKELMANN. (died 19+3), and then by S.S. Chief of Police in Wohrkreis XII 
7/iesbadon (3 TROOP) . A decree governing deportations was issued on 
September 1, 1942, and came into effect on October lot, 1942. 

It was announced that "’unreliable inhabitants would be re-aettled 
within the Gernvn Living Space 11 . Gustav oL>‘0'. decl red in May, 1943, 
that this "re -settlement 11 -.me not depositation, but merely a measure of 
"politic'il noce aity". British sports o3tim >tu the numbers evicted 
and deported as over 10,000.

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The Basic Handbook (Chap. 3 P« 48) states : 

% 

"The property of the deportees was pl&oed under the core of the 
Deutsche Unaiedlungs und Trouhand gesellschaft ( "DUT") , which had 
an offioial representative in each of tha fcurLundratsamtor. Persona 
selected for deportation were given only a few hours notice, 
during which they were supposed to compile on inventory of their 
property for the benefit of the "DUT", and were then sent off to an 
unknown destination with no more luggage than they could oariy. 

Their former houses were transferred to deserving families with many 
children, to wounded or specially distinguished soldiers, and of course 
to new arrivals. 

"In addition to re-settlement measures children were sent to 
educational camps in the Reich and v/orkers were transferred to Germany 
as foreign labour. On the other hand many Reich Germans were 
brought in as administrators and business men. Thus a movement 
of the population took plaoe \/hich it is difficult to assess though 
it is believed that about 30,000 Luxomburgor3 are no longer in the 
country but have disappeared, either as ro-settler3 and "foreign 
workers or to concentration camps." 

At the same time active steps were taken to de-nationoliae the 
Luxemburgers. It v/as declared (Mey 10, 19AO) that Luxemburg nationality 
had ceased to exist. It was added that "a peasant will only be 
allowed to retain his farm on condition that he belongs to the German 
Volkstum and furthornpre confesses his politioal attitude towards the 
ideaa of the Reich; a business man must realise that he mu3t give up his 
house, his shop or his factory despite Gorman descent and language if he 
is a separatist". German was mada the exclusive language; the use of 
the French names waB forbidden and the Gorman educational system v/as 
introduced. Thousands of children were sent to child evacuation camps 
in the Reich. Teachefcs and headmasters vere deported to the Reich. 

Alsaco -Lorraine 

The measures taken by Wagner and Bdrckel in pursuance of the 
policy laid dovm in HITLER'S decree of October 7, 1939, were generally 
similar to those described above in Luxembourg. 

On September 21, 1940, it was announced by the Gauleiter of 
Lorraine, that the linguistic frontier was to be abolished by means 
of an "exchange of populations". Deportations of French speaking 
inhabitants followed. Pc?t.-in stated that 3orce 70,000 Lorrainers had 
arrived in France. After July 31, 1941, the French-speaking 
deportees vere sent to the Reich or to Pol/oiu. The Basic Handbook 
puts the numbers at close on 100,000, a figure \/hich would have been 
exceeded but for the need of retaining industrial workers. 

In Alsace Dr, ERNST, Commissioner for Strasbourg, gave the numbor 
of deportees as 100,000 in August, 1941. On July 12, 1944, further 
large scale deportations of per'; .ns suspect od of French leanings were 
undertaken. 

Deportation was accompanied by confi, jc^tion of property. 

Deportees were oHorod only AO minutes to pack, und might take 30- 
70 lbs. of baggage. The rest of their property, including jewellery, 
was confiscated and sold. Furnituro of any value was sent to the 
Reich. 

A decree of December 31, 1943, authorised the Chief of the Civil 
administration in Lorraine to take over former French property. 


The process of "re -settlement" followed the same linos as 
in Poland, Some 80,000 Germans, mostly from the Saar and Westphalia, 
were settled in Lorraine; some 2,000 farms in the border countries - 
were taken over. 


In regard to both Alsace and Lorraine it should be noted that 
there was no "provision" in the armistice dth P^tein which 
indicated the surrender of these regions to the Poich, and no 
legal basis for declaring French nationality .t til end (Basic Handbook), 


CONCLUSION 


The communication from on official so-'vico referred to in the 
first lines of this Summary observes : 

"In conclusion, it follov/j firem v/hat has been said that HBOiLER is, 
in the last resort, responsible for all measures taken for illegal 
expropriation of Poles and Jews; far their eviction (and deportation 
where necessary) in order to make room for the ‘/olkndoutscho and Reich 
German colonists, to enrich the local German minority or to allow of the 
exploitation of Polish economic resources by the Aeichaland and the H.T.0. 
and for any compulsion exercised on Polish nationals to register on the 
Volksliste," 

The same conclusion would apply to the operations of Himmler 1 a 
Commissariat in other areas.

SYSTEMATIZED PLUNDER OF ART TREASURES IN OCCUPIED COUNTRIES 


The following is a surr.ii-.ixy of information communicated by an 
official service and derived mainly from Herr von Mohnen, formerly 
of the German Legation to the Vatican, (The facta are already 
known to the French authorities.) 


ORGANISATION 

The head of the organ i out ion was ROSENBERG, Mini ator of tha 
Occupied East, Under him was a commission known, at fir3t, an 
the "Einaatzstub Rosenborg", and later, after it was moved to 
France, as the "Einaatzntdb West", It consisted of some 60 
persons, including many art experts. These followed the occupying 
troops and ear-marked art treasures :md contents of Gallerias for 
despatch to Germany, In thi3 way the contents of the Wilde rate in 
Gallery at Bordeaux .and the Gchloso Gallery on the Cdte d’Azur were 
taken over by the Germans. 

FRANCE 

In France, during the Occupation, the Germans acquired art 
treasures mainly by free purchase, when the owners were Aryans, and 
by requisition or confiscation v/hen they v/ore Jews. The desire 
of the Germans far a cloak of legality enabled the French Museums, 
in many cases, to resist pressure for "exchanges" with German Muaoums, 
Nevertheless, the Mus^o do 1' Arrive lost many of it3 possessions. 

The most serious plundering v/as from private collections, especially 
Jewish oolleotions, and in their oase little regard was shown for 
legality. The objects thus acquired were hnndlod by a speoial 
clearing-house in Paris, v/henoe they wore sent to Germany, In the oase 
of Jewish rofugoos from Germany the excuse v/as used that they had , , 

failed to pay the exit tax (ReiohsfluohAateuor) so that their goods \, u 
were liable to confiscation, • I 

The major interest of the German collectors v/as in German 
works of art. These were sold at very high prioes, Goering's agents 
were on the look out, especially, for works by Grwioeh* Buyer, and 
Holbein. They acquired so many paintings that exhibitions wore 
frequently held at the Palais Bore, v/hore Goering would go and 
select whnt he wanted. Hitler's agents wore interested in second-rate

Viennese works; von Ribbuntrop was said to have (die beat taste 
and was the only ■purchaser Q f Pixjnoh Impressionists, Train-loads 
of art-works were sent from Pronoe to Germany, ^specially to Linz, 
whioh v/as to become tho chief art centre. In 1943/44 plans were being 
made for ocnoooling art-works in oaso or^dofeat. Many were hidden, 
or exported to Spain and Sv/itzurland. Jierr Fritz Jung of Berlin 
i3 specially v/e 11-inf ormed about those plans*

In addition to paintings large quantities of furniture belonging 
to Jev/s ’./ho had loft, or were "about to leave" wore confiscated and 
collected in tho Jeu do Paumo at Paris, whence they were issued ... 
to bombed-out people' in Germany,’ to deserving soldiers or to Reich 
authorities and offices in the East. This scheme was opprovod by 
Hitler, a3 is shown by the telegram of February 2, 1942, attached in 
the Annex. 

Another organisation in France was the "Kunstsohutz flir Frankroioh" , 
under Graf Mettomich, and later under Dr, Kiitgena, from Aachen. 

Besides protecting v/orks of art this body me engaged in sorting them out 
undor the regulations governing France's war obligations to Germany. 

B ELGIUM 

In Belgium the Germans seem to havo been lea3 concerned with 
legality, Tliroe v/orld-famcus v/orks of art: the Diorik BOUTS altar- 
pieoe from Louvain; the Adoration of tho Lamb from Ghent; and the Michael 
Angelo Madonna and Child from Bruges v/ere all taken to Germany. The lost 
named work was removed by a naval detachment on September 9, 1944, a 
few hours before tho entry of tho Allies, 


PQLAJTD 

The looting of art treasures in Pol mi has already formed the 
subject of a separate report by the Vaucher Commission. 

THE OCCUPIED EA3T 


The report of the Extraordinary State Commission set up by the 
Russian Government to investigate war crimes stated, in a report 
published in the Soviet War News of September 5, 1944, that the 
destruction of monuments of art in Pettodvorets Pushkin and Pavlosvsk 
"was carried out by the direct orders of the German Government and the 
Suproma Military Command. 1 "' ("The Orders attached in tho Annex 
illustrate tho working of Rosenberg ' a system, )

It will later oparato outside Paris a3 '.veil. The Zone Chiefs

District, v/ill report to tho Chief 's of the Military ^ administrative 
Districts before starting to operate. Thoy v/ill raako contact v/ith 
the Field Commandant of the District and v/ill represent tho loader of 
the Einstaz squad. 

(5) Officers of tho Mil. Administration will, if noces3ary support 
the Agent of the Einsatzstab and, where there is a risk of failure, 
v/ill take independent action to ensure execution of the commission of 
the Einsatzstnb. 

(6) The execution of these operations is to attract as little notice 
as possible. In the event of repeated questioning by looal French

(7) The order for the seizure of Jewish household effects by tho 
Einsatzstab takes precedence over other orders concerning the fate of 
Jewish property. Concerning the disposal of household effects v/hich form 
part of the sequestrated property of (former) German Jews attention 

is called to the Decree of the Deputy of the Mil. Com ander in' France, 
concerning German Property dated 7 April, 1942. MBF XIII Tgb, 10/42 secret. 

(8) Tho contents of those Jewish dwellings which have been seized 
by the ^rny are exempt from seizure by the Einsatzstab. It is left to 
local agreements with tho Einsatzstab as to what objects from these 
dwellings are to bo handed over to it. The Platzkommnndontur Paris has, 
both in those Jev/iah dwellings occupied by troops as well as in those 
seized for reserve billeting 3pace, placed ill unnecessary effects at the 
disposal of the Einsatzstab. 

(9) The Einsatzstab will take precautions to see that those objects 
found in the dwellings which are not part of the furnishings (o.g. 
clothing, linen) and are therefore not liable for seizure, are safely 
preserved from decay and mi 3 appr opr i at i on . Stocks of merchandise 

found in the dwellings, especially raw materials and partially 
fabricated goods, wines and spirits are to be reported to the F.K. in 
Paris to the Commandant of Greater Paris. They are to be placed in 
security by them and reported to tho responsible advisor on the 3taff 
of the Mil. Commander who decides as to their disposal.

It supervises the administration of the oamps, of camp personnel, 
guard units (Totonkopf VerbSnde) ar»d prisoners; it controls any 
labour or industrial undertaking carried on by the inmates and disposes 
of tho products of sueh work; /«nd handles the offioial rent iots betv/een 
the camps and the outside world. (For further details, see handbook 
on Concentration Camps compiled by MIRE).

G ERMAN OFFICIA LS i ffiSPOKB’BE FOR IMS ECONOMIC OHGi jqSATIONS 
OP THE OOCUPIhi) TERRITORIES. 

In the later seotiona cf thia report, the following States will 
be o icified in regard to their administration: Prance, Belgium, 

Holland, Denmark, Norway, the Baltic States, Poland, the occupied 
territorio, of the USSR, Serbia (as a port of Yugoslavia) and Greece, 
Special stress is 3. .id on the situ tion as it presented itself at the 
bv inning of thi- •coupation peridd, i.e, after administration ’./as 
handed over by the military authorities to more permanent institutions, 
despite these latter being in many instances military administrations. 

1. The Central Organisation, 

Duo to the fact that the various occupied countries v/oro not 
administered by uniform methods, the Central Organisation within 
the Reich is not easy to define. As to their xlministrr.tion the occupied 
countries may be divided roughly into 3 categories* 

a) Thooo wholly or partly incorporated into the Reich, i.o. Austria, 
the Sudeten land, parts of Poland ( Dan zi g-‘ Va stpreus sen and the Warthel n<l) 
and parts of Prance (Alsace-Lorraine). After the occupation all the 30 
became parts of the Reich Administration, .Iso the rost of the Czecho- 
slovak Republic (protectorate Bohemia and Moravia) and the Gouvernemont 
general (GG); they wore and are governed as "Nebunlaender" ( secondary 
States) of the Roioh. The countries or parts of them, named first , 
are dininistored as Cermn territories, oho last tvo .are governed 
individually ( Re i ch-Prote ct or and Governor General rojp,), Ey 
deoreo these letter .re directly responsible to Hitler, although 
factually they may • mo under the authority of Dr, Danners, in his 
capacity as Head of the Reich Chancellory, .and of Jiartin Bonnann, 
as Deputy of Hitler, Very probably V/. Prick, the Minister of the 
Interior, and 1 .ter on Hicmler, exercised some authority on matters 
concerning the .dminiut ration of these territories. 
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b) In countries with Germ; n civil administration, i.o. the Netherlands 
nrl Norway, a Reich Commissioner v/ua appointed for each -..ho waa 
directly responsible to Hitler (with similar restrictions to those 
n ntioned above). The occupied districts of tiussia, including the 
Baltic States, were administered by a specially appointed Minister for the 
Occupied Russian Territories; he was likewise directly responsible 
to Hi tier, 

o) “ Btntes which v/ure and are under military administration, i.o. 

France, Belgium, Denmark, Serbia and Greece; in these a "Militaerbefehlshaber" 

(Corrmandor In Chief) was the supreme authority in the reap. 3tate, Ho 

von , however, subordinate to Field-Marshal W. Keitel, Chief of the 

Supreme Command of the Armed Forces. For his part he is advised in 

economic questions: by the "Y/ehrv/irtschaf ts-aind Ruestungsstab" (War 

Economy and Armaments Board) under the direction of the General of Inf an cry 

Thorns. 

The German Central Admini tr.ative Organisations for all the occupied 
countries may be summarized as follows : 

' hitler stands at the head of all the departments, partly in his 
capacity as Reich Chancellor and partly as 'supreme Commander of all the 
German Forces. In the civil sphere he is assisted by Dr. Heinrich 
Lam:. 'ors , Chief of the Reich Chancellery, and by his Party Deputy formerly 
Rudolf Hess, since f ay, 1941, Martin Barm wm. At the beginning of the war, 

. v.-.-ir economy v/as directed by the "Beauftragter fuer Vior jahreaplan" 

(Comi.i jsioner of the Four Year Plan) Field-Marshal H. Goo ring, by whom 
the following: centr.l holies wore directed;

In January, 1940, Gearing took overfall war econotry by establishing 
the "Gmeralrat" (Council General), The Council met regularly once a 
v/o .k under the chairmanship of Gearing, It v/as to master all fricti no 
and to equalise ovor-lappinga in the various departments. The Council 
.v:r!-ad under the " Ministorrat fuor die Roichsverteidigung" ( Ministeria l 
Coni.cil i cr th, I) . fenc e of the Reich); it consisted ,f Funk, Lammora, 

Keitel, Bormann, Himmler an ' Goerin ; , v/ith th ■ last-named as chairman, 

| £>‘ r n fter, in M rch 1940, it became > vidont that tii« duties of the 
Council General v.-ero centred partially in the newly created Ministry 
-f win.aniun.tr, ana Munitions, then under the guidance of Dr. Todt; thereby 
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"the working of the v/a r economy was to be rendered more flexible 
and change -over a, nooeaait ..ted by the war, v/ere to be carried out 
successfully and at greatest possible speed". (Koelnisohe Ztg. , 

7.3.1941). It seems that Gearing was gradually pushed into the 
background, in particular .after Albert Speer had token over the 
Ministry of Armaments and Munitions, following the fatal accident of 
Dr, Todt. 

The economic organisation of the General Staff was directed by 
Thomas , General of Infantry, in his capacity as head of the War 
Economic and Armaments Board (Wehrwirtsohafts-imd Ruestungsamt) , 

This department is sub-divided according to the various economic 
branches. One of its moat important aactiona ia tho "Amt fuer 
Deutsche Roh-und Werkatoffe" (Office for German Raw and iXlbstitufce 
Materials), headed by General Fritz L-<eb. The War Economy and Armaments 
Board had district boards throughout the occupied Europe, as a rule, 
they v/oro unuer the direction of tho Commander in Chief of the rosp. 
district and were sub-divided into Diatriot-Com; iando3 under "Bezirkschuf " 
(District Chiefs), to which the "Feldkummandanturen" (Field Commando Offices) 
were subordinated. If in any way possible, the leading personalities 
of these military organisations are men with economic knowledge. 

Factually, the "Feldkotnmandantur" is tho executive authority supervising 
local economy and adapting it to the requirements of tho authorities 
of occupation. The "Felikcmmandantur" ia led by a Colonel, (Frankfurter 
Zuitung* 3.2.1943). 

At the beginning of the war the War Economic and Armaments Board was 
the only eaonomic authority. In June, 1942 it was divided into two 
separate boards: the Armaments Board placed under the direction of the 
Reich Ministry of Armaments and Munitions (Headed by Gpeor), and the 
Board of War Econrgy which remained under the leadership of the General 
Staff. 

Although a certain degree of uniformity existed in tho economic 
administration of thu occupied countries wherever military organisations 
were concerned; nothing of the sort was noticeable in regard to the 
civ il occupation authorities. It is significant that up to April, 1942 
the civil occupation authorities had no single central authority in tho 
Reich by which to direct the occupation administrations, (Koelniache 
Zeitung, 18.4.1942) and so far nothing i3 known of the institution of such 
a bFJy. 


2, The Org-.tnisnticn in Franco. 


In France tho occupation authority wan chiefly a military administruti. 
The Commander in Chief, at the same time Chief of tho Military 
administration, was the responsible head. During the early stages of the 
occupation General S troccius was C in C, In October, 1940 he was 
succeeded by Conoral von otuelpnngel. He was assisted by a 
"Vorwaltungsstab" ( Administration St off) , headed by Dr. Michel and the 
War Econorry and Armaments Board for Franco under Lt, General Berkhauaen . 

This latter b urd ruled war oconony in Franco by means cf 5 "Rueatungsin- 
apektionon" (Armaments Inspect .rates). The administration was divided 
into 2 departments: the Administrative Section under Dr. Schmidt , former 
Minister of the Interior of Wuorttemberg, and the Economic Section 
under Dr. Michel, The Economic Section consisted of 10 groups: gener.il 
econ r:y, food and agriculture, forestry and timber, foreign trade t nd 
finance, transport, labour, currency rind credit:!, taxes and oust-ina, 
price regulations ..r.d trade in general. Later on a separate gi*oup f or 
the administration of raw materials was added, Tho "Feldkornri-mdanturun" 
ware responsible for the carrying- ut of the orders issued by the Central 
Administration. One "Ft.-ldkommnndantur" ’/as established in each of the 
French D^parto. To enable smooth functioning of the deliveries to 
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Gwrmary, tho C, in C. decreed, in September, 1940, the establishment 
of i Central Office for tho di tributi -n yo da (Zontrolamt 
fuor tie Verteilung von Woren) ; it had it a c -untarpirt in the 
"Zentralo.uftragss telle" ( Central Orders Office) , an institution 
established by Gooring. 

Concerning homo met tore the French Ministries v/ero the competent 
authorities. The Mini a to ra .ore appointed with the c^neent of the C.inO, 
.nd wore, in oonjequtmco, nothing but the toe la of tho Gorman 
occupatin administration, Tho position of the Reich representative 
(Reichsbevollmaochtigter) Abets ns to economic questions, is not 
quite clear. There is no doubt that, together -/ith his staff, ho 
participated actively in the occupation administration. 

To connect the German "Reic!i3wirt3chaftskwnmer" (Chamber of Economy) 
v/ith tho one which was a continuation of the former German Chamber of 
Commerce in France, a special liaison office was established in Paris, 
headed by Oskar Hoffmann, former president of the Chamber in Franco, 

This new office was backed by the military administration of Prance 
and was instructed to act as representative of all German economy. 

Concerning the occupation administration Dr, Michel wrote, as 
•follows, in "Der Neue Ts g" #> (8.4.194-2): 

"Through th * "Dienststellen" (Service Departments) of the railit’ ry 
C. in 0, in particular by means of the economio department of his staff, 
Germany issued her orders and decrees, according to the importance of 
the matter in efueati'n. They have either to bo onrriod tut immediately 
cr Gentry restricts herself to issuing directives ana principles by and 
on which matters have tc be effected". 

3 . The Organisation in Belgium, 

Belgium was governed by a mil it ary adminiatruti -n ‘which include! the 
Nor thorn territory cf Prince, General of Infantry von Falkonhauaen 
was appointed chief of the administration, with the title of C. in C, f 
lll.ium -nd N rthorn France. ( Mi lit aerbof ehls habor fuor Belgian & 
Mordfrankroioh), He was assisted by on Administrative staff, headed 
by Hoi;iurungoprae3ident Reeder, ua "Militaervorwaltungaehef" (Chief of 
the Military administration) and by the Vice-Chief of the Milit uy 
Administration v n Cru ushaar, The Military Administration was sub-divide 
int several "H-auptabt -ilungen" (chief Departments) , of which the 
"’Virtachaftsabtoilung" (Economic Department), under Colonel Nage l 
was further divided into groups on similar lines as those mentioned 
above far the French administration. The heads of the gr up. worked 
in close connection with the Belgian Ministries, The he is .;f these 
Ministries, bearing the title of Secretary General, wore Belgian subjects, 
who sympathised with the German authorities, by whom they i/ore confirmed 
in their office and controlled in their duties, 

4. The Organis :ti^>n . f the Netherlands. 

After a sh .rt p*_ri. 1 of Military administration, following the 
Oocup. .ti <n of the Netherlands, Hitl-.r deoiled civil adnd.nistr .tion, 
in or r to re-est blish public life and order. Minister Dr, o gyss-lryu-ir t 
/.as ^p intod "Roiahukornmis.'inr fuer die besetsten Nioderlaondisohen 
Goblets" (Reich Cunmisoi oner of the iccu; iod Notherland territories), 
represented the hi best civil uth.rity in the Netherlands, 
directly roopon sihile t j!itl.;r. In accordance With the decree ho 
o ul i make use of the Dutch authorities in carrying out his duties. 

Cr tho ther huncl, the Dutch "lioheit srechto " (Sovereign Rights) wore 
xecut-.d by th< German militaiy C, in C, of the Netherlands, 
hw had the right t :iv any ardors ho doomed necessary in the fulfilment 
of hij iutiea.

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In his administrative work this Reich Com.daaioner was assisted 
by Commissioners General of the department a, i.o. a comndoaionor general 
of Justice: Wimmer, one for Finance and Economy: Dr. Fiaohboeok, fur 
Security: (tauter , for special lutiea : Fritz Sc hmidt . The Commissioner 
General' a Office of Finance and Economy v/aa divided into Chief 
Departments, each under a leader, e.g, leader of the chief department 
for Food end agriculture of the Reich Commissioner of the occupied 
territories was Oborrogierungarat von de r ’Venae , Xarl Christi ansen 
was the head of the Department of Shipping. 

According to Su yao -In qu.-rt (interview with a reporter of the 
Koelnisoho Ztg. , published 29. 1C. 1940) the occupation authority intended 
t safeguard the interest. , of Germany by controlling Dutch economy with 
the help of a small German staff, but to leave the execution of the 
administration to Dutch institutions* The Ministerial Departments, 
as well ay the provincial affio.es, therefore remained in Dutch hands. 

The Ministries wore headed by Dutoh Secretaries General, who were 
responsible to the Reich Commissioner of the Netherlands, The same system 
wail applied later on (August 1941) to the provincial offices. In thia 
connection Muasor t rendered an important service to the German 
administration by choaing personalities who were faithful to the German 
cause, Muasert v/aa also responsible for the adaptation of many Dutoh 
institutions to German requirements, e.g, the establishment of the 
"Dan Istand" . the Dutoh equivalent of the "Reioh3naehr3tand" (Reioh 
Fo d Estate). 

In order to control Dutoh exports to Germany, a "Zentrale Auftrags- 
s to lie" (Central Contract Jl ard) ,vas established in the Hague, direotod 
by Dipl. Ing, Kintzo: he boasted that via hia department more than RM 
1 .500 mill, worth of goods had been delivered to Germary from the date of 
occupation up to 1.2.1941. (Koelnisohe Ztg. 16.2.1941). 

.apart from the authjritiea which have already been mentioned, the 
NGDAP maintained on office for the Netherlands with a big staff. In 
it Dr, /quicker a is the .advisor on economic questions. 

In April, 1943 a new committee waa established: the "Rueatungsund 
V era orgungakomit e " (.armaments and Supply Committoo ) in Holland. 

In;. Fioblg v/as appointed president, vice-admiral Lambrccht as hia 
deputy. 

5 • T he Or; -an is.- it ion in Denmark. 

In spite of the greater powers of the "Reichabevollmaechtigton" 

(Reich Trustee General) the supreme occupation authority in Denmark 
was and still is in x the hands of the C. in C. of the German troops in 
Denmark. During the first months of the occupation (april to June 1940) 
this command v/aa held by Leonhard N xupisch. General of the Air-Foroe; he 
v/:i3 succeeded by Lt. General Luettko up to 1943 when General of 
Infantry von Harm /ken wan a /pointed 0. in C. in Denmark, after having 
given u x his p at at the Reich ministry of Economy, He heads an 
administrative staff, organised on similar linos to that in Belgium. 

Owing ta the fact that Denmark kept its Government, the State 
authority v/as left t>. Danish administration under a Danish Prime 
Minister and his Cabinet. Obviously, however, the Germ -r. occupation 
authority exercised its right af contr 1 in all economic spheres. The 
requirements of Germany are rogiat red in the "Bed irfsatollen" (military 
requirement and supply de oartinenta) . 


Up t'. .Jap t ember 1 %2 the German ambassador von henth o -Fink 
acted ali "Bevollmaochtigter" (Trust a General) of the Germ n Reich in 
Jonimrkj ho had the usual staff of attache's at his disposal, .iftor * 
the signs A' unrest inoroaaed in Denmark, he wan replaced by iVerner 
Peat f provided v/ith special powers. 

In Denmark the > vti /nal-Cwsinlist Party is re resented by a German

Those parts of Russia which 
were temporarily occupied by Germany, but where no permanent 
administration was 3et up f i.e, the moat distant Easterly territories, 
remained under the command of the Militaervorwaltung Ostlund (Military 
administration Ostland) which will be dealt with separately. 

The civil administration of the Eastern territories was placed 
under the authority of the Ministry of the Occupied Eastern Territories 
in Berlin. The head cf the Ministry - since it was established - 
has been Alfred Rosenberg , assisted by his representative Dr, Moyer.

In the chief department Eoonony, the following > {roups were adrainiatoreds 

General Economy, Food rmd Agriculture, Forestry and Timber, Prices, 
Banking and Currency, Trade , 

In the economic administration of tho Eastern Territories, the "Z.O." 
(Zentralhandelsgesollschuft Ost GmbH- Central Trade Company for the East) 
ployed a very important port. It was established in 1941 by Gooring 
and the other Reich Ministries conoerned in controlling, promoting and 
shipping the entire agricultural production of these territories to 
Germany. The head office was registered in Berlin, but branches existed 
in all Eastern Districts-. In 1942, Leonhard Fleiaohberger was the 
Manager General of the Company. 

9. The Military Organisation of the Par Distant Eas te rn Tcrritorloa, 

Straight behind tho fighting front a special organisation was set 
up by the Germans to safeguard the essential supply system. This 
organisation was neither a p-j't of the fighting forcos, nor u oivil 
Iministration, It worked with military discipline, but on purely 
economic 1 principles.

Agriculture , chief groups: Forestry and Timber, chief groups: Labour, etc. 

'Die executive orgna of the inspectorates wore tho "'Virtoohaf ts- 
ku.rnon los" (Eoonomic Conmndos) which- requisitioned the agricultural 
products and carried out the technical re-construction. The following 
were some of the more important leaders of tho various chief groups:

State of 
Serbia came under Corn .n administration, .Those ports of Yugoslavia 
which were placed under Itali n Control (Dalmatia and Montenegro) 
are not taken int consideration in thi3 connection. 

The Gorman administration set up in Serbia was a military one. 

It v/as under' the command of the C, in C. of Serbia, first General von 
Sohrooder . and later General of the Air-Foroe Danokelmnnn . v/ho v/aa 
subordinate to the Military Commander of the South-East; Field- 
M:\rshul List, The economic questions v/ithin the C, in C, domain of 
the South-East were do »lt \/ith by the leading adviser of the military 
administration: Dr. Go mind. 

The C. in C, of Serbia was assisted by a staff, headed by Staata- 
rat Br. Turner. In thi3 staff the "Gonor.albovollmaechtigto fuor die 
'art schoft in Sorbien" (Trustee General of Econony in Serbia), NSFK- 
Group loader Wexxhauaen (formerly Gorman Consul in Belgrade and 
representative of the Office of the Four Year Plan for Yugoslavia) played 
a prominent part, Unler hitr. Dr, Guenther Bergmann, former 
official of the Reich Ministry of Econorry, was in charge of the eocnomic 
questions of Serbia, The staff of the military administration 
had regional offices, called "Foldkommandanturen" (Field Commsuidos). 

•hen German administration took over in Serbia, no local authorities 
wore available. Later (in September, 1941) .a Cabinet was formed 
under Tfe lie , with the "authorisation given him by the Gorman Military

After the conclusion of the military campaign in Greece, 
administration was under the control of the German General Boehmo nnd his 
staff, partly influenced by the Italian occupation arrry. In October 
1942, both Germany and Italy appointed "Sonderbeauftragte" (commis- 
sioners general) for Greece: Neubucher for Germany. D'Agoatino for. Italy , 
to improve economic conditions in Greece, Noubacher was soon after 
promoted to Trustee General of all South-East -Europe an States. 

Under* him Dr. ^ltonbur, • took over the post of an .jnbasandor plenipotentiary 
to Gre ce. In November 1943 » he v/as succeeded by Kurt Freiherr von 
Graevnitz, 4k fter the collapse of Italy, the German military .authorities 
to.k over the entire administration of Greece, 

Since its foundation in December 1942, the "Degrigeo" (Deutsch- 
Grieohisohe Varenausgleiohgesellschaft - Company for the equalisation 
of Gv:ods) was of gre t importance in the economic sphere. It had 
been create! by the aeich Ministry of Eoonot.'y together with the Reich 
Group: Trade and the Reich Group: Industry, to promote and foster 
commerce v/ith Greece an! to equalise prices of imports and exports 
between Greece an! Germany. Its head w.a 3 Otto Br un, 

.i .rt from this new institution, the former German-Groek 
Chamber f C owner oe w/uj reformed n i renamed into "German Chamber uf 
Connrurco in Greece" to serve as a central clearing office for all German 
busin< js in Greece, The new Chamber wan managed by Dr, Albert Do, -oner, 

/ho is also manager of the DHGRIGES.

In a provious Summary of Information (No. 15) an •upline was given of 

the activities of Himmler' a "Reioh Conuissariat for the Strengthening of 

• # 

German Racialism," in connection with the expulsion of nan-Germans in 
conquered territories from their homes and their replacement by colonists 
of German raoe. 

The present summary of Information deals with nnotlier branch of the 

same subject: namely, the activities ©f Himmler's Reich Konmissariat with a 

view to protecting "the purity of the Gorman raoe," 

The sourocs of information are (l) the photostat copy of a speech 

delivered (confidentially) by Himmler to senior officers of the V/ehrmacht at 

Bad Schaohen cn the 14th Ootober, 1943; (2) a file of letters (originals) 

signed by High German officers in the Bnden-and-Alsaoo Gnu concerning the 

execution by hanging of several Polish civil workers f*r oohabiting with 

*• * * 
German women; and (3) a file of correspondence (originals) between higher and 

lower •fficials in the same area concerning measures to combat the increasing 

births of children of foreign women-workers. 


Executions of Foreign Workers for Offonoes against the 


In Himmler's speech at Bad Schachea on the 14 th October, 1943, we read: 

"I— that is to say the Police — punish very severely all cases of 

#- 

co-habitation by members of foreign races and Gorman women. In every case, '~ 

'where the facts are established, the woman is dealt with by the ordinary courts.. 

If she ha3 been a participant in the office — i.e. , if she gave herself-- the 
foreign man (it is usually a case of a Pole or a Russian) is sent to a con- 
centration camp for life. If the oase is graver, ho is hanged cn the sjset. 

That may seem a harsh measure to you. But I hold that wo *-wo thi 3 severity to 
our race. If many such drops of foreign blood got into our raoial body that 


would mean the deterioration of our most pruoiou3 asset. " 
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That directives in this sense must have been given to Himnler to his 
regional and S.S. chiefs and to the Gauleiters is apparent from the following 
correspondence concerning executions of Polish oivil workers for offienoos 
against the race. 

It will be observed that, in every case the Polish oivil workors woro 
hanged in pursuance of "orders from the Roiohsfuhrer (S.S.)". There i3 no 
mention of any trial or sentence. Furthermore, in several of the cases there

is no charge of assault, but only of oo- habitation, yet the death-penalty was

imposed. Pressiiaably, in these oases the Pole had not been found ethrdLoally 
suitable for "Germanisation" .

on the subject by the Central European Joint Committee (March l6th, 1945)* 

The mobilisation of non-German children v.lth the National Socialist 
Youth Service is largely directed by the "Foreign Organisation" of the Nazi 
Party, The system was oompuloory in Poland, Norway ani Czechoslovakia, and 
more or less voluntary in Belgium and Holland, 

In Norway, Quisling, after issuing a Decree in February 1942 
mobilising all ohildren of ten to eighteen, said in a speeoh: 

"This will give me control of 400,000 ohildron. I v/ill train them up in 
the principles of the New Order." (Daily Telegraph jJO. 4. 43.) 

Once the ohildren in a western occupied country had entered the 
Youth Service, they were usually induced to go to the Reich, either to Join the 
regular Youth Movements there, which had separate branches for foreign ohildren 
of "Germanic" blood, or to serve an apprenticeship. 

In the Protectorate of Bohemia and Moravia and in districts partly 
or wholly incorporated in the Reich— 3uch as Slevenia, Luxemburg and Alsaoo- 
Lorraine— , the treatment of the children was far more cruel,

The deportation of hundreds of thousands of men and women and the 

breaking up of faniles — particularly in Poland and the Balkans — had created an 

. % ■ 

enormous number of homeless children. In 1942 there were 3aid to be over 
400, $00 of these in Serbia alone. 

In regard to Polish ohildren in the Government General, the Swiss 
"Arbeiter Zeitung" , Schaff hausen (6. 1, 1944) wrote : "The most traffic 

oategory of ohildren are the homeless ones who have been abandoned becauso 
families are broken up as a result of deportation, forced transportation and 
forced re-settlement. At the present manent, one must count with 130,000 to 
150,000 homeless ohildren in Poland. " 

Tho *to.ues Wiener Tageblatt" (2. 7. 1942) reported that in Athens the 


Police were collecting children from the streets; 2000 of them were to be 
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deported to an island where they would perform agricultural labour. 

The smaller ohildren v/ere ' sent to hostels in the Greek provinces, till — it 

may be supposed-- thpy were old enough for labour.

For dealing with children in Poland and Oeoupied Russia, there was a 

special "Youth Section" under Hauptbannfuhrer Nickelin (the Political

Department of Rosenberg's Ministry of the Ocoupied East), The official Ger. 

News Agency (N.D.Z. ) wrote on the jsub ject (27.4.43):

The "Daily Telegraph" (10. 7.19AD) wrote: "Polish girls betweon 12 
and 18 years of age in Poznan have been ordered to register for forced labour. 

The "News Chroniolo" (24.1.194£) wrote: "Polish boys and girls are 
being sterilised by the Nazis in an attempt to extinguish the Polish raoe. 

This is one of the many harrowing details of Nazi persecution in Poland, 
revealed in a report submitted to Cardinal Hlond, Primate of Poland, by a 
priest who escaped from the German torror. The Priest alleges that Polish 
ohildren have been sterilised after being rounded up in various cities to be 
sent on masse to Germany. " 

The picture drawn by these newspaper; reports, though not official, is 
wholly consistent with the policy indicated by Himmler in his speech at Bad 
Sohachen.

An6ther iiqportant offioial in the Berlin office was Stabaftthrer Rrofeosor U TDC AL. 

The work was financed by Xavor Schwarz, tho Nazi Party Troasurer.

the end of 1941 these powers were again extended, on the pretext of making good

air-raid damage in the Reioh, to include all furniture’, «to» , of absentee Jewish 
owners It was repeatedly stressed in the instructions issued to the staffs that 
these seizures must be mado unobtrusively, and that the local authorities should bo 
informed verbally if they made enquiries that these wore measures of reprisal 
directed by higher authority. All disoussion was to be avoided.

Tho following notos are sunnarised from a deposition by a prisoner 
of war (L.D .563 San Soldat Fritz BjLoich) , a model-maker employod in the 
Boolitz organisation. The sorvico which forwarded hi3 deposition regard 
it as "reliable. 11 They point out that a sl^p accompanying the prisoner 

statos that he is to be triod as a war criminal, and they suggest that the 
information ho has given should bo rooordod in his favour. 

(N.B.- Bloioh is not on any list of the U.N.Y/.C.C. , at present) 


The witness's deposition is chiofly concerned with tho Boolitz "morcy 
killing" organasition, under whoso auspices mental patients wero ticketed and 
sent to Special Institutes ( S tammans tal to n ) . whore they v/ero gassed and oromnted.

It will bo soon from thAparts of his deposition here summarised that the 
experience gained in this \/ay by tho Boolitz organisation and its staff of 
experts was utilised to initiato tho systematised killing of prisoners in 

Concentration and Extermination Camps,

The witness, it should be mentioned, handled Dr. Brandt’s personal 
correspondence, but not documentary mail. The lettors exchanged between Dr. 

Brandt and Himmler were addressed to "Dear Karl" and "Dear Hoinrioh."

The Reich Commissariat for Health, under Dr. Karl BRANDT, included a 
Scientific Resonrch Department, which controlled the "mercy -killing" organisa- 
tion (tho Boolitz Stiftung) reforred to above. It3 highor ofi'ioials wore knovm 
by code names. Tho decision that a patient wn 3 to bo gassed wfts given by Dr. 
Brandt in each case. The poison gas was obtained on indent frorj a dix.ip in tho 
Friedriohstrasso , Berlin, belonging to tho "Y7.V.H.A.", (the S.S. organisation 
which administers the Concentration Coups).

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In the middle of 1943 » or possibly In September 1943, a personal letter, 
signed by Himmlor himself, v/as sent to Dr. Karl Brandt ordering him to devote the 
whole activities of the Boolitz organisation to the destruction of Jews and 
political offenders. 

As a beginning, some politioal prisoners wore brought to the Beelitz 
killing stations (Stammanstalten) from Aussohwitz, Buchenwald and Saohsonhausen. 

Before leaving the Concentration Camps they were given an injootion of soopolomine, 

* * * • *• - 

to prevent them from trying to oscapo on route. On arrival they wore gassed. 

No oard indices or photos were kept of then, as was done for the mental patients; 
their deaths were simply reported to Krim Rat Werner of Amt V, of the R.S.H.A. 

(the organisation administering tho SS.). 

During this stago, Doctors Sberl . Renno a nd Schumann went to Aussohwitz 
Concentration Camp for some months, and carried out various medical experiments i^pon 
prisoners, resulting in the deaths of the victims. 

Later on, Himmlor wrote another personal letter to Dr. Brandt, direoting

him to select some officials for sorvioo in Russia. "Only praotioal people" (i.e. , 
only persons export in gassing) woro to be sont. 

Staffs were accordingly sont to some of tho "Auffangslager" (Death Camps). 
They did not include any official personnel, but only male nurses and doctors 
skillod in operating the poison-gas jets. The doctors included Drs* Eberl, Ronno 
and Becker I (so-called to distinguish him from another doctor of the sane name, 
Booker II). Becker I, though not a modioal- dootor , had been used to operate tho 
gas jets, and — in the witness's vrords — was 'Always to be found where cruelty and 
brutality had to be organised." Sorao staffs vere also sent to a point near 
Florence, whero a camp for Jev/s had been established. 

All the personnel employed in these dutios woro S.S. uniforms, with "S.D." 
armlet 3 . The gas chambers and inoir.erators for raary of tho concentration oamps 
•wore irp.de by Faulhahor(fathor and son), an engineering firm in Be lin specialising 
in this work, according to dosigtfl prepared by Bockor I. 

At the end of 1943 (by which time it may bo aupposod that the dea th-camps 
wero in full working order and oould dispense with instructors) the Beelitz 
organisation reverted to its former role— tho "neroy-killing" by poison gas, of 
mental patients.

Cto the evening of 15th April, the area in v/hioh Bolaen Concentration 
Camp is situated was uncovered. There had boon no fighting in the actual 
vicinity of the oamp under an arrangement made with the oneny through an 
emissary who cams through our lines under a white flag on the 12th April. 


Cki the rooming of 16 April, BGS, DA & QMG, DDkC and DEMG 8 0 Carps 
entered the oesp, having been preceded overnight by DDKS Second Arc®, ADH 8 
Corps, PSD MU. Gov, 8 Oorpe and Supply Offioar Mil. Gov 8 Corps. 

There are fc/o coups. No. 2 is situatod in Barracks and contains 16,000 
men of all nationalities. No. 1 is a hutted oanp containing 40,000 men, 
women and children, with rather more v/aroan tlian men.

Conditions wore found to bo even worse than had boon feared and indeed 
could not be realised by aiycno who had not seen the oanps v/ith thoir cam eyes.

Ho had boon diraotor gonoral of tho Essonor Stoin- 
kohlon AG and tVosidont of tho Chamber of Industry and Coroner co Eooon 
up to tho time tho Gau Chamber of Keonony SsSen was ostablishod. Ho 
then beoamo Honorary President of the Gau Chamber of Kconocy. 

Albort VOEGTER: 

Boforo 1933 tho attitudo of Vooglor was not oloar. Ho lird 
boon a right-wing Liboral (mombur of tho Reichstag - Volkspartoi) and 
was in touch with Strosomann. Still there can bo no doubt that ho 
did muoh for tho Nazis , oven boforo they oamo to power. Finally 
Vooglor v/as chairman of tho board of dirootors of the Veroinigto 
■ Stahlworka AG. Duossoldorf , "pioneer of labour " and muoh elso. 

Under tho Nazi rdgimo, ho most probably played a disastrous role.

Xlh s a loading Nazi of tho Gorman iron and stool industry. jlo had 
formerly boon a professional soldier, diplomat, thon manager and member 
of tho board of dirootors of tho Ilsoddor Huotto AG. temporarily loader 
of the Roioh group industry, prosidont of tho Chamber of Industry and 
Commoroo , Hanovor and sinco 1943 president of tho Gau Chamber of Economy 
Hanover-Brunswiok. Personally he lud provod fair and dopant- in many 
oases. There is no doubt as to his close connection with tho Nazi 
policy. • • 

Gustav IvliUPP von BT9HLEN und HABACH:^ 

Before 1933 Krupp was reserved in his attitudu tow .rds National- 
Sooialisn. Reports, hcn/ovor, oxi3t' v/hich mention that ho is said to 
have holpod tho NSDAP finanoially at a rolativoly o.arly period. Ho 
is also said to havo boon a party member at an oarly date. notually 
ho was holder of the goldon Party badgo of the IfSDAP, usually awarded 
only to persons v/hoso Party number was below 100,000. In 1933 ho 
booamo Curator of tho Adolf Hitler Spende ('lonation) of Gorman ooonory. 

This largo fund presented Hitler annually with approx. Hi I 50 mill, for 
froo utilisation. Hitler had ropeata dly boon a gaost at Villa Pluogul, 
tho house of Krupp. Krupp 1 s daughtor married a SA-loador of a ohiof 
storm troop. Still it may bo assumod that Krupp got into touch v/ith 
Nazism from a utilitarian standpoint, but vas never really attaohod to 
it. Tho part ho has played in economic policy inunt be tested. 

. Guidotto Graf Honokol Fuorst van DONNERSi IARCK 

Was oonnootod with tho iron and 3tool industry. Ho is tho ov/nor of 
lijgo industrial enterprises, in partioular of coal rrd.no s. Ecnckul 
brought funds to the Nazis and was praotioally a partisan of their aims. 

Kurt Eroihorr von SCHROEDER 

Worked, partly prominently, as liaison betv/uen tho Nazis and industry. 
Ho v/as joint ov/nor of tho Hhoinicche Bonkliaus J.H. Stein in Cologio and . 
contributed, probably moro than aiyono olso, to”; li tier 1 3 aooession to pov.or. 
Ho vas prosidont of tho Chamber of Industry and Commeroo Cologne, thon 
leader of tho Gau Chamber' of Econoiry Cologn° -Anol ion and temporarily Gau 
advisor of econony. During the Nazi rule he played a big part. A similar 
. role as intermediary betwoon tiio bankers and industry v/as playod by:

Was the actual politician in the I.G. .hi ir . nephew of Solimits, the 
chairman of tho board of administration. ligner s a rustless vary 
ambitious man of not much signifibanou. Although he i/as a member of tho 
board of tho I.G. ho \/ns not of nuoh import mac in tho management of tho 
business and for tills reason he wu s politically active. Ilgnor was in touch 
\/ith all parties, but he contributed largely to' the rise of tho Nazis. In 

1934 ho wao in danger of being executed as. a friend of tho Roohra group. Ho 

v/ont to Japan and remained abroac for sc no time , Ilo returned, \/ns a#ain 
graciously accepted and sooms then to have xtox'.ziO. zealously for the Nazis. 

Thus ho became chairman of the po.wanum; Germ', a do.up-at.iun of the Hungarian- 
German industrial negotiations, deputy rihairman of the aantral Europoan 
Wirtsehaftstag and sine J larch 1944 h, v/au a member of tiio Arbeitskrois l’uor 
Aus3<m/irtschaft. (Labour circle of foreign ecionory.) 

Horn mn RITTER: 

Partner of the Hartin Hr': ’ .’am I'om. Gos. , Bniien, herd of tho 
tec! ini cal group Tobacco Industry and Commissar 01 ' Production of tho Ministry 
Speer, v/as a first-rate promoter of Nazism, 

Dr. Robert ALLilERS: 

Since 1926 president of tho Reich Association of the ibtor oar Indus try , 
was an onthusiastio Nazi and was used by tho Party a?, advisor.

RoiohsbanJ: and tiio Roioh Chamber of Eoonony and occasionally loador of tho 
sootion foreign trado in the Roioh group commorou.

Ho is pionoor 
of labour. He is a very oarly Party member. Pietzsch v/as ono of tho most 
influontiul men in tho Party. Liko Hookor ho is ono of tho few Nazis who, in 
many casos, may bo regarded as personally dooont. 

Vilhelm KEPPLER: 

Finally Soorotaxy of Statu to tiio Forui'71 Ofi’ico; \r c tho ov/nor of a 
small ontorpriso of tho chemic 1 Indus tty. Ir 19 2 7 he attached himsolf to the 

IISDAP and in 1932 Hitlor called him to I Munich to deal with economic questions. 

Ho did niuoh to propagate National -Socialist ideas in trade and commerce. In 
1933 ho wan appointed commissar of economic problems and loador of tho economic - 
political organisation of tho Party. Ho hold a further nuiribar of similar posts. 
His influonco wanod gradually, still he must bo counted ovun now among tho 
loading industrialists of tho r<5gimo. 

Horbort TEHGEL'-I/'iNN : 

The son of tho dircotor-gcnoral Ernst Tongolmann in Essor, played a great 
part in Berlin. In 1944 he 'war- appointed vice -president of tho Gau Chamber of 
Eoonory Berlin and head of tho section: trade. Tengolnann became a Nazi at 
a vory earl;'' da to and helped the Party essentially in its ri3o. s a reward 
he booamo loauor of the ooonomio group clothing industry and thereby the chief 
man of tho clothing industry, a position v/hiah lie resigned in tho spring of 
194^. Thure is no doubt that TengoLnnn played a leadin ', rftle in the Europoan 
plans of oxpansion in regard to tho textile industry. 

Hjalmar SCIL'-CIIT: , 

If the leading Nazis in econo! y are named, Sohac’.\t , tho 1‘oxmor president 
of the Roiohabank and Reioh I inis ter of Eoonony, should not bo omitted. 

Probably, despite tho scoptioism which ho frequently o*pros£od f6r proixa^Hodei* 
purposos in bog&rd to Nazism, he is cork .inly one of the men who w s most 
responsible for tho events of the last twulvo years.

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Much has boon vritton on tho fund;u ontul principle of Geroaiiy^ oeonotoic 
oxploitation of Europo. It 3ooms tlvat tho ro' l plan tho Nazis -./iajiod to onrry 
out v/uo that of a powerful German Reich which would oontrol thu non-Goman 
aroas politically and oconoi 4cally and ehloh would j>uko then dupondont on tlw 
Reich for their development as well ;.s for their prosperity. To aoliiovo this 
ond various mothods of exploited tion. wore udoptod. Rouglily speaking tho 
diroot Method of ooiifisoation was ponor; 1 in the Eastern districts (Poland, 
tlio Baltic States and tho occupied Russian torri tovios ) . Tho o-uno applies to 

tho incorporated aroas (Austria, 0 zoohoslovaki- . , oto. , .oid i.lsaoo-Lorr d.no), • 
in so far as non-Gorman and Jov/ish property nao oonoonwd. On tho othor hand, 
in tho rominin& occupied ooun trios and in tho satellite countries r.voro subtle 
measures wore adopted within the frame of apparotttly legf JL proouduro, thereby 
ensuring a high degree of oontrol of banking, industry and trade. 

Pirbot Confis cation. 

Ono of the. most obvious axauplos of dircot ooiifisoatiom is to bo found in 
tho general soiauro of all Jo\/ish property in tho iaooiporatod territories. 
However, in all ocoupiod oountrie3 there have boon outstanding examples of 
diroot expropriation of both State and private property. although tho Gorman 
industrialists cannot bo hold responsible for such noasuros, they vury often 
bonofitod by thorn by acquiring tho looted property from tho Nazis in many oano» 
^ar bolow its real value . The acquisition of tho Oostorrioohisoho Credit- 

anstalt - Y/iunor Banlcvoroin, tho largest Austrian bank concern, by the Doutsoho 
Bank is an outs tinging oxanpld, Tlio latter -took over tho majority of tho 
sliaros of tho VXAG, ovmod by tho Roioh. The VIAG it'd requisitioned those 
sharos fren tho Austrian National Bank after tho "Ansohlusa" j the bunk liad 
hold them as a security for oortain grants given to 12io Creditanstalt-, ienor 
Banlaroroin. Tho importanoo of this tr.'msaeticn can bo illustrated host by 
tho faot that in 1938 about 34 of the share oapital tot'll, issued in ustria, 
was oontrollod by tho Bank. ’ 


Looting by Paying. 

While outright confiscation has boon -.rides; -road, tho Gomans adopted a 
more subtle polioy of looting by "paying" for what the;, received with funds 
actually provided by the occupied countries. The ohiof methods used for this 
particular 1ypo of exploitation consisted in heavy oooir>atioi! levies, in use , 
being made of clearing accounts and in tho issue of tteiohslroditknssonschcino.' 
By those measures tho Reich was provided \/itli fuiids— drmm fraj tho occupied 
oountrios themselves — with vldoh goods, sorvioos and capital assets oould bo 
bought in these oountrios. The balance of tho occupation indemnities in excess 
of tho amount required for tho aotual occupation oosts wore rjado available to 
Goman enterprises for tho puroliaso of foreign companies and for the eoiziblish- 
mont or extension of thoir business interests in tho ooaupiud ooim trios. A 
particular oaso proves tho abolition of foreign oxoliango barriers between tho 
Netho lands and Gormny which enabled the Gomans to secure oontrol by 
purchasing Du toll soouritios and enterprises with lieiolianvirk.

Bunk and the Deutsche Dan!:. 

The ostablislirnont of holuin; • and inter -looked companies financed 
by Goman capital \/ith thu participation of capital from other countries. 

This method was employed extensively by the I.G. JV-rbenindustrie and by the 
bauxite industry. 

The establishment of branohos and nancies of Germany ' o pa.orful 
business conoorns in oooupiod and satellite countries. Tltis was mainly 
done by Gorman concerns of the heavy industry, the optical industry' and 
the o le c tr o-toohnical industry . 

In some oases existing industries in f oroigi countries wore plaood 
under Go nan control by eslnbliahing a so-oallud collaboration in the 
exploitation of a cert'- in branch. This applies, o.g-. , to the aluminium 
industry and to the exploitation of crude oil. 

In this connection the official Gorman departments in foreign 
countries should not bo omitted. The bilnteral Chambers of Commoroo, tho 
advisory bureaux for orders placed with the Industries of oooupiod 
countries , and tho official roprosent-ativos in foreign countries belong to 
this method. They all oame under the authority of the lteioh i/iinioter of 
Conmoroe (Punic). Special oraphasis must bo laid on tho bi-latoral treatios 
which woro offooted by tho Goman emissaries : ffohlfahrt ; Dandified and 
Clodius . ~ 

During tho \/ar tho oxtont of German ponotrr tioh into European 
oountrios \/as greatly aocoloratod. It is not an exaggeration to say that 
this eoonomio exploitation was a major factor in tho dovolopmont of Germany 1 s 
war economy. Eut it is difficult to distinguish whether tliio jn-ooess was 
aimed at scouring the basis for the pronurt v/ar coonony or whothor it was 
planned for a long-term domination over Europe. 

It is obviously impossible to set out in detail on a few pages all 
the mary ramifications of Gorman penetration carried out on thuso lines. 

Some outstanding examples are iiitondod to illustrate tho oxtont German 
industry' attained in Continent-1 Europe under the control of the basis.

(a) Tho Hermann Goerin g Ncr :o . 

This concern represented a epical instunoo of lfazi domination of 
ooonony. Tho concern was founded in 1937 with a onpital of no more than 
RM 5 millions, now it had a oapital of Hi: 4,000 and was the greatost and 
most powerful Indus trie -1 organisation Europe has ever known. It wuu 
originally ootablishod for the o::ploitntian of law-grade Iran ore in tho 
Reioh, but it was soon expanded to produuo stool, m ohinory , eto. In tho 
subsequent yoars the ooncern spror.d its network in mary directions, 
acquiring iron mines, coal nri.no s, sm.lting and finishing works and other 
industries in every European c out try v/hore a successful Gorman incursion had 
boon made. This oan bo seen from the list of firms taken ovur or largely 
oortrollod by tho Herrmnn Gbring organisation.

Tito "Omnipol" as an Agent of Penetration. 

"Cmnipol " , a trading firm origin-ally e3tablishod by the Czooh firm of 
Skoda playod a spocial rfilo in tho infiltration into foroign ooonomies. 

Aftor thi3 firm was plaood under the control of the II.G. /orko, tho import 
activities wore oxpandad, thanks ohibfly to "spocial methods of -payment. "

THE PROCEDURE OF IilDUSTRl.<L FX3 a)IT TIQH -■ID DOlIIIi TION. 

Much has boon v/ritten on tho ihcidanental principle of Germany's ooonoraic 
exploitation of*Europo. It sooms tliat the re 1 plan tho ITasi's \/ishod to onrry 
out was tliat of a powerful Gemm Reioh which would control the non-Goman 
aroas politically and economically and which woi&d moke then dopondont on tho 
Reich for their dovolopnwnt as \:oll as for thuir prosperity. To aohiovo this 
ond various inothods of exploitation •./ore a (loo tod. UouglOy speaking tho 

diroot Method of oonfi3oation \/aa general in tho Eastern districts (Poland, 
tho Bailie States and tho ocoupiod Russian territories) . Tho 3omo applies to 
tho incorporated areas (Austria, Czechoslovakia, oto, , and AlBaoo-Lorra-ino) , 
in so far as non-Goman and Jovrish properly was ooncornod. On the othor hand, 
in tho regaining ocoupiod countries and in tho satellite ooun trios nvoro subtle 
measures wore adoptod within the frar.ie of apparently lojj-1 proooduro, thoroby 
ensuring a high degree of control of banking, industry - - vnd trade.

Dircot Confiscation. 

• One of the most obvious examples of direct confiscation is to be- fo\md in 
tho general soisuro of al}. Je\/±sh properly in tho incorporated torritorios. 
However, in all ocoupiod countries there have boon outstanding examples of 
diroot expropriation of both State :<nd privuto property. Although the German 
industrialists cannot bo held responsible- for such .measures , thoy very often 
benefited by them by acquiring the lootod property from tiio basis in many oasoe 
far bolovv its real valuo. The acquisition of tho Costorrioohisoho Crodit- 
anstalt - V/ioner Banicverein, • tho largest. Austrian bank concern, by the Doutsohu 
Bank is an outstanding oxamplo. Tho lattor took over tho majority of tho 
sharos of tho VIAG, ownod by tho RoioU* Tire VX'-G h"3d requisitioned those 
shares from tho Austrian National Bank after 'the " hisohluss" j tho bank had 
hold then as a security for cortain grants given to the C rod! tans talt-.'ienor 
Banicverein. The importance of this transaction e-"-n bo illustrated best by 
tho faot that in 1938 about >4- /j of tho shnro capital total, issued in x ustria, 
was controllod by tho Bank. 


Looting by paying. 

While outright confiscation has boon widespread, tho Gormans adoptod a 
more subtle policy of looting by "paying" for what tho.y rooeivod with funds 
actually provided by tho oocupiod countrioo. The chiof methods used for this 
particular typo of exploitation consisted in heavy occupation levies, in use , 
boing made of clearing accounts and in tlio issue of Reiohslcroditknssunsoheino.' 
By those measures tho Reich was provided \/i>h funds — dra\m tho ocoupiod 

countries themselves — \ri th vtiiuh goods, services and capital assets could bo 
bought in thoso countries* Tho balanod* of the occupation indemnities in excess 
of tho amount required for tho actual occupation costs ’./ere made available to 
Gorman ontoipriseo for tho purchase of foreign companies and for the ostablish- 
ment or extension of their business interests in tho ocoupiod ooun tries. A 
particular caso proves tho abolition of foreign exchange Ixarriors botv/ocn tho 
Netho lands and Gorucuy which onablod tho Ger-.r-ns to soouro oontrol by 

purchasing Dutch seouritios and enterprises v/ith Reiolisiiiark.

This method was employed extensively by the I, Or. Parbonindustrio and by thu 
bauxi to .indus try . •, • • , • ' • 

The establishment of branches and agoixcios of Germany's powerful 
business conoorr.s in occupied and satellite- countries. Tliis was loainly 
done by German concerns of thu heavy industry, the . optical industry and 
the ulootro-toohnical industry. 

In some oases existing industries in foroi^i countries vere plaood 
under Ge man control by establishing a so-called collaboration in the 
exploitation of a certain branch. This applies, o.g. , to the aluminium 
industry and to' the. exploitation of orude oil. 

In this connection the official Gorman deportments in foreign 
countries should not be omitted. Thu bilateral Chambers of Commerce, thu 
advisory bureaux for orders plaood with the industries of oooupiod 
countries, and tho of fioial representatives in l’oroign coun trios belong to 
this method. They all oame under tho authority of tho Reich i/Hnistor of 
Coimoroo (Funk). Special einphasis mU3t bo laid-. on tho bi-la toral treatioo 
v/hioh wore effected by tho Gorman einiss'Yrios : Hohlfahrt ; Bandfriod and 
Clodlus . 

During tho \/ar tho oxtont of Gorman ponetration into Europoan 
countries \/as greatly acooleratod. It is not An exaggeration to say that 
this economic 'exploitation was a major faotor in the development of Gurmary's 
v/ar oconorry. But it is difficult to distinguish whother tliis process was 
aimed at scouring the basis for the. presort vrr economy or whet ho r it v/as 
planned for a long-term domination over Europe . 

It is obvious 1- impossible to set out in dot il on a few pages all 
the many ramifioations of Gormm penetration carriod out on thoso lines. 

Some outstanding oxnnplos are intended to ilJ.ua tra to tho oxtent German 
industry attained in Continental Europe under tho control of tlie Nazis. 

(a) 'Jho Hermann Goering borko . 

Tliis concern represented a tpical instance of Nazi domination of 
ooonony. The concern y/us founded in 1937 Y/ith a capital of no moro tlian 
RH 5 ndJLlions, new it liad a capital of Hu t-,000 and was' the greatoat and 
most poi/crful industrial organisation Europ- has over kneeii. It was 
originally established for the oxploitatJ an of 1c., '-grade iron ore in the 
Reioh, but it was soon expanded to produce stoul, i nohinory , oto. In the 
subsoquont years the ooroorn nproad its network in mnry directions, 
acquiring iron mines, coal minos, sm-lting and finishing v/orlcs and other 
industries in every European oountry \/hore a successful Gorman incursion had 
boon made. Tliis oan be seen from tho list of firms taken over or largely 
oortrolled by tho Hermann Goring organisation. * • f

The "Omnlpol” us an Agent of Penetration. 

" Omnipol " . a trading firm originally established by tho Czech firm of 
Skoda playod a spocDO. rfile in thu infiltration into foreign ooonomies. 

Aftor this firm was placed under tiro control of the II. G. .NoMco, the import 
activities -were oxpanded, thanks oldofjy to "sppciftl methods of paymont." 

Tho oonpaiy was ropresonted, inter alia, in Brazil, Bulgaria, China, Pranoo , 
Iran, Itajy, tlic North African countries, the Netherlands , Portugal , Rumania, 


Slovakia , Spain, Sx/odun, Turkey and before the ,/ur i;. thu U.3.S.R. and tho 
U.S.A. Among tho goods it traded tho follox/ing x/ore included; oom, cotton, 
wool, flax, hides, oros and mutals, tobuaco, ol-.oiid.o la, foodstuffs, wood, 
sugar, hope, o to. Tho agencies \/oro not only employed in looting tho 
doponaont countrios but ul3o in spying on tho oconondo dovolopmuuts.

Tho I.G- :Lr tho second largost of tho Gorman giant trusts with 
oc:ir.octioiv; and suhsic '.ary companies all over Europe. It oan, however, not 
bo placed the samo line a3 tho H.G. Y/'orko . Tho I.G. 'was foundod in 1925 
as a loosely knit association of Gormry's chemical firms. Tho importance 
of this combine soon led to international agreements \/hich, at first, v/orc 
hardly intended to exorcise far-reaching political or monopolistic influence. 
Tho policy of tho company was guided sooner by tho intontion to compote 
successfully with the othur two international oombinesj tho I.C.I. and Dupont; 
they had mutual arrangements concerning tho international production of 
cortain goods. After the Gorman Four-Yoar Plan had been introduced, tho 
combine changed its production programme and concontratod on the rivanufaoture 
of substitute materials and ohoricals most noodod by war oconony. Tho 
policy cf crp-insioii iad always boon grout. Since 1938, houovor , it had boon 
stopped up Considerably ar.d facilitated by the incorporation of Austria and 
Czechoslovakia.

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A report by in ox-internee (’.,.. 14 d - 5th April - 1/4-5) » 'which was 
circulated to Nition.il Offices in January 194-5 referred to the important nort 
played in a concentration camp by the Political Department (Politischc Abtcilung) 
which was likewise in organ of the "R.S.H.. It at tod:- 

"This department was the representative in the cm n of the police cv thori- 
tics and exercised v/ido security nd political, powers. To a Large extent it 
was an independent and autonomous authority within the a a tp administration, 
though it did not control, neither ms it subject to the Carp Commandant. At 
the head of the Political Department was a Political Commissar who took the 
orders not from the Camp Commandant but from the central police authorities. 
Assisting him was a legal official known as a Geriohtsasnessor whose main duty 
v/as to prepare cases for consideration by a special court (sondergericht) 
believed to have bean located at WARSAW." 


"The Sondergericht usually tried cases and passed sentences. in the -absence 
of the prisoners. The Political Department iri the appropriate K. L. (Concentration 
Camp^vould then be notified and held responsible for the execution of the sentence* 
Prisoners condemned to death we re invariably hanged, although to com. ly with the 
regulations they were recorded as having be. n shot. Frequently skilled trades- 
man or men employed on 3ome special to.sk h d their sentences postponed until a 
substitute could be found or the job was finished. In no ease however was the 
condemned man informed of his sent once, or even of the fact that proceedings 
wero pending against him, until immediately before execution." 

That action of this kind v/as taken under Heinrich J.'DlIjER's authority is 
shown by the following order, issued over Millie r* s signature, nd received in the 
English translation through SHAKF : - 

D (Aug 4-3) RSHA IV A 1 d, 

The Stapoleitstellcn and BdS are no longer obliged to submit applications for 
mitigation of death sentences passed on political criminals* In future, 

Stapo( leit)stollon are to send their conclusions to officials dealing with the 
pardon, enclosing required passport photographs and returning .any ap ropriate 
documents. Exceptions are made in cases of condemned men who, by origin, 
professio ., ast or present political attitude, or their contacts with leading 
personalities ore to bo considered separately. 

"Main consideration is whether the crime v/as committed before or after 
outbreak of w- r. If it took place since the beginning of w t, only in very 
exceptional 01063 will a pardon be ranted. Pardon will NOT be granted for the 

following: traitors, terrorists nd saboteurs; Communists or Marxists who were 
officials or notably active members ; reactionaries or other disturbing elements 
( grumblers etc ) ./ho are convinced enemies of the State; Csechs and Poles. 


"In the case of an application for pardon which has been refused, if the 
condemned man has played such an important part in the enemy organisation that 
he could be useful for further investigations, there my be a short postponement 
of the death sentence, though never a mitigation. 

"It is emphasised that v/hen the law ag inst the transportation of corpses 
comes into force, it is forbidden to bury them. At a time when thousands of 
German soldiers are dying abroad, it is not fit th/at political criminals should 
be given a burial* 


; Signed SS-Gf Mtlller." 

Additional light on the functions of the Political Department in .1 Concen- 
tration Camp (Dachau) is given by the interrogation of a Gestapo prisoner (KICK) 
attached hereto 3 Appendix I* 
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Cor L .in political prison: re, :il oth rr; oon.-udcr d dangerous were comr.dttod 
to concentration camps a 3 "N.N." (Nacht und Nobel; dight and Mist) offenders 
and received specially rigorous treatment.# 

This category of victims was created under the so-called KEITEL Erlass 
(Field Marshall Keitel's decree of December 1941, v.hich is referred to as 
follows in the (SH.JS ’) C.I. Monitor of 13.1.45. 

" NACHT-und- IIEDEL-EKL.J.'S" or 'b^ITrL-CRLASS '' 

"D (7 Dec 41) OK.V KEITEL - 

Outlines the procedure for handling individuals eori ait ting .act3 against the 
Reich or the Occupying Forc 03 . Offences deal J with under this doorew arc: 
espionage, sabotage, communistic intrigues, activities which ere to unrest, 
giving aid to the energy or unauthorised possession of weapons# The death 
penalty is de or cad for all non-Goi'.aan civilians charged with any of the afore- 
mentioned acts. Speed in dealing with the df fenders is stressed throughout 
the decree and the offenders re to be punished in the occupied territory 
only if the death penalty can be meted out without delay# If this cannot bu 
done v/ithin one week of apprehension, the accused is to be transferred to 
Germary proper. Offenders who are brought to Germany are only dealt with under 
military procedure when special military interests demand it. Headquarters 
in Germary or abroad are only allowed to disclose that these individuals have 
been arrested. No further information concerning the accused may be give out# 





"BACKGKOUND : The policy of deporting arrested nationals of occupied countries 
to Germany where they are never heard of again is well known. 

"Captured KL records have shown the designation "NN" after the names of some of 
the inmates. 

"COMMENT: The above decree is of fundromental iiportance as a basis of Gorman 
policy. NN inmates of KLs ore of special Cl interest since they were all at 
one time involved in anti-Nazi activities." 


Some information in this connection was recently given in a "direct 
interrogation report" (DIC - MIS./C.I. 20 of April loth 1945) by a member of the 
Gestapo. He stated that prisoners sent to Sachs^nhauscn Concentration Camp 
were classified by the Gestapo fer (a) mild treatment: subject to c-vnp 
restrictions and labour duty with a prospect of release; (b) normal severe 
treatment: \ri.th a slight prospect of eventual release; and (c) most severe 
treatment. This, he said, amounted to a death-sentence; the or soner would 
either be executed at and on arrival at the camp, or at the end of a gradual 
process. The latter treatment would <ap oar to correspond to the "N.acht- und- 
Nebel" classification mentioned above. 

Responsibility for the fate of < risoners who perished i n this way is 
therefore attributable to Field Marshal Keitel, w 'anther of the decree under 
which they wewo doortod to the camps for "Nacht und Nobel" treatment; to 
Heinri ch V.lUler, v /ho signed their death .<nrrants; nd on the next higher level 
to Dr. Raitenbrunner as head of the "R.S.H.A." 


The ruthless b'^rboritv of the concentration cvunp regime .in the final phase 
of the w r is revealed by one of Himmler* s la3t orders, transmitted through 
Oswald POHL (head of the WVHA), the text of -which has been received from the 
American 7th .'ary.

2. KICK stated that the D-chau Concentration Camp was divided into six 
departments, responsible for the operation of the camp, r.s follows: 

I - The Kommandantur (Head of the Camp) 

II - Politisxhe abteilung (Political department) (See Ji ppendix”A" 

for personnel) 

III - Sc hut shaft logo (The bod,/ of the camp) 

IV - Verwaltung (Administration) 

V - Lngerartztamt (Office of Camp Physician) 

VI - Schulungs Abteilung ( Training Dept . ) 

KIC related that he wa3 the Leiter of the Politische abteilung (Chief of the 
department), and that he entered the Political Department cf the d.. c hau 
Concentration camp on 20 May 1937, as a hearer of cases, and that in January 
1938, he was named chief of the department by 3S StunncnfUhr-r BECK, 
Oberregierungsrat, Gestapo, Munich, and that he hold this position until 
August 1944. KICK stated that functions of this Political Department wore 
the admission of political end other type? of prisoners, the keeping of their 
records, the notification of the higher interning authorities of the deaths, 
discharges, or other disposition of the internees. He further^stated that 
he received death sentences of the prisoners from Chief of the Einlau f /these

6. KICK stated that the followin’ named Gestapo men had come from i.Iunich to 
carry on interrogations it the Dachau Concentration Comp, varying from few days 

to a period of weeks: AMMER, XAVER, ximinalsokrctor, .jCHTER, fnu., ^ri^inaisokretar 
Stehr, fnu., Kriminalsekretor (address: Pestalczzi Str., Munich). Prdulein 
Berne chcr, temporary employee, for special jobs, 3FRETTRR, fnu., temporary employee 

( residing in Obermanzin-, Bavaria, G..ITH, Edv/ard, Kriminalsekretor, and SONNT.iG, fnu., 
Kriminalsekretor. SUBJECT stated that GAITH ancLSONNTAG were responsible for the 
interrogation and abuse of Rus ion prisoners of w r, v/ho were from the officer comp 
in Moosbury, and who had formed an under round movement among the Russian prisoners. 
150 of them were executed in June and J uly 1944. . , ObersturmfUhrcr SCHAEFER, chief 
of the Dienststelle in Munich, pave the orders forinhum-ane interrogation of the 
Russian prisoners of war. KICK stated further, REMFL was employed in the Munich 
office of the Gestapo .as an interpreter, also a Frau BECK, AJ ario, living in the 
East Station section of Munich, Frau WlNGRbPFER, also residing; in East Station 
section. 

7. KICK stated that an interpreter, known as "/ilex", but whose real none 
ended in -OLKIN, v/as very .abusive in the interrogation of the Russi/n PV."s. 

This interpreter, a Balkan-Ge- man spoke Russian fluently. 

8. KICK related that in Auyus 1944, ho was replaced in the Politischo 
Abteilung by SS Hauptscharftlhrer KL0F1ANN, and that he v/as ordered to establish a 
S.D. Aussenstelle in Dachau. From Attest 1944 to January 1945, KICK worked in 
Amt IV, I A ( Vorbereitun - zum Hochverrat). From January 1945 until the present 
time, KICK worked on a special separated group of internees marked "M-L" (jfiohb 
aus dem Layer), having no association with other inmates of the camp, whose offenses 
were either Very minor or severe, to recruit these intenaocs to work in hi3 new 
S.D. aussenstelle. • 

9* KICK declared that he joined the Gostapo as Ik riminalhauptwachmeister on 
15 March 1933» in Munich. SUBJECT continued in this position until hi3 promotion 
to Kriminalsekretor on 1 Auf-ust 1937. In the autumn of 1?41» he bacame Sta£folmnnn 
in the Sicherhoitsdienst. In fall of 1942, he was promoted to Sturmscharfuhrer 
in the S.D. In Auo-ust 1944, SUBJECT stated he was working in StapO IV, I a (Vor- 
bereitung zum Hochverrat - treason cases.) From Jammy 1945 to the ore sent, ho 
established a new Aussenstelle in camp Dachuu. 

IO. KICK stated he was empowered by the RSHA, Ant IV, to recruit men from the 
Dachau Concentration Camp for os; ion - e purposes, -aid further stated that he uses 
intimidating methods for the obtaining of espionage ( Nachr ichtendienst ) agents. 
SUBJECT stated that tne recruiting of espionage agents was one of his duties in the 
new Gestapo Aussenstelle which he established r fter lervinr the Politische Abteilung. 
KICK cLcl.-r ed that ordej s for the establishment of this new Aussenstelle v, ere issued 
by Reyierungsr t Sicherheitsdienst Sturmbannflihrer Dr. FREISE, fnu., residing in 
Herzogpark Section, Maurerkirche Str., Munich. KIC' stated that due to the destruc- 
tion of the Munich *^ail by air raids, the prisoners whom the Gestapo held there were 
transferred to the Dachau concentration Camp for c 'ntinued investigation end inter- 
rogation, nd that these cases were handled by a SPRC'i'TEa von KRAIiTENSTF, IN , v/ho 
dealt in particular with the French - nd Belni'-n cases, and is residing at Ober- 
menzing r Waldhorn Str., ne r Munich. Frdulein lemocirei*, living in Neuhausen, no x 
Munich, also handled French cases. KICK stated, that a L/.WRYCHKO, fnu., handled 
Polish easel, and that a KLEMEKTITSCH handled Jugoslavs and Croat cases. STEiH, 
Joseph, a German, residing on Pestalozzi Str., in the vicinity of Sudfriedhof , 

Munich, handled German ri 3 oners.

months. Fr.au ERNST further stated that l-estapo men who o-jnc from all sections 
of Gennony had to pass through KICK or the Lager Kommnndant S. 0. WEITER. Frau 
ERNST declared that on 26 April 1943, she was president in the office of KL0PFM..NN, 
new head of the politische ^.bteilung, when he stated to an SS Unterscharflihror 
URFELL that one transport in box cars from Concentration Camp Buchenwald had arrived 
with 1,000 dead. These people died of starvation en route and SS Standertenftihrer 
PIESTER, fnu., from Buchenwald was responsible for this. FIESTEI- himself was in 
Dachau around 26 April. Fr.au ERNST stated thr.t most of the corres pondence was 
addressed to SS <V Lr t s chaf t sverwal tun ghaup t amt , Oranienburp, and from there was 
cleared the RSH,.. Frau ERNST stated that ^riminalsekrctar HUTZLER, from the 
Munich Gestapo, working with KICK in the Politische Abtoilunp, carried out many 
interrogations of the prisoners, presumed to be living in Ost-Bahnhof section,

It is equally important tint the higher officials in Derlin who 
dirooted this action for the economic plundering of oocupied ooun trios should 
not escape the notice of the National Offices.

It seems tliat Goering v/as gradually pushed into the background, in particular 
after Albert Speer had taken over the Ministry of Armaments and Munitions, 
following tho fatal accident of Dr. Todt. 

"The economic organisation of the General Staff was directed by Thomas , 
General of Infantry, in his oapacily as head of tho 7,1 r Economic and ..rmamonts 
Boai'd (Weiirv/±rt3clvaf ts-und Ruostungyamt). Tliis department is sub-dividod 
-ooording to tlip various oconomio branches. One of its most important sections 
is the "Amt ftlr Deutsche Roh-und YTorks toffo" (office for German. Rav,' and 
Substitute Materials), headed by General Frits Loeb . The War Econony and 
Armnents Board liad. district boards throughout tho occupied Europe. As a rule, 
they wore under the direction of the Commander in Chief of ttye resp. district 
and ware, sub-divided into Distriot-Ca.rv ncLoo undof'TSfeai rlxohof s " (District Chiefs), 
to which tho "Foldkoiimandanturen" (Field Corman&o Offices) wore subordinated. 

If in any way possible, the leading personalities of those military organisations 
are non \/ith economic knowledge. Fac tually , the "Feldkorarvandantur" is tho 

executive authority supervising loo -1 economy nd adapting it to tho requirements 
of the authorities of occupa tion. The "Feld] con. landnntur" is lod by a Colonel.

HIGHER OFFICERS RESPONSIBLE FOR THE TREATMENT 
OF PRISONERS OF WAR 


In Report No. 12, Goneral Rottig was mentioned by namo as "Inspector 
General for Prisoners of War. " This was on the basis of the confidential 
reference book "Wlio's Who in Nasi Germany. " 

Report No. 12 also mentioned another official— name unknown— "The 
Chief of Prisoner of War Affairs", on the basis of Document J.IIRS/BMS/l 5/44. 

On January 13th, 1945* in connection with the Commission's first list of 
major war criminals, wo were officially informed that the latter post was 
hold by General Rottig. List I vms amended accordingly, and an amendment 
was issued in regard to Report 12. 

On May 19th, 1945. Goneral Berger was mentioned in "The Timos" as 
Chiof of Prisoner of War Affairs". The point wa3 referred to an official 
3orvico, and the following reply was received: 

"(a) Mf.,1. Ge n, von CllAEVENITZ was Chief of P/Y Affairs in OK?/ 

( Supremo Command of the Gorman Armed Forces) from at loast 
March 1945 to at least March 1944. 

(b) General I10ETTIG was concerned in P/W administration from 
June 1943 to about September 1944. Hi3 appointment is not 
dofinitoly known but it is probablo that he was Inspector 
of P/W Affairs in OKW . 

(c) General WES THOR 1 ' -was Inspector of P/W Affairs in OK?/ at 
20 February 1945* Possibly therefore succeeded ROETTIG 
in the autumn of 1944- 

(d) SS G eneral BERGER was appointed Chief of P/?/ Affairs probably 
ii\ September 1944 cell hold the appointment up to tho time of 
his capture in May 1945. Tho appointment was presumably a 
continuation in effect of tho office of Chiof of P/Aif Affairs 
in OKU ( Supremo Command of the Amy) although at a lator dato 

it was officially stated to be subordinated to the C in C Training 
Command. " (May 26th, 1945). 

It is hoped eventually to receive definite and precise information on 
these points; but mc:uiwhilo the above information is circulated, as the matter 
affects a number of charges.

With reference to Summary of Information No. 32, the attached detailed 
statement has now been recoiled from the War Office and oan be regarded as 
definitive. 

Points to note in framing or revising oharges on the basis of this 
dooumont,- concerning ill-troatnont of prisoners of v/ar, are as follows : 

There are three periods to be considered: 

(1) Prior to 1943; 

(2) 1943 till autumn of 1944; 

(3) The "Hinnler period", autumn of 1S4A till the Capitulation. 

In the first of the above periods the leading offioials responsible 
would appear to be; DREIER, SCHULENBERG and GRAEVENITZ. 

In the second period they vould be: GRAEVENITZ and RQETTIG at head- 
quarterTj and the (unknown) local "Commander of PW affairs" in each Y/ehrkreis. 

In the third or "Himmler period" they would be; Y/ESTHOPP, KRAFT; aryl 
BERGER with Colonel Lleurer, the latter's Chief of Staff at headquarters; and the 
Regional SS. and Police Leader in the Y/ehrkreis in which a oanrp’was situated. 

(The Y/ehrkreis oan be ascertained from tho map issued by Cur zon House.) 

In all three periods, a higher responsibility rests on Lieut. -General 
REINICKE, the Director of General Military Affairs. 

In the case of R.A.P. prisoners, Colonel V7AELDE appears to have been 
throughout the chief leading official, undor the successive Chiefs of Prisoner of 
War affairs. 

TRANSPORT. 

As regards crimes resulting from defective transport arrangements, the 
leading officials responsible would appoar to be those shown in Tablo I as heads 
of the "Organisation Section/' ; or in Table II as heads of Sub-section III., under 
Colonel KRAFT. 

MEDICAL. 

As regards war crimes duo to defective medical arrangements, Table II shows 
that responsibility would rest in tho third period on the officers of Sub-Section IV. 

In regard to the first two periods, a further War Office statement adds: 

"Subsection IV in Table 2 is substantially tho same as Subsection 
IV of the General Section in Table Ij that is, the general 
responsibility will be with Stabsintendant ASCH as head of tho Sub- 
sootion# but probably Drs. SEIDEL and WERNER were alroady in chargo 
of medical affairs."

LOOTING BY HIGH OBION OFFICIALS. 


I. Looting by Baldur von Schiorach . 


A report forwarded to this office by SHAEF under nunibor G-5/ IA/751 of Juno 
12th f 1945, stated.; 

"Two truok-loads of works of art, including vcr ld-famous paintings 
c-nd tap 03 trios wore 3tolon at gun-point from the repository of tho 
Vienna museum at Laufen, Austria, on 3rd Hay 1943* This was allegodly 
done by Hermann Stuppaeok, acting on orders of Gauleiter Baldur von 
Sohloraoh . Stuppaook v/as said to havo been aided by officers and men 
from the staff of Major Fabian. It v/as st- ted that Fabian, a native 
of Brixon, was C.O. of von Schierach's o3oort guard." (Gee also 
Appondix III.) 


II. Looting by Gdrlng . 

A report rccoivod from tho "Monuments and Fine Art3 branch 11 under No. 



INTR/lOO/2/hIFA of Juno 29th statod; 

"1. HOI /TECASSINO . An ordor of the day dated April 28, 1944, v/as 

issued by General HEYDRICH commanding tho first German Parachuto 
Division stating that a deputation from his division had gono to GBring 
on April 25 to hand him 'as a present from tho Division a costly altar 
statue taken from Cassino abbey by one Battalion. ' GBring had 'evinced 
groat pleasure at tho gift of the first paraohuto Division. ' 


”2. The Gothic tapestries belonging to tho f -nily of tho Marquis 
.do Sdze at LIMOGES. 

Thefo is evidence that Gdring* s agont3 had orders to oxorciso 
considerable political pressure to obtain o joots that he particularly 
required. A oaso in point is that of the Gothic tapestries pur abased 
in July 1942 from tho family of tho Marquis do Size at Limogos. ''’ho 
tapostrios had actually been presented to the French State by their 
comers to avoid tho conclusion of a projected sale to Gttring, who 
finally Qhly obtained then tlirough tho personal intervention of Laval. 
In addition to the price of 20 million francs, a further 20 million 
v/as available 'for commission purposo3.' Those faots are a brief 
summary of a number of Gorman accounts v/hioh are available at this 
Branch for inspection or of v/hioh oopios could bo made. On tho other 
hand tho full story should be available frcm French official sources. 


"3. flic GRRDO Friezo . 

Tho Transeontinont Press Report Broadcart for January 31 > 1944, 
stated that the abbot of tlio Franciscan Monastery at GRADO had recently 
prosontod GBring v/ith a valuable rwrblo frieze v/hioh K'-d just been found, 
fliis wr.s transmitted to G- Bring ' with alottcr from t'10 abbot by the

sciontist Profossor SOEDER. The inforonco from auoh a statoment 
, is agiin that tho presentation v/as made under pressure. The frieze 
in quostion v/as not tho property of the abbot, who must have been 
, v/ell ayare of tho then existing lav/s regarding tho export of v/orks 
of art from Italy. 

4* The Luther Portraits from tho Uffizi Gallory, Florence. 

Unconfirmed reports 3tate that the GOring collection includes 
the two portraits by Lukas Cranach of Martin Luther and his wife 
belonging to the Uffizi Gallery at Florence. The Superintendent of 
tho Florentine Galleries, Profossor POGGI, was assured that the two 
pioturos had been sent to Goring himself. They woro taken in tho 
first instance by a colonel of the Hermann Goring Division. (+) 

5. Lists of art objects from sequestrated Jewish oolleotions 
paokod in Paris for transmission to Gttring on 8 November 1941 include 
23 cases of furniture and pictures of which 13 come from tho Rothschild 
collections. These and other objects woro 'bought* by Gttring at an 
exhibition of sequestrated goods in Paris (November 1940, Jeu do Paume) 
at pricos which bear no delation to their market value." 

III. Looting by High Gorman Officials in Italy. 

A report on tho German "Kunstschutz" in Italy, 24 pages in length, 
rooeived from the " Sub -C oirmis s ion for Monuments, Pino Arts and Archives; 
Hoadquartors Allied Commission: APO. 394, under No.20914/MFAA of Juno 30th, 1945, 
describes the methods vised to romovo Italian art treasures to German 
possession. It is based, in part, on interrogations of the German officials con- 
cerned. Tho following are the chief points of interest to the U.N.U.C.C.

The KUNSTSCHUTZ was instituted to protect v/orks of art in Occupied 
Countries which woro administered under military government. It did not there- 
fore funotion in Holland. It v/as set up in Italy in November 1943, a t first und^r 
the direction of Profossor H.G. Evors of Munich University, and after February 
1944 of Professor Alexander LANGSDORFF of the Prussian State Musoum. It did 
usoful work in some cases in protecting art treasures, though it failed to provont 
tho looting of some works of art removed by them from Monte Cassino to Rome (Soe

In other cases also, as will bo soon fron what follows, tho Kun3tsohutz 
failod to provont tho di version of art treasuros into German hands. 

Two zones of Italy wore outsido tho control of tho Kunstschutz, and wore 
practically German territory: 

1. The provinces of Bolzano and Tronto which fomod part of tho 
Voralponland govornod by Gauloitor HBfor. 

2. Bclluno, Udino and Vonozia Giulia, V7hich wore govornod by 
Gauloitor Rainer as part of Carinthia. 

Early in July 1944 when some works of art woro being removed for safoty 

From Montagna by tho 362nd Division (Gonoral Groinor) tiro picturos by Cranach — 

''Adam and Evo" — woro found to bo missing. Langsdorff recover od them on this 

■'ccasion and sent them back to Florence. V/hen that city bocamo unsafe General 

tho 

Karl '.Yolff, tho SS. chief in Italy, ordore<yart treasuros to bo romovod and tho 
two Cranachs again disappoarod. Tho Italians (Mussolini* s Government) xroro 



anxious for the art works to bo stored on the Borronoan Islands, but Wolff 

decided that they should bo kopt undor German control, and arranged with Gauloitor 

Hofmann for thorn to be stored at places in South !fyrol, Tho report states: 

. "WOLFF was fully awaro that this \/as tantamount to sending thorn 
into Reich territory because HOFER was a sort of uncrowned king in hi3 
own Gau and refused to admit ary Italians; but General WOLFF claims 
that the pictures wore still on Italian territory, that ho stipulated 
with HOFER that he rotainod full control and that if it had over come 
to a show-down, he was certain of being ablo to dofoat HOFER. Besides, 
he did not \/nnt to have thorn stored near tho S.'i3s frontier for foar 
lest i'T’SSOLINI night send some of them ovor tho frontier as guarantee 
for a loan. 

"It is clear that at this conference the fate of all tho Tuscan 
deposits \nx s sottlod and that, despite the allied capturo of FLORENCE , 
which lastod fron August 4th - 11th, it wa3 dooidod to risk everything 
(including the precious works of art) in order to get them into Gorman 
possession. It is perhaps no mere coincidonoo that, almost 
simultaneously in FRANCE the SS made ovory effort on orders from 
MiliLER to remove the BAYEUX tapestry fron tho Louvre to Germany, while 
in Belgium they 3ucooodod in removing from Bruges Cathedral a largo 
sculpture by iiicholangolo and 14 important paintings." 

As a consequence of those and subsequent novos , undertaken in spito of 

Italian protests, tho Gormans gained possession of five deposits of Italian Stato- 

ownod works of art, and of two largo privato collections. 
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Aa regards private oollootions the Kunst3chutz in some cases 
frustrated atternpts by tho SS. to seize Jewish-owned collections in Florence, 
fever tholes 3, the Report mentions the following private collections as having 
boon seized. 

1 * Tho Finally Collection, seized by a German paraohute unit 
of the Trontner Division in July/August 19 W-. 

Tho responsible offioors are said to have been: 

Major OSLOFF (who lived in Villa Acton) j 
Hauptmann ECKERT-MULLER (who lived in the 

Villa Finally). 

This collection was taken by the Kunstschutz to Compo Tures 
oeptoaibev 7 th) and signed for by the M^jr-Domo of General Wolff ; 
tho latter could offer no explanation of how it camo into his 

possessor. 

2 . The Continc Collection. 

3 . The Bourbon-Pnrma Collection, removed by the l6th (SS) Panzor 
Division, and handed over to General Wolff, who had it stored in 
cr.o of his residences near Llerano. 

The X-*ri3tJchutz showed special interest in tracking down 3pocimons of 
Germanic art. 

Rocapi hilating the events of this period the Report states: 

"Powoen June 19th and September 15 th, Professor LANGSDORFF, 
the Officer in Command of Kunst3chutz, acting on orders which ho 
had requested from 'higher authori ty ' — General WOLFF maintains 
firmJ.v that the projoot for removing the Florentine deposits 
originated with IANGSDORFF and not in BERLIN — 3uccooded in taking 
into German custody a number of the most important paintings and 
sculptures from Florentine museums and private collections to a 
total of : - 

532 pictures 

153 cases of sculptures 

•plus Finally and Boumob -Parma Collections 

''LANGSDORFF now 3eeks to argue that had these works of art been 
left in s i tu tho\ would inevitably nave been destroyed by shell -fire or 
bombing. To hi3 German superiors at the time ho reported that ho had 
rescued them 1 -on the clutches of tho Anglo-American barbarians. Ho 
also rouks to maintain that he v/as acting in the best Italian interests. 
Thj facts ".re, as can be soon from tho above, that at no point was any 
heou paid to Italian wishes, nor wore Italians informed of tho German 
p] ' ns, nor were cry Italian Fine Arts authorities allowod to bo present 
uuring tie mov a. In addition to this it is necessary to stato that 
only cue of t!r* Gepusit3, POGGIO A CAIAHO, ’'as in fact damaged. Lastly, 
it she '.'1.1 bo noted that, despite tho Gorman pretence of acting as 
trustees for tee Italians in thus talcing charge of their art collections, 
General JOLFF stated that ho felt 'they wore safer in a Gorman Gau than 
upon r.n Italian island. " 
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Tho Italian protosts against theso removals, and Alliod broadcasts 
alloging looting alarmod "tho honost personnel working with and for 
Kunstschutz (suoh as Hoydonroich, Lohmann-Brookhaus , Hagowmn, Ringlor, 
Bruhns and Lang); and ovon Langsdorff shav/od concom for tho stuff to bo 
chookod and oataloguod." Sene dofioioncios and damago wore notod.

Tho main activity of tho Kunstschutz v/as now solf- Justification,. 

• Tho report statos: 

"They drew a considorablo degree of comfort from a broadcast 
by Sir Kenneth CLARK, directly after his return from Paris on 
October 3rd, who dealt censoriously with tho vast amount of damago 
done by tho military forcos of tho Allies to famous buildings in 
PADUA, RliilNI, MILAN, ROUEN and CAEN and stated (inaccurately) that, 
contrary to all rumours , the Gormans had not removed a single work 
of art from tho Louvro or from ary other French provincial museum. 
Translations of this speech wore sent to all Gorman offices connootod 
with tho Fine Arts, references to it appeared in both tho German and 
Italian press and Kunstschutz felt it had boon vindicated by tho 
oneny. Then on October 15 th they persuaded Itinistor BIGGINI to 
broadcast on 'tho loyal co-operation of the German Fine Arts 
authorities in the protection of Italian works of art,' and on 
Ootobor 17th LANGSDORFF held a big li-ess Conference in MILAN. At 
this stage Italian tactics changed and thoy bogan to toll LANGSDORFF 
that if there was no truth in the accusations of tho enemy and if 
the Germans really had no ulterior motives, thon thore v/as no reason 
why ho should not provide lists of tho works of art in Gorman hands 
and allow Italian superintendents to visit tho deposits. LANGSDORFF 
promised to try and arrange thi3." 

In connection with a visit to Italy by BORHANN, Hitler's deputy, on 
Deoomber 12th, 1944, the Report states: 

"No explanation of this visit v/as givon, but according to 
General WOLFF, it was about this time that he reooived an order 
from HDAilER to move the contont 3 of both tho deposits to ALT 
AUSSEE, one of the biggest art deposits in AUSTRIA, to which loot 
from other countries had boon taken. WOLFF replied that ho v/as 
unAble to. do this owing to lack of motor transport and petrol. 

On another occasion Gauleiter HOPER demanded that three or four of the 
pictures (said to be by Austrian artists) bo handed ovor to him as 
recompense for allowing the deposits to be in his territory. This 
demand too \/as ro joctod by General WOLFF. " 


"From January to April 1945 the Italians continued to press for 
tho full lists of the other collections as pramisod by LANGSDORFF and 
for tho handing ovor of all tho collections. The Italian Ambassador 
in Berlin protested to RXBBENTROP, v/ho promisod to intervene \/ith the 
Ffthror; the Duco protested to General 'WOLFF; it v/as suggested that 
an Italian Superintendent mi$vt livo at oach of tho deposits; tho 
proposition was mado that, v/ith their a\m motor transport and potrol 
bought on tho black market, the Italians would movo the contents of 
S. Loonardo to Sondalo and of Campo Tures to Venioo. But it v/as all 


‘ • 
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of no avail: tho Germans meant to koep what they had got. Indeed 
when tho end came General WOLFF supplied LANGSDORFF v/ith a 
demobilisation order and appointed him his representative for handing 
over tho CAMPO TURES deposit not to the Italians but to tho Allied 
authorities." 

The report ends v/ith tho following conclusions: 

"1, Tho porsonnel of the Kunstschutz v/as very mixed. The directing 

porsonnel — EVERS, LANGSDORFF and REIIEIlEISTER-knew nothing of Italy, its 
art, its language or its people. EVERS i3 an Egyptologist who has 
subsequently specialised on Rubens; LANGSDORFF is a Babylonian 
arohaooiogist; REIDCJEISTER is an oriontalist. Thoy woro , however, 
olover enough to make U3e of roputablo Gorman scholars, specialists on 
Roman or Italian art and history, who know Italy v/oll and wo re respeoted 
by the Italians. The staff, therefore falls into two distinot groups. 

2. Much valuable protective work v/as doubtless carried out by Kunstschutz 
as regards specific buildings or immovable works of art like frescoes. 
This vas a sincere undertaking. 

3. ‘ It is probable that a most valuable photographi c ref erence library 
was accumulated and will bo found at OBERAUDORF a/I BN. 

4* The SS ohain of command is unmistakeablo; HIMMLER - General WOLFF - 
LANGSDORFF. 

5. The situation is probably well described in the comment of LEHMANN - 
BROCKHAUS , who said that he alv/ay s thought of LANGSDORFF as ’a man with a 
divided soul, one half SS and. the other half genuinely in Kunstsohutz. ' 

6. The romoval of tho two Cranach3 is a cloar case of attempted looting 
by LANGSDORFF and a Gorman unit. This is proved by tho recoipt which 
LANGSDORFF signed and explains his equivocation v/ith tho Italians. 

7. LANGSDORFF and Genera}. WOLFF must both be hold responsible for tho 
seizing of and damage to tho collections from the Tuscany deposits. 

In deciding tho dogroo of ovil intontion which must be ascribed to them 
one must bear in rind die following factors :- 

a. The romovals woro carried out in dofianco of known Italian 
wishes and plans. 

b. The collections were placed in an area not diroctly controlled 
by Gonoral WOLFF or tho Kunstschutz and which, though not 
officially coded by Italy, was already virtually part of tho 
Roioh. 

o. Both the deposits woro in the immediate vicinity of tho Brenner 
Pas3 and, had HIMMLER provided tho necessary motor transport, 
General WOLFF would have been poworloss to prevent thoir transfer 
across tho Alps. 

d. The Italians ware not allowed access to the deposits nor were 
they given proper lists of die works in German possession. / 

ANTI v/as still asking for the remainder of the lists in April 
1945. 

e, The theft of the two Cranachs immediately preceded the evacuation 
of the Tusoan deposits. 

8. Tho Germans have offered throe different justifications of their 
action, namely :- 

a That tho works of art woro in danger of destruction by bombing or 
shell -fire in the deposits. 
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b. That tho masterpeico3 of Italian art had to bo protected from 
seizure by the Anglo-Araorican barbarians. (incidentally they 
3proad tho 3tory that British and American art dealers had been 
brought to Italy to 'acquire' what they could.) 

o. That they wore preserving tho mastoipiece3 both for Italy and for 
the world. These stories are scarcely reconoilable with ary of 
tho faots, and if (b) wore true one must ask wiy in the end it was 
to these same Anglo-American barbarians that the deposits were 
handed ovor. 


9. The removals of tho FINALLY, CONTINI and BOURBON -PARMA Collections appear 
• also to have been cases o$ looting by REEDEHEISTER and individual German 

units, but the disposal of them was firmly controlled by General WOLFF. 

10. REIDEI EISTER was fully aware of LANGSDORFF's intentions and is therefore 
responsible as a willing accomplice. 

11. Tho losses from the MONTECASSINO consignment occurred almost before the 
Kunstschutz was proporly constituted, but to the extent that EVERS took no 
step3 either at tho time or subsequently to check whether Anything was 
missing he must bo held to have been culpably negligent.

Europe, 


"In villas and castolli around Florence there are art repositories 
containing great troasuros from Florence, which owing to lack of transport 
cannot be removod. Langsdorff managed to save tho two most faraour paintings 
by Lucas Cranach - 'Adan and Evo* - from Castollo Oliveto which was under 
artillery fire. Those paintings \ro re particularly admirod by tho Ftthror on 
his visit to Florence, and Langsdorff took them back with him to Bergamo whore 
he is stationed, with tho holp of parachute troops. Ho wishes to know whether 
those works of art are to be brought to the Fdhrer's H.Q. so that tho Ftihror 
can decide where those famous paintings which we have saved, aro to bo kopt. 

"In accordance with tho broadcast mossage RFSS of the 22nd July, 
Langsdorff is to start for Florence innodiately with tho ’Liar-convoy' to 
transport those groat Florentine treasures lying in tho villas and castolli 
around Florence, which ‘.rill soon bo under fire, up North to the !fyrol.

The numbers and namos of the prisoners are to be entered on a list in the 
camp because, in order to 3ave tine, the Reichsfhhrer of the SS will 
very often notify the approval of the flogging under its number by te- 
lautograph, and only send along the applications later. 

When forwarding these orders for punishment, will you please be 
careful to see that the offence is clearly and unmistakably described 
in the wording of the penalty ordered.

MURDERS OF AIRMEN AND PRISONERS OF V7AR. 


Responsibility of the Nazi Party. 

A number 1 of oases have been reported regarding the murder in cold blood 


of Allied airmen who have baled out, paraohutists , and prisoners of war. Some 
of them have formed the subject of ctorges by National Offioes , for instance, the 
twenty-two British cases cited in the British National Office charge 467 /UK/g/L 09« 
The last-named charge contains the following passage: 

• 1 . 

• "In particular it is important to shew that there was some 

general direction which would account for the aotion of 
the accused persons and shew system based on order from 
the High Command. 

"Such evidenao has now become available in the form of 
information from a German prisoner of war of some seniority, 
namely P/ff Oberstleutnant (Lieutenant-Colonel) von der Heydte. 

This officer has given information which goes to shew that there 
was a general order at least in relation to Commandos and 
Paratroops." 

The text of the order in quostion, which was attached to the above- 
mentioned British charge, is given in Appendix I_7 


There is evidence which shows that these murders were not solely attribu- 
table to military orders, but we re the result of a policy prescribed by tho 

highor Nazi Party authorities.

On May 28th, 1944, the Gorman Press published a broadcast by Goebbels 
on the "Enemy's Air Terrorism" (see extract in Appendix 2). He described the 
Alliod air-rraidsas "deliberate murder" (nnckter Mord ) , and pointed out that 
shot-down airmen could only be protected from tho rage of the people by armed 
forcoj and yet, he asked, which side was in the right: tho murdorors or the 
victims? The implications are evident. Indeed, in the trial at Ahrweiler 
(June 17th, 1945) of the murderers of an American airman counsel for tho defence 
(as reported in tho "Daily Telegraph", Juno 18th, 1945) pleaded that the accused 
had acted undor tho influonoo of Goebbels 's radio propaganda. 










Under the Nazi system, off eat would bo given to directives originating 
from such a souroo by the higher Party officials, notably by tha Gauleiters 
and thoir staffs in each Gau. A oapturod document roceivod from tho P.I.D. 
shows that at least one Gauleiter, Albort HOFETIANN, of South Westphalia, did in 
foot issue orders that airmen who balod out were not to be"protooted against tho 
anger of tha people" and that this order was passed on to tho Volksturm for 
their guidance by KRUEGER, tho Kroistab3ftihror. (See Appendix 3 for the text 
of this order.) 

A deposition by a Gorman prisoner of war, received from the P.I.D. , 
statod that tho oaptain of a Schupo company road out to his men (no date given) 
a socret order from Hiirctiler saying, in substance, that if thoy were sent to 
bring in tho crew of an airplane, and found that tho civilians had seized the 
crew, thoy should leave the scene, even if the airmen wore being mistreated. 

This order was to be kept secret to avoid retaliation. (Appendix 4). 

A..n Interrogation Report (C.I. 25 of Idy 4th, 1945) shows that, 
aooording to a deposition by a prisoner of war, the Ortsgrupponloiter — a Party 
offioial — at Bottershein seized four Amerioan airmen who were being conducted as 
prisoners through that place and had them tried by a "court" whidh included two 
Ortsgrupponloiters nnd one Kreisleiter. The prisoners were then shot on tho 
outskirts of Bettorshoim. (See Appendix 5)« 

Some oaptured correspondence shovs that on May 24th, 1943 > Gauleiter 
WAGNER of Alsaoo wrote from Strasburg to Bormonn (head of the Nazi Party 
Chancery) urging that oaotured British R.A. F, officers should bo stationed 
close to probable objectives of air attacks. (Warier mentions in this letter 
that ho had already put forward a similar proposal through tho Reich Propaganda 
Offioe.) Bormann rejected the euggestion; but 3. lely on the ground that the 
British had a majority in Air Force prisoners and might undertake reprisals 
(See Appendix 6. ) 


In cases of murdora of airbomo troops by the military, it should bo 
notod that in consequence of an order by Hitler dated September 7th, 1944 
(see Appendix 7 )» the German Chiof Command in the West ordered, with 
Himmler's concurrence that, in case of landings by bodies of air-borne troops 
(not individuals) in a 7/ehrkreis, all the police forces in the area would come 
under the headquartors of the Y/ehrkreis. 

It would appear, therefore, in such a case, that the higher responsi- 
bility for ary deliberate murders of air-bomo troops by SS. or police would 
ro3t on the commander of tho V/ohrkrois in which the victims had landed.

EXTRACT FROM GOEDBEL’S BROADCAST 
19A4. as published in D.A.Z of May 28th, 19A4 


"In the last few weeks, the Anglo-American terror-ainnen, not content 
v/ith the indiscriminate bombardment of the residential quarters of our towns 
have taken to attacking tne German civil population and, without even a show 
of respect for international laws of war, have deliberately machine-gunned 
them and murdered the;, in cold blood. No excuse can be made, as they have 
been flying low over villages, fields ar.d roads, and delivering bursts of fire 
into groups of people walking harmlessly along the roads. That is not war: 
it is naked murder. 

I t 

"There is no rule of -International law which the enemy can plead in 
defence. The Anglo-American pilots have placed themselves outside of all 
the known international laws of war by their criminal acts.... 

"It will surprise no one that the t.opul . tion which, as everyone knows, 
is familiar with . i_ thd soldierly methods of conducting war, is filled with 
unspeakable an. .or at fr.o spectacle of these cynical crimes. 

"It is only possible by the use of armed force to save the lives of shot- 
down pilots who ore thi'3 attacked, since they would otherwise be killed by the 
population which has suffered from the attack. But who is in the right in 
this case: the murderers, who after tuoir cowardly crimes still expect humane 
treatment from their victims, or the victims who. act on the basic principle 
of "An eye. for ar. oy^, a tooth for a tooth?" The question is not difficult 
to answer. Anyway, it would be asking too much of us if we were required to 
send German soldaers to protect the child-murderers against the indignant 
anger of the parents, who have just lost their most preoioua possession through 
the cynical cruelty of the enemy, and seek to defend themselves.

THE DEATH PENALTY FOR ATTEMPTED ESCAPES.

Some Interrogation Reports and oaptured documents recently received 
throw light on the above question. 

I. THE INTERROGATION OF MAJOR GENERAL WESTHOFF , 

FORMER CHIEF OF PRISONER OF WAR AF FAIRS.

NOTE ; The Preamble to General Wes thoff' s Interrogation desoribes 
him as "believed fully reliable." 

This interrogation is particularly conoemed with the massacre of the

General '.Vesthoff’s allegations as to ' the German higher policy in the 
matter of escapes are cciifirmed by an order (see Annexe II - TOP SECRET), dated 
A.3*1944-, issued by Heinrich mOLLCR, head of the Gestapo Office (Amt IV of the 
R.S.H-ii.), directing that recaptured prisoners of war, except American and 
British, were to be handed over to the Security Police and transferred, in all 
secrecy, to Mauthausen Concentration Camp, as prisoners in the "Aktion Kugel" 
(Bullet Action) category, all information as to their subsequent fate being 
strictly withheld — a procedure not unlike that reserved for "Naoht und Nebel" 
prisoners under the Keitel Decree (seo Sirararies of Information Nos. }0 and 35) • 

The affidavits of the French officers, appended to the text of Mllller's 
order in Annexe II, leave no doubt that, in practice, the transfer of a 
recaptured prisoner to t au .hausen meant death on arrive] at the Camp or soon 
after. The exceptions made in favour of British and American prisoners may have 
beon due to fear of reprisals against German prisoners of war, or to the stern 
warnings i33Ued by Great ^rilian after the Stalag Luft III massacre. 


III. THE DEATH PENALTY FOR ATTEMPTED ESCAPES 
FROM CONVffgsT 

Annexe III (extracts from Evaluation Report 242 of August 4th, 1945) 
is . part of a transcript from some imperfectly-destroyed shorthand notes of a 
conference held at Hitler’s headquarters in January 1944 between the Ftlhrer, 
Goring and others, concerning the removal of 10,000 prisoners from Sagan in 
the depth of winter. The* officer who examined the transcript observes: 

"The shorthand notes throw vivid light on the manner in which 
business was carried on, and on the personalities who 
attended these staff meetings, and as -will be 3 een from the 
following extract they may be used to pin down responsibility 
for certain actions to definite persons. The first extract 
shows what Hitler and Gttring were personally re sponsible for 
the marching of our officers and men of the Air Forces 
hundreds of miles from Sagan into inner Germany." 

The rigours to which prisoners-of-war were exposed during these winter 
movements have already formed the subject of charges (e.g., the British charge 
■!255 /UK/g/ 195) • The point of interest, in the present connection, ia that 


"attempts at flight" were to be punished with death" , and that as a guarantee 
that such measures would bo ruthlessly applied, Police General GLUECKS, 
Commander of the Concentration Camps, and SS. General jOTTNER, assisted by some 
"moat energetic people" selected from the Volksturm, were to be in charge of 
the movement. 


In the same connection — of death sentences for escapes — may be quoted a 
communication from a prisoner in Stalag XXB (PID. 38 D of 3*2.45): "We have 
been told if we do try to break awew we will be shot*" and another from a 
similar source (PID. 38 D of 3*2.45) in Stalag VI D, Dortmund, that instructions 
to the guards included: "Six men or more to be considered mass escape. "

The inference to be drawn from these extracts is that the German higher 
authorities — in particular Hitler, Himmler, Gtiring and Bormann — had deliberately 
\dopted a policy of treating attempts to escape by prisoners of war as crimes 
punishable with death. 

This policy may have been due to a desire to compensate, by terror- 
action, for the shortage of mar-power, which was making the effective guarding 
oamps more difficult, or it .nay be attributable to the prevalence of the SS* 
oi '.t look at Hitler's headquarters, since in the Concentration Camps, which were 
nier SS. administration, attempts at escape have always been punishable by 
death. Be that as it may, these executions of prisoners of war were a .flagrant 
'urvarh of the Geneva Convention. 

In so far as General Westhoff's testimony is held to be reliable, 

KEI'.'EL shares the guilt of the higher Party officials, since he aoted as an 
agei t of their policy, though he disclaimed responsibility. 


IV. TRANSPORT OF 'PRISONERS OF WAR. 

In regard to a different question — that of transport — the following 
passage occurs in another part of General Westhoff's statement: 

"When a transport of prisoners was due to leave, a tele- 
printed message had 'to be sent to KEITEL personally, 
stating the composition of the transport and the measures 
taken for guarding the prisoners. The transport was not 
allowed to leave until KEITEL 's permission had been 
received, the reason .being that several mass escapes of 
Russian prisoners, principally officers, had taken place on 
train journeys. On aooount of this stricter measures we re 
taken with Russian prisoners who were quite often transported 
in chains." 

This passage engages Keitel's direct responsibility for ill-treatment of 
prisoners resulting from defective transport arrangements.

Generalmajor WESTHOP.'^s (H7D) verbatim aooount of 
the shooting of the 50 Allied F\7 from Stalag Luf t 
3 SAGAN, March, 1944. 

(from stenographic notos) 


I was in charge of the 'General 1 department (Abteilung 'Allgemein') 
v;hen the shooting of the osoaped RAP B7 from Stalag -Luf t 3 took place. It 
v/as the first occasion on which Peldmarschall KEITEL bad sent for me. I went 
with General v. GRAEVENITZ . • Ho had been seat for and I was to accompany him. 

A certain number of officers had escape^ from the SAGAN camp. I don't remember 
how many, but I believe about eighty. ivhon v/o ontorod, the •Peldmarschall 1 
was vory oxoitod and norvous and said: "Gentleman, this is a bad business!" 

Yfa wore always blamed whonovor P'7 escaped — wo couldn't tie thorn to our apron 
strings! "This morning GORING reproached mo in the prosonco of HIMMLER for 
having lot some more P u escape. It was unheard of." Then they must have had 
a ro w bocnuso the camp didn't come under U3, it was a GAF. camp. All GAF 
camps camo directly undor tha G AF itself, but the inspector of P’7 camps v/as in 
charge of all camps for inspection purposos. I. wasn't inspector yet. 

Gonoral v. GRAEVENITZ v/as inspector, and all dt;s came under him in natters 
concerning inspection and administration.- GORING blamod KEITEL fer Laving lot. 
those men oscapo. These constant escapes wore a bad show. Then HIMMLER 
intorforod — I can only say what tho 'Foldnarschall' told us — and he oomplained 
that he'd have to provide another 60,000 or 70,000 men as 'Landwachen' , etc. 

Peldmarschall KEITEL said to us: "Gentlemen, these escapes must stop. 

Wo must sot an example. \io 3hall take very sovorc measures . I cc n only 
toll you that the non who have escaped will be shot; probably the majority of 
thorn are dead alroady." KEITEL said that to us at the conference. ’7e were 
anazod as that v/as a conception v/o had novor come across before. The affair 
nu3t have ha-opened in March. '«7o v/ero sent to the 'Peldmarschall' in BERLIN a 
few days after the escape, not on that account but x'or some other business. 

\Iq know they'd escaped and v/o wore taken by surpriso by that declaration at 
the conference. General v. GRAEVENITZ intervened, at once and said: "But 
Sir, that's out of tho quostion. Escape isn't a dishonourable offence. 

That is spocially laid down in tho convention." Ho raised these objections, 
whereupon KEITEL said: "I don't oaro a damn; v/o discussed it in the RJHRER'3 
presence and it cannot be altorod." I cannot recolloct the oxact details — 
HII.'iLER and the fOhRER must havo arrangod it between then, as v/o retumod 
after that. 

Gamps only report to us after oscapos have been made or else when tho 
oscapoes havo beon caught. The camp reports: so-and-so maty have boon 
caught. But in this caso none of our men had 3hot any of tho R7; I made 
enquiries at once. Hone of them had been shot by a soldier but by Gost po 
mc-n only , or elso police sontrios. That proves that probably HELTLER — of 
courso I don't knov/ whethor he made tho suggestion to the FuftKER or ho-./ they 
arrangod it — it should bo possible to find that out from GORING who v/as 
present at tho conference. Naturally I don't know. At ary mto it is a 
cloar fact that our men didn't shoot ary of thorn; they must all have be- on 
shot by police men. Thoy weren't handed over to the police; they were 
caught by thorn. Usually v/hon F.7 we re caught by the oolioe they v/o r 
returned to our camp and wo passod sontenoo on them. But in this 
particular case only those caught by ou_- people wore brought back to the 
canp, that is, those caught by sol dors. 




I don't know whether the • LwvL/aoht ' oame under HIMMLER in such a case 
or not. I oan't tell you exactly, is I'm not sure. HIMMLER oalls out the 
' Londwacht ' — it is not our responsibility. HIMMLER gave them their assignments 
as they have polioe functions. V* v had no authority to give them orders^ I oan 
safely say that the military didn't shoot any of them; I;' had A report sent mo at 
once and told fereral von GRAEVENITZ: "Sir, the only thing wo can do is to see 
that nu •’irty business is carried out where v« are in charge." The 'Landwavht' 
und^r HIMMLER, is the Gestapo's responsibility, or.d we could do nothing about it. 
}f< vere faced with a fait accompli. General ir . GRAEVENITZ who was the man on- 
cemed immediately pointed it out to the ' Fe Umar s cha LI ' and said: "That's quite 
'mpossible, we can't shoot any people." /nd how the shooting was oarried out 
I heard from the representative of the protecting powex’, Hotf* NAVILLE (?) of 
SWITZERLAND < He then drove there and it was only through him that I found out 
that the people were apparently in prison at GflRLITZ. Herr NAVILLE (?) told me 
that he had been in the camp and had been tolu by the camp leader that the people 
were supposed to bo in prison at GtiRLlTZ. The FN had expressed their opinion 
about it and had said it would have been quite impossible for these people to 
have escaped again. They were closely watched and were, I believe, shackled or 

something, It would have been impossible for them to escape again. Then we 
turned to the Gestapo, because we had to find out the order of gho events, also 
for the Foreign Office, and askod them to give information as to how the men met 
their death. I still haven't got that information to this day. I myself wont 
to the Gestapo and said: "I need the documents." Then I Bet the Foreign 
Office on to it only after the subject had been forbidden . We exchanged 
correspondence with the Gestapo. Afterwards I think Gruppenflihrer MttLIER at 
the Gestapo dealt with the affair. At ary rate we didn't get any nows and so 
it was pointed out to the 'Feldmorschall' that such a state of affairs was 
impossible, that we had to get in communication with the Foreign Office. Then 
ho emphatically stated that it was forbidden to get into touch with the Foreign 
Office. Then the affair was raised in the House of Commons in ENGLAND and 
then a note was sent by our side. Then I was quite suddenly called up by 
AJniiral BIRKNER (?) of the Foreign Department (Amtsgruppe Ausland) in the OKW, 
which koeps contact with the Foreign Office. He oalled me up by telephone at 
night and said: "The 'Feldmarschall' has given me orders to prepare an answer 
for ENGLAND immediately. What i 3 it all about? I don't know anything about 
the case." I said: "Herr Admiral, I'm sorry, but General von GRAEVENITZ 
received strict orders not to talk to anyone about it. Nothing was allowed to 
bo-put down in writing either. Apart from that we ourselves were faced with 
an accomplished fact. . This order was apparently issued by HIMMLER and the 
position was such that wo could do nothing more at all about it. Then he 
wanted me to toll him about the affair. So I was only able to say to him: 

"I only know what Herr NAVILLE (°) told mo, that's all. I made various 
attempts to approach the Gestapo to get the reports for the Foreign Office. 

I'm sorry, but I oan't got them." Then the Foreign Office itself got into 
touch and took charge of this affair. Then another of my men, Oberstleutnant 
KRAF 1 T, went to 3 ERCHTESGATEN while I was on a Journey. At that time a note 
to ENGLAND was to be prepared. Then when we read this note to ENGLAND in 
the newspaper wo- were all ab3c lutoly token aback. We all olutchod our heads: 
Modi We could do nothing abrut the affair. 

v . ; » 

Generalinspekteur General ROETTIG had nothing to do with it, nothing at 
all. He did not hav a any nand in the affair at all. He was completely 
excluded from it by the fact that those matters were taken out of his hands, 
apparently at that cunf_rcr.ee with the FDhHER in tho morning, that' 3 to say 
the conference between HIMMLER, Feldmarschall KEITEL and GORING, which took 
placo in the FtiHRER' 3 pxoi once. The fOhREK himself always took a hand in 
t hese affairs wh en officers escapelT For that reason it was always a frightful 
"Battle for us, we wor~ pvt URlCr frightful pressure. Then the matter was 
always so hanlod that aie OKW got blamed from above for our being too slack 
with the BY, and for allowing them much too much freedom. We always said 
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the Geneva Convention was binding for ua. That was the perpetual struggle. 

The affairs went so far that if \*> over received reports from American or 
Canadian camps, or from English camps for Germans, and there were any points 
in the report which could possible lead to trouble, as is the case in every 
P V camp, I always told my departmental staff: "For heaven's soke, don't let's 
pass that up any higher", unless it was one from higher authority. "We won't 
pos'd it up any higher; we'll deal with it here, for otherwise it will only 
lead to unnecessary frictionl* So, as far as njjr office was concerned, 
everything was done with respect to FW matters which could bo done. Unless 
vre were . absolutely forced to do otherwise, the ' Inspoktoor' of P H oornps 
certainly used to keep to the Convention. The protecting power will bo able 
1 to prove that. All the officers who have worked with mo oculd prove that. 

'no always hold thoBO oourses in VIENNA, tho point of whioh was to acquaint the 
officers with the Convention and to toll thorn of tho difficulties, that we 
wero bound to keep to tho Convention, but that as overyonu interfered in 
natters relating to PV, our life was made extremely hard. That *./as the two- 
year long struggle which I carried on. 

General ROETTIG, as far as T know, was only ono° with Feldmarsohall 
KEITEL altogether, although he came direbtly under the 'Feldmarsohall' • 

GeneraJ. ROETTIG come to see me about throe months before the post was 
abolished, and complained that he never saw the 'Feldmarsohall' at all, and 
that he was treated altogether like someone entirely superfluous. So I said 
to him: "Sir, I consider that you are just being used for window dressing. 
That's my opinion. If Feldmarsohall KEITEL is attacked he can say to HIMMLER: 
"There you are, I can't do more than that. I even appointed a GOC whose sole 
job that is, and who has to see to it tha- no F7 escaped. H© has to check up 
on the camps to see that everything is in order, and to see that there's no 
negiigenoe there." That' s my personal opinion of General BQETTIG's position. 
When he heard about the shooting, ROETTIG clasped his head in his hands, as wo 
all did. I didn't sleep a wink for nights on end. After all, one does have 
one's feelings of honour. But we couldn't do anything about it. When we came 

home, so-and-so many people had been shot already. As it was dono by the 
Gestapo, what oould you do? Hand in your resignation? It wouldn' t have been 
aooepted. I went to see General SCHMUNDT and begged him to release toe from 
the job* But it couldn't be done. 

I only know an order exLeted that only offioers and, I believe, only 
those who were caught by the Gestapo should be handed over to them. This must 
have happened whilst General von GRAEVENITZ v/as still thoro. Intelligence 
wasn't rry department; it was a separate OKW branch. The Intelligence branch 
provided Intelligence officers for B7 vamps. They came under the Intelligence 
Branch of the OKW. They wero attached to us. I know that the order existed, 
but I oan't soy for certain whether all men were to be handed over or whether 
tho Gestapo oould only keep thoso they caught themselves. Thoso orders wore 
always issued at HIMMLER' s instigation. 

I received a report from the camp saying so-and-so many men had been 
shot whilst attempting to escape. I didn't hear from tho Gostapo at all. 

It's like this: tho reports are sent to tho oarrp. Then the camp Informed 
us that a certain nuribor of men had boon recaptured and a certain nuriber shot. 
Things are reported in that way. The Gestapo sent me no information whatso- 
ever; they merely told us casually, whenever we made enquiries, that they'd 
recaptured a certain nunbor. The 'Feldmarsohall '(+) gave us detailed instruc- 
tions to publish a list at the camp, giving the names of those shot, as a 
warning. That v/as dono. That was a direct order \zhich wo couldn't disobey. 

We used to object to such oases, but if we had opposed all tho constantly- 
recurring orders we should always have had rows.

Before 
the bmia.1 the Camp Commandant 3ent me a photograph of the monument. I kopt the 
photograph and didn't pass it on as I feared it would give rise to more diffi- 
culties. I said to Oberstlefttnant KRAFFT: "Ve shall only 3cnd the report 
regarding the arrival cl the urns To Higher Authority. Hatters of this sort 
were always passed to Higher Authority. 'They went to the Party Chancellery and 
then theie wao hell to pay. The cremation of dead BY is forbidden. There 
were always inswuotions to tha^ effect. Whenever anything was done or was 
planned to be dope contrary to the Convention I used to go to the department 
ibovo anu says "That is contrary to the Convention. I should like to' draw your 
special attention to. it. We cannot do thi3," However, difficulties were laid 
jn our path from all sides. Whenever I addressed the officer’s corps and said: 
"G antlemen , we only act according to the Convention," someone, from Higher 
Authority, from the Forty Chancellery, arrived the following day and said: 
"Gentlemen, the .Convention is a scrap of paper, which doesn't interest us»" 

I was at a conference at the Party Chancellery. BOHHANN's deputy was present. 

7*o were discus jin b the Convention and I told BIR.IANN ' 3 deputy, who was an 
'Dl-jrgebietslf iter' or somethirp of the sort, called FPTF/DRIC^ : "For me the 
Convention is valid. The FAIRER ordered it ondty shall adhere ’to it. Unless 
I receive different -orders from higher authority I cannot disregard the Con- 
vention. • Incidentally it is utter nonsense for you to tell me" — it was a 
large confer one*. , including members of all the Ministries— -"that I should 
disregard the Convention wher, on the other hand,, the protecting power never 
taker its eye o^f no. Then. I hav. to make a report to the Foreign Office, in 

order to straighten trotters out. « It is quite out of the question." 

Whereupon F RIEDRIC H said: "Gentlemen, that is of no importance." That was 
■lynical of tneiru They could do as they pleased. None of us had any say in 
nuitux.% r da fear of the concentration camp was always at the back of our minds, 
as they'd put us in their. black books. 

The Air : Force F ,v camps were under GAF administration. I always 
regretted thir. Apparently, -when PW administration was being set up, GORING 
said. "No, Air Force PM are a GAP concern. Me shall put them in our own 
'’amps. All Air Force BY camp 3 r.ad GAF corT.ianaants. They came under GAP but 
ti.-.j a Lbo ea;'.u . under the .'Vehrkrois' Director of BY and also of the Chief of 
PA camps, in matters regarding treatment. For instnnoe, PW in operational 
zones didn't '•eme tinder us, but under the. 'Oberquartiermeister' . However, in 
matters concerning treatment they oomo under U3 because the CKV7 had issued all 
these instructions, regarding the treatment of P 7/. As a result wc also* sent 

them instructions as regards treatment. They were tied by these instructions 
ov.t ■:?j couldn' c get at the P\Y as such. Our relations with the GAF camp at 
oAGAN were always, of the best. Obemt von LINDEINER, an old GAF officer, wa3 
Cm np Commandant at the time. No came a cropper over this business. Ho was 
brought before' a court-martial because those people escaped. In that 
par ticular camp 101 tunnels hr.d boon dur. Ho found 100 of them but not the 
lols't, by .viiich they got away. I told the BY: "Well, gentlemen, the 
Convention allov/3 you to attempt, an escape, we admit that much, but you 
mustn't thane the country in which you are imprisoned won't try and prevent this." 
There was a basic ru ' 3 which was actually an order by the ' Feldmarsohall' : 

"Any Gcmr. ir > nda.it who has a mass al tempt at escape in his camp shall be brought 
befe-"e a court-martial."

coming from the fDhRER, gave tho matter into the hands of HIMMLER and the 
Gestapo. Things were now out of our hands. We insisted immediately, and 
said: "Not one of our men touch tho PW. The JW whom we catch arc sent baok 
to our camps." We issued orders to that effect# I reported to the ' Feld- 
marsohall , on three occasions in all, always ir» the presenoe of any superior 
officer. On one occasion with General von GRAEVENITZ J that was on that 
oooasion. Tho second occasion was when I was ordered to see HIMMIER by Feld- 
marsohall KEITEL, when I saw him subsequently on aero unt of the recruiting of 
British PW and he reproached me for opposing the recruiting. The third 
occasion was when General HEINECKE and I saw KEITEL about the handing over of 
BW to HIMMIER; KEITEL was intending to hand the whole show over to HIMMLER 
when I drew his attention to the following faot: "Sir, that is out of the 
question; that can't be done. The protecting power and enemy states will 
object to having anything to do with HIMMLER. I think it a very risky thing 
for the OKW to withdraw from PW administration." General REINECKE raised the 
same objections. Whereupon KEITEL decided to let us retain a small section. 

We were told: "all men who away are to be shot l" The 'FelcK 

marsohall' prohibited anything concerning this to be put into writing. 

Nothing at all# Only the camp was to be informed in order to put them in tho 
picture. I discussed the matter with GRAEVENITZ once more. I oan't toll you 
the exact details any more. We contaoted the Gestapo regarding (the return of 
the bodies. Ite had to have them back. Then von GRAEVENITZ leot for the front. 

I then said to Oberstleutnant KRAFPT: "I won't do it like that. I'm going to . 

cover myself at all costs, so that we're not involved in it afterwards. It's 
true the 'Feldmarschall' has forbidden it to be cut in writing, but I want to 
have it in writing. It must be signed by the FuHRER." Contrary td Feld*» 
marsohall KEITEL' 3 orders— I pretended that I hadn't understood properly— I 
worked the thing out on paper. I said to Oberstleutnant KRAFFT: I want to 
have the word 'shoot' included, so that KEITEL can see it in writing. He may 
adopt a different attitude then." When I got the thing baok he had written the 
following in the margin: "I didn't definitely soy 'shoot', I said 'Hand over to 
the Police or hand over to the Gestapo.'" So that was a partial climb down. 

We arranged with the 'Feldmarschall' to have the natter submitted to the 
FOHRER. We had the feeling that there was something not quite in order. It 

was to be done in such a way that tho Gestapo, that is to say, HIMMLER, was to do 
it in his way and we were to do it in our way. Tho 'Feldmarschall' didn't 
want to go to the FtlHRER alone, he wanted HIMMLER to do something from the other 
side at the same time, and that was to be done simultaneously. So on instruc- 
tions from the ' Feldmarschall ' we worked out this order and then said to the 
Gestapo: "Here, this is to be put before the FOHRER, because it's impossible on 
ary lower level'*" But that kept on boing drawn out, and at that time I had an 
ever-growing conviction that something was not in order. Nobody mnted to 
approach the FOHRER with this affair. In the end I couldn't get where I wanted 
with this affair. So I went to BERLIN myself— it was the only time I ever saw 
KALTENBRUNNER— and I said to KAI/TENBRUNNER: "This matter is still outstanding. 

It should be submitted to tho BtlHRER. It oan't carry on like this. A decision 

must be made soma time, but apart from that I am of the opinion that the whole 

affair should be dropped. The whole thing is madness. It has already let us 
into so much unpleasantness, and is so monstrous that I am still of the opinion 
that this affair should either be stopped in some way, or the FtiHRER be dissuaded 
from continuing it any further. Then nothing more was done about it, and no 
order was issued either. KALTENBRUNNER was a very quiet person, ha hardly ever 
spoke at all. I Baid to him: "We're all clear about it, and the English in 
particular only escape for the fun of it. The English have never yet made 

difficulties for us by mass escapes; they have their escape oemnittee in the

Either they give their 
word of honour and wo let them go out on the strength of that, or else I don't 
ask them to give their word and send them out under guard."

By order of the German High Command (OKW), quoted 
in a top secret Gestapo decree of 4 March 19A4* Allied 
officers and NCOs escaping from FW. camps (ez >pt British 
and American PV/s whose treatment was to be decided in- 
dividually) were upon recapture to be handed over to 
Security Police (sipo) and Security Sorvice (SD) offices. 

The OKW was fully aware of this gross violation of 
International Law, as can be seen from the preoautions 
taken to guard against news about this order leaking out, 
or aotion taken upon it, to other RVs, to the general 
public, the International Red Cross, representatives of 
the protecting power or any other inquirer. 

The Gestapo decree based on the OKW order direots 
the transfer of recaptured FV/s to Concentration Camp 
• Mauthausen, where they were to be treated under "Aktion 
Kugel". Aguin, significant seourity measures are ordered 
along with the decree. 

Affidavits furnished by French officers who were 
detained as FUa at Camp Mauthausen during 1944 » give details 
of the fatal treatment meted out under "Aotion K or Kugel" 
(Bullet Action). "K"-F>Vs were not registered at the oamp, 
but upon arrival were taken to the 30 -called "bathroom 
whore they were shot individually by means of a measuring 
apparatus (automatio release of a bullet upon touch), or 
exterminated in groups by gas. 

The Gestapo document is translated in full.

Extraots from affidavit subscribed and sworn to on 13 May 1945:

"In Mauthausen existed several treatments of prisoners, amongst 
them the "Action K or Kugol" (Bullet action). Upon the arrival of 
transports, prisoners v/ith the mention "K" were not registered, got no 
numbers and their names remained unkndwn exoept for the officials of the 
Politisohe Abteilung..." 

"The K prisoners were taken directly to the prison where they were 
unolothed and taken to the "bathrooms" — This bathroom in the cellars 
of the prison building near the crematory was specially designed for 
executions (shooting and gassing). 

The shooting took place by means of a measuring apparatus. The 
prisoner being backed towards a metrical measure with an automatic 
contraption releasing a bullot in his neck as soon as the moving plank 
determining his height touched the top of his head. 

If a transport consisted of too many "K" prisoners, instead of losing 
time for the "measuration" they were exterminated by gas sent into the 
bathroom instead of water. 

"... Re prisoners which did not appear on the entry list of 
Mauthausen: In such cases the Politische Abteilung very reluctantly used 
to give the information that the ramp services had not to take into con- 
sideration such missing prisoners because they had been transferred "In 
geheimer Roichssache" (Secret Affairs of the Reich) and insisted upon the 
complete disappearance of all traces of the names. 

In many oases, due to transmission errors, the fatal "K" indication 
was not immediately given with the transfer and followed several days or 
several wseks later. •• As upon their arrival, such "K" prisoners had, by 
mistake, received a camp nuaber, they had to disapooar in the Number 
Register of the Camp and for this purpose rectification order was made in 

the following hypocritical form "Prisoner X, No birth place, birth 

date, is actually called (heisst riohtig) Prisoner Y, No different 

birth place and date. ..."

POSSOEGEL'S DEPOSITION. 


A very detailed description of Buchenwald Concentration Camp, oovering 
the years 1938-19A4, is given in a document P.W.1. 8.1(H), LDC. 697# six copies 
- of which have been received from the War Office. 

The author is Karl FOSSOEGEL, a German political internee, whose evidence 
is stated to bs "reliable”. 

The report contains sections describing the Camp administration# guards, 
punishments, atrooitiea, commercial firms dealing with Buchenwald, employment of 
inmates upon armament 'industries, outside camps (including DORA), and a very 
full list of personalities (12 pages), including men who might bo useful as 
witnesses. Among the nationalities referred to are: Czechs, Poles (page 10), 
Dutch and Luxemburg (page 11), Belgian and French (page 12), Russians pp. 12 and 
13), Yugoslav, Norwegian (page 13), Jews (pp. 8 , 9 ). 

Of these the Jews, Russians, Poles and Frenoh were subjected to the most 
barbarous ill-treatment.

The following passages are of interest:

Sage 3: 

The Camp Labour Controller is described as being, for technical matters, 
under "Stubaf MAURER (+) at Oranienburg, who was mainly responsible for the mass 
deaths in the armament works.” 

Page 5 . 1 -.Tv • 

Possoegel's evidenoe confirms the view — if confirmation were needed — that 
the regime of cruelty in the camps was prescribed by the authorities. Of the 
Death's Head guard he writes: * 

”The soldiers of the Regiment were all volunteers aged 17 - 2A. 

They were ... daily taught by their officers and N.C.O.'s that 
Concentration Camp prisoners were sub-men, who must be destroyed. 

The oonsequence was that the prisoners were continually ill- 
treated...” 

Page 12. 

The passage relating to French and Belgian prisoners sent to DORA suggests 
that these wore "Nacht und Nebel" prisoners deal*# with under the "Keitel Decree" 
(see Summaries of Information 30 and 35), who were not intended to survive: 


(+) See, in this connection, Surmary of Information No. 35, page 5» 
t d General Maurer was head of Amt D II of the "WVHA”, which administered

" Belgian and French prisoners; 


"Those mostly come in from sumraor 1943 on. They were men from the 
occupied territories suspected of contact with the Underground Movement, or 
suspicious elements among the French find Belgian workers in Germany. Since 
the camp 'DORA' was brought into being at Just the time they arrived a great 
number of thorn were sent there. They made up a very large proportion of the 
viotiflis of 'DORA'. FW himself, in April 1944 » road through a list of 3000 
prisoners who had died then; this list oontainod exclusively French and Belgian 
names. 

"Probably through an oversight of the oanp administration one party of 
30 prisoners, all French, came back from 'DORA' ia May 1944* (The Camp at 
NORDHAUSEN was kept completely isolated from BUCHENWALD as far as prisoners were 
concerned. Only this One party of prisoners come back .) PW saw these French- 
men himself. In 5& years in Concentration Camps he had seen many horrible 
sights, but this waa something he had not seen before. The condition of the 
men was terrible. These men were burnt out like a piece of iron can be burnt 
out, so that only a shell remains. They had shrunk to of their normal 
height.. Their body was a parchment hanging loosely round their bones. Their 
eyes were large and dull and through the thin skin of their faces the contours 
of the skull-bones were everywhere visible. Their skin had a strange violet 
opiour. PW started when he heard their ages. They were 25-35 years old and 
looked, like men of 80. And the day before they had had to toil under the 
slave driver's whip* They went into the prisoners' Siok Bay. FW did not know 
whether they recovered there. Many French prisoners known to.IW were artists, 
doctors, soientists, and toohnioians of high standing. " (

The evidence of the writer also confirms what was brought out in the 
deposition of the SS. official KUK at Dachau, cited in Svmmaiy of Information 
No* 30, concerning the role of the "Political Deportment" in oonoentration camps. 
Possoegel states that the "Arrestaufseher" (supervisor of punishments) " carried 
out the torture ordered by the Political Department at interrogations. " 

Page 11 . 

Ho also confirms what was said in Kijk's deposition about the executions 
of inmates by order of the "Political Department" after a so-called "trial" held 
without the presence or knowledge of the accused: 

"One of the filthiest crimes committed against the Poles was this. 

The Political Department took out individual Polish youths and 
by threatening them death forced them to hang their own country- 
men. Such sentences were passed by regular German courts on 
Poles accused of having relations with Gorman women. Such cases 
dragged on for a long while and the sentences were passed in the 
absence of the accused who was generally ignorant of the whole 
proceeding. The prisoner concerned was often for a year or 
longer in BUCHENWALD, was then unsuspectingly sunmoned by the loud- 
speaker to the gate, and taken immediately by the Rapportfuehrer or 
the Stab 3 schar fuehrer to the execution site behind the official 
residence of the Couioondant where, in the presence of the Adjutant 
or of the Schutzhaftlagerfuehror, the sentence was read out, and 
the unfortunate man was at once hung by his young countryman. This 
scene took place -from 1941 at leas three times a week." 

As no legal value can be attributed to such a "trial," these victims 
were, in fact, put to death by order of the Political Department, which operates 
under the "R.S.H.A." ( Reichssicherheithauptomt) . 
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The point to retain is that, when framing charges regarding systematic 
atrooities in a concentration camp, the leading officials of the "R.S.H.A."— 
in particular KAJ7TENBRUNNER, its chief, and Heinrich MILLER, head of the 
Gestapo Office— should be held answerable on an equal footing with Oswald 
FOHL, General GLUCKS and the other leading officials of the W.V.H.A. , the SS. 
organisation whioh administered the camps. (+) 


II. JQACHB1 FTRSKALLA 1 8 DEPOSITION. 

Another deposition received from the some source is that of Joachim 
I^rrskalla (alias PERTHES), who is described in the Preamble as a "useful 
witness for the War Grimes Commission" though "his record is a black one." 

His deposition consists almost entirely of notes on personalities in Buohenwald, 
' sHertogenbosoh and DORA Gamps. 

In regard to the former (Buohenwald), the Preamble to the deposition 
observes that pyrskalla's evidence confirms that of FOSSQEGEL.

(Medical, Entomological, Biological, etc.) 

IN GERMAN CONCENTRATION CAMPS AMD UNIVERSITIES. 

A Report of Interrogation of SS. Standartenftihrer Wolfram SIEVERS, 

"by Twelfth Army Group, giving some valuable information on the above subject. 


The source was a Reichsgeschhftaflihrer des "Ahnenerbes" and received 
direct orders from Himmler, for the development of various scientific projects 
(medical, entomological, biological, etc.) to be undertaken at Dachau, 

Universities of Strasbourg, Vienna, Munich, Tubingen, Gottingen, Berlin, 

Rostock and Frankfurt. SIEVERS himself has no oollege or University degree; 
was affiliated with the "Ahnenerbe", in only the executive and administrative 
section. He claims no knowledge of the scientific experiments carried out but 
can give information concerning the personnel and types of experiments performed 
at the various places mentioned above. These are: 

(i) Dr. RASCHER, STABSARTZ, LUFTWAFFE, later WAFFEN SS: 

Affiliated with the Schwabingor Fronkenhaus Munchen. Put 

in concentration camp at Buchenwald,' (Fall of 1944) for unknown 
reasons. His wife was also placed in a concentration camp at 
Ravensbruok in Meohlenburg. His home address Munioh, Bogenhausen, 
Tragenstrasse (No. ?). Dr. Rascher is of importance in that with a Prof. 
Holzloohner (Medical Officer of the Luftwaffe)* Artz. Univ. Kiel, 
both had performed experiments in high altitude and in cold water at 
freezing temperatures. For these experiments they had used as 
guinea pigs the inmates at the concentration camp at Dachau. 

(ii) Dr. MAY, ASST. PROF. UNIV. MUNICH: 

Leader of the Institute on Entomology ( 4 -ort of the ''Ahnenerbe"). 

He experimented on the transmission of malaria and its control. 

For his experiments he used the Anopholcs mosquito, hunan lico«, and 
rats. Various types of sprays we re used which were sprayed on wide 
territories by use of airplanes. His Archives are located in a mill 
in Herbertshausen north of Baschau. His assistant in these 
experiments was Dr. ’MARIANNE RUHL. 

(iii) Dr. GRAVITZ, REICHSARTZ DER SS. AND 00 -WORKER PROF. SCHILLING, DACHAU. 

Dr. Gravitz supervised the INSTITUTE FUR MALARIA FORSCHUNG (not 
affiliated with the "Ahnenerbe" ) which was located in Dachau. 

Dr. Gravitz and Prof. Schilling used the inmates at Dachau as guinea 
pigs in their experimentation with malaria. 

(iv) Dr. PLOTNER, ASST. PROF. UNIV. LEIPZIG. 

Experimented with PECTIN in connection with GLUTAMINSAURE. Had 
developed STYITORAL which was only for army use and not commercial as 
yet. His co-workor in this work Dr. Robert FELIX, a Jewish inmate 
of Dachau; a chemist. /mother co-worker Dr. BRDNN, degree in 
engineering, also an inmate of KL Dachau. The experiments of Dr. 

Plotner and oo-workers were performed in SCHLACHTERS, near Lake 
Constance • 

Dr. Plotner first worked for Prof. Schilling and Dr. Rascher, but 
broke away from them when Dr. Rascher was arrested. 
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(v) PROP. HIRT, UNIV. TUBINGEN (ALLGEM) SS PARTY MEMBER: 

Experimented on mice in the production of cancer and its cure. 

Prom his experiments he concluded for the first time cancer was 
curable. He also experimented with a poisonous gas "LOST" on rats. 
Rats affected by this gas were supposed to bo oured by a speoial type 
diet. These experiments were first performed at the University of 
Strasbourg and then later evacuated to tho University of Tubingen.

"ETHICS OF WAR" : THE USES OF POISON. 


German spokesmen, in seeking to justify the refusal to treat the 
F.F.I. partisans and popular levies as combatants, have founded themselves 
partly c. legal, and partly on "ethical" grounds. They have contended that 
these forces did not fulfil the requirements of international law, for instance 
because they operated in rear of the German occupying armies, and that they 
were excluded from recognition because they employed barbarous methods of v/ar. 

Thus, Marshal Rundstedt's proclamation, published in the German- 
controlled Press in France (cf. "Nouveau Temps", June 13th, 1944) deolared 
that: ", *' 

"International lav/ does not confer upon individuals belonging 
to insurrectional movements operating in rear of t he Occupying 
Forces the protection to which regular soldiers are entitled." 

(See Annex i) 

A similar objection, combined .with the "ethical" argument, was used 
by a legal spokesman, Herbert HAHN, in an ‘article published in "Pas Reich" in 
October 1944* (See "News Digest", Ootober 23rd, 1944*) 

"^t can be seen," he Y/rote, "why the bandits, franc- tire ur 8, and 
partisans who met our troops in the rear areas of the eastern 
front, the Balkans and the West, are not usually regarded as 
oombatants • They lack not only a definite system of command 
and a visible distinguishing mark, but tliey also fail to bear 
arms openly and to observe, the common ethics of ytot . " 

In the same article this writer condec ved the British "Home Guard 
created by Churchill and Eden, Y/hich, it said: 

"oan hardly be regarded as following international law, for 
it bore arms openly only during the phase of preparatory 
propaganda and during its training; but its employment vras 
thought out very systematically Y7ith the methods of ambush and 
the morale of the gangBtcr " ....

Whereas, this German spokesman concluded: 

"We bear our arms openly and proudly, and our flag is unfurled 
at all times." 

In contrast to this attitude, v/hen Germary v/as threatened with 
invasion, and partisan ymot v/as contemplated as a form of defence, Himmler's 
ovm organ, "Das Schv/ar J 5 e Korp3" (about 4.10.44s see "News Digest 6.10.44) 
described the tactics of' the "francs- tire urs" as a model worthy of imitation. 
"The Germans," it said, "would fight better in rear of the eneny than the 

Sdviot and Tito partisans have done Bombs, tanks and artillery are not 

:vuch good against franc- ti reur3 : we know that best."

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■ When the Volksturm (the German Home Guard) was raised, by a decree 
(October 18th, 19A4) HTiO.BR deolared at a mass meeting in East Prussia: 

"Ever and again German resistance vd.ll flare up in their ( the 
invaders') rear 

' Like werewolves our men will fall won the enemy in 

their rear to cut off their life lines." (Translation quoted from 
the "Daily Telegraph" 19 • 10. 44*) 

The ’Werewolf Organisation . 

The term "Werewolf" , which had gained considerable publicity by 
Himmler's above-quoted speech, was next bestowed on a German "Freedom" organisa- 
tion, whose creation was announced in March 1945* 

A statement, broadcast by the Werewolf Sending Station ( 1 .4*44) • 
declared its objects to be as follows: (Translation from "News Digest 3*4*44*) 

Paragraph 

"The Werewolf is an organisation born of the spirit of National 
Socialism. It does not heed the restrictions (Rttcksiohten) which are 
imposed on pu? 1 regular forces* Apy means is good enough to ham 
the enemy. •*.." 

Paragraph 4: — 


".... This opponent (i.’e., the Werewolf) will become the 
more dangerous the loss he needs to pay heed to obsolete ideas 
of so-called civilised warfare...." 

Paragraph 11:* 


"Be conscious that the Ftthrer's eye* is constantly upon you. 


The latter passage might be taken to. imply that the Werewolf movement 
was officially sponsored. That was, however, denied in a European broadcast 
put out next day by the D.N.B., which stated:. (Translation from News Digest, 
3»4*44) : 

"Berlin official quarters and Forty authorities had nothing to do 
with these defence formations, which were acting by themselves. 

For the rest Berlin had no inside knowledge of the working of these 
oonmunities whioh were acting by themselves." 

The falsity of this pretence is shown by a SHAEF Intelligence Note, No. 
6l (published ’ in C.I, Monitor No. 18), which describes a captured Werewolf 
headquarters. The commander, a colonel, said that he had been in charge of an 

Army School at Turhenberg. In February 1945 the School was ordered by Himmler 
to introduce a course in Werewolf activities. It was then moved to Sohonsee 
where it received orders: "To stay behind, to evade oapture, then harass and 
destroy supplies of U.S. troops in the rear " 

For this purpose it. was sub-divided into four units. 

• • 

The members of a unit usually wore Wehrmacht uniforms, but some men were 
disguised as foresters; those men acted as outposts and obtained food supplies. 
They carried recent discharge papers signed by the unit commander. Their 
"Kennkarten" were ante-dated by a couple of years. 



It can scarcely be maintained that units thus controlled were "unknown 
to the German authorities" / A or, on the other hand, that they "bore arms openly 
and proudly". 

As regards the "ethical" argument — the accusation of using barbarous 
methods— the German position is even more vulnerable. 

The SHAEF Intelligence Note referred to above reproduces ( in a 
translation) the proceedings of a conference of chemical experts held in a 
S3, police institute at Berlin to discuss means of poisoning the Allied 
invaders, and of providing suicide tablets for use, in the last resort, by the 
perpetrators of such acts.

Feldwebel LEHNERT, SS . Streifko:

The following problems were discussed: 

(a) Addition of poisons to alcoholic beverages. LEHNERT brought 
1 whiskey, 3 Schnapps, 1 liqueur and 1 bottle of wine. He requested 
that a simple method be prescribed wheroby he can poison these drinks. 

It was agreed that the simplest method of introducing Methanol into 
these drinks would be established by Friday, 20 October 1944* 

(b) The desirability of having available a supply of poisons 
disguised as medical items, in view of the possibility that bandits may 
come to members of the Streifkorps for medical treatment. Pills, 
capsules, etc., are to be prepared. 

(c) Poisoning of food. The accumulation of solutions of strong 
poisons that can be injected into foodstuffs by means of hypodermic 
syringes, e.g., the injection of Doryl into a sausage. 

(d) The treatment of plates and similar items with highly 
poisonous substances. 

(e) Preparation of suicide equipment for members of the Streifkorps 
20-50 ampules required. In this connection it would also be of interest 
to discover whether it is possible to conceal a poison so skilfully that 
it would not be removed even in the event of a physical search. 


The most important requirement put forward by Feldwebel LEHNERT was 
that the poison shiould not take effect until several hour 3 or, if possible 
several days after the administration of a single dose . It is important 
that the bandits should not drop dead in the house to which they have been 
invited but only afterwards. 


Research into the question raised is being carried out by pipl. Chem

SUBJECT: The employment of poisons by "office PRl5T22i'J'IN" . (See Annex II) 

During my stay in Danzig, SS- SBF GOERTZ received among other 
things a delivery of poisons to be employed by the Werewolf organisation. 

I objected to the delivery of arsenic pov/dor because GOERTZ told me that, 
aocording to instruction he had received, the arsenic wa3 supposed to be 
used to poison alcohol. Arsenic is insoluble in pure alcohol (0.025$>) 
and dissolves only slowly in dilute alcohol. These facts were pointed 

out to SS-Hauptsturmflihrer Dr. HUHN during his visit on 19 February. 

Arsenic is suitable for poisoning food such as bread, cake, etc*, but not 
for poisoning alcohol as was planned in this case. 

Suicide tablets were also delivered in DANZIG. GOERTZ informed me 
that they contained veronal. My opinion in this matter is the following: - 
The lethal dose for veronal amounts to about 5 to 8 grams. It is often 
quite difficult to swallow such an amount in the form of tablets. This 
difficulty can hardly be overcome by instructions to let the tablets 
crumble in the mouth and to swallow them only in case of emergency. The 
deadly effect of veronal tablets is relatively slow so that there is a 
possibility of calling a man back to life by pumping out his stomach. It 
must be assumed that the enemy will make use of such methods. A man who 
has been recalled to consciousness after severe narcotic poisoning is 
weakened to such an extent that he can easily be interrogated and will 
give all the desired information. It is therefore not a satisfactory 
suicide tablet. Dr. HUHN informed me during his visit that the tablets 
consisted of a mixture of veronal and urea. Experience is said to have 
shown that these tablets produce a deep sleep within fhree minutes and death 
after 12 minutes. Y/e cannot conment on these results because we lack 
the experience, but we are very critical and believe only proven facts. 

Our scepticism in the preceding case is justified because a dose of 2.5 
grams of luminal or lumina 1- s o diun which has identically the same effect 
as veronal, will, according to experience, produce sleep only after 
20-30 minutes and has no deadly of foot. The doso in the latter case is 

not known to us. We cannot therefore give a definite opinion on the 
suicide tablets produced there. 


W o also informed Dr. HUHN that as far as possible he would have 
our full support. This support is already in effect as concerns the 
experiments our chemist* STEINBERG is making at the present time to 
discover which type of trioresylphosphate is suitable for poisoning. 

We ore at the same tine procuring the material. During the course of 
next week tricrc sylpho r.phate will probably become available together with 
the data about doses, etc. 

The problem of mass poisoning is essentially new (sic.). Since 
little work has as yet been done in this field wo will take it up and 
forward the results to Dr. HUHN directly. At "the present tine wo have 
available the results of some rc sear oh on the use of methanol and we will 
forward them this week to "office PRIItZKANN" .

The legal spokesman of "Das Reich," quoted above, would not easily reconcile 
such proceedings with "the cctnmon ethics of warfare". 

That these preparations were seriously intended is shown by a statement in 
the same SHAEF Intelligence Note to the effect that the First U.S. Airy had reported 
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the hospitalisation of four men, one of whom had died while two others 
might die, owing to their having drunk poisoned liquor, obtained at Woissenfels. 
The liquor ms colourless and similar in odour to airplane dope, and its 
effects were delayed. Two other deaths, of the sane character, had been 
reported from different hospitals. Fortunately, owing to the speed of the 
Allied advanco the '-'erewolf movement failed to establish itself; otherwise the 
Prtitzmann office might have achieved more suooess.

Any plea put forward by the Gomans to justify the execution of F.F.I.

A. report received from CIOS ( Item No# 24, Pile No. XXVI - 37 )» entitled 
"The Treatment of Shock from prolonged exposure to cold, especially in ..-inter", 
contains a narrative of skilful detective work, by the investigator, Major L# 
Alexander, in regard to medical experiments on prisoners, carried out under the 
direction of the highest German authorities, including: 

Heinrich HIMMLER, Reiohsfllhrer SS. General; 

Field Marshal Erhard MILCH, Inspector General of the Luftwaffe; 

Dr. Erfistt Robert GRAWITZ, Reichsartzt of the SS. 

Professor HIPHtE, Head of the Luftwaffe Medical Service; 

Obst-fr.Karl BRANDT, Plenipotentiary for Health Services: 

Hitler's physioian. 

. ► 

As regards the nationality of the victims, only Poles are specifically 
mentioned; but it may reasonably be assumed that prisoners of other nationali- 
ties were also included. 

The narrative, in book form, ocoupies 230 pages, including a photostat 
of the experimenters' report, and some letters by Himmler (in the English 
translation only). Disregarding the modical and technical details, the chief 
points to be retained from a War Crimes point of view are the following: 

• . * r • 

. The search began at the Air-Medioal Institute (institut ftlr Luftfahrt- 
medizin) at Munich whore WELTZ, a doctor of the Luftwaffe, was known to have 
experimented upon animals in regard to the effect • of altitude and of 
immersion in cold water. Further enquiries showed that Dr. Rascher — originally 
in tho Luftwaffe, afterwards in the SS. — and his wife, an ox-Seoretary (or, as 
3ome say, an ex-mistress) of Himmler, had experimented on inmates of Daohau 
Concentration Camp. The search ultimately led to Himmler's secret archives 
which disclosed the full story of these crimes. 

A noteworthy point in the narrative is the personal interest taken by 
Himmler in the minutest details of these experiments, in regard to which he 
mn /in frequont suggestions, find which h'e claimed in one of his letters to have 
inspired and inspected. 

"PRESSURE"* EXPERIMENTS. 


On the 15th May, 1941, Dr. Rascher asked Himmler's approval for experi- 
ments on the effects of altitude to be made upon hunan material under Dr. WELZ 
and the Luftwaffe Air Research Staff. He at first asked for " professional 
criminals", as, he said, no one was likely to volunteer for tests in which the 
subjects might die. On the 24th July, 1941 » Himmler authorised the experiments 
to be made utder Drs. Rascher, Kittenhof and We Itz. The latter appears at 

first to have had qualms. Drs. Ruff and Romberg subsequently arrived at Daohau 
with a "low pressure" chamber, and held a conference with ObersturmflAhrers j 
PI0HK0WSKI and SCHNITZIER of the Daohau staff. Experiments on human beiJ e 
were begun in March 1942 by Drs. Rascher and Romberg, and a report was su" at ted 
in July 1942. There was constant jealousy between Rascher and the other 
doctors, who sought to exclude each other and obtain the credit for the 
experiments. Frau Rascher, who had Himmler's ear, obtained a ruling from the 


r 


SS. that her husband should take part, personally, in the work, and he was 
granted an additional stipend from the Ahnenerbo Institute. 

In a letter to Himmler (15*6.42), Dr. Rasoher 3aid that a motion 
picture of the experiments had been made, and that SS. Obergruppenftthrer Wolff 
hoped that it might De shown at Hitler* 3 headquarters. He asked for a pardon 
for three prisoners who had helped him by performing autopsies in the low 
pressure ‘chambers, thus showing that fatalities had occurred, ( though this faot 
was denied in the official report submitted on 28. 7* 42 on this set of 
experiments)* Evidence in the same sense is furnished by a letter from ?Vau 
Rasoher to Brandt, asking leave to make colour-photos of freshly autopsied 
subjects. * t ' 

" COLD" EXPERIMENTS. 

The initiative in this natter was taken by 

General-Field Marshal Erhard MILCH, of the Luftwaffe , 

who wrote on May 20th, 1942, to SS. Obgrfr. Karl T.’OLFF, in Himmler's Office 
that "cold" and "\/ator" experiments with human subjects wore desirable, and 
that instructions had accordingly beon sent to WELTZ and RASCHER. 

The letter from Rascher to Hinnler (June 25th, 1942), referred to above, 
mentioned that Surgeon-General HIPPKE of the Luftwaffe had asked that such 
experiments should be carried out at Dachau upon prisoners, with the aid of J 

Professor JARISCH of Innsbrbck University; 

Professor HOLZLOHNER of Kiel University; 

Dr. SINGER, a pathologist of Munich. 

. Rasoher' s first report on the "oold" experiments ( 10. 9» 42) with human 
beings, showed that the victims were immersed in water at 2^° C - 12° C. 
Fatalities usually occurred under certain tests. "Re-warning" to revive the 
subjects was tried both by hot water and "animal" heat; the latter method 
proved the least successful, and Rascher suggested that it might be abandoned, 
but Hirroler directed (3*10.42) that all methods should continue to be tried. 

A letter from Surgeon-General HIPPKE of the Luftwaffe to Hirarder 
( 10. 10. 42) expressed thanks for tho Dachau experiments and hoped that the 
combined problem of "low pressure" and "oold" might be solved in the sane way; 
a new low-power chamber with a chilling arrangement was, he added, being 
prepared. 

On the 3rd October, 1942, Rascher wrote to Obstbfr. 3RANDT that the" cold" 
experiments were completed, except for the tests in reviving victims by animal 
warmth; for the latter tests he had asked Obstbf. SIEVERS to supply four gypsy 
women from a concentration oamp. • 

t 

A letter from Rascher to Himmler* ( 1 6 . 10. 42) mentions microscopic 
examinations of tjie brain- 3 terns of some of the "cooled" victims. Himmler, in 
reply (24. 10. 42), hoped that Rascher would receive due credit for his v«fk, 
and again pressed for him to make further tests in revival by "animal heat , a 
subject to which Hiimler constantly recurs in the correspondence. A telegram 
from S3, headquarters in Berlin ordered that some women from Rave nsbr tick Comp 
shou!.d be handed over to Rascher for these tests. 

The report quotes the full text (in translation only — see Annex I) of a 
letter from Himmler to Field-ilarshfti Milch, dated B. (? 13) November, 1942, 
proposing that, in view of the opposition of some "Christian medical circles", 
Rascher should be transferred to the SS. and that he (Himmler) would then toTke 
hole responsibility for the experiments, including tests relating to frost 
injuries. 



Rascher now asked (6. 4» 42) to carry out experiments in "cold" at the 
SS. modical research station in the mountains at Bayrischzoll, "whore a supply 
of concentration camp inmates would bo available for experiments". A draft 
report on these test's was sent to Himmler on 15* ’ll* 42* 

SS* Grfr. Dr* GRAWITZ, Reichsarzt, the head of the SS. medical service, 
wrote (about December 1942) to Brandt regretting that the experiments had not 
extended to "dry cold." 

On December 13th, 1942, Himmler sent direct orders to Raschor to carry 
out "low-pressure chamber" experiments, with subjects wearing proteotivo suits, 
in co-operation with the manufacturing arms, speoial attention being given to 
re -warming .(See Annexe 2 for the text of this lotter, which is given in the 
English translation only). 

On February 17th, 1943, Rascher reported that, in view of Dr. Grawitz's 
comment ( see above \ he had now made experiments with dry cold on }0 hunan 
subjects, who had been exposed naked from 9 to 14 hours, "theroby reduoing their 
body temperature to 27° C - 29° C." They had been revived by rapid re-warming 
and no fatalities occurred.. He proposed that he should start "a largo serial 
experiment" concerning the rewarming of people frozen. on dry land. Ausohwitz, 
Rasoher writes, is more suitable than Dachau, because it is colder and the 
experiments are "less conspicuous"; for he observes; "the experimental subjeots 
bellow when they freeze severely". He asks leave to go on with the tests while 
the winter cold continues. . 

On 6. 3* 43, Surgeon-General HIPrKE ( Luftwaffe ) wrote to Obgfr. WOLFF of 
the SS. defending himself against accusations of lack of l, onthusiasm for 
experiments on human beings and agreeing to Rascher' s transfer to the SS; in a 
report dated 12. 3» 43, Rascher stated that Hippke had assured him that, if 
further hunan experiments were needed by the Air Medical Service he would avail 
himself of Rascher' s co-operation. 

On 19th February, 1943, Professor HIPrKE, Hoad of the Luftwaffe Mediool 
Service, wrote to Himmler that he considered the experiments on human beings 
intensely chilled in cold water to have been successfully concluded. He thanked 
Himmler and the Camp Commandant at Dachau for their devoted co-operation. 

On the 26th February, 1943, Himmler, in a "Secret" letter, authorised 
Rascher to perform mass experiments in "cold" at Auschwitz and Lublin. 

In a lotter to Obstfr. BRANDT (date not given) RASCHER wrote that he had 
made further tests on human subjeots, who were exposed naked during hard frost 
for 14 hours at termperatures of minus 6°C. 


Dr. Lutz, who was further interrogated by the investigator., admitted that 
experiments with human subjeots on the effects cf low-pressure, altitude and 
cold had been carried out at Dachau. At first, he said, they were kept "within * 
reasonable bounds"; subjeots who survived were to be pardoned; later these 
restrictions were discarded. After Romberg' s departure fatalities increased. 

The Medical Inspector of the Luftwaffe had approved the experiments, but not 
without qualms. 

The investigator also questioned some ex-inmates at Dachau, including 
Jean Baudouin, who had formed a ccmnittoe of his own for the investigation of 
medical crimes. They named a Polish priest. Dr. Leo Michalowski, then . 
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convalescing near Dachau, as a surviving victim of Dr. Rascher 's experiments. 

M. Baudouin said that Dr. Rascher pcrfbrmed his experiments in Block 5 , 
where the victims were kept isolated: thej' were not expected to survive for 
more than two or thr^o days. Ho also mentioned a Dr. Fltitner, whp was thought 
to have saved some prisoners' -lives, and was believed to have fled to Lochau 
am Bodensee with some ox-inmatc3 who had acted as Rascher' s assistants, among 
whom ho named:

Oscar •HAUSEKtAPIT'J, a political ex-prisoner, said that, for "phlegnon" 
experiments, Polish priests were selected; for the "pressure" ejqperiments, 
German and Iblish Jews; for "cold" experiments, Pdlish Jews; very few of the 
subjects survived. 

Dr. Paul HUSSAREK, a Prague philologist, for five years an inmate of 
Dachau, named a Dr. Brachtl as having caused many fatalities by his crude 
performance of liver punctures. Of the "low pressure" human subjeots, he said 
that, only one in ten survived; the same applied to "chilling"- experiments. 


Other ex-inmates mentioned as experimenters by those witnesses were : 

Hai^ts charfdhrer SCHMUCKING; and Dr. C^ZTELPIETRO , a friend of Rascher 's. In 
general, the witnesses said, human subjects were selected from the inmates of 
the camp in the following order: first Jews, then foreigners, gypsies, stateless 
persons, foreign Catholic priests, professional criminals and finally political 
prisoners. r 


A further search in Himmler's archives by the Staff of the 7th Army 
revealed the copy of the final report submitted to Himmler by HOLZLOHNER, 
RASCHER, and FINKE (a photostat cf this document appears in the book). It 
describes, with all medical details, the to clinical results recorded during the 
experiments. 

As regards Rascher, all accounts agree that he was an obsoene and 
sadistic character, vain of the distinction of having experimented on human 
beings. It is generally believed that he — and probably his wife al3o — were 
shot by the SS. at Dachau a few days before the liberation of the camp by the 
Americans, either because he talked too much (on one occasion, when ho had been 
drinking, he boasted in public cf having experimented on human beings) and might 
be a dangerous witness; or because he had faked the results o f an anti- 
infection substance discovered by himself; or again, because he and his wife 
had deceived Himmler in regard to the birth of a child, in order, to obtain a 
money present from the Reichsflihrer L5S .

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CONCLUSIONS 


The investigators' report concludes with the following

"You -..111 reaa.il that through Obergruopenfuhrer ,'olff , i particularly 
racomended to you for your consideration the work of an S.S. Fuhrer, Dr. 
Rascher, who is at present furloughed from tho Luft\/affe. 

"These researches which concern themselves v/ith the behaviour of the 
human organism at great heights, as veil as with the ..lanifestations oauaod by 
prolonged cooling of the hynan body in cold water, and similar problems that 
are especially i. portant for the Luftwaffe , were per for; led v/ith particular 
efficiency and success because I personally assumed the responsibility for 
supplying asocial individuals and criminals who deserve only to die ("tode3- 
v/urdig) from concentration camps for these experiments. 

"Unfortuna tely you had no time recently v/hon Dr. Rascher wanted to report 
on the experiments at the ..viation 1 inistry. I had put great hopes in that 
report because I believed that by reporting to you, the difficulties based 
mainly on religious objections, vrtiich Dr. Rascher encountered in carrying out 
his experiments for -which 1 assumed responsibility , could be eliminated. 

"However, those difficulties are still the sane now as before. In these 
'Christian medical circles', the standpoint is being taken that a young 
German aviator should bo allowed to risk his life, but that the life of a 
criminal - who i3 not drafted into military sorvice - is too sacrod and one 
should not stain oneself with this guilt; at. tho sane time credit is taken 
for the results of the experiments while the scientist who obt-inod the data 
is excluded." (This obviously refers to Dr. Holalohner ' s presentation of 
the papt-r without Dr. Rascher at the ] furriber g meeting). 

"I personally have inspected the experiments, and have - I oan say this 
v/ithout exaggeration - participated in every phr.se of this soiontific work in 
a helpful and inspiring .manner. 

"There is no reason ' /ly ./c should gel angry about these difficulties. It 
’./ill take at least another 10 years until ./e can get such n~ rr or. /-; dnde dne s s out 
of our people. But the research work necessary for cur young and splendid 
soldiers and aviators must not suffer. 

"I therefore beg you to discharge Stabs" rat Dr. Rascher from the Luftwaffe 
and to transfer him to the ..'-.ffen '.S. I v/ould then assume the sole responsi- 
bility for having those experiments made in this field, but v/ould put the 
results - of which we in the S.S. need only a part for the frost injuries in 
the East - entirely at the disposal of *the Luftwaffe. In this connection I* 
should like to suggest th: t there should be r. liaison arranged between you and 
i/olff, for whioh a p’.ysician should be chosen ./ho is r.ot bound by 'Christian* 
ideas, but who is at the same time honorable as a scientist and not prone to 
intellectual theft, 30 that he could be informed of all results. This 
physician should also have good contacts with the administrative authorities, 

.so that the results would really obtain a he ring. 

"I think that this solution - namely , to transfer Dr. Rascher to the S.C. 
so that ho coulu o r rrj out ;ds expe riments under ,.y responsibility and under 
.y orders - i 3 the best ’.Ay. The experiments s'aould certainly not bo stopped - 
that we owe to our men. If Dr. Ra sober remained with the Luf Ir./af fo , there 
certainly would be a lot of troubl and anger, and then I -would have to tako a 
lot of unpleasant det-ils to you, such,, s for instance , the rroganoc and 
prosui.ption v/ith which .‘rofosso r dulcimer has dared to talk "bout i.y porson 
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to S.S. St'.ndr.rtenfuhrer Sievors right in the S.S. post in Dachau, which is 
under :qy author! V -nd command. In order to s-vo both of us "11 this troublo, 
I r-gp-in suggest that you transfer Dr. ?y. 3 cher to the gaffen S.S. as quiofcly as 
possible. 

"I would be gra teful to you if you would giv- top orde-r to put tho low 
pressure chamber at our disposal -g'-in, together with step-up pur.ips ("Stufon- 
aggrogp.tpur.ipon" ) because the experiments should bo extended to include 
greatest' altitudes.

Jaws escaped to Vienna and others to Bratislava. but a group >.

"Eichmann took part in the buming-do\;n of tho Synagogue 
Soitenstotter-Gasso in Vienna on November 10th 1938. After tho 
occupation of Czechoslovakia proper in IN-rch 1 939 > Eichmann 
oupersedod the Gestapo official Puchs, who had boon in charge of the 
Jewish department and had behaved fairly dooontly, during tho 
early su.imer of this year. Eichmann introduced hore tho same 
schomo ox* deportation that he had carried out in Vienna. Tho 
following report on Eichmann' s activities in frag, given by the 
former President of the Jewish Cou.iunity Prag, illustrates his 
methods ; - 


•In July 1939, after having had several most 
unpleasant conversations -with Eichmann, I was summoned 
by him to his office in Delostrelecha Ulice. Dy that 
time, the Gestapo had driven out hundreds of Jews from the 
small tpwns, without granting them any reasonable time 
for winding up their affairs. At shortest notice those 
poor people had had to leave their home to\ms and villagos 
and came to prag, utterly destitute. A 3 the accounts of 
the Jewish Community were blocked and our welfare in- 
stitutions closed do\.n by the Gestapo, we faced a 
situation with which we could hardly cope. 

'I therefore asked Eichmhnn to give orders to the 
Gestapo in the Provinces to the effect that the Jew3 
should be granted reasonable time for winding up the ir 
affairs. Eichmann answered; "I'll 3 hcrw those Jc./s , I 
‘./ill. I have cleared two concentration camps, Duch*uu

They were loaded into goods waggons and transported to the Lublin 
area. Eichnann acconpanied the transport, together with two Gestapo- 
nen. The train stopped in th 9 open cpuntry, where tho Jews had 
immediately to start building huts. Iiany died fror.: exposure, pneumonia, 
dysentery, typhus, etc.

Ho -,/aa responsible for tho 
imposition of an exit tax on all those wishing to leave the 
Reich. He sent persons who were not proparod to part i/ith their 
possessions for a song to tho Dachau concentration camp. In " 
word, ho expropriated the Jaws. It was at his instigation, too, 
that the frozen accounts of Jews who had fled abroad were con- 
fiscated at the beginning of tho war on tho ground that tho 
money was the property of trailers to their country. 

"I cane across Xarl Eichnann' s nano for the third tine after 
tho Nazis' invasion of Czechoslovakia. He went to Praguo and there 
played the sa.no part as in Austria.

THE GERMAN INDUS TRIALIS TS AS ACCOMPLICES OF 
THE NAZI CONSPIRACY 

SENATOR KILGORE*S REPORTS . 

(Summarized from papers furnished by the U.S. 
Office of \7ar Information) 


On June 25 th 1945> in connection with a meeting of the Sub-Committee on 
Y7ar Mobilisation of the U.S. Senate Military Affairs Committee, Senator 
Kilgore, Chairman of the Sub -Committee, released the following account of a 
seoret meeting of German industrialists in August 19AA, showing hoi/ German 
industry had co-oporated with the Nazi party in planning a war of aggression. 

"TEXT OF A RE PO RT ON A ME ETING OF G ERMAN INDUS TRIALISTS 
TO HAKE P0ST-.7AR PLANS , STRASBOURG. AUGUST Ip T 5 & 4 . 

"1. A meeting of the principal German industrialists with interests in 
France was held on August 10, I 9 AA, in tho Hotel Rotes Hans in Strasbourg, 
France • Among those present \/ere the follov/ing: 

"Dr. Scheid, v/ho presided, holding the rank of S.S. Obergruppenftihror 
and director of the NECE (Herrvadorff and Schonburg) Companies. 

"Dr. Kaspar, representing Krupp. 

"Dr. Tolle, representing Rochling.

"Drs. Kopp, Vier ai.d 3 oerwanger , representing Rhinejnetall.

"2. Dr. Scheid stated that all industrial material in France was to be 
evacuated to Germany immediately. Tho Battlo of France was lo3t for Germany 
and now the defence of the Siegfried Line was the main problem. From no.: on, 
also, German industry must realise that the war oould not bo won and that it 
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r.rust take steps in preparation for a post^./ar commercial campaign. Eaah 
industrialist raust i.ake contacts and alliances with foreign fir; is, but this 
nrust be- done individually and -./ithout attracting any suspicion. Moreover, 
the ground would have to be laid on the financial levol for borrowing aon- 
sidorable sure from foreign countries after the war. 

"As examples of tho kind of penetration which had been mo3t useful in 
the past, Dr. Scheid cited the faot that patents for stainless steel belonged 
to the Chornioal Foundation Inc., Now York, and tho Krupp Company of Germany 
jointly, and that the U.S. Steel Corporation, Carnegie, Illinois, American 
Steel and - .ro, and National Tube, etc., were thereby under an obligation to 
•work with the Krupp concern. He also oited tho Zeiss Company, the Leica 
Company, and the Hariburg-Anorican Lino as firms which had been especially 
offootivo in protecting Gorman interests abroad and gave their New York 
addresses to the industrialists at this meeting."

"Following this noeting a snallor one was held, presided over by Dr. 

Sosse of tho German iCrranonts Ministry and attended only by repro sente. tivea of 
Heoho, Krupp and Rochling. At this second meeting it- was stated that the Nazi 
parly had informed tho industrialists that it 'would -continue until a guarantee 
of the unity of Germany could bo obtainod. German industrialists must, it woa 
said, through their reports, increase the strength of Germany. They must also 
prepare themselves to finance the Nazi Parly 'which would be forced to go under- 
ground as naqui3 (in Gebirgsvertoidigungsstellen gohen). From now on the 
government would al .ocate large suns to industrialists so that each oould 
establish a sooret post-war foundation in foreign countries. Existing financial 
reserves in foreign countries must be placed at the disposal of tho Paris'- 30 
tliat a strong German Empire can be created after tho defeat. It is also 
immediately required that tho large factories in Germany oreato snail technical 
offices or rosearoh bureaux which ;/ould be absolutely independent and have no 
known connection with the factory# These bureaux will receive plans and 
drawings of now weapons as well as documents which they need to oontinuo their 
researah and whioh must not be allowed to fall into tho hands of the onOry. 

These offioes are to bo established in large oitios where they can be most 
successfully hidden, as well as in little villages near sourco3 of hydro - 
electric power, whore they can pretond to be studying tho development of water 
rosouroos. The existence of these is to be known only bo very fow people in 
oaah industry and by ahiofs of the Nazi Party. Eaoh office will havo a 
'.iaison agent With the Party. As soon as tho Party beoomes strong enough to 
io-ostablish its control over Germany, the industrialists will be- paid for their 
effort and co-operation by concessions and orders*" • (iVG/ 27 /lO/L) 

senator KILGORE* S CO. 1 CENTS 

Senator Kilgore commented on the above, that "tho prohibition against tho 
export of capital which \/a s rigorously enforced until ncr./ has boon completely 
withdravm and replaced by a new Nazi policy whoroby industrialists v/ith 
government assistance will export as much of the capital as possible. 

Previously exports of capital by Gorman industrialists to neutral countries 
had to be aoco'..Tplished rather surreptitiously and by moans of spoaial influence.. 
Now the Nazi Party stands behind the industrialists and urges them to save 
themselves by getting funds outside Germany and r.t the time to advanae 

tho Party's plans for its post-^/ar operation. Thi3 froodom givon to the 
industrialists further cements thoir relations with tho Party be giving thorn 
a moasuro of protection. 

"Tho Gorman industrialists are not only buying agricultural proporty in 
Go rrany but nro placing thoir funds abroad, particularly in neutral countries. 

I\/o main banks through which this export of capital operates are the B-aslor 
Handolshank and tho Schveitzarisahe ICroditansta.lt of Zurich. j>.1so there ara 
a number of agencies in Switzerland which for five per oent oornission buy 
proporty in Switzerland, using S\/iss cloak. 


"After the defeat of Germary, the Nazi party recognise a that oertr-in of 
its best-known leaders ./ill be condemned as war criminals. However , in co- 
operation with the industrialists it is arranging to place its less conapiaious 
but most important members in positions v/ith various Goman factories as 
teohnical experts or members of its research and. designing offices."

As on illustration of these methods, Senator Kilgore cited the preparation 
of the Krupp works for postywar use. 

"Step One; The Krupp v/orks wer a recently returned to "private" owner- 
ship. It is the hope of the Gomans that under the conventional international 
law concepts "private" property would have an exoellent chanoe of remaining 
untouched by the Allied occupation forces. 

"Step Two; Gemans anticipated that privato ownership alone night not 
be enough. The occupation forces might be directed to take severe measures 
against Nazi ownership and control of industrial organisations. \7ith this in 
mind, the Nazis are reported to have issued a decree prohibiting all Nazi 
party offiaia.ls and all persons -who held government posts to v/hich thoy have 
been appointed by the Nazi Party from holding any official or managing position 
in ary business undertaking regardless of ’who thor such position carried with it 
any remuneration or not. 

'Step Three; Not wholly satisfied that property v/hich was both privately 
owned and v/a s not controlled or ovmed by Nazis would escape the Allied controls, 
a further precaution v/r.s taken to make assurances doubly sure that the really 
important industries v/ould be saved frcn Allied destruction or control. 

Germans have reported on several occasions that Gustav Krupp von Bohlen und 
Hhlbaah, the head of the great Krupp munitions combine, v/ho v/as instrumental 
in bringing Hitler into powor, v/as arrested for raking defeatist utteranaea and 
for organising anti-Nazi resistance groups. ‘ 

'•Thus the Krupp works , one of the backbones of Gorman aggression, is nar 
"private property", ovmed and. controlled by persons v/ho not only are not Na.zi 
Party members or government officials but v/ho are seemingly in the disfavour 
of the Nazi Govemmont. 

"The Krupp example is but one illustration in a pattern of behaviour. 

The Krupp case is too obvious to fool many pooplo - other oasoa will bo loss 
obvious. The underground which will loop the Nazi fire burning will be 
nourished and supported by the trustees of Goman heavy industry and the 
trustees of Goman eoonoido and financial interests within and outside Germany. 
They are the time underground." (JvG/ 27/10 L) 

COMPLICITY OF TOE E!DUSTRIALISTS. - 

On Ootober 3rd, in connection v/ith a report issued by the Subcommittee on 
War Mobilisation, Senator Kilgore released a further statement, in which ho 
observed; 

"The Tripartite collaboration of state, rrny, and industrialists haa 
characterised the development of Gormany since her rise as a modern nation. 

It has boen cemented by numerous inter-marriages among the leading industrial 
families and tho land-poor Junker -aristocracy. The Junkers have long had a 
near monopoly of positions in the officers aorps, as well as high positions in 
the oivil administration both under tho 2npire and the Weimar Republic. Con- 
cluding that defeat \rs not due to failure of arms or military strategy but to 
a breakdown in the war eoonony, tho .throe groups of conspirators resolutely 
wont to work to strongthon Germany's eaonouio position in the next war. Among 
the measure 3 or.iployed \roro modernisation and expansion of capacity in tho in- 
dustries ossontial to war, maximum exploitation of domostia raw r.vatorials, dovo- 
lopment af synthetia substitutes for those not found in Gornary or nearby, stock- 
piling of aritiaal materials, and oaonomio piracy- on an in tern ■ ti o JiOl scale , .

"In building up - their power over the Gorman nation, tho arr.y , industry, 
and the state assisted oaoh other. '.11100 it ‘./a 3 no longer oxpodiont for the 
a my and industry to preservo the semblance of the Republic, tho loading aoal 
and 3tool industrialists subsidised tho rise of Hitler. Tho largest Ruhr 
coal syndicato swelled the Nazi party coffers by placing a snail tax on every

On October 6th 1945, aftor the issue of the final volumes of the first 
series of the liar -Mobilisation Sub -Committee' 3 hearings, Senator Kilgore issued 
a statement which said, in part: 

"Of especial interest in connection with tho apprehonsion and trial of 
war criminals is exhibit number 10 to the Treasury testimony which consists of 
the biographies of some 40 loading German industrialists. The facts here 
assembled clearly implicate these industrialists in tho orimos cx> omitted against 
the peoples of many nations by tho Nazis in their quest for world domination. 

"They show further that these industrialists, far from joining the Nazi 
band-waggon in the last days in order to safeguard their persons and properties, 
wore from the very inception of the Nazi Party its enthusiastic supporters. 

Their assistance made possible tho Nazi seizure of powor , they direoted tho 
conversion of the econoiy to war, and in governmental or sor.d -official 
'industrial posts thoy managed Germany's production of the instruments for 
aggression.

"I note that of this group, only one name, Gustav Krupp von Bohlen, has 
30 far appeared on the Allied list of \/ur criminals to be tried at Nureriberg. 

I trust that the others will be included in subsequent lists, sinoe their 
aativitios, though, porhaps, in some instances less spectacular than that of 
Krupp, plaoG them definitely in tho sane category. Thoy are by no means the 
"neutral" businessmen they would have the Allios believe. 

"Herman Beuahor served tho monarchy , the ’.7eir.T.r Republic, and Hitler 
'with impartiality. in 1933 ho joined the Nazis, thereafter becoming intimately 
associated with tho party's efforts and ,/ith the government ' 3 industrial and 
financial projects. He was a director of tho Roichsbank and the Berliner 
Handelsgesollsohaf t and ho has numerous important connections in tho field of 
publio utilities in Germary and abroad, including South America, and, through 
AEG (All genuine Elektrizitaot3 Go sells ch"-f t) , with the General Electric Company 
in the United States. 

"Dr. Alfred Hugenborg, sometimes referred to as the 'giant shadow over 
Hitler' was chairman of tho board of the ICrupjp 'Works during World "War I, in 
which capacity he built up a worldwide espionage network for supplying the 
Gorman general Staff with military intelligence through the agency of Krupp 
representatives abroad. After tho First War, ho expanded this network through 
the acquisition of moving picture and publishing enterprises , including, in 
1926, the New York book firm, B. 'We3terr*\nn, Inc, 

"This firm, until it3 closure in 1941 by tho United States Treasury 
Department, supplied tho Nazi Govern r ient v/ith strategic United States military 
inf orr.ia tion and disseminated German propaganda in this aountry. Hugeriberg 
was one of the earliest of Hitler's supporters. In 1 930 , he publicly declared 
'I am happy to know that Hitler's party, which symbolises ooning Germany, 
ha3 won suoh a brilliant oleotoral victory . . . now we are close to our goal. 

It will, not be long before Germany awakens,' 

"Dr. I.fcx Ilgner, head of I.G. fdrben's financial department was one of 
tho original group \/hioh planned its world^/ide organise. tion. He specialised 
in world patent and cartel agreements and orgonisod foreign narkets for I.G. 
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Bdrben’s dovolopnant and penetration into other «ontinynts* Xlgnor is only 
46 yar.ro old, r.r.niaoal on tho subjoot of Gasman domination aryd roportodly ono 
of tha non './ho laid cr.rful plans fpr Gon.rry 's post-war industrial roamanont. "

"Acoording to the conclusions of an investigating committee (Unter- 
suchungsausschuss ) of the Bavarian Diet, Hitler ' 3 financial backer a. in his 
early days included a reactionary industrialist, von Borsig, of Berlin, two 
leading figures in the Association of Bavarian Industrialists (Bayerish 
Indus triellen Verband) and a high-born aristocrat, Prince Aronberr^. According 
to the Berlin 'Jolt an Abend (Docenbor 11,1 930) , this first list should be 
couple tod by tho addition of two more big industrialists, one baron, one count, 
Prince Henckel von Donnersnarok, Duke Ludvdg V.’ilheln of Bavaria and the Duke 
of Coburg. Is it to be supposed that such illustrious representatives of tho 
ancient order of things would relinquish the noney they knew so well how to got 
and keep in order to install "sooialisn" in Germany. 

"In later years, the list of the alleged financial patrons of the National- 
Socialist novonent beoane extremely long. Factory owners, managers, general 
oounsel (Syndic!), were aa thick as they night be on the subscription list of 
the Republican National Cor.mittea in the United States. Here were no Lack of 
interesting folks a Frau von Pritttwitz of Karlsruhe (Die Arbeiteratinr.io of 
Dresden, May 21, 1 930) ; Bechstoin of piano fame (Ostthueringer Tribuene, of 
Gera, Decenbor 16, 1930). One of tho biggoot industrialists in tho Ruhr 
District, Privy Councillor Emil Kirdorf , was frequently mentioned* the Lahuson 
Brothers of Bremen, who nourished the National -Socialist movement with money 
that was alleged to have belonged to the stockholders of tho Nordwolle Concern 
until it went bankrupt under their able direction; and finally, Fritz Thysaen, 
that, pillar of financial conservatism, v/ho introduced Adolf Hitler to the 
Industrialists' Club in Dflsseldorf (January, 1931) as tho "saviour of Germany". 

On another occasion, Herr Tliyssen \rx s reported to have poddlod among hia friends 
admission cards to a National-Socialist political me o ting at fifty marks a head. 

"The large landor./nor 3 3 oen to have discovered the value of Adolf Hitler 
somewhat later, but a fair number were signalled out as among his subsidisers. 

The Berlin Vorwaer ts (Autgxst 27 , 1929) mentioned a group of wealthy men in 
East Prussia who had found it useful to support the movement. Among thou woro 
a Baron Buttlor and a Baron von dor Goltz. 
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"Climbing & atop higher one roa.ohod tho oi roles of tho deposed Goman 
sovoroirjis. Beside tho Duko of Coburg, who scone to havo got in at an early 
dr. to, a 2 a ter list (Dio '..'eltbuohno, Berlin, April 30, 1932) nontionod tho DuK 
of Brunsidok, tho Grand Duko of Oldenburg and tho Grand Duko of Mecklenburg 
aa financial backers, 

"Hjalnar Horace Grooloy Sohncht, Roichar.vark manipulator and chief 
"fixer" of tho Roibh's foroifn creditors , dosorved cor.r.wnt for other reasons. 
First, ho was not a Naai at all but an unlir.iitodly ambitious individualist; 

, sooond, without his sheer magic in financing arnarjent on a shoestring and 
oonjuring up export trade for Gomany in falling narkot, tho r<5gino right 
have collapsed. It would bo a pity if tho world over forgot that this long- 
noaked banker began political life as a donoarat, evolvod into Consorvatisn 
just whan tho Republic bognn to fail, hookod on to Hitler just in tine to 
ride into history as tho financier of tho world’s groatost conspiracy, 
‘.fohr.drtschaft. "

been considerable; Haushofor has never assumed official offices in the 
Party, probably because of the partly Jewish descent of his wife.

SUMMARY OP NOTES COi PILED BY Dr. LEI HON 


(Author of "Axis Rule in Occupied Europe") 

The first section of theso notes deals with the activities of Haushofer 
under five heads. 

"General Karl Haushofor, the loading personality in the science of 
Geopolitics and the most versatile and skillful protagonist of National 
Socialism is a war criminal of a peculiar type and of a specially dangerous 
nature. Haushofer has aated behind the scenes most efficiently and has 
skillfully tried to camouflage his criminal activities under a scientific 
formalism, though actually carrying them on in research institutions, tlirough 
"fifth columns", official and semi-official organizations in Germany, and by 
his servioes as an intimate advisor to Hitler, Hess and other policy-making 
Nazi leaders. Since ho seldom appeared in public, few non -German people 
are familiar v/ith hi3 nano and activities. Thus, in public opinion, his 
name was not associated v/ith the commission of v/ar orimos.

"As a teacher and personal friend of Hess and as advisor to both 
Hitler and Hess, Haushofer induced Hitler to acaept his geopolitical 
programme and to integrate it into "Mein Kanpf " , as well as into public 
statements of policy by the PUhrer and Chancellor; this prograM^e based 
on a distortion of geographical notions, on intellectual falsification 
of the relationships botweon popul-tion and spaoe, and on incitement to 
unlawful territorial expansion and illegal war and annexations \f-a

carried out literally in tho years to 1 945 « In particular, Haushofer 

prepared a plan for a global illegal war, by working constantly for tho 
conclusion of a tripartite pact between Germany, Italy and japan; and to 
this end he provided military intelligence and strategic information, ob- 
tained through the working of his "Geopolitical Institute" and hia agonts 
in foreign countries,

"Haushofer has rationalised tho doctrines of National Sooiali3n as 
a world novomont and has incited Nazi sympathizers in foreign countries to 
overthrow, by acts of violenoe, governments for the purpose of assuring 
foreign assistance to Goman plans of world domination and aggression.

"As president of tho organization of Gormans living abroad (Volksbund 
ftlr das Auslandsdoutsohtum) , as plenipotentiary of Hess in the Institute 
of Foreign Affairs (Deutsches Auslandinstitut, D.A.I.), and aa president of 
the Aoadory for Scientific Research and Postering of Germanism (Akader.de 
ftlr TTlssonsohuf tliche Erf or s chung -und zur Pflege dos Deutschtuns ) and 
acting in conspiracy \/ith the Gorman Government and the Nazi leaders, he 
trained fifth columnists and instructed Gomans living in foroign countries 
for the purpose of disrupting the political, social, and econor.do structures 
of these countries, and of \ weakening them preliminary to their military, 
political or economic conquest by Go many.

mainly in planning procurement of space for Goman settlement by mass 
deportations of tho local populations, by confiscating their properties 
and by their reallocation to German settlors."

I. In disoussing tho first of the above heads tho \/riter shows how 
HAushofars teaching distorted tho relationship between territory and population 
in order to find arguments in favour of military conquest. He demanded 
"livirfg spaoe" for Go many ' s surplus population; at the 3aine time he or ^uud that 
the large areas to be settled by Germany must be formed into a block, \/hiah would 
keep on continually expanding over still larger areas. The whole doctrine was 
essentially extra-legal, for it pro-suppo3ed a natural "right 1 of Germany to more 
space. To fulfil those aims Haushofer lookod for allies; Italy and japan, 
especially the latter. "Tho natter" , \ /rite a Dr. Lemkin, "of Germany ' s relations 
to Japan is a significant example of Hhushofor's guidanoe of Hitlor. " The 
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arrangement cf the Geopolitioal-^iistorioai Atlas, 1 934 , (reproduced in an Appendix) 
emphasizes the importance and isolation of Pearl Harbour, and the lines sham in 
the qag converging on that part seen almost to invito Japanese attack, though they 
are aloaked in such disguises as "Directives of Japanese immigration" • 

Haushofer's influence in those natters was exorcised directly on Hitler, and 
through Hess it is apparent in nany passages of "Ho in Karapf", whore certain 
phrases constantly used by Haushofer and hi3 followers have been incorporated in 
the text* Hitler' 8 appreciation of Hhushofer's guidanae is shown by the faat 
that though the latter's wife was partly Jewish, she and her two sons were 
officially declared Aiyans. 


II. Qhe discussion of the second of the above heads is based on Haushofer's 
booklet: "The National Socialist Idea in the World" , one of a series of nonographs 
published in 1933 by the Deutsche AJcnde.iio v/ith the approval and personal parti- 
cipation of Hess , so that it is practioally semi-official. Haushofer emphasizes 
the world-wide character of National Socialism, in contrast to Uussolini's theory 
that Fascism was not an 'bxport article". . He maintains that the geopolitical and 
ideological conditions in Japan and Italy are similar to those which gave rise to 
National Sooialisn in Germany. ~t the sane tine he examines the possibility of 
spreading National Socialism in countries whore the conditions are different and 
unfavourable. In the oase of India he reaoixiends the promotion of a will for 
raoial and religious unity and independence j in the oaae of America, Australia 
and South Afrioa he advocates the encouragement of Sooial cleavages within their 
populations (he claims indeod, that the "German spark" has already igiited South 
Afrioa) and declares that the stupidity of Germany's adversaries \/lll provide fuel 
for a national conflagration in those countries and tta-t no amount of parliamentary 
White Papers vill be able to arrest the National Sooiallst movement. "Hero," says 
Dr. Lomkin, "is a clear inoitoment to the spreading of National Sooialisn, in 
disrogi.rd of the will of other nations, as expressed by thoir parliaments." 

III. Under the third of the above heads the writer shews how Haushofer organised 
t 'subversive activities through the following agonoies : 

a) The Volksbund fllr das Deutschtun in Ausland (VDA) (League for Germanism 
in Foreign Countries), whioh, since I933, has been an entirely Nazi organisation. 
The task of tho VDA was defined by its chairman, as the spreading of Germanism 
throughout the world; and tho final goal to whioh he looked forv/ard was the 
"truly entire Gorman nation, which extends beyond and is superior to tho state", 
Tho Fifth Column character of this lenguo is revoaled by tho nnsver given in a 
pamphlet: "Why a strong VDA?". Booauso this outwardly independent organisation 
can aarry out tasks when the Government or Party, for political reasons, have 

to remain beliind tho scenes. 

b) Tho Deutsche Ausland Institut (DAI) (institute for Gorr.vanism Abroad), 
disguised as a scientific research institute, was actually one of tho most 
active propaganda and Fifth Column agonoies. Foreign agents \/ere trained 
for their subversive activities in special camps; files woro kept conooming 
all Gormans living abroad, particularly as to their reliability as Nazis; 
information was oolleotod and oontaot was maintained with other countries by 
means of official and private correspondence. Moreover, there was a complete 
link-up betvwen the DAI and the other Nazi organisations and also with tho 
Foreign Offioo, for which, as Di*. Lankin says, tho nil under Bnishofer's 
leadership did scientific propaganda c.nd espionage spa da -work. 

o) Die Deutsche Akaderoie zur V/issensohaftlichen Srforsohung und Pfloge des 
Deutschtums (German Academy for Scientific Research and promotion of Germanism) 
arxs to a great extent linked up with the above-mentioned organise tions. Its 
nftin task was propaganda and the exp n3ion of Germanism. It was particularly 
active in East and South East Europe md especially in Austria where Gauleiter 
Dr. Rainer stated at a meeting in 1943 that a close association existed between 
the local cultural organis tions and tho German Academy. 
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IV. • Tho fourth of the abovo heads is concerned ;/ith Haushofer's activities 
aa leader of the "Ethnical Gorman Council". This secret organisation which was 
established by a confidential decree in October 1933 , carried out the under- 
cover work connected with tho "Raoir.l Germans" (Volksdeutscho) , i.e. citiaens of 
foreign countries who wero of German extraction. These peoplo wero organised 
and prepared to take part in the administration and spoliation of their oountrios 
during the German occupation; their ranks provided tho voluntoers for tho 
auxiliary police, "stool pigeons", "quislings" as well as administrative and 
judioial officials. 


V. In discussing the fifth and last of tho heads of his accusations,. Dr. 
Lemkin shows tho important part which Haushofor played as a leading member of tho 
Aaademy for German Law, a body set up under the Naai regime "to propose, examine, 
draw up and elaborate laws", . Haushofer used his position in this A or deny to 
apply hia geopolitical theories to legislation concerning the conquered countries. 
The writer shows, for instance, how tho wording of the decree of larch 16th 1 939 > 
establishing tho Protectorate of Bohemia and Moravia, repeats Haushofer's alaim 
that these countries had always belonged to the living space of Germany. Again, 
Haushofer's conception of "earth ana soil" a a? the foundation of tho Gorman nation 
and his doctrine of national expansion found expression in. tho -decrees concerning 
Poland, the Baltic States, Lorraine and many othor territories. All these decrees 
emphasise the importance of strengthening "Germanism" and tho predominant part to 
be played in the polioy of expansion by the racial German population. In practice 
this meant that the native population of some of the conquered areas had to bo 
forcibly removed and their property confiscated in order to provide living spaco 
for German settlers. 

Tho responsibility for these criminal orders and decrees rests upon 
Haushofor, borauso, as Pr. Lemkin obsorvos, it was he vho had laid doi/n the 
criminal policies of which they were merely an administrative expression.

(The Planned Destruction of the Essential 
of German Life)

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Introductory Note : 

;/hen in September 19J-i4> the Allies approached the 
German frontiers from the West, there seemed at first 
(after the collapse of our Armies in France) no 
prospects of any resistance worth mentioning. A swift 
march into Germany had to be taken into account. 

Two different opinions were prevalent in the 
leading circles in Germany as to the treatment of the 
practical questions arising from the imminent 
occupation of German soil. • 

Gnu group was in favour of as oiderly a 
surrender of the occupied towns and districts to the 
Allied troops as possible. They imagined that 
administration, foou, banking and industry should be 
able to work for the benefit of the Gorman population 
in case of surrender. - Bucke, Rieoke, Funk, Stuckard 
i and I shared this opinion. This natural opinion 
was opposed by another group. 

Even today I do not know who was the driving 
force of this group but he is certainly to be found 
among A. H'3 intimates. This group wanted ‘'scorched 
earth". This meant: Y/hen the enemy approached, 
everything that could poasil ly serve to maintain the 
necessities of life of the native population as well 
ns of the Gnomy troops was to be completely destroyed. 
Not only the industrial works of the armament industry 
but also the power stations, gas and water works (even 
of small towns) the post offices and as far as 
possible all other objects of material value such as 
homes, farm houses, barns and 3tocks, should be 
destroyed, the cattle driven away or slaughtered and 
the population entirely evacuntcu from the threatened 
zones. The enemy should find a "desert" only. 

In the beginning of September the "scorched 
enroll" was nnnouncod in an official article by 
Suendermann (the deputy Rtichsprossechef ) (Chief of 
the Reich Press) in the "Vocllcischer Beobnchter". At 
the same time the special ministers Wore confidentially 
informed of these intentions. 
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In this way the battle of tr.a "scorched earth" began. In 
view of the imminent defeat, there was r. sufficient timber of 
fanatics in Germany ready to carry out. tliio ,ro jnot. vi.+ h he right 
experts ns guides It world have Loan posaisls, ev m ’-it! the in- 
significant means available, to carry out total destruction. 

The following records together wi th the data set down from 
memory reconstruct the course of the individual events which v/cre 
to have lead to the destruction of the assent . .1 nl a of German life* 

The following facts may bo given for still better understanding: 

There was a basic difference between the spheres of authority 
in Germany and in the occupied countries where operative events were 
concerned. 

In the occupied countries an "Operationsgebiet" (operative 
zone) was established reaching far behind the frontline, 

• 

Within this zone the administrative offices (Militaerbefehls- 
haber etc, (Military Commandants etc)) exercised no authority or 
were subordinated to the military command of the operational forces 
and no longer bound by the general directives of their central offices. 

The pioneer and technical troops were charged with the 
destruction of objects of material value. Occasionally available 
officials were included in the execution of these duties, I was 
therefore only able to suggest and not to order tho preservation of 
industrial plants in occupied territories. 

In Germany (inclusive of the districts administratively in- 
corporated in the Reich during the war) Hitler changed the plan and 
intention to entrust the Goneralkommandos der Wehrmaoht (General 
Commands of the Armed Forces) with the, executive in case of enemy 
actions after July 20 th. By his order’ the Gauleiter as Reichs- 
verteidigungslommisaaro (Commissioners for the Defence of the Reich) 
became fully responaiole in the rearward battle zone even as concerns 
operative actions. Exclusive authority was conceded to the fighting 
troops in a small battle zone only (about 3-15 Km. deep).

1. About August 19^1*4 

I verbally advised the head of the Organisation Todt on the 
Balkans, Vogl, to save the mine installations for chromium, moly- 
bdenum and other metal alloys, made accessible by the 0T- during the 
war from destruction as far as possible. It would be inexcusable to 
destroy these installations; the building of which has caused so much 
labour. Furthermore, the enemy's stocks of these metals were so 
great that possession of these mines could have brought him no great 
advantage for the further continuation of the war. 

2. About August 1 9 44 

% 

My point of view, that an extensive destruction of industrial 
installations in France would be undesirable was passed on to the 
authorities in Paris. As far as I know the industrial installations 
in France were indeed saved. With the further advance of the enemy 
into the Reich, measures had to be taken in the districts of German 
sovereignty. On my report A. H. decided immediately according to my 
suggestions : 

3. !8-20th August 1944 (from the Fuchrorprotokollen) 


Part 8: "The Fuehi'cr agrees to the measures suggested by us of 
paralysing instead of destroying industrial and power installations 
temporarily taken by the enemy". My argument, that the loss of 
plants would be only "temporary" woe necessary to repute those who 
believed that in case of a final loss total destruction would be 
necessary. Variations of this argument will repeatedly appear in 
the course of this document. 

Because not only in official propaganda but also in the conferences 
with his military a political staff A. H. repeatedly expressed his 
conviction that the lost areas would be regained. 

But what is the point of "rooonquest", when all is previously 
destroyed 

Therefore ever' intention of destruction could be countered with 
his ov/n arguments. 

After the success of the air attacks on German fuel production and 
the military events a re-occupation appeared impossible to me as 
my memorandum of 30. 8. 19hU on fuel production reveals. 


4. 30th August 19U4 (memorandum to A.H. ) for the attention of: 
Keitel, General Gtafr of the Army, Model., Milch, Himmler, Backs, 

Dr. Goebbels for information. 

" . . . . At the same time t he loss of carburettor and Diesel fuel has 
reached suoh an extent, that oven the most energetic economic 
measures cannot avert inclsivi showing down of the mobility of the 
troops at the front. The basis fi i the mobility for the troops ot 
the front is becoming so small that planned operations will no longer 
bo possible in October* 

/ On 
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On account of the fuel situation it is no longer possible to have 
offensive successes as the amounts of fuel necessary for supplies 
in successful offensive is no longer available. 

Ov/ing to the break-do v/n of command in the Western districts it be- 
came necessary to instruct my administrative offices available in 
the remaining V/estern districts too. Otherwise the danger arose 
that destructions would be carried out owing to laok of orders of 
the Oberbefehlshaber West. *

5. 5th September 19^U (Letter to Gauleiter Simon, Chief of the 
Civil Administration of Luxemburg and Gauleiter of the District 
Moselland). 

"Your consideration regarding the minette-iron ore mining and 
the steel industry of Luxemburg are in accordance with the directives 
.1 gave to my collaborators some days ago. 

In any case care must be taken that the minette, the Luxemburg area 
and als'> the other industrial districts, as far as they should be 
captured by the enemy, will only be paralysed i.e. that work will be 
stopped for some months by taking away and later returning nnjf mainly 
electrical, installations without destroying the installations them- 
selves. 

We must count upon the fact that we will regain the minette because 
taking a long vie w it is indispensble for us for the continuation of 
the war » 

The experiences in Russia have shewn that industrial works repeatedly 
changed hands without any destruction being carried out by the one or 
the other side and that the respective "owner" used the plants. 

The Reichsvereinigung (Reich Union) Iron and C oal will receive 
instructions accordingly"

The actual raw material firms, the mining and iron producing 
industry, will come into consideration for these measures only in 
the second or third place. 

I have installed the presidents of the Armaments Commissions as 
Commissioners for paralysation and evacuation and ask you to remain 
in touch with those commissioners on all questions on these matters.” 
I try to obtain a new decision from A.H. favouring my line in order 
to legitimise subsequently these orders which arc in opposition to 
the "scorched earth”. As support I choose a (to me) new fora of 
reporting, the "travel reports” and 

8. on 13th September , 1944, as a result of my travels to the 

Western districts from 10 - 14th September 1944, I establish to A.H. 
(for attention of: Keitel, Bormann, Guderian, Kundstedt, Model, 
Himmler, Juettner, Funk, Hengl, General Staff of the Army), that 
the industry near the front line is of particular importance to the 
troops: 

"The coking plants in the Saar are currently producing Benzol 
which is distributed to the various divisions to stretch fuel 
supply ...”

If the evacuations take on greater proportions these apparitions will 
oertainly increase. This demands caution in ordering evacuation. 
Moreover, you did not see any political leader in thi3 flow of 
evacuees, who have cared for the concentration, order and welfare 
of these masses". 


Finally it is established: 

"It seems necessary that the Fuehrer goes to the Western districts 
to b6 convinced of the facts there .... The people are waiting for

As my decrees of lhth September corresponded in no way with the 
"scorched earth" and the Gauleiter would hardly be satisfied with

In it two decrees were submitted to A.H. for signature. 

In the first draft of the decree another demand to preserve 
the railway system is made: 

"The lines of communication must be preserved as long as 
ever possible. Their preservation is essential for the 
re-start of economic life. German production is no longer 
able to repair extensive destructions in the short time 
necessary. 

I therefore order: 

1. Railway bridges, road bridges or bridges of the inland 
waterways are only to be destro ed if thereby the 
tactical movements of the enemy are delayed on a decisive 
and Inrac ,oca le. 

Total destruction of these structures must only be 
carried out by special order of the Chief of the General 
Staff of the Army (Chef Generalstab des Heeres) or the 
Chief of the Wehrmachtfuehrungsstab respectively (Armed 
Forces dtaff). - Other offices of the Armed Forces, the 
Party (Volksst jrm) (I ) (sic) and the administration 
( Verwaltung) are not entitled to order or carry out the 
destruction of bridges or similar constructions, 

2. Railway installations with their signal units, block 
works and other traffic installations as locks, cranes 

and communication installations etc. must not be destroyed. 
They should be paralysed in such way that, by removing 
single parts, they are rendered useless to the enemy 
for some werko, but can be restored for use by us in a 
few days. 

3. Ships must only be scuttled in exceptional cases. 

Tug boat3 and ship material must be immobilized by 
puralysation. 

Directives for execution are issued by the Chief/OKW 
( Supreme Conwander of the Armed Forces) Wehrmachtsfuehrungs- 
stab and the General Staff of the Arm y (Generals tab des 
Hoc res) in agreement with the Reich Minister for Armament 
and War Production (Reichaminister flir Rustung u. Kriegs- 
produktion ). "

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A second decree is to prevent all Gauleiters and' the Army 
from carrying out any destruction in the industry: 

"Paralysation of industrial installations of all kinds 
nu3t only be carried out on instructions by the Reich 
Minister for Armament end ,mr Production. Destruction is 
prohibited. 

The Reich Minister for Armament and War Production hsa strict 
orders fro me to paralyse industrial plants only at the 
very last moment and to make sure that by removing single 
parts the plant is rendered useless for the enemy for months, 
but only for n few days for ourselves. 

The Reich Minister for Armament and War Production issues 
the appropriate directives for execution." 

The memorandum not only serves as a support of this decree, 
but will clearly remind the high er auth or ities (oberote 
Ft'hrung) of their duties, if a war is lost . 


It reads as follows:-

15th March 1945 . (Memorandum to A.H. about the economic 
position March/April 1945 and consequences, - handed to 
A.H. on 18th March 1945). 

"The enemy Air Force again focussed its attacks on 
the lines .of transport. Consequently good3 traffic has 
decreased considerably. The withdrawal of the front to the 
Rhine has resulted in the loss of rich brown coal districts 
and large brown coal power stations. The direct artillery 
effect on the Ruhr district and the increased air activity 
by day and night because of the nearness of the front, 
have caused more looses in the Ruhr. Whilst still in 
February supplies from the Ruhr amounted to 8,J00 wagons 
of ooal per day, to-day's delivery has fallen to 2-3,000 
wagons per day. The despatch of coal from the remaining 
districts of Upper dilesia could not be increased. 

The deliveries of quality coal therefore stand as follows, 
per day: 

at present: against normal 

deliveries: 

3.000 20,000 

3.700 24,000 

1.000 24,000 

7.700 , 48,000. 

With these supply figures, coal distribution for shipping, 
Reichs railway. Gas- and Electricity works, the Food Industry 
and finally, also the Armament industry, can’ in no wise 
be carried out. (s<;e annexe i. - report of the Reichsverein- 
igung Kohle of 7.3,45). Since the. loss of Upper Silesia 
the economic collapse of the Reich is approaching ever more 
rapidly. The new decisive restrictions in coal supply 
have. accelerated. The final break-down of the German 
economy must, therefore, with certainty bo: expected within 
4 to 0 weeks.

During this vn r, th8 people have done their duty end carried 
out their tasks under circumstances which wore by Car more 
difficult than ever in any previous war .

reproach against the leadership.) 

"We, the leaders, havo the responsibility of assisting the 
people during the difficult hours they rau.it expect. Without 
regard to our own fate - we must ask ourselves soberly 
how this can be done even in the far distant future. 

If the eneiny intend to destroy the people and its basis of 
life, then he himself must carry out this work. 

We must do everything to preserve up to the last the basis 
of life of the people, perhaps even in the most primitive 
form.

Measures are to he taken in all spheres in order to carry 
out this point of view. 

Local mischief can be avoided by clear directives. Robody 
must be allowed to hold the view that the fate of the German 
people is tied to hi3 own fate." (Remark: Unfortunately, 
many consider that 'the prolongation of their lives wa3 more 
important than the fate of the people. ) 

"It must bo laid down that it must be the noblest duty of 
the leaders during these weeks to help the people wherever 
possible.

For that part of German production and transport for which 
I am responsible , , the following i3 to be 'lone: 

1. It muat be ensured teat, if the battle go;3 further into 
Reich territory, nobody has the right to destroy industrial 
installations, mines, electricity works and other supply 
Installations as well as transport installations, inland 
waterways etc. 

While up to now, factories were paralysed for one to two 
months by removing irreplaceable purt3 so that they could 
be used again at ohoi’t notice after rn-capturo, this 
attitude must now also be adapted to instances* in which 
re-capture dou3 not soern pos ibis." (Remark: the arguments 
of September 1044 are no longer believed by the Gar lei tors. ) 

"The industrial installation o and the basic industries are 
a3 much an essential part of the vitality of the German 
people as agriculture. And nobody would have the iuea of 
using poison to make German fields barren for years to 
come. It is equally itnpossibl? for us to deprive the 
miner and industrial worker of their livelihood, 

2. Preparations have be^n tm de on a largo sca le to blow up 
bridge works of the Reich railway or roads. It is 
obviously necessary to blow up bridges across the large 
rivers so long ns further advances of the enemy con still 
be hindered. - Eut it cannot possibly bo in keeping with 
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the idea of waging war in the home and, to destroy so many 
bridges that, with the limited means of the post war period, 
years will be needed to reconstruct this transport system. 

The blowing up of bridges as prepared for Berlin, for example, 
would mean that the city of Berlin would no longer be supplied 
with food, and that moreover, industrial production and the 
life of the people in this city will be made impossible for 
years to come. - These demolitions would, therefore, be the 
death of Berlin. If, in the Ruhr district, the many 
railway bridges across the narrower canals and valleys or 
the viaduct buildings were blown up, then it would no longer 
be possible for the Ruhr to carry out even those types of 
production which are necessary for the reconstruction of • 
the bridges. 

\ 

Only owing to the quick retreat in the Upper Silesian 
district were bridge demolitions probably lcept within limits 
which will make it. possible to resume work within a 
measurable space of time. 

The pioneers (Pior.ioTc) cannot be expected to understand 
the difficulties and their consequences for the future of 
the people caused by bridge demolitions carried out quickly. - 
For them, as for the local commands, the defended bridges 
are mere battle objectives whoso demolition eases the 
fighting for. hours. 

A sharp order must ensure that neither the Wohrmacht nor 
the party, including the Vulkss fcurm, have the authority to 
destroy bridges in the homeland arbitrarily. 

This destruc ion of bridge buildings and transport 
installations rru3t be carried out under extreme necessity 
only and in places which are suitable for outstanding and 
prolonged defence. They are to be started only by order 
of OKW or of Army groups. 

The demolition of brid es to the extent planned would destroy 
transport installations more thoroughly than could be 
achieved by the air attacks during recent y.ars, Their 
destruction means the removal of every further living 
possibility of the German people . 

•3. The distribution of all stores of clothes and other 
consumer goods, as far as they can be u3od by the civilian 
population, must be prepared immediately and carried out 
on receipt of a code word (Stichv.ort). The stoc :s are 
still large. Items massing as a consequence of transport 
difficulties have to be out up with. 

Furthermore, an order is to be given also to the stores of 
the Wehrmaoht - including food 3tores - to prepare auch a 
distribution to be carried out on receipt of a code word. 

Distribution of civilian and Wehrnacht stocks con somewhat 
help the people to overcome tho hard times they must expect. 

4. It is self-evident that, under pr sent circumstances, 
the safeguarding of food for Germany must be in the fore- 
ground of every effort - also for the distant future. It 
has, therefore, already been ordered that, regardin' both 
transport and all other spheres of food distribution the 
neces3f ry measures ; re to be c fried out. 
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The devastation suffered by German cities in this war can 
only be compared to that of the 30 Years' War, It cannot 
be foreseen whether the events following a defeat would 
lead to a decrease in population similar to that of those 
days. The people will have to bear a very heavy burden, 
which will lead to u severe selective process, and thus 
in the distant future, to the survival of the flov/er 
(Einen Guten Kern) of this unsurpassable (Einmaligen) nation. 

We have not the right in this phase 
of the war to carry out acts of 
destruction ourselves v/hich could 
strike at the life of the pepple. 

If the enemy wish to destroy this 
nation which has fought with 
unsurpassable bravery, may this 
historical ignominy be exclusively 
their o w n". (Argument of our 

propaganda, that the enemy will 
destroy everything after his 
victoryi ). 

"It is our duty to leave to the 
people all those possibilities, 
which in a more distant future, 
could serve to assure its r e- 
conetructio n". 

Apparently members of his inner circle, with whom I had 
repeatedly discussed the contents and the necessity of this 
memorandum, had already informed him on it. 

After A.H. had accepted the memorandum without having read 
it he declared, that he did not agree with the principles 
of its contents. 

In a letter dated 29,3,46 addressed to A.H, , v/hich was not 
delivered to him, I had placed on record his statements 
on "Scorched Earth" policy: 

"You made statements to me from which, if I have not 
misunderstood you, the following clearly results: 

If the war is lost, the people will bp lost as well. 

This fate is inevitable. It would not be necessary to 
have any consideration for the fundamentals which the nation 
needs in order to continue its life on the most primitive 
level. On the contrary, it is better to destroy even 
these things. For the people had proved to be the weaker 
ones, and in this case the future belongs exclusively to 
the stronger Eastern people. What remains after the 
struggle is after all only of inferior quality, because 
the good men have all been killed," 

(From a Letter to A.H. of 29th March 1945). 

Finally A.H. 3tates - that this time he v/ould ul30 give 
me an answer in v/ri ting to the memorandum". 


After having handed in the memorandum, visit to the western 
front which, ov/ing to General Patton's push, hos started 
to move towards the Saar.

Discussion of the situation with K a solring and Weatphal 
at his headquarters, on which occasion I communicated to

him the general contents oi’ the memorandum. As apparently 
an attack 'was being made on the H. g. of the Commonder in 
Chief West, I burned the memorandum of 15.3, , so that the 
intention to re-discuss it in detail with Kesselring in 
the afternoon could not be carried out.

Discussions with the Commander in Chief of the Army Group

Informed IInu8*er on the economic situation, and requested 
him not to blow up any more bridges than wee absolutely 
necessary for operational reasons, Hauser promised, on 
his own responsibility, to blow up as f ew ns possible. 

19th March _1945. 

Conference with the Gauleiter of the Saar district and the 
Palatinate, Stoehr, at which I pointed out to him, that 
A, II. 'a evacuation order must not be carried out. Stoehr 
likewise declines to evacuate, I offer to take the 
responsibility for the non-execution of the evacuation order. 
He however wishes himself to take the responsibility for 
sabotaging the order.

"The struggle for the existence of our people forces us to 
exploit, also within the Reich territory, all means which 
serve to weaken the fighting power of our enemies, and to 
hinder his further advance. All possibilities of causing 
directly or indirectly the most serious damage to the 
enemy's offensive power must be exploited. it is an error 
to believe that not totally destroyed but only temporarily 
paralysed transport, communications, industrial and supply 
installations can be ro-utilicei for our purposes when 
areas lost to the enemy are recaptured, y/hen he retreats, 
the enemy will only leave us scorched earth and will drop 
ail consideration for the civilian pr rotation. 

I therefore order: 

l). *11 military-, transport-, communications-, Lno.uctrial- 
and supply- installations, as v/ell as Sachwcrte (any objects), 
of which the enemy can make use for the prosecution of his 
attacks, immediately or in the near future, are to be 
destroyed. 

£ Responsible for tho destruction of these objectives arc, 
inasmuch as they are of a military nature, including transport 
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and communications installations, the military commands, and 
so far as all industrial and supply installations a3 well 
as any other Sachwerte are concerned, the Gauleiter and 
Reichvorteidigungskommissare (Reich Defence Commissioners).

This orders "Scorched Earth" policy in its most severe form . 

Not only the industrial plants but also all supply install - 
ations (gas-, water-, electricity works, including those 
belonging to small towns), are to be destroyed . 

The responsibility for the execution of these measures is 
passed on to the Gauleiter . I arn left out. My orders are 
cancelled. 

LL these measures are carried out, all possibilities for 
existence of the German people will bo destroyed . 

In Berlin I find that there is no hope of an amendment of 
this order, which is of for reaching importance, not only 
for the existance of our own people but also for the still 
occupied Polish, Czech, Slovak, Austrian and other territories. 

I decide, in order to force a decision, either with 
regard to the matter or to my own person, to openly sabotage 
the execution of this order. 

Many officers cf my Ministry and collaborators in 
industrial circles are prepared to take the same steps. 

Shortly afterwards A. H. gives the order to evacuate ruth- 
lessly the population from the threatened areas. 

23rd March 1945 . (Martin Borinann to all Gauleiter). - 

Order in respect of the reception of displaced fellow citizens 

etc. from evacuation areas: 

"I transmit the following by order: 

The Fuehrer hn3 issued on 19.3.45 an order for the execution 
of demolition operations which has already been conrnunicated 
to you or which you receive herewith. At the same time 
the Fuehrer orders in an equally unequivocal manner: 

Territories which we cannot at present hold, and whose 
occupation by the enemy mu3t bo anticipated, are to be 
evacuated. The Fuehrer holds the Gauleiter of the front 
Gaue bound to do everything humanly possible to safeguard 
the total evacuation, that is the complete withdrawal of 
all fellow citizens. 

After having been repeatedly informed in this respect the 
Fuehrer is conversant with the enormous difficulties connected 
with this demand.

I succeed at least in obtaining an order from Kosselring, 
that in the combat zone my departmental offices are responsible 
for the destruction of factory installations.

I write a lotter to A.H. to convince him again of the 
foolishness of the destruction. 

A.H. asks by ’phone for my decision. I advise him of the 
letter. - A, fit will accept nc letter from mo. The letter is 
therefore not being delivered. - I add it here as it partly 
presents the matter of the second discussion with A.H. and is 
important for the whole development. 

29th March 1943: (undelivered letter to A.H. , Extract). 

". . .Yesterday you discriminated between the real insight, 
by which one can come to the conviction that the war can no 
more bo won and beyond this, between the belief still existing 
that all could turn out well. Y> u havo asked me whether I 
still hope for a successful continuation of the war, or whether 
my belief was shaken by my sober conclusions in my professional 
sphere 

When i handed you my memorandum on 16th March, I was 
firmly convinced that the conclusions I drew from the present 
situation for the preservation of the strength of our people, 
would find ycur absolute consent. Because 'j r u yourself once 
said that it is the task of r. government , when a war is lost, 
to guard a people against r heroic end. (sic) 


/But 
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But you argued in the evening, if I did not misundorstun 
you, clearly and unequivocally, if the war is lost, the 
people will be lost tee. This fato is inevitable. It Y/ould 
not be necessary to ccnBidor the fundamental s the poople need 
for their most primitive maintenance. On the cemtrary it 
v •.•uld be better to destroy even these things. For them the 
people lmd proved to bo weaker and the future belonged exclusive- 
ly to the stronger eastern people. What remained after tho 
struggle were anyhow the inferior because the good would have 
fallen. 

After thos~ words I was horrified. And, when one day 
later, 1 rend the destruction order and shortly afterwards the 
strict evacuation order, I recognized in -it already the first 
steps of the realisati n of those instructions «... 

I can no longer believe in tho success of our good cause 
if we destroy in those crucial months the foundation of our 
national life simultaneously and systematically. 

This is 3c groat a crime towards our people that fate 
can no lori;;or favour us. 

Wo must not destroy that which generations have built up. 

If the enemy does it and sc exterminates the Gorman nation, 
then he alone shall bear the historical blame. I am convinced 
that Providence will punish those v/ho violate this bravo and 
decent nation. 

I can only continue v/ork with inner honesty and with 
conviction and. faith in the future, if you profess, cm you 
always did, the pre servo. t ion -of our nation's strength. 

I am not going into details that your destruction order 
of 15 J .3«45 must deprive us by overhasty action, of the last 
industrial possibilities and that its publication would greatly 
alarm the population." 

All those things, though decisive, aro missing the funda- 
mental point. I therefore implore you not to carry out this 
act of tho destruction of our nation yourself. 

If you could dcci 'e on this in any form, then I would have 
faith and courage again to carry on work with the greatest 
energy. 

Y u v/ill understand my feelings. I cannot v/ork v/it: full 
strength and radiate the essential confidence if, simultaneously 
v/ith my requests for highest efforts of the working men the 
destruction of their basis of life i3 prepared by U3. 

It is our duty to make every effort to lncroaso resistance 
to tho utmost. I v/ uld htito to stand aside. 

The military blows ini' ictcd on Germany in the past v/coks 
are horrible. It is no longer in tui* hands which v/ay fate will 
turn. 

Only »• better Pr^v^i° ncc can at ill change oir future. Wo 
can only contribute dignified bearing and unshaken faith in 
the eternal futn^ 1 ur nation.

Interview with General Gundelaeh, Chief of Staff with tho 
Pioneers of the General Staff cf the Army. - It is arranged 
to sec to it internally, ' that the destruction cf bridges is 
carried out in a moderate v/ay (by preserving tho pillars, 
blowing up only one arch) and no total destruction, as carried 
out up till then, shall be undertaken. 

This arrangement proved unsuccessful as by tho "example 
of Rcmagon" nobody was prepared to take responsibility for tho 
ommission of a bridge destruction. (For tho failure to destroy 
the Rhino bridge near Remagon several death sentences were 
passed and this fact was published in the Army bulletin).

In tho interview with A.H. he no longer refers tc the 
demand of tho day before that I must hope for a favourable- out- 
come of tho war. 

I can report the contents of tho letter only from memory. 
But straight forward arguments against the destruction wore 
predominant. Ho was quite open to these arguments but holds 
on to tnc destruction ci‘ industrial plants. 

Finally at 5 a.m. the following decree is formulated:

Tho threat, f the severest penalties recording /"the 
destruction cf_7 bridges cf operational importance was meant 
tc eliminate the apprehension of the Engineer Corps of severe 
punishment (Remagen case) regarding paragraph 2 and 3, as ‘the 
severest penalties ere expressly limited tc paragraph l.(Sic) 

To 2. It was t; be expecteu that hardly ever would all 
the three Service authorities make the necessary statements in 
time. 

To 3* Therewithc previously ordered destruction of rail 
and post installation's, locomotives and rail vehicles, and the 
scuttling of ships was t- bo. discontinued.

On the other hand, regarding the bridges no corresj onding 
order seems to have been issued which would have made full use 
of the Fuehrer’s decree, in spite of repealed representations. 
They insisted on their point of view that the destruction of 
bridges was a rhilitary mutter and that by A. His now decree 
merely confused conditions of command were created (which was 
intended'). This decree could have giver the opportunity cf 
avoiding major calamity in the blowing up of bridges too. As, 
however, the execution of this decree which I obtained belonged 
to the purely military sphere it was net j ossible for me tc 
influence it. How far the line of the loading military autho- 
rities - i.e. that in the continuation of fighting the bridges 
must al30 be recklessly sacrificed - was adhered to later on 
or how far the increasing disintegration of the communication 
system made unified control impossible must be ascertained from 
the military authorities. 

Later on numerous single meetings on avoiding bridge destruc 
tions took place but it would lead too far to lnumerate them 
hero.

Appendix to tho expose "Scorched Barth" dated 21.9*45 
Note 1 : 

By ' destruction ’ is meant tho complete annihilation cf 
installations (industrial plants, bridges, etc.) This does net 
necessarily imply the carrying out of destructions by explosions. 
Electricity works, for instance, can be completely destroyed 
by taking off the oil circulation of turbines and dynamos. The 
Russians adopted this method in destroying their big power 
station at Saporoshe on Dnieper (Donez district). 

In the mines the greatest damage is done by the destruction 
‘of water control installations as for example pimps. By this 
the mines are flooded within n few days: The repair of 'drowned' 
mines mostly takes a year or more as afterwards xrops against 
ground pressure are unserviceable. 

By ' rarc-lysing ' is meant the removal of single parts 
from tho most important machines. fleetly xaralyslr.g was done 
by the removal of individual electrical parts. - Every plant 
of top priority importance had ' x aralysin / plus' which were 
controlled by the Armament Inspections' subordinate *vo mo.

The use of "scorched earth" tactics by the Germans in their retreat from 
ocoupied or incorporated territories, or protectorates, in 1944-45, has formed 
the subjeot of charges, e.g»: 

The Czechoslovak Charge No. 1789 /Cz/g/19« 

Some information regarding the responsibility for this policy, cn the 
higher level, is to be found in a captured order by the Commander- in-Chief in the 
We st, in August, 1944, reproduced by the Obe r f e ldkonroandant at Mons, and in a 
Memorandum by Albert SPEER, former Nazi Armaments Minister, evidently written 
after his oapturc (see Annexe i).

THE MEMORANDUM BY ALBERT SPEER. 

This Memorandum ( see Annexe I) is a 52-page document, in diary form, 
v/ritten by Speer after his capture, translated by the Foreign Document Unit 
of the Foreign Office, German Economio Department. It is mainly devoted to 
proving t'xai ir-jcr iiinnolf worked against the scorched earth policy. 

According to this statement^ -which is freely documented with extracts 
from letters and orders, there were two sohools of thought at Hitler’s 
headquarters, v^z.s a group, ornsisting of SPEER himsolf, BACKE (Ministor of 
Agriculture ) , RIECKE (Ministry of Food), FUNK (Minister of Economics), who 
favoured an orderly abandonment of occupied territory —factories and plants 
being merely "para3ycod"( +) (i.e., made temporarily unserviceable, though not 
to an extent which would affect the life of the district). 

The opposing group — the die hards — demanded a total scorched earth 
policy j i.e., to quote Speer’s words: 

"When the enemy approached, every thing that could possibly , 
serve to uaint. in the necessities of life of the native 
population as well as of the enemy troops was to be com- 
plate?y doatroyod. Not only the industrial works of the 
armament Indus cry but also the power stations, gas and water 
works (even of small towns), the post offices and as far as 
possible all other objects of material value suoh as homes, 
farmhouses, barns and stocks, should be destroyed, the cattle 
driven u.vc.y or slaughtered and the population entirely 
evacuated from the threatened zones. The enemy should find 
a" desert 1 - nly." 


(+) For a definition of "scorched earth" and "paralysation" see Note 1 on 
page 50 of Sneer's iemorandim . 


This cleavage of opinion produced frequent changes of polioy and 
reversal of decisions. 

Regarding the composition of the "scorched earth" group, Speer affects 
ignorance t "Even to this day I do not know v/ho was the driving force of this 
group, but he is certainly to bo found among A.H.'s intimates." 

It seems, however, from later passages in the Ptemorandun that the 
scorched-earth party included Hitler himself, Florian (Gauleiter of Dusseldorf) 
and apparently most of the Gauleiters in the border districts. Thus, in 
December 1944, Speer remarks that the failure of the Ardennes offensive and 
the advance of the Russians "oombine to inorease pessimism* and with it tho 
inclination of the Gauleiters to destroy everything asserts itself again." 

Keitel and Borman appear— from the Memorandun — to have veered from side 
to side, according as one group or the other gained Hitler's ear. 

The following passages are typioal of the arguments employed by the two 

groups* 

In a letter addressed to Bormann (September 15th, 1944), Speer argued 

that: 


"The Ftthrer has laid down that he can effect within a short 
time the recovery of the territories at present lost. As, 
for the continuation of the war, the Western Territories an 
of great Importance for armaments and war-production all 
measures to be takon in connection with evacuation must bo 
executed in such a way as to enable the industry of these 
‘ territories to resume work in full measure after a short 

time. For- reaoting acts of destruction are therefore to be 

prevented."

The opposite view, reflecting Hitler's standpoint, was expressed by 
Keitel in a letter dated 5th December, 1 944i * 

"Contrary to your directives that mines should only be 
paralysed, I consider it necessary that complete destruction 
should bo carried out in cases where it is possible that the 
eneny, after repairs, will build up a steel- - and with it a 
war-industry - within a short tirao. - This is the case 
especially with the Saar-ooal, which must be of very great 
value to the enemy, in connection with the minette-ores. 

Please will you therefore amend your directives in such a way 
that coal-mines in the Soar-district are under no oircumstan.ce a 
allowed to fall undestroyed into the enemy' s hands. This is 
also in accordance with the Fttlirer's will. 

(signed) KEITEL."

Hitler's own attitude is sunmod up by Speer in an (undelivered) letter 
to the Flihrer ( 19*3.45): 

"You made statements to me from which, if I have not misunder- 
stood you, the following clearly results: If the war is lost, 
the people will be lost as well. This fate is inevitable. 

It would not be necessary to have any consideration for the 
fundamentals which the nation needs in order to continue its 
life on the most primitive level. Gn the contrary, it is bettor 
to destroy even these things. For tho people had proved to be 
the weaker ones, and in this case the future belongs exclusively 
to the stronger Eastern people. »'/hat remains after the struggle 
is after all only of inferior quality, because the good men have 
all been killed." 


The opinion thus attributed by Speer to Hitler is confirmed by a 
Ftthrer's order of 19. 3. 2*5, which enjoins a total scorched earth policy even in 
Germany itself: 

"The struggle for the existence of our people forces us to 
exploit, also v/ithin the Reich territory, all means which 
serve to weaken the fighting power of our enemies, and to 
hinder, his further advance. All possibilities of causing 
directly or indirectly the most serious damage to the eneiy's 
offensive power must be exploited*" ....

"I therefore order: 

(1) All military-, transport-, communications-, industrial- 
and supply- installations, as \rell as Sachwerte (useful 
objects), which the enemy can employ for the pro- 
secution of his attacks, immediately or in the near future, 
are to be destroyed. 

(2) Responsible for the destruction of these objectives are, 
in 30 far as they are of a military nature , including trans- 
port and communications installations, the military oommandsj 
and so far as all industrial and supply installations as well 
as any other Sachwerte are conoerned, the Gauleiter and 
Reichverteidigungskommissare (Reich Defence Commissioners). 

The Army will render the Gauleiter and Reichverteidigungs- 
kommissare the necessary assistance in the execution^ of 

their task."

, RESPONSIBILITY PER THE EXECUTION OF SCORCHED EARTH 

MEASURES. 

Apart from Speer's account of his own behavio ur — which may of course 
require confirmation — the Memorandum deserves careful study as a repertory of 
names of Nazi leaders and high officials with whom Speer was in contaot about 
questions of scorched earth or paralysationj for it was their responsibility 
which was engaged, in virtue of their positions and authority, in the execution 
of whichever policy was aotually put in practice. 

In the Occupied Territories— according to Speer— the operational com- 
manders exercised absolute control in the zone of operations ( Operationsgebiet) 
when fighting was in progress, and in that zone the ordinary Military Adminis- 
trative Staffs of the Occupation (MilitfiLrbefehl’haber) ceased to have ary 
authority, or were subordinated to the operational commander. (+) Any demolitons 
ordered by the latter we re carried out by the pioneers or technical troops, so 
that in such situations, Speer could only offer suggestions — not give orders — 
for the preservation of industrial plants. 


(+) This statement seems to be in agreement with the terms of the operational 
order, cited on pages 1 and 2, where the policy in regard to removals and 
destruction in Belgium and the 'Vest is laid down by the operations oomaander, 
V.'est, not — for instance — by Eggert Reeder, the former Chief of the Belgian 
Military Administration.- R.O. 





Outside the operational zone the Gauleiters— and maybe also the 
Military Administration Staff s— carried out the Ftlhrer' a policy regarding 
the destruction or "paralysation" , acting in some oases, as it appears from 
the iiemorandum, on instructions from the Party Chanoery, in other cases under 
directives from Speer himself. 

The following instances,’, which are by no means exhaustive, illustrate 
the application of these methods, as related in the Memorandum. 

In August 1944 Speer wrote to VOGL, the head of the O.T. (Todt 
Organisation) in the Balkans, to save from destruction the main installations 
for mining chromium and certain netal alloys: he also claims to have had the 
German authorities in Paris warned that the destruction of industrial installa- 
tions in Prance was undesirable. Hitler, on this occasion, concurred in his 
suggestions. 

In a letter (5.9*44) to Gauleiter Gustav SIMON, Chief of Civil Adminis- 
tration in Luxemburg, Speer directed that the minette mines in that area should 
be "paralysed" for some months by the removal of eleotrio installations. 

Directions in the same sense we re sent to Gauleiters GROHE (Cologne and 
Aachen) and BUERCKEL (Saar). Similar orders were sent, according to Speer, to 
Rohland and Pleiger (the respective presidents of the Reich Unions of Coal and 
Iron) to preserve the threatened coal mines in Belgium and Holland. Later 
(September 11th, 1944) after a conference with Kelchner (President of the Saar- 
Pfalz Armaments Commission) and RteOhling (Reich Iron Union), it was ordered 
that no destruction should be carried out in the other French mining districts. 

About September 10th - 14th, 1944» Speer learned that the policy he had 
advocated had been reversed at Berlin, and that a total "scorched earth" policy 
had been enjoined, in place of more "paralysation" . 

Nevertheless, Speer states that on September 14th, 1944, he was still 
sending orders for "paralysation", in lieu of destruction, to the Gauleiters on 
the threatened fronts: on September 15th he had succeeded in temporarily con- 
vincing Hitler that coking plants in the Saar region ought not to be destroyed 
too soon, and in causing this view to be communicated to Keitel, Bormann, 
Guderian (chief of the General Staff), Runstedt, Model, Himmler, Juethner 
(Himmler's deputy), Punk and Hengl (General Staff). 

In his teioprint lecttep of 15*. 9*44, to Bormrom (see page 3) Speer 
requested that the seme directive should be communicated to the Western Gau- 
leiters: Wagner, Buerokel, Simon, Grohe, Florian, Schlqsemann, Hoffmann and 
Moyer •

In another letter ( 16.9.44), Speer asks Borman to communicate the 
some directives to the Eastern Gauleiters: Koch, Forster, Greiser, Bracht, 
Hanke, S chwe de -Coburg ; to Hofner and Rainer in the South; also, in the case 
of operations in Holland, to Gauleiter Wegener; and, in case of operations in 
Denmark (Jutland), to Gauleiters Lohse, Kaufmnnn and Telschow. 

In regvird to Italy, Speer was informed during a visit to that front that 
the Vi'ehrmicht intended to destroy, in their retreat, all industrial works and 
all utility plants. However, xt a confer no. with Field Marshal Kessolring 
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attended by Schieber (Head of Speer's Armaments Delivery Office) and von 
Poser (Liaison Officer for Speer in Italy) at the Headquarters of the Army 
Group South-west, he dissuaded the Field Marshal from adopting these methods, 
as being unworthy of a cultured nation. 

Again, in Upper Silesia, at a oonferenoe with Gauleiter Bracht, 
Springorum (Reich Resident of Upper Silesia) and M alzach er (Chairman of the 
Armaments Commission, Upper Silesia), Speer olaims to have arranged that 
the coalmines Bhould not be destroyed, but only partly paralysed* 

In December 1944, Spper states that he learned that coastal corrmanders 
in the East had reoeived an order (No. 20991 1/44) from the Naval Conmand. East, 

’ to destroy shipyards; he claims that, by a letter to Doenitz (12.1 2.44), he 
.obtained a reversal of this order. 

In February 1945, Speer had a conference with Gauleiter Jury, who : 
reported "the intentions of the Gauleiters to carry out the destruction of 
industrial and public, utility installations in the neighbouring Alpen-Gaue • " 

On February 24th, 1945» Speer mentions a conference with Malzacher 
(Armament Commissioner for the Protectorate) and K.H. Frank, the Protector, who 
"fully agreed" that no destructions were to be oarried out in the Bohemia- 
Mor avian Sector. 

On February 27th, 1945, the Memorandun records a "sharp controversy" 
between Speer and Gauleiter Florian, who was intending to carry out "soorohed 
earth" tactics on a large scale in his Gau. 

The later entries in the Memorandum relate mainly to the policy to be 
adopted in regard to destruction inside Germary and are therefore of loss 
interest. General Guderian, Chief of the General Staff, "one of the few who 
represents the truth in the presence of Adolf Hitler" is mentioned as supporting 
Speer in his opposition to "scorched earth" tactics.

In the end, Hitler, exasperated by Speer's persistence, and — it appears 
also — by his lack of faith in ultimate victory, sent him away "on a holiday", 
a fate which had already befallen the Chief of the General Staff.

This Centre finally closed on 10 September 1945* The premises at 
FECHENHEIM have been taken over by USFET, together with certain documents 
which vrere still being worked on there or which were awaiting shipment. 


This unit and 6889 Berlin Document Centre, which had taken over on 
the dissolution of the former SHAEF G-2 Documents Section, separated. EDU 
is now located at BAD OEYMLJJSEN and 6889 BDC in BERLIN /ZEHLENBORF . Both 

units have detachments working at MCC, KASSEL. 

4. MINISTERIAL COLLECTING CENTRE. KASSEL. 

Notes on the quantity of documents hold at MCC as at 15 September 1945 
are given at Appendix "C" . These are arranged by Divisions, with a note on 
collections of docisnents which arrived in the last few days. The chief of 
these are the 400 tons of German Foreign Office documents which were moved from 
MARBURG to KASSEL last week. 

The MARBURG Document Centre is now closed. 

5. OKW/OKH FILES AND HEERESARCHIV 

These two important collections comprising sonic 250 tons wero sent to 
Camp Ritchie, Maryland, USA, for detailed exploitation. The documents left

All the main collections of KRUPP docments have now been concentrated 
at GSI Library, BAOR. These consist of the KRUPP family archives, balance 
sheets, etc., and some 23 tons of files on naval contracts, supply of ra w 
materials, substitute metals, technical matters, etc.

It was also agreed that duplicate /copies of technical documents will be 
sent to M.A.P. (R.T.P./T.I.B. , German Documents Centre. 22, Gloucester Square, 

W. 2.) ( + ), who will either keep them in their own library or send them to such 
libraries as the new Aeronautical University. Non-technical documents on the 
other hand are eventually to be sent to Mr. J.O. Nemey, head of the Air 
Historical Branch, 16, Lowndes Square, S.W. 1., who is the ultimate custodian of 
German, air force documents of this nature. 

With a view to implementing this arrangement all Agencies holding 
documents which have been listed and distributed by A.P.I.(k) Documents Section 
should, after they have served their purpose, in case of technioal documents 
return them to M.A.P. (R.T.P./T.I.B. German Documents Centre) and to Mr. Nemey, 
Air Historical Branch, in respect of non-technical documents.

PROSECUTION OP VAR CRIMINALS IN THB U.3»S.R. AND SATRTJ.TTO STATE. 

SMOUBtSK TRIAL. 

In this trial, which opened at Smolensk before a Russian Military Court 
on December 15th, 1945, ten fbrmer members of the German forces were charged 
with mass-murders and torture of civilians and Red Army prisoners of war 
during the German oooupation of the Smolensk area. 

The Resident of the Court was Major-General GOHYACHHF; the Rroseoutor 
was Counsellor SMIRNOFF. The defendants were* R. KIRSOHFEUD, R. M0DI80H, 

W. WEISS, K. GAUD IAN, 7. GKNTSCHKB, E. MUELLER, V. KRAUSE, B. BWffiT, 

J. REISOIMAItf and H. WINKIER. 

The indictment desarlbed how, after a treacherous attaok on the 8oviet 
Union, the German troops ooovpied the town and provinoe of Smolensk and 
started a systematic extermination of Soviet people by shooting, hanging, 
etc., women, children, old people and prisoners of war. Towns and villages 
were burnt and destroyed, Industrial establishments and oolleotive farms 
looted and people driven to slavery in Germany. Investigations had proved 
that German offioers and men had been perpetrating these crimes by order of 
the Commanding Officer in aharge of security servioes of the Central Army 
Group, General von SCHENKENDORP, who acted in aooardanoe with general plans 
and instructions of the German Amy Supreme Command. The speoial commission 
headed by N. Burdenko which visited Smolensk and investigated mass graves 
had established that, during the temporary German oooupation of the town and 
provinoe of Smolensk, the Germans put to death over 135,000 Soviet aitisens; 
various German amy units took part in the work of extermination, Includin'' 
the 335th and 490th Security Battalions. The statements of the accused 
showed that the systematic extermination of Soviet people in Smolensk, as 
In other occupied Soviet territory, was oarrled out by direct order of the 
German Government and the Amy Command. Soviet war prisoners were also 
exterminated in German Field Hospital No. 551* In Smolensk the Germans 
destroyed 96 industrial establishments and 7,300 bouses, in addition to 
125,000 dwelling houses in Smolensk province. 

All the defendants pleaded guilty. The evidenoe showed that, 
among other atrocities, Russian ohildren had been bled to death to provide 
blood for hospitals for Gorman wounded. 

On December 20th the Court found all the prisoners guilty of com- 
mitting atrocities and persecuting Soviet o it i sens and Rod Amy prisoners 
of war, i.e», crimes specified in Article X of the U.S.S.R. Supreme Council 
Praesidivm Decree of 19th April, 1943* Following Article 4 of the RSFSR 
Criminal Code and Articles 319 end 320 of the Criminal Court proceedings, 
and takihg into aooount the guilt of every defendant, the Court sentenced 
Robert KIRSCHFEUD, Rudolf MODISCH, Villi WEISS, Kurt GAUDIAN, Frits GENTSCHKE, 
Erioh MUELLER and Willi KRAUSE to death by hanging} Josef HMSCHMANN to 
20 years of foroed labour} Erioh EWERT to 15 years of forced labour} 

Heins WINKIER to 12 years of foroed labour. 

The seven defendants sentenced to death were hanged on the same day 
in the oity square. 
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THE BRYANSK TRIAL. 

2n this trial, which opened at Bryansk on December 26th, 1945, 
the defendants were General Friedrioh BERNHARDT, former commander of the 
2nd Tank Any, General Adolf HAMANN, former Governor of the Orel area, and 
tmp Ge rman N.C.O.' b. The Ibresident of tho Tribunal was Major General 
MIKETATKV. The prosecutor was Lieut* •Colonel MAKSIMOV.

The Indiotnent stated that the German Invaders during the temporary 
occupat i on of the Bryansk area oomedtted atrooitios against Soviet civilians, 
Including mass extermination and torture of oitisens, looting and destruc- 
tion of towns* Investigation had shown that the Germans shot and tortured 
to death about 90,000 peaoeful Soviet civilians in the Orel and Bryansk 
Provinces. German military units and punitive organs commanded by Bernhardt 
and Hamann deported masses of Soviet people to Germany and burned wnole 
villages In reprisal for attempts to avoid deportation. 

General HAMANN pleaded that he hod merely obeyed superior orders and 
had not violated the Hague Convention. General Bernhardt a&nltted having 
Instituted concentration oaraps and deported civilians for work in Germany; 
he also a (knitted that the mas snares of old people and children described by 
witnesses were not authorised by the German army regulations, but wero part 
of the Nasi policy aiming at the extermination of the Soviet population* 

On December 29th, the oourt, acting under Artiole XV of the H.S.F*S*8* 
and Articles 319 and 320 of the Criminal Procedure Code, sente noed Generals 
BERNHARDT and HAMANN and one of the N.G.0>' s to be hanged, and the fourth 
defendant to twenty years' hard labour. The death sentences were carried out 
three hours later in the oity square. 


THE LENINGRAD TRIAL. 

This trial opened on December 29th, 194-5, before the Military 
Tribunal of the Leningrad District. Eleven defendants, inoluding Major- 
General Helnrloh HPflJNGSR. formerly commandant of Pskov, and latterly of 
Budapest, were arraigned on charges of mass murder and ill-treatment of the 
Soviet inhabitants, looting and destru ction* The President of the Court 
was Major General of Justice I&AJ9KDV. The indictment stated that, in the 
Leningrad Province, the Germans had murdered 52,000 civilians in prison 
temps and deported 400,0 00 in to slavery; and had destroyed the oity of 
Novgorod* General REMLINGER and one other defendant pleaded not guilty; 
the ether defendants admitted their guilt* 

On January 5th the Court found the defendants guilty of mass 
shootings, crimes and assaults against Soviet civilians, burning and 
looting toms and villages, driving Soviet oitisens to German slavery — 
that is, of crimes stated in Artiole One of the Decree of the Praaaidiun of 
the Styrene Council of the U.S.S.R. of 19th April, 194-3* In aooordanoe 
with Artiole Four of the Criminal Code of the RSFSR and Articles 319 and 
320 of the Criminal Proceedings Code of the RSFSR, and taking into con- 
sideration the degree of guilt of eaoh of the aooused, the Military Tribunal 
passed the following sentences: General REMLINGER, two other offioers and 
five msn were sentenced to be hanged; one junior officer and t m> men to 
terms of lsyrisenment. The death sentenoes mare carried out in a 
Leningrad square on January 5th, 1946* 


THE NIKOLAYEV TRIAL. 

In this trial the German Lieutenant-General W3NKU5R, former Com- 
mandant of Nlkolayev, a major, a captain, a chief of security police and 
some German N.O.O.'s were tried by a Military Court of the Odessa district 
far atrocities in the Nlkolayev region in 1941-1944* The indiolaent

THE MINSK TRIAL. 

This trial was held before a Military Tribunal at Minsk in Ja nuar y 
194$* The defendants were 18 Germans, including Lieut. -General RICHEST, 
Major General HER?. Major General EBtANNSDORF and other high ranking 
officers, ohargsd with atrocities committed during the occupation of 
Byelorussia* The indictment stated that over 2,000,000 Soviet adtisens 
had been exterminated, abd about 380,000 deported ae slave-workers to 
Germany* 

It was also alleged that the Germans had demolished 10,338 industrial 
enterprises, plundered 10,000 farms and driven millions of head of oat tie 
away to Germany, and that all these crimes were committed aooardlng to a 
premeditated plan by the Hitler Government and the Supreme Conmand of the 
German army with the aim of exterminating, enslaving and despoiling the 
Soviet people. 

All the defendants were found guilty. The Tri bunal oondemned 14 
•f the m to death by hanging, including General RICHEST; Major General of 
Polioe HER?. and Major General EBtANNSDORF . Pour of the defendants were 
sentenced to varying terms of imprisonment. The death sentences were 
executed on February 6th. 


THE KIEV TRIAL . 

This trial was ooranenced at the end of January 1946 before the 
Military Tribunal of the Kiev area. The defendants were Lieut .-General of 
Polioe Paul flfiHKfgR. S3* Chief for the Kiev region; Lieut .-General Karl 
BURCKHARDT. former Oomnandant of the Rear of the Sixth Army, and Major 
Genenuvon TSOHAMMBR und OSTEN, and 12 other Germans charged with 
atrooities committed during tne Nazi occupation in the territory of the 
Ukrainian Soviet Republio. 

The lndletment alleged that the Germans had murdered and tortured 
to death more than 4,000,000 Soviet citizens In the Ukreine • Of these, 
over two millions had been departed to slavery in Germary, where many of 
thfcm had perished from hunger and ill-treatment* 

The Tribunal found all the defendants guilt y, “a nd sentenced twelve 
of them to death by hanging, inoluding Generals SCHEER, BURCKHARDT and 
von TS0HA1MER und OSTEN. The remainder raoeived sentences of 13 - 20 
years* penal servitude. 
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THE RIGA TRIAL .

This trial opened on January 29th, 19 M>, before the Military 
Tribunal of the Riga distriot. The defendant s we re eight Germans, 
Including seven generals i General of Police BCKKLBN, former S3. Chief in 
the Baltio Territory! Lieut .-General RUPP, former Cocmandant of Riga! 
Lieut. -Genera l De jon von MONTETON, former Commandant of Idbpaja; Lieut •- 
General von DITFURT, former Commandant of Kursk; Major General WERTHER, 
Commander of the ooastal distriot; Majo r Gene ral PAUL, Chief of the Rear 
of the Fourth German Amy, and General KUEPPER, former Commandant of Saidas. 

The indictment oharged the defendants with destroying and plundering; 
mass extermination; killing and torturing prisoners of vs r, and deporting 
Soviet oitisens to slavery in Germany. 

Oh February 3rd, 194-6, the Military Tribunal sentenced the seven 
above-named generals to death by hanging. The sentenoes mere oarried out 
on the same day. 


TOR VELIKI LPKI TRIAL. 

This trial took plaoe at the end of January, 1946k before the Military 
Tribunal of the Leningrad area, presided over by Major General MARCHUK. 

The defendants mere 11 Germans, including General von RAPPARD, former 
Commandant of Veliki Lukl, and other offioers and N.C.O.*s« 

Aooording to the indiotment, the Germans exterminated about 60,000 
Soviet al vilions and prisoners of war in this region; they deported 
40,000 people to slavery in Germany, besides inflicting immense material 
damage. 

On January 31st the presiding judge announced that all the accused 
were found guilty. The Tribunal sentenced eight of the defendants, 
including General von RAPPARD, to death by hanging, and the remainder to 
varying terms of Imprisonment. The death sentenoes were oarried out on 
the 31st January in the oity square.

AUSTRIA. 


Trials of war rriminals are reported as having taken plaoe before 
People 1 b Oourtfl at Vienna, Linz and Klagenfurt. The Austrian Commission 
charged with the preparation for trials has published four lists of war 
orlminals, the latest of which was dated 4*6.46. The Minister of Justice, 
Herr PIGL, the Austrian ohancellor told The Times correspondent ( 21.3*46) 
of his Government's resolve that no war criminals should escape punishment. 

In reply to criticisms of the delays in opening trials* the Minister 
of Justice observed (29 .4*46) that many important war criminals were still 
in Allied hands. 

The following are the more important cases that have been notioed 
by the Press: 

Dr. LANGE : sentenced to death by the People's Court at Vienna 

( 16.9.45) for the murder of two offioials, who 
tried to prevent him from destroying valuable 
apparatus.

The defendants, so far as known, were 
Hungarian nationals; but in some cases the alleged offenoes have included 
war crimes against the Allies, for instance during the occupation of 
conquered territory (e.g,, the massacre at Novi Sad in Yugoslavia) and 
crimes against humanity for whioh some of the Hungarian ministers and high 
officials have been listed os war criminals by the UNWCC., or have been 
indioated in UNWCC. reoorda as being prima faoie responsible. 

Moreover, the UNWCC as the inter-Allied organ for the investigation 
of war crimes, is interested in these prosecutions, in so far as the •' 
defendants are oharged with the massacres or persecution of Jewish oitizens 
of Hungary, because the U.S. Secretary of State, Mr* Hull, in his statement 
issued on July 14th, 1944» concerning the extermination of Hungarian Jews, 
warned the responsible Hungarian officials that "they oannot escape the 
inexorable punishment which will be meted out to them when the power of 
evil men now in control of Hungary has been broken." 

The Armistice Agreement concluded on January 20th, 1945# between 
Hungary and the British, Russian and United States Governments stated in 
Artiole 14 that) 

"Hungary will co-operate in the apprehension and trial, as 
well as the surrender to the governments ooncemed, of 
persona aooused of war crimes." 

Mary of the Hungarian war criminals took refuge in Austria when 
Hungary was over-run by the Russian armies in 1944-45# and were subsequently 
handed over by the United States authorities to the Hungarian police. 
Semi-official notices in the Hungarian Press and Radio have described some 
of the trials that followed. 
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Sola IMRKTff, former Hungarian premier, was tried in mid-November, 
1945* before the Karoly Nagy Council of the People 1 s Court* The Proaeoutor 
was Zoltan HORVATH. It was brought out in the evidenoe that the anti- 
Jew is h laws had been prepared in Hungary in 1938, prior to his accession to 
power, but that the debates on them had oonoluded during his premiership* 
DffiEDT was found guilty, and was executed on 3rd January, 1946. 

BARDOSSY, another ex-Premier of Hungary, was tried by the People's 
Court at Budapest* The charges against him included the declaration of 
war against the united States and the treaoherous attaok on Yugoslavia; he 
was also aooused of failing to prevent the massacre of Yugoslav oitisens 
at Novi Sad. BARDOSSY was acquitted on the latter oharge, but was oon- 
vioted on the rest of the indiotment and was sentenced to death on November 
3rd, 1945* His appeal having been rebooted, he was exeouted by shooting on 
January 10th, 1946. 


SZALASI and the Members of his Cabinet: 

This trial took plaoe before the People's Court at Budapest in February 1946* 
The Prosecutor was Laszlo Frank. The defendants were SZALASI, BERBGJ5CTY, 
CSIA, GERA, XEMENY, SZOKLLOESI and VAJNA, ex-ministers. The main points 
of the indiotment were that the accused had exploited their positions to 
involve Hungary further in the war and that they were accessories to the 
illegal torture of men and women. The evidenoe showed that from March 1$th, 
1944, onwards, SZALASI had convinced the German minister Weeseimayer, that 
it was essential that his party should attain power, and that on October 15th, 
1944, he had actually seized power. He had then delivered thousands of Jews 
to the Germans nominally for "labour service" but actually for extermination. 
On March 1st, 1946, all the defendants were found guilty and sentenced to 
death. They were exeouted on Maroh 19th, 1946. 


Other trials of interest to the UNWCC of which no details are avail- 
able are as follows: 

Andor JAROSS, Laszlo ENURE, and Laszlo BAKY, who were responsible 
for the large scale extermination of Jews (see Sunaaiy of Information No. 1l) 
were tried on January 18th, 1946. They were sentenced to death and 
exeouted on Maroh 19th, 1946. 

General GRASSY and Martin ZOELDI were tried on January 7th, 1946, 
for complicity in the massacres of Yugoslavs at Novi Sad and were sentenced 
to death, but afterwards extradited to Yugoslavia. The same fate m ay be 
presumed to be in store for General FEKETEHAIMI-CZEYENER, the other 
prominent instigator of the massacre. Most of the other participants were 
oaught in Yugoslavia and exeouted there in Deoember 1945* 

Peter HAIN, a member of the Gestapo and one of the most rabid 

f erseoutors of the Jews was reported to be awaiting trial in November 1945* 
Tried and exeouted.) 

In Maroh 1946, the main figures in the SZTOJAY Government, whioh 
took over after the German occupation of Hungary in Maroh 1944» SZTOJAY 
himself, REM0IYI-SCHNELIER, SZASZ and KUNDER, were tried oolleotively. 

All were oondemnod to death and exeouted, except Kunder, who received a life 
sentenoe. Othe^ members of the Sztojay Government were tried separately: 
ANTAL and U0L0SVARY-B0RCZA were exeouted in April 1946. RAJNIS8 had 
already been exeouted in January 1946; JUACZEK had died in exile. 
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HOMAN, Minister of Education in many earlier Governments, was oonderanad 
to life imprisonment* SZOMBATHELYI, Chief of the General Staff in 1943- 
44, reoeived 10 years* BASCH, the "FGhrer” of the German Volksgruppe, 
was executed in May 1946* The Hungarian People's Courts have further 
tried and (in most oases) exeouted a very large number of persons for 
offenoes ranging from murder of Jews to pro-German political oonduot* 

In May 194 6 the only prominent figures listed and not known to be in 
Hungarian hands were the two Arohdukes, Joseph and Albreoht HAPSBUBGj 
the following Journalists and anti-flcuitio agitators Z« BOZNYAK, I* MIDWAY, 
G* OLAIY and G. VAJTAf and Hitler's friend A. MESZER. Some mystery 
shrouds the .thereabouts of some prominent figures, especially among the 
generals, notably WERTH, Chief of the General Staff before Ssombathelyi* 
There were rumours that the Russians were detaining some fifty prominent 
Hungarians in Mosoow.

THE TILLE33EN TRIAL

On November 29th, 194-6, Heinrich THIESSEN was oharged before a 
German court at TVeiburg in Breisgpu as a participant in the murder, in 
1921, of the German Chancellor, ERZBERGER, who was regarded as responsible 
for the aooeptanoe of the armiatioe and the Treaty of Versailles. 

The assassination was organised by a German nationalist society. 

A man named SCHULZ, alleged to be one of the murderers, was arrested at 
Wiesbaden on November 18th, and is now awaiting trial; a third person 
implicated was the late German Ambassador in Bucharest, von KILLINGER, a 
leading Nazi , who killed himself before the German retreat from Roumania. 

At his trial, TIIIESSEN did not deny his guilt, but he pleaded that 
he was absolved by Hitler's amnesty of March 21at, 1933# and, moreover, 
that he had aoted on a patriotic impulse. Rie prosecution, demanding the 
death penalty, maintained that this amnesty was indisputably among those 
Nazi laws whioh a decision of the Berlin Control Commission had rendered 
null and void. 3he presiding Judge, Lands gerioh tsdir ek tor Dr. GOERING, 
upheld the legality of the amnesty, and refused to pass judgment. 

TILLESSEN was released, but was rearrested by the French authorities on 
leaving the Court. It was announced that he would be retried. The 
French Military Government then dismissed Judge GCEKING from his office 
and instituted an enquiry. 

On Deoember 5th, 1946, it was announced that Dr. ZUERCHER, head of 
the Baden judicial organisation, had sent in his resignation to the flench 
Military Government on November 30th in connection with the dismissal of 
Dr. GOERING. "Inspired by the need of judloial independence in a 
democratic State baaed on law and the req^iisite Constitutional guarantees," 
he said in his resignation, "I feel unable, in view of the measures taken 
by the Military Government, to oontinue to head the Baden judicial admins- 
tration." 

In an interview with the Rress, Dr. ZUERCHER said he regarded the 
Tillesaen aoquittal as a judicial error far moral and poll ideal reasons, 
since the amnesty could not be re girded as legally valid. Although the 
Judgment was the result of an ultra-positivistic interpretation of the law, 
it had nothing to do with Nazi doctrine. A more realistic interpretation 
and application of law should have led to a different result. Landsgeriohts- 
direktor Dr. GOERING had never been a member of the NSDAP or of one of its 
branches. The judgment oould not be imputed to the judges as a crime. 


Dr. ZUERCHER added that it was contrary to the principle of 
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Judicial independence to apply sanctions against a Judge for deoisions 
based on Judicial error. "The building 15) of a demoora tio State based 
on the rule of law is bound to be Jeopardised by suoh measures. No 
Judge could feel that he was unfettered in his deoisions, because he 
would always have to reckon with similar reprisals. ttie courts would 
thus be reduced to administrative authorities aoting on instruction, 
and Justice must necessarily become political in character. Public 
confidence in Judioial independence and the development of a demoora tio 
State based on the rule of law would be seriously shaken." 


Efrenoh Reactions to the Aoquittal, 


Th Q Times of 3-12.46 reported from Paris; Protests from various 
German professional organisations to-day reached the French Military 
Government at Baden-Baden against the acquittal. 

French opinion has been much stirred by what is reported to be 
the openly eyinpathetio hearing which TILIESSEN reoeived when he oame 
beforb a German oourt. Dae acquittal iB considered a dangerous 
precedent. 

(6.12.46) Qfce Frenoh Military Government stated (6.12.46); 'there Wf.o 

no need for ZUERCHER to notify the French authorities of his intention 
to resign, for the simple reason that the Military Government had 
already rejeoted him as head of the Baden Ministry of Justice in view of 
the Rreiburg trial of TILLESSEN. The new Baden Government which 
assumed office on 1st Deceuber, no lcngor counts former Minis teria Ira t 
ZUERCHER among its members. If ZUERCHER holds that Dr- GOERING's 
dismissal was a violation of the independence of Justice, Military 
Government believes that It is significant of his mental attitude that, 
barely two years after the collapse of Nasism, he, one of the highest 
officials in the country, should have seen fit to oover by his gesture 
■ the acquittal of a political criminal on the strength of a Nasi law of 
1933- Fortunately for democratic Germany it appears that ZUERCHER* s 
attitude is not shared by the most eminent German Jurists, who, at the 
Tie aba den Congress, unanimously expressed their disapproval of the 
Freiburg verdict. Itaese Jurists at the same time were convinced that 
they had net shown ary lack of respect for the independence of Justice 
by protesting against a deoision which, in the circumstances, was 
• nothing'ehort of a glorification of murder. The investlffj&on 

ordered by Military Government in view of the scandalous acquittal of 
TILLESSEN has already indicated that among the Gernnn officials in the 
•Provincial Administration there are suspect elements who oould have 
retained their posts, only with tho assistance of the highest responsible 
officials of the Baden Judioial administration. The investigation 
Will be continued until the matter is completely clarified, and 
Military Government is firmly resolved not to be influenced in this work 
by rhetorical gestures like that of ZUERCHER. " 


German Roactiona to the Aoquittal . 

Dr. Hans MAIER, broadcasting from Berlin on 29. 11. 46, said; 

An extraordinary thing took place in Freiburg tc-day. • TTIJESSSI. .he 
Erzberger murderer, was dismissed under the HITLER amnesty of 21st 
Maroh, 1933, vAiioh has been issued precisely for the benefit of paoplo 
like TILLESSEN, for tho murderers of RA1HENAU and PAASCHE and for 
traitors like ROEHM. After his orime, TILLESSEN had fled. The 
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HITLER amnesty enabled him to return to Germany as a national hero. 

This amnesty, made for the murderers of the Republic and the 
Republicans, must have been a truly excellent one— or else how oould 
it have survived the Third Reich and serve to this day? If suoh 
products of Hitlerite justloe are still used in November 194-6, we shall 
soon see little country Judges applying the Nuremberg Laws, and people 
despatched to concentration oamps. This is not meant as an exaggera- 
tion . The Freiburg Judges were even unable to oonviot TILU2SSEN under 
the indictments of the Nuremberg Trial. Are we to experience the 
deoline of our judioiary all over again? Is it possibly for the foroes 
of yesterday, of reaction and militarism, holped by an obedient judiciary, 
onoe more to sabotage Germary * a rejuvenation? Not long ago, sane Bremen 
judges merrily applied the Hitlerite decree against deserters as if 
nothing had happened; a high judge in Frankfurt oiroulated a memorandum 
praising the Stahlhelm as a nucleus of reconstructive elements. Hie 
reoent Stuttgxrt bomb plot has shewn that the Tillessens are still alive 
and kicking, and the judges of Freiburg hove shown the same evil spirit 
whioh inspired our judloiary in the past. A purge is dearly overdue. 

Neues Deutschland (30. 11. 46) oalled the quashing of the proceed- 
ings against HIiTflSSflN *an enormous politioal scandal". HITLER'S 1933 
amnesty oould not justify the release of s politioal murderer. The 
quashing of the proceedings was so provocative that the German and the 
world public oould not be expeoted to remain silent. The denazification 
soandal in Bavaria and other States in the West had shown that reaotion 
was again taking liberties, but the Freiburg oase topped all this. The 
judloiary had begun, onoe more, to undermine democracy. 

A broadcast from Berlin (7.12,46) said; Berlin's judges and 
lawyers to-day protested agiinat the Freiburg dismissal of the TUUMSBI 
oase. STRIXJKSBERG, President of the Berlin Court of Appeal, showed that 
the Nasi amnesty was no longer applicable. The judges had wanted to 
sanction politioal murder. He was supported by Dr. Vergin, Kuehnaet, 
the Publio Prosecutor, and Melsheimer, Vice-President of the Central 
Administration for Justice. 


Soviet Zone. 


A broadcast from Leipzig on 30.11*46, under the title: 
"Tillessen Case oould not happen in Soviet Zone", said: Hie judge who 

acquitted TI HESSEN held that the Hitler amnesty was still law, because 
Control Counoil Law No. 1, whioh repealed Nazi legislation, had failed 
to mention it. But no reasonable man oould assume that the amnesty 
would survive National Socialism by cue day, quite apart from the faot 
that Control Council Law No. 10 provides for the punishment of orimes 
against humanity, whioh oovors the Erzberger murder. It is inoonoeivable 
that a judge in the German East would have passed this judgment • This 

is only possible in Western Germany where, just as in the past, adminis- 
tration and judiciary remain reactionary. Reactionary judges admitted 
HITLER'S oath that hie nvavement was le^l, but sent to gaol men like 
OSSIE TZKI who protested against criminal rearmament. Hie judge who 
aoquitted TI HESSEN bel ongs to this group. Suoh men must be severely 
punished regirdless of rank. 
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A braadoaat from Leipzig on 7»12.4£ said: TILLESSEN's 
acquittal shows tho failure so far of denazification, lbs Hesse 
Cabinet's instruction to its Minister of Justioe that tne oase should 
be discussed at the inter-zonal lawyers' oonferenoe with a view to 
establishing uniformity of law and preventing a repetition of this 
shameful ooourrenoe was ooomendable. Beyond this, the new German 
constitution most provide for the training of people's judges and for 
lay judges in criminal proceedings, to stop activities of reactionary 
judges.

RE TORT ON THE I NVES TIGATION OF THE DEUTSCHE BANK. 

(a) R ecoimen dations . 

Chapter I contains the foil 'wing recommendations: 

It is recommended tint.; 

1 • The Deutsche Bank be liquidated. 

2. The responsible officials of the Deutsohe Bank be 
indicted and tried as war criminals. 

3. The leading officials of the Deutsohe Bank be barred 
from positions of importance or responsibility in 
Gorman economic or political life. 

(b) S ummary 

Chapter II contains the foil- wing summary of the Report: 


Investigation of the Deutsohe Bonk has revealed it to be an 
excessive concentration of economio po./or and a participant in the 
execution of the criminal plioics of the Nazi rdgime in the eoonomio 


field. 


The 
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The Dout echo Bonk was tho largest of all the German oonmeroial 
banks and it made itself, during the war, the largest bank on tho 
European oontinent . It held in 1942 some 21$ of the total deposits 

and 18^$ of the total assets of all the 653 conmoroial banks of the 
Greater Reioh. It established and maintained, In addition, a far- 
flung network of brandies and affiliates not only throughout Germany, 
but also in tho annexed, oooupied and satellite oountries of Europe* 

At the peak of its power, in 1942, it maintained some 4-90 branches and 
agencies, some one-third nore than its olosest oompetitor, the Dresdner 
Bank* 

The Deutsohe Bank, like the other Borlin Grossbanken, had no 
Amerioan counterpart. It was a universal bank oomblnlng in its opera- 
tions oorrrooroial as well as investment banking and it wielded an 
influence and control over industry to a degree unparalleled in modern 
Amerioan banking* It transaotod some thirty per cent of all stook 
transfers of the mj or German corporations, it was the acknowledged, 
loader in the flotation of hugh stook and bond issues for German industry 
and in consequence of its position in the securities field it come to 
dominate the leading stook exchanges. Through the peculiar German 
system of proxy voting it controlled and voted in key industrial enter- 
prises large blooks of shares, without owning more than a minor fraotion 
of them. Within a single year it voted 20 % of the stook represented at 
the annual meeting of the Allgemeine Elektrizitaets Gesellsohoft, 38$ 
of that of the I.G. Farben, 4-9$ of that of the Deutsohe Masohinenfabrik 
(DEMAG) and 53$ of that of the Mannesmann Roehrenwerke. 

The most tangible medium of influence and aontrol exercised by 
the Deutsohe Bank over German industry assumed the form of an extensive 
system of interlooking directorships. Tho principal representatives 
of tho Bank — the members of the Vorstand, the Aufsichtsrat Chairman and 
the fourteen general agents — joined the Aufsiohtsraeto of some 379 
industrial enterprises. The eleven' Vorstand members alone held between 
them some 76 Aufsichtsrat chairmanships and vioe-ohoirman ships in other 
corporations. 

The application of the various means of control over industry 
at the disposal of tho Bank revealed itself in the virtual domination 
it exerted over various industrial enterprises. Foremost among them 
were the Manno smarm Roehrenwerke, Germany's leading tube and sheet metal 
manufacturer, Daimler Benz, the country's second largest automobilo 
manufacturer and the Bayerische Motorenwerke which, together with 
Daimler-Benz manufactured during the war for the Luftwaffe some two- 
thirds of all airplane engines. In this connection the Deutsohe Bank 
played a rdle for out of proportion to its position as merely the 
largest of the German commercial banks. 

The Deutsohe Bank slowed the way to all German commercial banks 
with its contributions to the rearmament programme. It provided the 
Reich with vast funds for rearmament purposes. Thus in the pre-war 
year of 1938 it already invested some 35$ of its total assets in Roioh 
paper. It acted as the leader or co-leader of virtually all of the 
ma^or credit syndicates whose operations made possible the financing 
of the entire rearmament programme. It guided the industries which it 
controlled directly, into the channels of production desired by the 
Government and the Party. 

The Deutsohe Bank played a leading rdle among the oonrneroial 
banks in the exploitation of the ooonomio resources of the countries 
of annexed, occupied and satellite Europe. Beginning with the 
Anschluss in 1938 it proceeded, with great aggressiveness, to expand 
its banking enpire outside of the old German borders. It acquired 
oontrol of the Creditanstalt Bankverein Wien, the largest commercial 
bank in Austria, which had more than 40 branches in that oountry. 

It acquired control of the Boohmisohe Union Bank of Czechoslovakia and 
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inoorporatod some 23 of the latter' s branches into its own branoh 
network. It obtained, after tho fall of Franco and Belgium, tho bulk 
of tho oxtonsivo holdings in Balkan banking and industry of the Sooidtd 
Gdndrale de Belgique, one of the largest holding companies in Europe, 
and thereby won for itself a dominant position in the banking structure 
of the Balkan oountries. So extensive did tho foreign acquisitions of 
the Doutsohe Bank become that between the years 1938-1941 the number 
of its branches and affiliates outside of Germany showed a sixfold 
increase. 

The Deutsche Bonk also acted on a number of oooasions as a spear- 
head institution for the German Government in the economic penetration 
of the annexed, oooupied and satellite countries of Europe. The Kon- 
tinentaie Oel A.G., which was established by Gocring, in March 1941* so 
as to oreate a German oil monopoly in Europe, acquired the core of its 
initial holdings — the majority control of the two largest Rumanian 
oil oompanies — from the Deutsche Bank. The lattor in its own turn 
had previously, following the German victory in tho West, taken over 
these shares from the former Frenoh and Belgian holders. 

The Deutsche Bank participated in numerous arytuiization trans- 
actions in Germany as well as in the countries of annexed, ocoupied and 
satellite Europe and profited extensively from them. It took over in 
1938, without compensation, the entire clientele of tlie very prominent 
non-aryan banking house of Mendelssohn & Co., Berlin, and it established 
a new banking house, during the same year, to tako over the business of 
the large private and non-aryan Simon Hirschland Bonk of Essen. It 
extended to its customers a great volume of credits to assist them in 
acquiring and financing non-aryan business properties. It also 
supplied new ''purchasers” for properties of this dosoription and it 
became a competitor of the Dresdner Bank, whose aggressiveness in this 
field had become a byword in Germany in a race for oonsrissions and 
profits out of aryanization transactions 

The Deutsche Bank ' s great expansion programme, during the twelve 
years of the Nazi regime, onmo to bo realised in considerable degree, 
through tho closeness of its connootions with Government Ministries as 
well as with Party and affiliated agenoies. Emil von Stauss, the 
loading member of the Vorstand between 1920-1933* was an early 
supporter of Hitler with wliom he maintained a close and continuing 
relationship. Von Stauss was also on excellent i'erms with Goebbels 
and Goering and was appointed in 1934 to tho vice-presidency of the 
Nazi Reichstag. Three reliable Party men were invited, during the 
Nazi Regime, to .loin the Vorstand— S.A. Oberfuohrer Ritter von Holt, a 
member of the notorious Kepplor Oirole, Heinrioh Kunko, GauwjLrtsohafts- 
berator of Berlin and Robert Frowein whose appointment received the 
personal endorsement of Minister Funk. 

The Deutsohe Bank's Aufsichtsrat fairly bulged with strong 
Party men and sympathetic fellow travellers A full third of the 
membership bore the title of "W. hrwirtschaftsfuohrer, in recognition 
of the rdle they played in fulfilling the demands of the war economy. 

A majority of the Aufsichtsrat' s steering committee, the Arbeits- 
aussohuss, were outspoken Party men. The Aufsichtsrat vice-president, 
Albert Pietzsch, was an old Party aotiv±3t, an economic adviser to 
Rudolf Hess and President of the Reich Economlo Chamber. Among the 
other influential Aufsichtsrat members were numbered Riilip Reemtsma, 
a principal financial supporter of Goering, Wilhelm Zangon and Rudolf 
Stahl, president and vice-president respectively of the powerful 
Reichsgruppe Industrie in the Reioh Economic Chairibor and Otto Fitzner, 
Gauwirtscliaftsberater of Lower Silesia. 

The • . • 
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The Deutsche Bank was also a contributor during the Nasi 
. rdgime of large sums to a variety of political funds. During a 
period of some bIx years, beginning in 1939, the Bank contributed 

• the sum of RM 75*000 per year to a special fund for the personal use 
‘ of Heinrioh HIMMLER. The Bank also contributed, during an even 

longer period, an average of some RM 300,000 per year to the Adolf 
Hitlor Spende, for the use of the Party and its affiliated agencies. 

The Deutsche Bank employed its exoessivo power in the German 
economy to participate in the execution of the orlmlnal policies of 
the Nazi rdgime in the eoonomdo field. The responsibility f orthese 
aotionr, rests with the Vorstand members who dlreotod them, with the 
Aufsiohtsrat members who sanctioned them, and with the offioiols and 

• employees of the Bank who executed them. 
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Chapter I contains the following reoonmendations: 


It is reconmended that: 

1 • The Reiohs-Kredit-Gesellsohaft be liquidated, in 
aooordanoe with the reoonmendations of the Finanoe 
Directorate Banking Comnittee and that its leading 
officials be barred from positions of importance or 
responsibility in German eoonomio or political life. 

2. In any war crimes trials instituted by the Subsequent 
Proceedings Division, Office of the U.8. Chief of 
Counsel against leading bankers, the principal Nazi 
merit) ers of the RKG Vorstand, Alfred OLSCHER, Paul 
GREYER and Otto GERLITZ, who are presently in Soviet 
custody, be included. 

3* The Subsequent Proceedings Division, Office of the U.S. 
Chief of Counsel, consider whether it will institute 
proceedings against Vorstand menber August ROHDEWALD or 
whether he is to be transferred to the German authorities 
for proceedings under the provisions of the Law for 
Liberation from National Socialism and Militarism. 

4* Vorstand members Hermann JANNSEN, Otto NEUBAUR, and 
Adolf SCHAEFFER be transferred to the custody of the 
German authorities for proceedings under the provisions 
of the Law for liberation from National Socialism and 
Militarism. 


(b) Stannary. 

Chapter II ocntains the following stannary of the Report: 


Investigation of the Reiohs-Kredit-Gesellsohaft, and interro- 
gation of a nunber of its former officials have established that after 
Hitler's rise to power the Bank entered into active oo -operation with 
a number of leading political-economic personalities of the Nazi 
rdgime. After Alfred OLSCHER, himself a menber of the Keppler cirolo, 
joined the Vorstand in 1937 and became its prinoipal figure, this 
oo— op era t ion grew even closer and it oame to include such outspoken 
exponents of Nazi doctrines as Wilhelm KEPPLER, Economic Plenipotentiary 
of the Ftlhrer, Paul PLEIGER, Vorstand Chairman of the Reiohswerke 
Hermann Goring and Gauwirtschaftsberater Hans KEHRL who became a 
leading official at fche Economics Ministry. After 1937 the interests 
of the Roioh and of the war eoonony oame to override all other polio ies 
at the Bank. 

The one sphere in whioh the RKG specialised above all other's was 
the field of foreign trado and exchange where for a bank of its size 
aid scope it played a more important rdle than the other leading Gorman 
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banks. Under the Third Reich German foroign trade beoame linked 
to German foreign policy find was converted into an instrument of 
Nazi power politics. Hence, in oo-operation with various Reich 
Ministries and agencies, the RKG acted a leading part in the 
financing of: 

1 • The barter and trade monopoly agreements bo tween Go many 
and other countries, especially thoso with the U.S., 

Spain, Portugal and Iran. 

2. Tho armament exports to Rumania, Bulgaria, Turkey, 
Hungary, Jugoslavia, Portugal and Afghanistan. 

3* The large political loans to allies and satellites of the 
Reioh including Japan, Rumania and Bulgaria. 


The RKG was mrticularly active in transations with the 
Balkan countries and it aoquired a significant position in the economy 
of Rumania, especially after the latter oountry beoame a political 
satellite of Nazi Germany. Following the political and territorial 
oonquosts of the Third Reich the bank expanded the scope of its 
activities into Czechoslovakia, Jugoslavia, Poland and the ocoupied 
territories of Russia, where it participated, together with the other 
Grossbanken, in financing the exploitation of the economio resource, 
of those countries and their integration into the Nazi war economy. 

The RKG also participated, together with the other Gross- 
banken, in financing the principal objectives of the two Four Year 
Plans — the rovival of the primary war industries, the creation of 
synthetic production of vital raw materials for the war effort and 
the safeguarding of tho German food supply. 

After 1 September 1939# the RKG, in ever-increasing degree, 
employed its resources and dedicated its sorvioes towards the 
successful prosecution of the war. The degree of the Bank’s aotivity 
in tho war effort can well be measured by the expansion of its total 
assets which between 1 937 - 1 9Mf increased by some 2 6i$. 

The entire oapital stook of the RKG was owned by the VIAG 
oombine whose oapital stock in turn was Reioh owned. The RKG acted 
as the house bank of the VIAG whioh wa3 second only to the Reichs- 
werke Hermann Goering in size as tho greatest Reioh owned industrial 
combine. 

It must be strongly emphasised that in the drafting of this 
report the investigators had very little documentary evidence at 
their disposal. Documentary evidence was either unavailable or 
inaccessible or beoause of limitations of time, unobtainable. The 
investigators have, therefore, been restricted in obtaining their basic 
information to the interrogation of loading RKG officials only. In 
addition, the dominant personality at the Bank, Alfred OLSCHER, as 
well as his colleagues Paul GREYER and Otto GERLITZ, tho three 
principal Nazi members of tho Vorstand, were not available for 
interrogation. The facts set forth in this report and the con- 
clusions based thereon must be viewed in the light of these limita- 
tions. Subsequent interrogation of the above-named officials and an 
opportunity to inspeot tho bank files, which at present are also 
unavailable# right modify or change the substance of the conclusions.

In July, 1 94^, Dr. SCHR.J4-NIELSEN , Danish Ooranissioner, 
requested (Doo. C.214) the Conndssion, on behalf of the Danish General 
Medical Association, to produce a survey of the breaches of the medical 
oode of ethios committed by the German doctors under the Nasi regime, 
and for the oonpilation of an authoritative account of orimes of this 
nature. The Conndssion agreed and decided that a medical expert should 
be appointed undertake the survey. 

Subsequently, owing to the oreation of an International Solentifio 
Commission in Paris which was to examine the same question, it was deoidod 
to await that Commission's report. So far as known, however, no report 
has yet been issued by the International Co mission, and In view of a 
further request from the Danish Commissioner, the following notes on the 
subject have been compiled in t\va Research Offioe. In the absenoe of 
expert assistance, technical matters have been avoided as fir as possible. 

The most authoritative sources are the reports of official 
investigators, sworn depositions by eye-witnesses, and judgments of war 
orimes tribunals. In regard to the latter, special importance attaches 
to the judgments of. the Nuremberg courts (the International Military 
Tribunal and the courts conet' '.uted for "Subsequent Proceedings'^ as they 
usually oontain a recital of the facts established at the- trial. 


I. SCOPE OF THE MEDICAL WAR CRIMES. 


A survey of the material chows that the orimes fall under the 

following heads: ... 

• *«. 

(a) Experiments by dootors on unwilling human subjects; 

(b) Selection by dootors of prisoners to be killed; and. 
killing of prisoners by lethal injootions, or by 
medic il negleot. 

(o) Euthanasia" or meroy- killing of the siok or mentally 
infirm; and of ohildron of "lower races". 

(d) Experiments with a view to bacteriological mrfare. 


II. . . . 
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Dr* Karl BRANDT, formerly HITLER'S esoort physician, was given 
supreme authority in military and civilian medical matters by a series 
of decrees. In the first of those, dated July 28th, 1 942, HITLER 
deolaredj

"I empower Professor Dr. Karl BRANDT, subordinate only 
to me personally and reooiving his Instructions directly from 
me, to carry out special tasks and negotiations to readjust 
the requirements for doctors, hospitals, medical supplies, eto., 
between the military and tho civilian sectors of the Health and 
Medical Services. 


"My plenipotentiary for Health and Medical Servioes is to 
be kept informed about the fundamental events in the Medical 
Service :f the Wehrmaoht and in the Civilian Health Servioe. 
He is authorised to intervene in a responsible manner. " 


By decree bearing date 5 September, 1943, signed by HITTER and 
LAMMERS, BRANDT's authority was strengthened. This decree reads as 
follows X 

"In simplification of ny dcoree concerning the Medical and 
Health Servioes of 28 July, 1942 (RGB. I P. 913) I order: 

"♦The plenipotentiary for the Medical and Health 
Services, General Oomnissioner Professor Dr. Med. 

BRANDT, is charged with oentrally co-ordinating and 
directing the problems and activities of the entire 
Medioal and Health Services according to instruc- 
tions. In this sense this order applies also to the 
field of Medioal Science and Research, as well as to 
the organisational institutions concerned with the 
manufacture and distribution of nodical naterlal. 

"'The plenipotentiary for the Medical and Health 
Servioes is authorised to appoint and commission 
special deputies for his spheros of action."' 

By further decree bearing date 25th august, 1944, signed by 
HITLER, LAMMERS, BORMANN, and KEITEL, Karl BRANDT reoeived further 
authority. This decree reads: 

"I hereby appoint the Goneral Oonrair53ioner for Medioal 
and Health matters, Professor Dr. BRANDT, R ich Commissioner 
for Sanitation and Health as well, for the duration of this 
war. In this capacity his office ranks as highest Reich 
authority. 

"The Reich Commissioner for Medical and Health Servioes 
is authorised to issue instructions to the offices and 
organisations of the State, Party and Wehrmaoht, which are 
ooncerned with the problems of the Medical and Hoalth Servioes. "

In a decree dated 23rd December, 1942, HITLER Bald: 

"I not only relieve physicians, medical practitioners 
and dentists of their pledge to secrecy towards ray Oom- 
ndaaioner-Ceneral Professor Dr. Med. Karl BRANDT, but I 
plaoe upon them the binding obligation to advise him — for 
my own information — inmodiat ely after a final diagnosis has 
established a serious disease, or a disease of ill-boding 
character, with a personality holding a leading position 
or a position of responsibility in the State, ttie Party, 
the Wehrnaoht, in Industry, and bo forth." 


From the year 1942 to the end of the war Karl BRANDT was a 
member of the Reioh Research Council and was also a member of the 
Presidential Counoix of that body. 

Karl BRANDT, then, finally reached a position authorising him 
to issue instructions to all the medioal services of the State, Party, 
and Wehrnaoht concerning medioal problems (Hitler Deoree bearing date 
25th August, 1944). 

By a service regulation governing the Chief of the Medioal 
Services of the Wehrmaoht, issued by KEITEL on August 7th,. 1944* the 
chief of these medioal services was required to pay due regard to the 
general rules of the FUhrer's Conndssioner General for Medibal and 
Health Departments* The regulation contained the following: 

"The Chief of the Medioal Services of the Wehrmaoht will 
inform the FUhrer's Oomnissioner General about basio events 
in the field of the Medioal Services of tho Wehrmaoht."

Civilian Medioal Service. 

Throughout the war the Civilian Medical Sorvioes of the Reioh 
were headed by a certain Dr. Leonard CONTI. Dr. CONTI had two 
principal capacities: (l) He was the Seoretary of State for Health 
in the Ministry of the Interior of the Government; in this capacity 
he was a German oivil servant subordinated to the Minister of the 
Interior— first Wilhelm FRICK and later, Heinrioh HIMMLER. 

(2) He was the Reioh Health Leader of the Nazi Party; in this 
oapaoity he was subordinated to the Nazi Party Chanoellery, the ohief 
of which was Martin BORMANN. In his capacity as Reioh Health Leader, 
CONTI had, as his deputy, Dr. BLOKE , 


A ray Medioal Service. 


The head of the Amy Medioal Service (Dr. HANDLOSER, January 
1941 - September 1944) was at the same time Army Medioal Inspector and 
Amy Physician. These positions required the maintenance of two 
departments, each separate from the other; At one time or another 
there were subordinated to HANDLOSER in these official oapaoities the 
following offioers, among others: Generalarzt Professor SCHKEIBER and 
Professor ROSTOCK; Oberstabsarzt Drs. SCHOLZ, EYER, Bernhard SCHMIDT 
and CREMER; Oberstabsarzt s Professor GOTZEIT and Professor WIRTH; 
Stsbarzt Professor KLIEWE and Professor KILLIAN, and Stabsarzt Dr. 
DOHMDf. Under his supervision in either or bo^V of his official 
oapaoities were the Military Medioal Academy, the Typhus and Virus 
Institutes of the OKH at Oraoow and Lemberg, and the Medioal School 
for Mountain Troops at St. Johann.

(/) Dr. Conti was arrested after the capitulation, and oom- 

ndtted suioide at Nuremberg in October 1945 in order to avoid trial. 


In 1942 a reorganisation of the various Medical Services of thc^ 
Wehrmacht was effected. By a FUhrer decree of 28th July, 1942, 

HANDLOSER became Chief of the Medical Services of the Wehrmacht, while 
at the same time retaining his position as Chief Physician of the Army 
and Any Medical Inspector. Under the decree referred to, HANDLOSER 
was given power and authority to supervise and co-ordinate "all tasks 
oonmon to the Medical Servicos of the Wehrmacht, the Waffen 88 and the 
organisations and units subordinate or attached to the Wehrmaoht". 

He was also commanded “to represent the Wehrmacht before the civilian 
authorities In all oonmon medical problems arising in the various branches 
of the Wehrmacht, the Waffen- S3 and organisations and units subordinate 
or attached to the Wehnnaoht N and "to protect the interests of the Wehr- 
maoht in all medical measures taken by the oivilian authorities. H 

HANDLOSER thus became supreme medical loader in the military 
field, as was CONTI in the oivilian health and medical service. 


The Luftwaffe Medioal Service . 

From the beginning of the war until 1 st January, 1 944, Dr. HIFFKE 
was Chief of the Medioal Service of the Luftwaffe. On that date Dr. 
SCHR0B3ER succeeded Dr. HIFFKE and remained in that position until tie 
end of the war. 

Subordinated to Dr. SCHROEDER as Chief of the Medioal Service of 
the iAiftwaffe were* Dr. ROSE, who was consulting medical officer on 
hygiene and tropical medioine; Dr. WELTZ, who was chief of the Institute 
for Aviation Medioine in Munich; Dr. BECKER-FREYSENG, a consultant for 
aviation medioine in SCHROEDER' s office; Dr. RUFF, the chief of the 
Institute for Aviation Medioine in the German Experimental Institute for 
Aviation in Berlin; Dr. ROMBERG, RUFF' s ohief assistant, who toward the 
end of the war attained the position of a Department Head at the Institute; 
Dr. SCHAEFER, who, in the summer of 1942, was assigned to the Staff of the 
Research Institute for Aviation Medioine In Berlin to do research work on 
tho problem of sea emergency; and Dr. BEIGLBOECK, a Luftwaffe officer who 
performed medioal experiments on concentration oamp inmates at Daohau in 
July 1 944 for the purpose of determining the potability of processed sea 
water. 

Under Dr. SCHROEDER' s Jurisdiction as Chief of the Luftwaffe Medical 
Service was the Medioal Academy of the Luftwaffe at Berlin. 


SS. Medioal Service. 

Tfce SS. maintained its own medioal servioe headed by Dr. GRAWITZ, 
who was Reioh physician SS. and Police. 


Waffen 38. Medioal Service . 

The SS. branoh of the Nazi Party was divided Into several 
components, of which one of the most important was the Waffen, or Aramed 
SS. Such medioal units of the Waffen SS as were assigned to the field, 
became subordinated to the medioal service of the Army, which was super- 
vised by HANDLOSER.

The Chief of the Waffen SS Medioal Service was Dr. GENZKEN. His 
Immediate superior was Reich Physician SS and Police Dr. GRAWITZ.

Waffen 88 under GEHZKBN in November 1940, and when the Institute ms 
taken from GENZKEN'e supervision on 1st September, 1943* and plaoed 
under direct subordination to GRAWITZ, remained as Chief | P0PP2NDICK, 
who in 1941 was appointed Chief Physician of the Main Raoe and Settle- 
ment Office in Berlin and vho in 1943 also beoame Ohief of the Personal 
Staff of the Reioh Physioian 88 and Polioe) HOVEN, who from the begin- 
ning of 1941 until JUly 1942, served as the assistant, and from then to 
September 1943# as Ohief Physioian, at the Buotvasald Concentration Oamp;

The Ahnenerbe Society, of which Colonel 3JQEVER3 was Reioh Business 
Msnsger, was In oxlstanoe as an independent entity as early os 1933* 

On 1st July, 1935, the Ahnenerbe beoame duly registered as an organisation 
to oonduot or further "research on the looality, mind, deeds and heritage 
of the Northern raoe of Indo*4ermens and to pass on the results of this 
research to the people in an Interesting manner •" On 1st January, 1942, 

the Society beoame part of the Personal Staff of the RelohafUhrer 88 and 
thereby a soot ion of the 88* Its management was oonposed of Heinrich 
HIMMLER, as President, Professor Dr* IUEST, Rector of the university of 
Munich, as Curator, and finally o f Colonel SU5VKR8 as Reioh Business 
Manager* 

Subsequently, during the same year, the Institute of Military 
Soientlfio Research was established as a part of the Ahn enerb e* Its 
purposes are defined in a letter written by HIMMLER to 8IEVSHB, whioh 
. direoted the following with reference to the Ahnenerbet

It appears that the inpulse to experimentation on human 
subjects ( Versuohattprsone) was due on the one hand to the desire of 
the doctors to ootain oredit fbr experiments which had hitherto.^ been 
limited to dunb creatures, and on the other handrto the disodvery ’ ' 
that, in the oonoentration camps, an unlimited supply of " experimental 
persons* was available. These experiments were mostly conducted under 
the auspices of the S3., because it was they who were able to authorise 
the supply of subjects and because HIMMLER, as head of the 38, desired 
that his department should obtain the oredit— as he regarded it— for the 
results of the experiments, end because the S3 wero alone in a position 
to produce human subjects, without limit, though on payment, for experi- 
mentation. * . . s: '

In its Judgment on the Major War Criminals (p. 77) the Inter- . 
national Military Tribunal, Nuremberg, doolared:

. ... * "In connection with the administration of the oonoentration 
oanps, the S3 enbarkod on a sories of experiments on human beings 
which were performed on prisoners of war or concentration danp 
Inmates. These experiments included froozing to death, and 
killing by poison bullets. The S3 was able to obtain an alloca- 
tion of Government funds for this kind of research on the grounds 
that they had aooeBs to human imtorial not. available to other 
agencies."

More detailed information about these orlmes..ia to be found in 
the Judgment of the U.S. Military Tribunals at Nuremberg (notably the 
trial of the "fi3 dootors and b dentist s" , referred to herein as Case 
No# 1, and the trial of ex-Marshal Er. MILCH, referred, te herein as 
Case No. 2); in the reports; of expert investigators, especially that 
of Major Leo Alexander (U^S.A.) on "The Treatment of Shook from Pro- 
longed Exposure to Cold" (C.I.O.S. , Item 24, File XXVI -37) ; oaptured 
correspond enoe between HIMMLER and medical experts; and sworn deposi- 
tions of witnesses in war orimss trials. 

The Trial qfr tho ."23 d octors" (Case 1). 

In the case of the "23 dootors" trial, which was held at 
Nuremberg, Deoenber 1946 - August 1947, the Tribunal oonsisted of 
Justices Walter B. BEALS, Justice of the Supreme Court of the State of 
Washington, presiding judge; Harold L. SEEKING, Judge of tho Supreme 
Court of Florida; Johnson Tal CRAWFORD, former Justice of the Oklahoma 
District Court in Ada, Oklahoma, and Victor C. SWEARINGEN, former 
Assistant Attorney General of Michigan. 

The Indlotment, in Count II, had made tho following allegations: 

(A) HIGH ALTITUDE EXPERIMENTS. From about March 1942 
to about August 1942 experiments were conducted at the Dachau 
Oonoentration Oajip for tho benefit of the German Air Poroo to 
investigate the limits of human endurance and oxiatonoo at 
extremely high altitudes. The experiments wero carried out 
in a low-pressure ohanber in whioh tho atmospheric conditions 
and pressures prevailing at high altitude (up to 68,000 feet) 
could bo duplicated. Tho experimental subjects wero placed 
in the low-pressure ohanber and thereafter the simulated 
altitude therein was raised. Many victims died as a re sill t 
of these experiments and others buffered grave injury, torture, 
and ill-treatment. 


(B) 
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(B) FREEZING EXPERIMENTS. From n bout August 1942 to about 

May 194-3 experiments were conducted, at the Duohau Concentration 
Camp, primarily for the benefit of the German Air Force, to 
investigate the most effective means of treating persons who had 
been severely chilled or frozen. In one series of experiments 
the subjects wei*e forced to remain in a tank of ioe water for 
peHLods iq> to three hours. Extreme rigor developed in a 
short time. Numerous victims died in the course of these 
experiments* After the survivors were severely chilled, rewarm- 
ing was attempted by various moons. Tn another series of experi- 
ments, the subjeots were kept naked outdoors for many hours at tem- 
peratures below freezing. The victims screamed with pain as parts 
Of their bodies froze. 

(C) MALARIA EXPERIMENTS. From about February 1 947 to about 
April 1 945 experiments were oonduoted at the Daohau Concentration 
O ag jp in order to investigate immunization for and treatment of 
malaria* Healthy concentration camp inmate a were infected by 
mosquitoes or by injections of extracts of the mucous glands of 
mosquitoes. After having contracted malaria the subjeots were 
treated with various drugs to toBt their relative offioaoy. Over 
1 ,000 involuntary subjeots were used in these experiments. Many 
of the victims died and others suffered 3t<voro pain and permanent 
disability. 

(D) LOOT (MUSTARD) GAS EXPERIMENTS. At various times between 
September 1939 and April 1945 experiments wore cbnduotod at 
Saohsenhausen, Natzweiler, and other concentration oanps for the 
benefit of the German Armed Forces to inveetj gate the most effeotive 
treatment of wounds caused by Lost gas. Loot is a poison gas whloh 
is oonmonly known as Mustard Gas. Wounds deliberately inflicted on 
the subjeots were infected with Lost. Some of the subjeots died 
as a result of these experiments and others suffered intense pain 
and injury. 

(E) SULFANILAMIDE EXPERIMENTS. From about July 1942 to 
about September 194-3 experiments to investigate the effectiveness 
of sulfanilamide were conducted at the Ravensbrflok Concentration 
Oanp for the benefit of the German Armed Forces. Wounds deliberate- 
ly inflioted on the experimental subjects were infected with baoteria 
suoh as streptococcus, gas gangrene, and tetanus. Circulation of 
blood was interrupted by tying off blood vessels at both ends of 

the wound to create a oondition similar to that of a battlefield 
wound. Infection was aggravated by forcing wood shavings and 
ground glass into the wounds. The infection was treated with 
sulfanilamide and other drugs to determine their effectiveness* 

Some subjeots died as a result of these experiments and others 
suffered serious injury and intonse agony. 

(?) BONE, MU SC IE,. AND NERVE REGENERATION AND BONE TRANS- 
PLANTATION EXPERIMENTS. From about Septonber 1942 to about 
Deoember 194: experiments ".ere oonduoted at the Ravensbrttok 
Concentration Camp for the ben3fit of the German Armed Forces 
to study bone, nusole, and nerve regeneration, and bone trans- 
plantation from one person to another. Sections of bones, 
zzu soles, and nerves were removed from the subjects. As a 
result of these operations,; many viotLns suffered intonse agony, 
nutilation, and permanent disability. 

(G) SEAWATER EOJPERIMENTS . From about July 1944- to about 
September 1944 experiments wore conducted at the Daohau Concentra- 
tion Oamp for the benefit of the German Air Foroe and Navy to 
study various methods of nuking set vater drinkable. The subjeots 
were deprived of all food and given only oherrdoally processed 
seawater* Such experiments caused great pain and suffering and 
resulted in serious bodily injury to the victims. * 

(H) ... 
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(H) EPIDEMIC JAUNDICE EXPERIMENTS. From about June 1943 
to about January 1 945 experiments were oonduoted at the Saohsen- 
hauaen and Natzweilor Concentration Comps for the benefit of the 
German Armed Foroes to investigate the causes of, and inoculations 
against, epidemic jaundice. Experimental subjeots were deliberate- 
ly infected with epidemic jaundice, some of whom died as a result, 
and others were caused groat pain and suffering* 

(I) STERILIZATION EXPERIMENTS. From about Maroh '1 941 to about 
January 1945 sterilization experiments were conducted at the 
Auschwitz and Ravensbrttok Concentration Canpa, and other places. 

The purpose of these experiments was to develop a method of steriliza- 
tion which would be suitable for sterilizing millions of people with 
a minimum of time and effort; Those experiments were conducted by 
means of X-Ray Surgery, and various drugs. Thousands of viotlms 
were sterilized and thereby suffered great mental and physical anguish. 

(j) SPOTTED FEVER EXPERIMENTS. From about December 1941 to 
about February 1 945 experiments were oonduoted at the Buchenwald and 
Natzweiler Concentration C turps for the benefit of the German Armed 
Foroes to investigate tho effectiveness of spotted fever and other 
vaooines. At Buchenwald numerous healthy inmates were deliberately 
infected with spotted fever virus in order to keep tho virus alive; 
over 9Q# of the victims died as a result. Other healthy inmates 
were used to determine the effectiveness of different spotted fever 
vaooines and of various chemical substances. In the oourse of these 
experiments 75# of the selected number of inmates were vaooinatod 
with one of the vaocines or nourished with one of the chemical 
eub stances and, after a period of three to four weeks, were infeoted 
with spotted fever germs. The remaining 25# were infeoted without 
any previous protection in order to compare tho effectiveness of 
the vacoine and the chemioal substances. As a result, hundreds of 
the persons experimented upon died. Experiments with yellow fever, 
smallpox, typhus, para typhus A and B, cholera, and diphtheria were 
also oonduoted. Similar experiments with like results were oon- 
duoted at Natzweiler Concentration Camp. 

(K) EXPERIMENTS WITH POISON. In or about Deo ember 1943 and 
in or about October 1944 experiments were oonduoted at the Buohen- 
wald Concentration Canp to investigate the effect of various 
poisons upon human beings. Tho poisons were seoretly administered 
to experimental subjeots in their food. The victims died as a 
result of the poison or were killed inmedia tely in order to permit 
autopsies. In or about September 1944 experimental subjeots were 
shot with poison bullets and suffered torture and death. 

(L) INCENDIARY BOMB EXPERIMENTS. From about November 1943 
to about January 1944 experiments were conducted at the Buchenwald 
Concentration Canp to test the effect of various pharmaceutical 
preparations on phosphorous burns. These burns were inflicted on 
experimental subjeots with phosphorous matter taken from incendiary 
bombs, and caused severe pain, suffering, and serious bodily injury. 

The indiotment further alleged that thousands of Poles who were 
in German custody were infected with incurable tuberculosis. On the 
ground of insuring the health and welfare of Gormans in Poland, many 
tubercular Poles were ruthlossly exterminated while others were isolated 
in death canps with inadequate medical facilities. 

In regard to the EutJianasia programme the indiotment alleged that 
this programme involved the systematic and score t execution of the aged, 
insane, inourably ill, of deformed children, and other persons by gas, 
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lethal injeotionp and divers other means In nursing homes, hospitals, 
arid asylums. Suoh persons were regarded as "useless eaters" and a 
burden to the German war machine. The relatives of these viotlms were 
informed that they died from natural oauses, suoh as heart failure* 
German doctors involved in the "euthanasia" programme were also sent to 
the Eastern oooupied oountries to assist in the mass extermination of 
Jews* 


Before deciding on the guilt or innocence of the individual 
defendants the Tribunal made the following pronouncement of a general 
oharaoterj 

"judged by any standard of proof the record clearly shows 
the oonrdssion of war crimes and crimes against humanity sub- 
stantially as alleged in counts two and three of the indictment. 
Beginning with the outbreak of World War II, criminal medical 
experiments on non-German nationals, both prisoners of war and 
civilians, including Jews and "asooial" persons, were carried 
out on a large soale in Germany and the occupied oountries* 

These experiments were not the isolated and casual acts of 
individual dootors and researchists working solely on their own 
responsibility, but were the product of oo-ordinated polioy-making 
and planning at high governmental military, and Nazi Party' levels, 
conducted as an integral part of the total war effort, They 
were ordered, sanotioned, porndttod or approved by persons in 
positions of authority who under all principles of law were under 
the duty to know about these things and to take steps to terminate 
or prevent them." * ■ • • * <

The Judgment in Case 1 declares that these experiments were con- 
ducted at RavensbrUck concentration camp in 1942. At a meeting of the 
consulting physicians of the Wohrmaoht at the Military Medical Aoadeny in 
Berlin 24/2o Ifey, 1 943# Dr. GEBHARDT made % complete roport on them, 
mentioning that they had been carried out on human beings; Karl BRANDT, 
the Reioh Plenipotentiary for Health, was precont, and heard the reports; 
but it nowhere appears that he made any objection.' : '

The subjects first seleoted were 15 male concentration oomp 
inmates; later 60 Polish women were used In five groups of twelve 
subjects eaoh* These persons wore chosen by the oamp authorities and 
their consent was not asked. During the course of the experiments, 
some of them protested, orally and in writing, declaring that they would 
prefer death to further suffering. Thoy wore .deliberately ir. footed and 
different drugs were used in treating the infections to test their 
effioaoy* In the first series of tests the infections were not serious 
enough to answer the problem; * « tho second series three sub jeots died. 

In regard to the defendant. Dr. MRUGOWSKY's share in these experi- 
ments, the Judgment states that it was at the suggestion Of his office 
that wood shavings and ground glass were placed in the wounds artificially 
inflloted on the human subjects, in order to simulate battlefield 
conditions* 
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The Court found that, in these experiments, the human subjeots 
wore used under duress and suffered physical torture besides the risk 
of death* 


EPIDBCLO JAUNDICE EXPERIMENTS. 


The Judgment states that Dr* GRAWITZ wrote to HD0CJ5R on 1st 
June, 19V3, saying that Karl BRANDT was interested in this question and 
wished to have eight prisoners, under sentence of death, placed at his 
disposal, as subjects, in the Saohsenhausen Concentration Gasp hospital. 
HIMMLER agreed^ and directed that the experiments should be conducted by 
Dr* DQHMDNj eight Jews of the Polish Resistance Movement were chosen as 
subjects. 


The Judgment further states that in June, 1944, Dr* SOHKBIBKR, one 
of Dr* HANDLOSER's staff, assigned groups of physicians to work on thin 
problem* On June 27th, 1944, Professor Dr. HAAGEN, a member of one group, 
wrote to Dr* 80HROEDER asking him, in his offioial position, to obtain 
the same human subjeots for experiment. Subsequently, Dr. HAAGQf con- 
ducted epidemic Jaundice experiments on inmates of Natzweiler concentra- 
tion <oaiqp. 


-L03T* MUSTARD GAS EXPERIMENTS . 


The Judgment states that these experiments were carried out at 
the Nat swell or concentration oamp under the supervision of Professor 
HIRT of the University of Strasbourg. On 11th September, 1942, Colonel 
SIEVERS, manager of the "Ahnenerbe" wrote to Gonettol- 4LUGKS, the 
Inspector-General of Concentration Camps, that the necessary conditions 
for "carrying out air military scientific research work" existed in 
Natsweller Gasp* and asked that Drs. HIRT, WOMMEF and UXSSEIAA0H should 
be aoocampdated there and that some of the installations should be 
reconstructed with a view to this research. 

Evidence given at the trial showed that some 200 Russians, Polos, 
Czechs and Germans— none of them volunteers — were experimented on by 
Dr, HIRT and his collaborators and that about 90 of them died.

In JUdgo Musmanno's concurring opinion in Case No. 2 it is stated 
that Air Marshal MUCH wrote on May 20th, 1 942, to General WOLFF, 
advocating experiments to ascertain the best way of re-warming aviators 
Who had been subject to extreme 00 Id. HIMMLER* s oonsent having been 

given, cold water experiments were performed between August and Ootober, 
1942, and dry cold experiments from February to April, 1943. The witness 
NEFF, already oited, deposed that 280-300 prisoners were used, some of 
them three times, and 80 or 90 of them died. 

The seleotion of the subjeots was left to the political depart- 
ment of the oasp after Rascher had made requests for a certain number. 

The eventual viotlme erere made up of political prisoners, foreigners, 
prisoners of war and Inmates condemned to death. According to NEFF, 
none of the subjeots were volunteers. Tho experiment was conducted in 
the following manner* The basin was filled with water and then loo was 
added until the t supers ture measured 3°*(?) Now the subject, either naked 


or ... 
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or droeaed In a f lying suit, vno forced into the freezing liquid. 

Whan two oertiin doctors, HOLSIOEHNER and FINKE, varo performing the 
ejqperlmcnt, the subjeots had narcotics administered to them, but when 
RASCHER took over he refused narootios because he maintained that "you 
oannot -find the exaot condition of the blood, and that you would exclude 
the will-power of the subjoot if he was under an anaesthetic." When 
the subjoot was experimented on in a conscious state, a much longer time 
elapsed before the so-called freezing narcosis sot in. 

The witness declared that the "sinking down of the tesperature 
until 32° was a terrible plight for the experimental subjeot." At 
32° the subjeot lost consciousness, but these persons "were frozen down 
to 25° body tenperature." When RASCHER was handling the experiments 
"a large muriber of the persons involved wero kept in the water so long 
a time until they were dead." Many others died during the reviving 
or during the re-warning procedure. 

the witn ess 

In one case, described by/TEPF, the subjeots wero two Russian 
officers. They were still oonscious after two hours' inmorsion in 
ioy water and begged for a narcotic injection. This Dr. RASCHER refused, 
and when an attendant tried to give them chloroform he threatened him 
with a pistol. Death occurred after five hours. 


DRY COLD EXPERIMENT S - 
(See Judgment in Case No . 2) 

These tests were carried out at Dachau in January-Mnrch, 1943* 
The subjeots were stripped naked and doused with oold water hourly. 

At first they were covered with a linen sheet, but Dr. RASCHER objeoted 
to this beoause "the air oannot get at the person". The witness NEFF 
described one such mass experiment when a group of prisoners wss 
exposed naked at night, and said that Dr. RASCHER attended 18 - 20 
experiments of this type. The subjeots were prisoners of different 
nationalities, including German political prisoners. 

The Proceedings of tho Trial of the Major War Criminals at 
Nuremberg (Part 3* P« 162 et seq.) oontain an outline of these experi- 
ments, by Major FARR, one of the U.S. prosecutors. 

The story begins with a letter from Dr. Sigismund RASCHER to 
HIMMLER, dated May 13th, 1941. He wrote: 

"For the time being I have been assigned to the Luftgau- 
konrnando VII, Munich, for a medical course. luring this oourse, 
where researches on high-altitude flights play a prominent part 
(determined by the somewhat higher ceiling of the English 
fighter planes) considerable regret was expressed at the faot that 
no tests with human material had yet been possible for us, as 
such experiments arc very dangerous and nobody volunteers for them. 

I put, therefore, the serious question: oan you make available tw 
or three professional oriminals for these experiments. The 
experiments are made at 'BodenstKndigc PrUfstolle fUr HBhenforsohung 
der Luftweffo, Munioh.' Tho experiments, in which the subjeots 
may, of oourse, die, would take place with uy co-operation. They 
are essential for researches on high-altitude flight and cannot 
be oarried out, as has been tried, With monkeys, who offer 
entirely different test-conditions. I have had a very con- 
fidential talk with a representative of tho .uir Force, Burgeon, 
who makes these experiments. He is also of the opinion that the 
problem in question oould only be solved by experiments on human 
persons. (Feeble-minded oould also be used as test material . ) "

The Judgment in Case No. 1 (23 Doctors and Scientists) cites 
evidence that Oolonel SIEVERS, (manager of the Ahnenerbe) frequently 
visited the experimental station at Dachau during the froczing 
experiments; in September 1942 he received ordors to take the hearts 
and lungs of five experimental subjeots killed in the experiments to 
Professor HIRT in Strasbourg for further scientific study; that the 
travel warrant fbr the trip was made out by SIEVERBj and that the 
Ahnenerbe Society paid the expenses for the transfer of the bodies.

The Judgment stated that conferences between General Chief 
Surgeon Professor Dr. HANDLOSER; State Secretary for the Department 
of Health of the Reich SS GruppenfUhrer Dr. CONTI; President Professor 
REITE R of th e Health Department of the Reioh; President professor 
G3UQKMEISTER of the Robert Kooh Institute (Reioh Institution to Combat 
Contagious Diseases) and SS Standartenftlhrer and Lecturer (Dozent) 

Dr. MRUGOWSKY of the Institute of Hygiene, Waffen SS, Berlin, were held 
in Berlin on 29th Deoember, 1 941 , and with regard to the production of 
of an efficient typhus vaccine, and it was then deoided to establish 
a research station in Buohenwald concentration camp. This was done, 
with Dr. DING (deceased) as Dirootor and Dr. HOVEN as his deputy. 

On 5th May, 1942, Dr. MRUGOWSKY reported to Dr. EYER, HANDLOSER' s 
subordinate, describing the first series of experiments, and mention- 
ing that two of the human subjects hod died. Subsequently, other 
deaths occurred of Germans and non-Germans; they had not consented 
to be experimented on. 

Experiments on this problem were also conducted by Professor 
Dr. HAAGEN in Natzweiler concentration oamn in conjunction with Dr. 
ROSE. Hie office of Dr. SCHROEDER, Chief of the Luftwaffe medical 
servioe, issued and approved the research assignments, pursuant to 
whioh the bo experiments were oarried out, and provided the funds. 

The Judgment (p. 11426) also cites a Written report by Dr. 
MRUGOWSKY, stating that the tests of four typhus vaocinos which they 
had made on human subjeots, mostly in tlyr 'r t'70nHo3 and thirties, at 
the suggestion of the Reioh Health Leader, l)v, CONTI, had had certain 
results; and that two deaths occurred. Dr. DING lectured on these 
experiments to a meeting of consulting surgeons in the spring of 1943* 

The Judgment declares that, aocording to evidence given at the 
trial at least 50 persons died as a direct result of their participa- 
tion in these typhus experiments. 

In another passage the Judgment states, in regard to Dr. DING's 
experiments at Buohenwald: 

"All of them conformed to a more or less uniform pattern, 
with certain groups of inmatos being inoculated with vaccines, 
other groups (known as central groups) being given no iranuni- 
zation, and finally both groups being artificially infeoted 
with a virulent virus, and the results noted upon the experi- 
mental subjects., ... ' 

"For example: Typhus vaccination material Research 
Series I, whioh began on 6th January, 1942, 135 inmates 
were vaccinated with Weigl, Cox-Haagen-Gildomeister, Behring 
Normal, or Bohring Strong, vaocinos; 10 porsons wore used for 
oontrol. On 3rd March 1942 all test subjects, including 
control persons, wore artificially infe^ tod with virulent 


virus 
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virus of riokottsia-prowazeld. furnished by the Robert Kooh 
Institute* Five deaths ooourrod; three in the control 
group and two among the vaooinated subjects* 

"In 'typhus vaooine, research series n'* from 19th 
August to 4th September, 1942, 40 persons were vaooinated 
with two different vaccines; 19 persons were used for 
oontrol* Subsequently all were artificially infected 
with virulent virus; four deaths among the oontrol persons 
ooourrod* 11 ... 

"On 6 September 1944 the 60 experimental persons were 
lnfeoted with fresh blood "siok with typhus" whioh was 
injected into the upper arm. As a result all experimental 
persons became siok; some seriously. The narration of 
this experimental series oloses with the aryptio report; 

*4 Nov* 44* Chart and case history oonploted, 24 deaths 
(5 'Weigl') (19 Oontrol). Dr. Sohuler.' ... 

"An analysis of Dr. DING's Diary discloses that ho less 
than 729 concentration oamp inmates were experimented on 
with typhus, at least 154 of whom died. And this toll of 
death takes no aooount of the oertain demise of scores of 
so-called 'passage' persons who were artificially infected 
■ with typhus for the sole purpose of having at hand an over- 
ready supply of fresh blood 'siok with typhus', to be used 
to infect the experimental subjects. 

"There is some evidence to the effect that the o&mp 
Inmates used as subjeots in the first serleb submitted to 
being used as experimental subjects af tor being told that 
the experiments were harmless and that additional food 
would be given to volunteers. But these viotims were not 
Informed that they would be artificially infeoted with a 
highly virulent virus nor that they might die as a result. 
Certainly no one would seriously suggest that under the 
circumstances these men gave their legal oonsont to act as 
subjeots. 

"Later, when news of what wa« happening in Block 46 
became generally known in the camp it was no longer 
possible to delude the inmates into offering themselves as 
viotims. Thereupon, the shabby pretence of socking . 
volunteers was dropped and the experimental subjects were 
taken arbitrarily from a list of inmates prepared by the 

oamp administration." 

• •* 

Finally, the Judgment states that in August, 1943* Dr. HAAGEN 
(who was transferring his typhus experiments from Sotiirmeok t b 
VSt swell er concentration oanp) asked Colonel SIEVERS, manager of the 
"Ahnanerbe", for 100 concentration oanp inmates as subjeots for . 
research. • BUYERS consented and a first batoh of 100 inmates was 
sent from Auschwitz oanp to Natzweiler; they were found unsuitable 
owing to their pitiable physical condition, and a second batch of 100 
were sent in their place.

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GAS EXPERIMENTS. 




Hie Judgment states: 

"Experiments with various types of poison gas were 
performed by Luftwaffe Officer HAAGEN and a Professor Dr* HIRT 
in the Natzweiler Concentration Camp. They began in November 
1 %2 and were conducted through the stunner of 1 944* During 
this period a great many concentration carp inmates of Russian, 
Polish and Ozeoh nationality were experimented on with gas, at 
least 50 of whom died. A certain Oborarzt WIMMER, a Staff * 
Physician of the Luftwaffe, worked with HIRT on the gas experi- 
ments throughout the period 

In another passage the Judgment mentions gas oedema experi- 
ments carried out in 1942. It appears that German soldiers who 
had received gas oedema serum injections had died without known reason, 
possibly, it was thought, owing to the phonol content of the serum. 

Dr. MKUGOWSKY accordingly instructed Dr. DING to make experiments in 
killing people with phenol; he thereupon killed several inmates of 
Buohenwald Carp with phenol injections and reported on the results in 
detail. 


SKA WATER EXPERIMENTS. 


These experiments, directed to make seawater drinkable, were 
conducted on inmates of Dachau camp in the spring and summer of 1944* 
Dr. SCHROEDER, Chief of the Luftwaffe Medical Service, admitted during 
the trial that this had been done by his authority. 


After a conference organised by Dr. BECKER FREYSENG, in May, 
1944, it was decided to make experiments on human subjeots as a 
further test of the so-oalled "Berkatit" method. (Previous tests had 
shown that this method caused injury and death.). The minutes of the 
conference stated that, as deaths were to be expected, the subjects 
should be persons supplied by the Roiohsftihrer SS (HIMMLER) . 

HIMMLER' s oonsont was applied for and Dr. GEBHAHDT wrote supporting the 
project In every way" . 


The "Berkatit" experiments were planned in group series. One 
group would bo supplied only with Berkatit treated sea water; a second 
group would receive no water of any kind; the fourth group was to be 
given such water as was generally provided in emergency sea distress 
kits, then used by German military personnel. ' • 


.. -.*• 

On June 7th, 1944, Dr. SCHRODER wrote through Dr. GRAWITZ to 
HIMMLER asking for 40 healthy test subjeots to bo supplied and suggest- 
ing the Daohau laboratories as a suitable place for the experiments. 
Various persons took part in the correspondence; some suggested Jews as 
subjects; others gypsies. HIMMLER deoidod in favour of the latter. 


Dr. BEIGBOECK stated at the trial that ho informed the subjeots 
of the purpose of the experiments, but ho admitted that ho did not 
tell them that they might withdraw if they were not willing. Tho 
Court observed in the Judgment that, according to evidence, none of tho 
subjeots would have dared to refuse. 

Dr. BEIGBOECK added that it was necossary that the subjects should 
thirst for a continuous period; and that the question of when, if ever, 
they should be relieved during tho course of the experiment was a matter 
which he rosorvod. for his own decision. During the course of the 


experiments 
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experiments the subjects were looked In a room. As to this phase 
Of the programme the defendant testified that "They should have been 
looked in a lot better than they were because then they would have 
hod no opportunity at all to get fresh water on the side." 

At the trial Dr* BEIGLBOECK produced olinioal charts whioh he 
said were made during the oourse of the experiments and whioh, 
aooording to the defendant, showed that the subjects did not suffer 
injury* On cross-examination the defendant admitted that some of the 
aborts hod been altered by him since he reaohod Nuremberg in order to 
present a more favourable pioture of the experiments* 

In another passage the Judgment states that Oolonol SEVERS, as 
manager of the Ahnenerbe, made the arrangements for these experiments. 
He confer rod with Dr. PLOETNER (who had succeeded Dr* RASCHER at Daohau) 
and reported that AO experimental subjeots could be accommodated in the 
resea roh station; the experiments were to cover three weeks, beginning 
on 23 rd July, 19AA-* 

Evidence given at the trial showed that inmates of Ausohwitz 
Camp were deoeived into coning to Dachau by the offer of sorvioe in a 
labour battalion* On arrival they were assigned to the sea water test 
without their consent. "During the experiment," says the Judgment, 
"many of them suffered intense physical and mental anguish." The 
human subjeots were brutally treated. There v/as no evidence that any 
of them died under the experiments* 



AND MUSCLE AND NERVE REGENERATION 


The Judgment states that these experiments were made at 
RavensbrUok Camp by Dr. GEBHARDT on the same group of Polish women 
used for the sulfanilamide experiments (see above). Three kinds of 
bone operations were performed — artificially induced fractures, bone 
transplantations, bone splints — the conditions of the operation being 
specially created in eaoh particular case. Some girls were required 
to submit to operations several times. In one instance small pieoes 
of fibulare were taken out; in another instance the periosteum of the 
leg was removed* Oases ooourred where subjeots were experimented on 
by deliberately fracturing their limbs in several places and testing 
the effect of certain treatments. In at least one case bone incisions 
were performed on a subject six different times* In another case the 
Bhoulder blade of a subject wan removed. 


POLYGAL EXPERIMENT S. 

• * • • ‘ 

ThjS Judgment cites evidence showing that experiments to test 
the effloaoy of a blood coagulant "polygal" wore oonduoted by Dr. 

RA3CHER on the inmates of Dachau Coup. 

In this connection the Court oited the evidence of Zofia MACZKA, 
an X-ray teohnioian in the comp at RavensbrUok to the effect that deaths 
ooourred among the experimental subjects* Most of these deaths could 
have been averted by proper post-operative care or proper treatment or 
by the amputation of badly infected merit) era. In one instanoo*»tho case 
of a Krystina Dabska — small pieces of bone were cut from both legs of 
the subject* Witness MACZKA testified that she read on the oast of 
the patient that one leg periosteum had been left and on the other leg 

periosteum 
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periosteum had been removed together with bone. Beoause she was of 
the opinion that the purpose of tho oxporimont had been to oho ok 
regeneration* the witness asked tho defendant Oberhausers "How do you 
expect to got regeneration of bone if tho bones are with periosteum?" 
To this the defendant, 0BER1LJJ3ER, replied: "That is just what we want 
to oheok . " 


SEPSIS (phlbgmone) experiments. 

The Judgment states that these experiments were made on concen- 
tration oojap inmates, who were infeoted with pus, without their oonsent. 
In two series of experiments twelve persons died; 


STERILIZATION EXPERIMENT S _ ii ND 
HORMONE RESEARCH . 


The Judgment states that in July, 1 942, a conference took plaoe 
between HIMMLER, GEBHAHDT, SS-Br.igadof(lhrer GLUECKS, and SS-Brigade- 
fQhrer OLADBERG, to discuss the sterilisation of Jewesses* Dr* OLAUBERG 
was promised that the Ausohwitz Concentration Comp would be placed at 
his disposal for experiments on human beings and animals, and he was 
requested to discover by means of fundamental experiments a method of 
sterilizing persons without their knowledge. JXuring the course of the 
conference HIMMLER oalled the special attention of all present "to the 
foot that the matter involved was most secret and should be disoussed 
only with the officers in charge and that tho persons present at the 
experiments or discussions had to pledge secrecy*" 


An affidavit by one of the defendants, Rudolf BRANDT, stated: 


"HIMMI£R was extremely interested in tho development of a 
oheap, rapid sterilization method which could be used against 
enemies of Germany, such as the Russians, Poles, and Jows* 

One hoped thereby not only to defeat tho -enemy, but to 
exterminate him. The capacity for work of tho sterilised 
persons could be exploited by Germary, while the danger of 
propagation would be eliminated. This mass sterilisation was 
part of HIMMLER' s racial theory; particular time and care were 
devoted to these sterilisation experiments." 

In another passage the Judgmont mentions a conference on 27th 
May, 1941# at which Dr. CLAUBERG was present, to disouss the latter's 
method of sterilisation without an opera cion. A list of dootors who 
were prepared to perform this treatment was sent at HIMMLER's request, 
on 30th May, 1 941 • Dr* CLAUBERG lator experimented with his method on 
Jewesses in Auschwitz Canp; oimilar experiments were oarried out in 
other oanps by dootors subordinate to Dr. GRAWITZ. 


The Judgment also mentions some hormone research experiments, 
involving the transplantation of glands, which wore carried out in 
Buohenwald concentration camp on human beings. Dr. POPFENDICK, ono of 
the defendants, wrote to Hr. DING on 15th July, 19A4# that Dr, LOLLING 
(head of medical affairs in concentration comps) had been ordered to 
place five prisoners at Dr* Vamet's disposal for this purpose* 

In another passage the Judgment cites ovidonoo showing that 
experiments in sterilisation by X-rays wore carried out on inmates of 
concentration oanps by SS. dootors, A French doctor testified that, 


in 
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In 1943-45# 100 Poles were thus dealt with. The vlotlms were 
gainfully Injured and were afterwards oastrated In order that the 
effects of the X-rays might be studied. 

She Judgaent also mentions a letter written by Dr. PQXDRNY 
to HDOflUSl in October, 1 941 , suggesting the use of a drug, oaladlua 
seguinum (the sap of the Sohwelgrehr) by means of which whole popula- 
tions of oooipiod territories oould be sterilised. This project 
emanated from a oertaln Or. MADAUS. The Court observed however that 
there was no evidence that it was ever experimented with. 


; HIGH ALTITUDE TESTS. 

(See Judgmen t in Case No. 2) 

On May 15th, 1941# Dr. RASCHER, medical officer of the Luft- 
waffe, wrote to HIMMLER asking for professional criminals, as subjects 
for these tests, as live human subjects would be preferable to monkeys. 
HIMMLER agreed and authorised the experiments to be oarrled out by Dr. 
RASCHER, Dr. KOTTSffiOF, and Dr. GRAWITZ, head of the Aviation Medloal 
Institute at Munioh. The subjeots were to be persons already sentenced 
to death. The experiments began at Daohou in Maroh, 1942. The 
apparatus used for these tests was sinply a wood and metal oabinet in 
which air pressure oould be increased and dooreased, the purpose of the 
tests being to ascertain the subjeot's capacity and ability to take 
large amounts of pure oxygen, and to observe his reaction to a gradual 
decrease of oxygen approaching Infinity. 

It was pleaded at the trial that pardons were promised to the 
human subjeots if they survived. But the record revealed only "one 
shadowy case". Rudolf BRANDT (a defendant in Case No. l) 
deposed that RASCHER wrote to HIMMLER that "Volunteers were not to be 
expected, as the experiments would be fatal under the circumstances, " 
and that when HDMI2R ordered the tests to be continued ho authorised 
oomsutation of death sentences to life inprisonment for survivors! Vat 
Poles and Jews were to be excluded from such clemency. 

An Austrian lawyer, Anton PACHdLOFF, ex-inmate of Daohau Camp, 
deposed that Dr. RASCHER ohose his victim from a group of political 
prisoners In the punishment conpany, marked for extermination. 

Another Austrian witness, NEFF, who was well placed for obser- 
ving, said that 160-200 oasp inmates underwent these tests, of whom 
ten were volunteers; only one was ever released! 70-80 persons were 
killed, about 40 of whom had not been sentenced to death. One man, 
adoording to NEFF, was deliberately killed in the low-pressure 
chanter by Dr. RASCHER so that he could perform an autopsy on him at 
the atmospheric pressure of 10,000 meters altitude. During one 
autopsy it was discovered after the breast had been opened that the 
heart was still beating. "This experiment," NEFF sold, "caused many 
oases of death because many more experiments were mode in order to see 
how long the heart of a man oould beat thus autopsied." 

» ' «: 

In a report to HIMMLER, dated April 16th, 1942, Dr, RASCHER 
stated that in one oase after the subjeot had stopped breathing, he 
let him oome book to life by increasing pressure; as he was assigned 
for a "terminal" (i.e», fatal) teat ho then started another test through 
which the subject did not live. Also in this, oase, he writes, the 
eleotrooerlographio registration was extraordinary. 

Against the plea of the defence that the tests did not oauae 
actual pain, the Judgment (p. 58) oites the o vide no e of Anton Paoholeff, 


who 
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who often stood by the apparatus during the experijnents and looked 
through the observation window of the chanter. He testified: 

"I have personally seen through the observation window 
of the chamber when a prisoner inside would stand a vacuum 
until his lungs ruptured. Some experiments gave men suoh 
pressure in their heads that they would go mod, and pull out 
their hair in an effort to relieve the pressure. They would 
tear their heads and face with their fingers and fingernails 
in an attest to maim themselves in their madness. They 
would beat the walls with their hands and head, and soream in 
a effort to relieve pressure on their eardrums. Those oases 
of extremes of vacuums generally ended in the death of the 
subject* An extreme experiment was so certain to result in 
death that in many instances the ohamber was used for routine 
execution purposes rather than an experiment," 

In a report to HDIMUBR dated May 1 tth, 1942, Dr. RASCHER wrote: 

"For the follordng experiments Jewish professional criminals who 
had oomnitted "Rausensohande ' (race pollution) were used: the 
question of the formation of enbolism was investigated in ten 
oases. Some of the VP's died during a continued high altitude 
experiment; for instance, after one-half hour at ajhoight of 12 
kilometer 8 .... To find out whether the severe pjfe&aal and 
physical effects, as mentioned under No. 3* are due to the forma- 
tion of embolism, the following was done: After relative recupera- 
tion from suoh a parachute descending test had taken pl&oe, how- 
ever, before regaining of consciousness, some VP's were kept under 
water until they died. . . . One VP was mode to breathe pure 
oxygen for two and one-half hours before the experiment started. 
After six minutes at a height of 20 kilometers he died and at 
dissection also showed ample air embolism as was the case in all 
other experiments."

After oiting a letter of Ootobet 8tb, 1942, from Dr. HUTKE 
(Chief of the Luftwaffe Medioal Section) to HIMMLER, it was stated 
that those tests in a low pressure ohamber were inconclusive, owing to 
the absence of ooldjr^udg®^* observes that these men must have known 
that "their tests were only the wildest kind of experimenting" and 
that their recklessness with human lives oan only bo described as murder. 

Reverting again to Case 1 :

These collections wqre ^paired by medioal experts of the 
Strasbourg University for purposes of research. Dr. HIRT of that 
university wrote a report which SIEVERS forwarded to Dr. BRANDT on 
the 9th February, 1942, saying:

"By procuring the skulls of the Jewish Bolshevik Commissars, 
who personified a repulsive yet characteristic humanity, wo have 
the opportunity of obtaining tangible scientific evidence. The 
actual obtaining and collecting of these skulls without difficulty 
oould be best accomplished by a directive issued to the Wehrmacfct 
in the future to immediately turn over olive all Jewish Bolshevik 

Oonmissars to the Held police."

The evidenoe showed that the plan was oarried out.

_ Court, itj, Judgment refers to a report by Dr«.HIKT 
advising the formation of a Jewish skeleton collection. Dr. 8DSVERS 
forwarded the proposal and, after HIMMLER ftad agreed to 150 Inmates of 
Auschwitz oanp being selected to provide them, SS» BADER, of the 
Ahnenerbe Society, was ordered to carry out the preliminary work— that 
is to say, the murders — at Ausohwltz camp on 79 Jaws, 30 Jewesses, 2 
Poles, and 4 Aaiatios. The corpses of the viotims were sent to the 
Anatomical Institute at Strasbourg. Owing to the advance of the 
Allies in France it was deoided to destroy the corpses before they were 
conplotaly defleshed, but this oould not be oo Deleted In time, and 
evidenoo of the crime was found when the French entered the oaujp. 



The Judgment states that on 11th Septenfcer, 1944, MRDOOVBKZ, 
DING, and a certain Dr. WIIDMANN, oarried out an experiment with. . 

aoorWi-^)' nibrefto pro je'otiles. in the Saohsenhauaen Odhd&it ration 'Camp • 

Their report to the Criminological Institute Said that experiments had 
been made on fivo persons — Russian prisoners of war— oondepned to death. 
• The' proieotilus used were filled with orystallised poison (aoonitin 
nitrate). The report gave minute details of the painful reactions of 

the subjects, ending with tho.tr deaths after two hours 4 suffering*

The Judgment states that these experiments were oarried on in 
Dachau camp by Dr. Klaus SCHILLING (+) to discover methods of immunity 
against malaria. During the course of the experiments probably as 
many as 1,000 inmates of the concentration oasp were used as subjects 
of the experiments. Very many of these persons were nationals of 
oountries other than Germany, who did not volunteer for the experiments. 
By credible evidence it is established that approximately 30 of the 
experimental subjects died as a dlreot result of the experiments and 
that many more succumbed from causes directly flowing from the 
experiments.

Apart from the above-mentioned experiments organised by the 
Ahneoerbe .under the direotion of the SS, there is evidence that oamp 
doctors in many of the concentration camps wore accustomed to experiment 
freely on the prisoners either pursuant to instructions or on their own 
initiative. 

The reports on such crimes would fill volumes. A few typical 
examples are cited below from the caxps at Auschwitz and Ravensbrttok. 


A u b o h w i t z.

After describing Block 10, where some 6 00 women were oonfined, the 
report prooeeds: 

The experiments to which these women were subjected were divided 
into for groups: 

• i • 1 

(a) experiments aimed at oanoer research;

(b) experiments intended to produce sterilisation; 


(o) experiments in the field of radiology. 

(d) haemeto- serological experiments. 

All the women employed for these experiments were of Jewish 
extraction. 


Details of Experiments. 

I. Professor Samuel, professor of gynaecology, was a German Jew of 
Cologne* He was given by the Standartarzt Wttrth, HauptsturmfUhrer of 
the SS., the task of excising parts of the portio uteri (uterine body), 
after which the wound was sutured. With the excised material frozen 
sections were made. From the reports of Professor Samuel, it seems 
that the latter only separated the mucous mentorane of the portio uteri, 
but this assertion contrasts with the following facts: 

(a) the suture was indisponsablo; 

(b) previous experiments with the same women proved that as the os 
uteri oould not be passed by bougies, so that, to say the least, 
the aubmioous layer as well must have been damaged. 

’H. The experiments of Professor Sohumann: 

Fifteen young girls of 17 and 18 wore submitted to this experiment. 
The girls were placed in a field of ultra-short waves, with one electrode 
on the abdomen, the other one on the buttocks. The rays were foouseed 
on the ovaries which were thus burnt. Following wrong applications the 
girls were severely burnt, bums of the abdomen and of the buttooks as 
well. One of them died of these severe wounds. The others were sent 
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to Birkenau, where they stayed, partly In the hospital,- partly In the 
conmandofl. After a month they came back to Auschwitz, where they were 
submitted to two oontrol operations, a saggita.1 inoision and a transverse 
one, the object being to oontrol the condition of the genital organs* 

Bie girls have undergone considerable senile changes (hormonal shrinkage)} 
they were bedridden for months as a result of the operation wounds and have 
died from lack of apepsls* 

III* The most extensive experiment was that of Professor Glauberg, a 
German gynaeooloalat of Kattowltz, who performed in collaboration with a 
chemist, Dr* Gospel, of Berlin* Both were in touch with the Gestapo. 

The aim of the uxperimant was the search for contrast madia in radiology# 
media which oould replace Jodipin, as iodine was lacking in Germany. 

This experiment was of a oonueroial nature. Glauberg worked in the 
interest of the German ohendo&l industry and paid the S3 a certain price 
for every woman received from the oa*g>. 

lhe women were placed on a radiotherapy table and by means of an 
• eleotrio punp, a .thick white test fluid was introduced into the uterus 
whilst an X-ray control was carried on by screening * . Next an X-ray was 
taken* The women suffered very muoh during this experiment; it was as 
if the abdomen was tearing open* After having got tip they went to the 
lavatory where the liquid, often mixed with blood, was evaouated, oauslng 
violent pains* The experiments were repeated from three to six times, at 
intervals of from three to four weeks* Those who, beoause of a narrow 
os uteri, were not utilisable, were sent baok to Birkenau, whioh was 
virtually equivalent to death* Approximately i+OO women of various 
nationalities were submitted to this experiment* There was np intention 
of produoing sterility, but the faot nevertheless remains, that many women 
will beoome sterile as a result of a reactive inflammation. In addition 
to this, the medium, overflowing into the abdoiwn, often produced a 
salpingitis or peritonitis, conditions which, in many cases, proved fatal*

' Another report by Dr* Zofla KACZKA, sworn before the British 
authorities at Stockholm, relates to the RavensbrUck women's oamp. 

"The operations were carried out during the period from the summer of 
19 1*2 to the simmer of 1943. The operations wero performed in the oanp 
hospital. They were carried out under the leadership of Dr. GEBHARDT, 
head of "Hohenlychen" Sanatorium. ..... Seventy - four Polish politiool 

■ prisoners transported from Warsaw and Lublin were chosen as victims. 

All of them were young, healthy end well built* Many were schoolgirls 
or University students* The youngest were sixteen years old, the 
oldest forty-sight years* The operations were supposed to serve 
scientific ends, but they had nothing to do with soienco. The circum- 
stance s in whioh they were carried out were horrible* Neither the 
dootors nor the assistant personnel were properly trained from a medio&l 
point of view* There was neither sterilization nor hygiene* After 
the operation the persons operated upon were kept in terrible rooms# 
without medioal aid# without treatment, and without oontrol* The 
dressings were applied aooording' to the doctor's "fancy", unwt'rilised 

S trumsnts and compresses being used. Dr* ROSENTHAL, who mostly 
It with the dressings# satisfied his sadlatio nature in applying 

bo. The operations oan be classified into two pain groups* 

1* Infection operations; 2* Experimental, asoptto operations* 

J «i , The soft part of the oalf was opened operatively and the open 
/ wound was infeoted with baoteria which were introduced into the wound. 
Stephilocooou* (atephiliooccus aureas), Oedena ma lignum (Clostridium 
oedemtis maligni), Clostridium perfrin gens, and tetanus were used* 
Weronika Kraska was infeoted with tetanus. Sho died within two days. 
Kazindera Kurowska was infected with Clostridium perfrin gens. She 
died within two days. Aniela Lefanowioz, Zofla Kioool, Alfreds Prus, 
and Marla Kuenderozuk wero inf eotod with Oedema, rn lignum. Tho first 

three died within two days. Maria Kusmierczuk survived the infection*

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She lay ill for more than a year, she has become a oripple, but she 
lives as a witness of the experiment. Fyogenetios were mostly used* 

After infection the wounds were sewn up and the serious illness began. 

Many of those operated on wero ill for months, and almost all of them 
have beoome cripples. 

"Why did Professor GEHHARDT and his school oarried out these 
experiments? To test the new drugs produced by the German pharmaoeutioal 
industry. Qibazol and Albuoid were mostly in use* Even tetanus was 
treated in this way. The results of the treatment were however not con- 
trolled or were controlled in such an unsatisfactory and superficial manner 
that they were worthless*

"2* The aseptic experimental operations oonprised: Bone experiments; 
Muscle experiments; Nerve Experiments. 

The bone operations were controlled by X-ray photography* I, as 
a worker in "Revipr** had to take the X-ray photographs* By these means 
I was given the opportunity of penetrating to the heart of the matter* 

The following experiments were carried outi (a) Bone fractures; 

(b) Bone transplantations, and (c) Bone splinters* 

(a) The bones of the lower part of both legs were broken in 
several places with a hanmer while the viotira lay on the operation table. 
The parts were then joined together either with olasps (o.g., Janlna 
Marozewska) or without (e.g., Leonards Bion) . Plaster of Paris was next 
applied. It was removed a few days later. The legs were left to heal 
without plaster dressings. 

(b) The transplantations were effootod in the usual way, the only 
difference being that here whole pieces of the fibula were out out, on 
one occasion with periosteum, on another without periosteum. The most 
typioal operation of this kind was made on Krystyna Dab ska. ■ 

(o) Bone splinters* These operations were in vogue at Professor 
GEBHAKDT 's school* At the preliminary operation two bone splinters 
were placed on the tibia, one on each leg* At the seoond operation 
these bone splinters were exoised togeher with surrounding bones and wore 
taken to Hohenlyohen* Complementary to these bone splinter operations 
similar operations were performed on two prisoners in protective custody; 
those bones showed signs of alteration in the nature of Osteooyelitis* 

These two women were not Polish. One of them, Maria Konwitsdhka, a 
German, belonged to a Bible Reading Society, while the other one, Maria 
Hretsohana, was an Ukrainian. It was a matter of Interest to Professor 
GEBHAKDT to see how the diseased bones reacted to such operations.

The muscle experiments oorrprised several operations on the same 
parts of the upper or the lower leg, and at each operation an ever larger 
pieoe of the muscle was exoised. On one occasion a small piece of bone 
was Implanted in the muscle (Case of Babin ska) . In the nerve operations 
portions of nerves were removed (e.g., R rbara Pytlewska) . 

What was the problem to which Professor GEBHAKDT and his school 
were seeking the solution by those experimants? 

The problem wns the regeneration of bonos, muscles and ’nerves*

Was this matter oarried through? No. It was not at all 

controlled or only unsatisfactorily. The only thing I do not- know is 
they did at Hohenlyohen with these small pieces of bones, nusoles 
and. nerves whioh were excised and taken to that place. 

What was the fate of the persons operated on after they left 
the hospital? Almost all of thorn have become’ cripples and suffer a 
greet deal as a result of the operations-.. Still more severe, however, 
was the mental torture to which they werb subjected, for they livod in 
the oorviotion that they would all bo shot in order not to be able to

Anotner report on the same oanp, was male on 15* 9«46, os 
evidence for the triad of the. staff, by 3ylvia SALVESEN, a Norwegian

"Dr. TREITE was in the' Revier the whole of ny time in the 
Reviar. lie was a Gytxaeaologist who was very keen on improving his 
surgical technique, I liever Saw him /ml troat any of his patients. 

I have seen him operate and consider that he was an oxcellont surgeon. 

I oonsider, however, that several of his operations were done to irprove 
his surgical technique rather than to help his patients. For instance, 
he did a scries of Typhoid operations, never having done this type 
before. He used five women in eaoh series, in the first sories I nursed 
a young Russian girl who died. In the second sories another died, 
in the later series I can recall of none dying. None of these patients 
desired operations and' I consider* that they were not necessary and also

The 
interne// s v*ere ordered tc go to hospital and, at first.; did 'not know 
the reason for it. Only after the first that had been operated on 
were released, the mutter /as discussed about. Nearly all the 
operated women were Polish. We called thorn "rarebits". They had 
been mostly young, beaut.fuL.and intelligent girls, who wore made 
into cripples. As far t I know, not a single internee was present 
during the teat-opera ;io is. When the gentlemen from Berlin, Doctor 
GEBHARDT, Doctor ?ISER and others arrived in order to carry out 
the operations, all the hospital personnel hau ;>o disappear.

Suoh reports oould be nultlpUed indefinitely* In its 
Judgment In Case No* 4 — the Trial of the higher Concentration Camp 
Staff (the WVHA)— the U.S. Tribunal said: 

"ftie performance of suoh criminal medical experiments 
had not been denied* ... The concentration oamps furnished 
an unlimited supply of human subjects for these barbarous 
experiments and Inmates in large numbers were oompelled to 
submit to so- called scientific tests which invariably 
Involved torture, and in thousands of cases maiming, disfigure- 
ment or death."

Dr* RASCHER, whose name is often mentioned, was an Air Force 
medical officer* He had great influence with the S3 through his wife, 
a former secretary (some say an ex-mistress) of HIMMLER* He and his 
wife were liquidated by the SS, shortly before the capitulation, because 
they knew too muoh. 


Dr* TREITE, who experimented at Ravensbrifok, was sentenoed to 
death by a British oourt at Hamburg, and committed suicide after oon- 
vlotlon, 3*2*47*

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Apart from the crimes of experimentation related in the previous 
seotion, the doctors in concentration oanps were guilty of the murder 
of unfit and infirm inmates on a colossal scale* "Selection" parades 
were held by the doctors as part of the usual oanp routine. At 
Ausohwita they took plaoe twioe weekly, ahd about 800 selectees were 
sent to the gas ahambors or killed by lethal Injections every week. 

The concentration oanp dootoro were also responsible for the death, 
resulting from deliberate neglect, of thousands of inmates. At the 
Ausohwita women's oamp some 15, 000-20, 000 women died In two months, 
during a typhus epidemic , At Mauthausen the daily rate of mortality was 

about 4*50, 

Examples of "selections" are so numerous that the practice was 
evidently generalised.

HOESS, the ex- commandant of Ausohwitz camp, stated in his 
evidence, as cited in the Judgment of the International Military Tribunal 
(P. 63)* 

"We had two SS dootors on duty at Ausohwitz to examine the 
incoming transports of prisoners. The prisoners would be 
marohed by one of the dootors who would make spot deoisions 
as they walked by. Those who were fit fbr work were sent 
Into oanp. Others were sent immediately to the extermina- 
tion fl'/uits.

A witness cited in the U.S.A. Refugee Board's repdrt (1945) 
deposed] * 

«. , ' 

"... A so-called ' siok-building' (Krankenbau) was set 
up; it was destined to booome the rruoh dreaded 'Block' 7* ' 
Actually, this bull ding was nothing else than an assembly 
oentre for death candidates. All prisoners incapable of 
working wore sent there. There was no question of any 
medioal attention or care« We had some 150 dead daily and ‘ 
their bodies were sent for cremation to Ausohwitz. At the 
same time the so-called 'selections' were introduced. Twice 
weekly, Mondays and Thursdays, the oanp dootor indicated the 
number of prisoners who were to be gassed and burned. These 
'seleoteos' were loaded into trucks and brought to the Biroh 
Forest. Those still alive upon arrival were gassed in a big 
barrack erected near the trench used for burning the.. bodies. 

The weekly 'draft' in doad from 'Block 7' was about 2,000 of 
whom 1,200 died of 'natural death' and about 800 through 
'selection'. For those who had not been ' selected' a death 
certificate was issued and sent to the central administration 
at Oranienburg, whereas for the 'seleotees* a special register 
was kept with the indication 'S.B. ' ( "Scndurbehandelt*- special 
treatment). Until January 15th, 1945* up to which time I was 
administrator of f Block 7' end therefore In a position to 
observe happenings; some 50,000 prisoners died of 'natural 
death' oj by 'solootion"'

And again, in another passage from the same Report, we read]

"From time to time (usually onoe a month) a German dootor 
used to effect a minute control of all sick. ..... If the 
patient's stay happonou to have exceeded a month, or if he wore 
very w^k, he was listed. .....

by the German doctor usually resulted in a list of 200 to 4 00 
man condemned to death, while the 'normal* death list of the 
daily routine inspeotion varied from 20 to 80. The injections 
were given on the same day. The new patients who were booked 
for the 'syringe*, (aa it was oalled in the canp Jargon) received 
no olothes and. had .to . remain waiting :-n the corridor — naked. 

They were then led from Block 28 to Blook 20 where the 'operation' 
took place in a special room. An SS man gave the injeotions. . . .

"Between July and Beptember,- 1942, a typhus epidemic had 
raged in Auschwitz, especially in the women • canp of Blrkenau. 
None of the sick xvdeived medical attention and in the first • 
stages of the epidendo a great many were killed by phenol" 
injeotions, and later bn others were gassed wholesale. Some 
15,000 to 20,000, mostly Jews, died during these two months. 

The girls' oamp suffered the most, as it was not fitted with' ' 
sanitary installations, and the poor wretches were covered with 
lioe* Every week' tho girls had to present themselves to the 
'seleotion ooncdtteo'; they wilted in deadly fear whether they 
would be ohosen or given another week's grace. ..." 


The deposition by Sylvia SALVESEN, cited above, concerning Ihe 
Ravensbrtlok women's carrp, stated*. 

"Dr. WINKELMANN oame to the camp shortly after Dr, : LUKAS 
had left in February 1943 and made selections for the Gas Chamber 
with the Sohutzhaftlagerftihror and two SS men. We had to parade 
before him without hats and barefooted. All those with white 
hair, swollen ankles or who looked ill, wore in danger of being 
seleoted. Those seleoted worn put into speoial blocks and 
after the first aelootion about 5,000 were marched to the Jug end- 
lager. In the Jugendlagor many were selected for the Gas 
Chamber. WINKELMANN also made selections from the sick blocks 
especially blocks 7 and 10. Those seleoted went straight to 
the Gas Chamber. These Selections were made at least twioe a 
week. One day I saw woman being taken from Blook 7. They were 
loaded into a motor transport and driven c*f, seven minutes later, 

I timed this on a watch I had borrowed, the truck returned driven 
by tivs same chauffeur and another load of v/omen wore collected. 

The women were stripped of all thoir cloihos, except their ohendse 
and thrown brutally by S3 men into the truck. I never saw Dr. 
WINKELMANN do anything in the carp other than selections."

It is a relief to learn fi am this witness's evidence that there 
were some exceptions. She writes: 

"Dr. LUKAfl did everything he possibly could for tho good of 
his patients. He supplied me 'vith extra food and ’drugs for the 
patient 8. He was sent away from the c.v.rp after a row with the 

Standartarta because ha refused to make selections for the Gas 
Chambers. Having Dr. LUKAS in the Rovior showed how much good 
oould be done by an individual in authority who realised his 
responsibility."

A statement made by Oolyne.1 Backhouse, the prosecutor In the 
Belsen trial, whioh related also to Ausoh.vitz, Bums up the position: 

"... The selections wore nade on a variety of occasions. 

Some victims never ontored the oamp but wont straight to the gas 
ohamber. The socond clays of selections wore selections in the 
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hospital ... It was oontnon ground that a dootor attended 
these papules ... Everyone seemed to be agreed that it was 
th© doctor 1 b duty to n&ko the selections 


said: 


And referring to the oanp dootor (the defendant KLEIN) j he 


"This accused made no seoret of the faot that ho 
attended selections and seleoted people, and that he knew 
that it was murder. He agreed that those too were not fit 
for work were simply destroyed." 

The report of the 3rd U.8. Amy, War Orimes Branch, on the 
Flos senberg concentration oanp, cited in the Judgment of the 
International Military Tribunal (p. 50) saidi 

"Injections of poisons ... were everyday ocourrenoes; 
epidendos of typhus and spotted fever were permitted to 
run ranpant as a means of eliminating prisoners." 

In the same oonneotion the Judgment declares: 


"Inmates who became ill and were unable to work were 
either destroyed in the gas chambers,: or sent to special 
infirmaries, where they wre given entirely inadequate medloal 
treatment ..... and left to die," 


Some of the killings of internees were performed sinply as 
experiments in "thanatology." 

As mentioned under "Gas Oedeme Experiments" in Section I, 

Dr. DING ordered experiments to be ndde on innates of oanps with 
injections of phenol, in order to verify the theory that soldiers 
had died owing to the phenol content of gas oedema serum, and mary 
subjects were killed in that way. 

Dr. HOVEN, a defendant, admitted in an affidavit that he had 
taken part in phenol killings. He said: 

"There were many prisoners who were jealous of the 
positions hold by a few political prisoners and tried to 
discredit them. These traitors were immediately killed and 
I was later notified in order to make out statements that 
they had died of natural causes. In some instances I super- 
vised the killings of those unworthy inmates by injections of 
phenol at the request of the inmates, in the hospital assisted 
by several inmates. Dr. DING oame once and said I was not 
doing it oorreotly, and performed some of the injections 
himself, killing three inmates who died within a minute. The 
total number of traitors killed was about 150, of whom 60 were 
killed by phenol injections, either by nyself or under ny 
supervision, and the r©3t were killed by beating, etc., by the 
inmates." 


VI. ... 
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VI. EUTHANASIA. 

The Judgment of the International Military Tribunal (page 100) 
stated, in the passage relating to FRICK, Minister of the Interlori 

"During the war nursing homes, hospitals, and asylums in 
which euthanasia was practised as described elsewhere in this 
Judgment, oame under FRICK's jurisdiction. He had knowledge 
that insane, sick and aged people, 'useless eaters, ' were 
being systematically put to death. Gonplaints of these 
murders reached him, but he did nothing to stop them. A 
report of the Czechoslovak War Crimes Commission estimated 
that 275*000 Dentally deficient and aged people, for whose 
welfare he was responsible, fell victim to it." 


The Judgment of the U.S. Court, in Oase No. 4 (the Trial of the 
Higher Staff of the Concentration Camps) stated j 

"The v.holesalc extermination of those inmates who for any 
reason had bo cone economically valueless to the Reioh was accom- 
plished by tho euthanasia programme. This plan was originally 
adopted to dispose of tho insane, but it was expanded to include 
the incurables, the aged, tho 'idle eaters', the habitual 
criminals, and finally the political irrooonoilables. It was 
a national Reich-approved plan for deliberate and premeditated 
murder on a large scale. Elaborate oase histories of inmates 
were prepared and soreened at the camps by travelling physicians, 
who by a process of snap judgment determined whether men and 
women should live or die. Those whose records happened to Jail 
in tho extermination file were shipped, like cattle to market, 
to an institution at Bemberg where 'Aotion 14 f 13' was applied. 
This often was done by the injeotion of phenol or gasoline into 
tho bloodstream, oausing immediate death. Aftor the extermina- 
tion, the viotim's personal effects, including tho gold in his 
teeth, were shipped back to the concentration oarrp and a report 
of 'death from natural causos' was made out. This programme was 
i also extensively carried out directly in the concentration camps 

by the oamp physicians." 


The Judgment of the U.S. Court in Case No. 1 (Trial of the 23 
Dootors and Scientists) referred to in Section i) in the part relating 
to Karl BRANDT, quoted a letter of 9th January, 1943* from Dr. OONTI 
to the Gau Health Leaders and heads of medical chambers, citing 
HITIER's deoree of 23.12.43* which reads as follows: 

"I not only relieve physicians, medical practitioners 
and dentists of their pledge to secrecy towards my Consuls sion or - 
General Professor Dr. Mod. Karl BRANDT, but I place upon them 
the binding obligation to advise him — for my own information — 
immediately after a final diagnosis has established a serious 
disease, or a disease of ill-boding character, with a 
personality holding a loading position or a position of 
responsibility in tho Sinte, the Party, the Wehrmaoht, in 
Industry and so forth." 


On 
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The i h u*j Jv.a^mvt in iujo 1 . ttll3 how the Ministry of 
Justice officials boonmo embarrassed at the Euthanasia programme, 
and how Dr. BRACK, a defendant, attended a meeting to give informa- 
tion about the advantages of the schema. Aooording to Dr* BRACK'S 
statement, Mj’o programme was so designed as to render the prooess 
inoonupipuous pnd painless. In December 1939 or January 1940 
BRACK, BOUHLER, CONTI and some other dootors were present at the 
administration of euthanasia to four experimental subjects. The 
viotims were led into a gus ohamber which had been built to resemble 
a shower room. The patients were seated on benohes and poisonous 
gas was let into the ohamber. A few moments later the patients 
became drowsy and finally lapsed into a death sleep, without even 
k nowi ng they were being executed. On the basis of this execution 
"HITLER decided that only carbon monoxide was to be used for IcilJlng 
the patients." Aooording to BRACK these persons were not Jews 
because as BOUHLER had explained to him, "the philanthropic action 
of euthanasia should bu extended only to Germans.". The evidenoe is 
plain that the euthanasia programme explained by the defendant, 
gradually merged into the "Action 14 - 13; which, briefly stated, 
amounted to an ex termination of concentration oa_tp inmates by methods 
and agenoies used in euthanasia* One of the prime motives behind 
the programmj was to eliminate "useless eaters" from the soene, in 
order -to conserve food, hospital facilities, doctors and nurses for 
the more important use of the German armed foroos. LCony nationals 

of countries other than Germany were killed." '

Again j tbn c.ht e-rur.txoivxl Judgment quotes the affidavit of "■ 1 
Dr* HOVEN, a defonda.it, who said: 

"In 1941, the Camp Commander, called all the important SS 
officials of the oanp together and informed them that he had 
received a secret order from' HIMMLER that ‘all mentally and 
physically defioiont inmates should be killed, including Jews* 

300 to 400 Jewish prisoners of different nationalities were 
sent to the "Euthanasia Station” at Bemburg for extermination. 

I was ordered to issue falsified statements of the death of 
these Jows, and obeyed that ortler. This ' action was known as

Some information about the Central Offioo or "Stiftung" 

Beelitz, charged by HITLER with "nxroy-killing" is contained in a 
deposition (Ref:' R/G/3/5 A) by a~' former clerk' who- worked in its 
office. The "Stiftung" was dirootly under Karl BR.Jfflff, and all 
mental homes sent periodical reports to it concerning their 
patients. BRiJCT examined them end placed "suitable" patients on . 
a special list. 11 Selected" patients were labelled and transports 

were made up which took them by roundabout routos to Stammaustalteh, 
where they were photographed, strippod, gassed and cremated* 

Relatives received an urn with ashes, and wore asked to forego all 
claim to their belongings, which re described as having deteriorated 
owing to disinfection. 


In 1943 the Stiftung was ordered by HITLER to suspend its 
ordinary activities a/id concentrate on Jews and political offenders* 

In the samo year some of the staff "thoroughly experienced in killing" 
were sent to the Eastern i'ront whore it appears they operated gas 
chambers* The income oi the Gtiftung —aooording to this deposition— 
was largely oonstitutod by the virtual requisitioning of the deceased 
. . . person' s property. The personnolwjro paid with funds provided by 
the Reiohs3chatzm.j 1 t r- 
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A at da l i g h t on the mercy-killing is afforded by some 
captured correspondence printed in a P.I.D. Report (No* 122). 

A handwritten note by Gaustabsamtsleiter 3KTIMRR contains such 
remarks aat *30*000 finished off)" "The Ftthrer gave the order" j 
%t present only dear oases are being settled but later there will 
be expansion. " 


A letter from Martin BOHMANN (24.9.40) to Kreisleiter 
ZD0JSRM4NN oosplained that persons of Christian faith speak against 
the measures* but that all Party officers will support them. 

A report dated Deoenber* 1940, observed that the removal of 
patients oould not be kept from the public. Careless mistakes had 
been madot one family had reoeived two urns; in another oase 
appendicitis was given ad the cause of death* though the appendix 
had been removed ten years before. 

In the trial before a U.S. Military Oourt at Wiosbaden in 
September, 1 945* of the staff of the State mental institution at 
Hadaaar, it was shown that between January, 1 941 * and the simmer of 
1944* some 10*000 Germans, alleged to be mental oases* had been 
admitted to the institution and there put to death. It mas also 
established that there had been numerous shipments of Polish and 
Russian women and children to Hadam&r from other institutions and 
oanps; all wore killed within one or two days after their arrival by 
injections of morphines, soopolandne, or derivatives thereof or by 
doses or venxml or ohloral. The defence pleaded that all tho victims 
were incurably ill from tuberculosis.

VIII. ETHIC. X IMP LBBAL ASPECTS OF THE CRIMES. 

Motives for tho Experiment a. 

n 

It appears that one of the chief motives of these orimea was 
the desire of certain doctors to obtain credit for experiments in a • 
field in which their colleagues had only been ab?.e to make tests with 
dumb animals. In the oase of HBCiLER, who aotively promoted the 
experiment s, the motive seems to have been ambition, i.e., that his • 

name and that of the SS, should be associated with important dis- 
coveries which would ensure victory. 

The charges sometimes made for the use of human subjects were 
also a source of revenue to some of the concentration camps. Such 
charges seem to have been resented by the doctors. 

In a report by Dr. HIRT on a conference at Natzweiler (19.101*2), 
we readt 

"I was very much surprised that we are supposed to be 
oharged for the use of the prisoners. If we take only 10 
prisoners for the tests, which might last as long as 10 months, 
the cost for use of prisoners alone would amount to 40,000 marks," 

At Dachau, on the other hand, the authorities were "understand- 
ing and generous". A charge fbr the use of prisoners was "never 
even discussed", whereas at Natzweiler "they are trying to moke as 
nuoh money on these experiments as possible". 

The motives of vanity and jealousy are particularly noticeable 
in connection with Dr. RASCHER' s experiments. In Major Leo Alexander's 
report (R/&/2}/Q) we read that there was some dissatisfaction in S3 
circles at the Tagung-Numberg, 26.1042. Professor Dr. H0LZL0KNER had 
taken for himsolf the "ored.it" for the cold experiments, as Dr. RUFF 
had also done in regard to the high altltute experiments. 

Again, kajor ..Iexander writes, p. 31 of the same report: 

"It is characteristic of the mutual jealousies existing 
in the SS that SIEVERS, of the Ahnenerbe researoh institute, 
immediately raised objections against Dr. GRi.WITZ gaining 
control of the experiments." 

Professor HIFHC3 in a letter to General WOLFF, 6.3.43, (id.p.26) 
protested against the accusation of lack of enthusiasm for the exper- 
ments on human subjeots, and added: "The difficulties, Herr WOLFF, 
are in another sphere; they are the vanities of the various resoarohers, 
in that everybody personally wanted to bring out now results." 

Moral 
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There is evidence in some of HIMMLER' s correspondence that 
some doctors hod not feared to show their opposition to the experi- 
ments on moral grounds. 

In a letter to Or. RASCHER, 24th October, 1942, HPQflJB wrote with 
a good deal of fabling; 

"People who to-day still disapprove of experiments on 
human beings, but who prefer to let brave German soldiers die 
from the consequence of intense cold, are to me nothing but 
traitors to their country and I shall not hesitate to supply 
the names of these people to the authorities who are in a 
position to take aotion against them." 

Again, in a letter to Air Marshal MILCH (November 1942) 

HIMMLER referred to the difficulties "based mainly an religious objec- 
tions," which Dr* RASCHER had encountered, and continued) 

"In these 'Christian medical oirolos' the standpoint is 
being taken that a young German airman should be allowed 
to risk his life, but that the life of a criminal, who is 
not drafted for military service is so sacred that we 
should not stain ourself with this guilt*" 



In regard to the responsibility of the German higher medioal 
authorities for the orimes referred to in the preceding seotions, the 
Judgment in Case No. 1 pointed out, in a number of passages, that 
they should have known that the experiments wore in flagrant disregard 
of the personal rights of the viotims. 

In regard to Dr* HANDLOSER, the chief Arny Medioal Inspector, 
the same Judgment stated that he failed to exeroise proper control 
over his subordinates who were inplioated in medical experiments, 
coming within his official sphere of oonpetence. 

In regard to Dr* SCHRADER it declared that he "blindly 
approved a continuation of typhus research by HAAGEN, supported the 
programme, and was furnished reports of its progress, without so much 
as takeing one step to determine the circumstances under whiah the 
resea roh had been or was being oarrled on, to lay down rules for the 
conduct of present or future re sea roh by his subordinates, or to 
prescribe the conditions under whioh the concentration oasp inmates 
could be used as experimental subjeots. 

It was pleaded in some cases that the subjects had voluntarily 
consented to bo experimented on* The Judgment in Case No* 1 stated, in 
the passage dealing with Dr* MRUGOWSKY: 

"There is some evidence to the effect that the camp Inmates 
used as subjeots in the first series submitted to being used as 
experimental subjeots after being told that the experiments were 
harmless and that additional food would be given to volunteers. 

But these viotims were not informed that they would be artificially 
infected with a highly virulent virus nor that they might die as a 
result* Certainly no one would seriously suggest that under the 
circumstances these men gave their legal consent to act as subjects. 
One doos not ordinarily consent to be the speoial subject of a 
murder, and if one did, such consent would not absolve his slayer." 
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The plea that the experimental subjects were under sentenoe of 
death was Ilia wise rejected by the Court in Case No* 1. For instanoe, 
we read: 

"It is olaitoed by Dr* GEBHAHDT that all of the non -German 
experimental subjeots were selected from inmates of concentra- 
tion oanps, former members of the Polish resistance movement, 
who had previously been oondenned to death and wore in any 
event marked for legal execution. This is not recognised as a 
valid defence to the charge of the indictment. The Polish women 
who were used in the experiments had not given their consent to 
beoome experimental subjects. That, faot was known to GEBHAHDT. 

The evidence conclusively shows that they had been oonfined at 
RavensbrUok without so much as a semblance of trial* That fhot 
oould have been known to GEBHARDT had he made the slightest 
inquiry of them concerning their status. Moreover, assuming for 
the moment that they had boon condemned to death for aote con- 
sidered hostile to the German forces in tho occupied territory of 
Poland, these persons wore still entitled to the protection of the 
laws of oivilised nations* While under oortain specific con- 
ditions the rules of land warfare may recognise the validity of an 
execution of spies, war rebels, or other resistance workers, it 
does not under any circumstances oountunanoo the infliction of 
death or other punishment by maiming or torture* n 

And again; 

m ' ,V 

"The defendant attempts to meet this oharge vdth the defence 
that the subjeots used in this experiment ./ova persons who had 
been condemned to death and that he, MRUGOWaKY, had been appointed 
as their legal executioner. One neod but read tho letter intro- 
duced in evidence! to arrive at tho conclusion that the defenoe has 
no validity* This was not a legal execution carried out in con- 
ference with the laws and rules of war, but a criminal medioal 
experiment wherein wounds were inflicted on prisoners with the sole 
end in view of determining tho effectiveness of poisoned bullets as 
a means of taking life. The haplcsa victims of this dastardly 
torture wore Russian prisoners of war, entitled to the protection- 
afforded by tho laws of oivilisud nations. As has been said, in 
substance, in this judgment: While under oortain speoifio con- 
ditions tho rules of land warfaro may recognise the validity of an 
execution by shooting, it will not under any circumstances 
countenance the infliction of death by maiming or torture," 

And again; 

"He (Dr. ROSE) attempts to justify his actions on the 
ground that a State may validly order experiments to be carried 
out on persons condemned to death without regard to the faot 
that such porsons may refuse to consent to submit themselves as 
experimental sub joctso This defence ontirely nd sses the point 
of the dominant issue. As we have pointed out in the oasb of 
GEHHAKOT: Whatever may be the condition of tho law with 
reference to mjdioal experiments conducted by or through a State 
upon its own citizens, such a thing will not bo sanctioned in 
international lav/ wlior. practised upon citizens or subjeots of an 
occupied territory." 

• • *• 

The plea of "superior orders" was submitted in a number of oases. 
In tho proceedings relating to Dr* BL0ME, in Caso No* 1 , HIMMLER was 
quoted as saying that ho .vould regard it as lug.i treason to refuse to 
carry out experiments that were necessary for the war, and that HITLER

was of the same opinion. 

The Court rebooted, the plea in all oases, 
of Dr. GEEHAOTT, we read: 


Thus, in the oasa 


ire cannot see the application of the doctrine of superior 
orders as a defence to the charges oontained in the Indictment. 

Such doctrine has never been held applicable to a case where 
the one to whom the order is given has free latitude of decision 
whether to aooept the order or reject it. Such was the situation 
with reference to GEBHAKDT. The rooord makes it manifestly plain 
that he was not ordered to perform the experiments, but that he 
sought the opportunity to do so." 

In regard to the plea that "in the broad interest of alleviating 
human suffering, a State may legally provide for medical experiments to 
be carried out on prisoners condemned to death without their oonsent, 
even though suoh experiment a rosy involve great suffering or death for 
the experimental subjects", the Court observed that "Whatever may be 
the right of a State with referenoe to its own citizens, it is oertain 
that such legislation may not be extended so as to permit the praotioe 
Upon nationals of other countries who, held in the most abject servi- 
tude, are subjected to experiment a without their consent and under the 
most brutal and senseless conditions." 


The Dootrlne of Euthanasia . 


2 hit question is dealt with In the Judgment in Case No. 1, In 
the passage relating to Karl BRANDT, where it is said: 

"He was in a position to intervene with authority on all 
medical matters; indeed, it appears that suoh was his positive 
duty. It does not appear that at aty time he took any steps 
to oheok medioal experiments upon human subjects. During the 
war he visited several concentration camps. Occupying the 
position he did, and being a physician of ability and experience, 
the duty rested upon him to make some adequate investigation con- 
cerning the medioal experiments which he knew had been, were 
being, and doubtless wjuld continue to be, oonduoted in the con- 
centration oanps." 


Again, a little later, the same Judgment observes: 

"The abstraot proposition of whether or not euthanasia is 
justified in oertain oases of the class referred to, is no oon- 
oem of this Tribunal. Whether or not a State may validly 
enaot legislation whioh imposes euthanasia upon oertain classes 
of its oitisens, is likewise a question which does not enter Into 
the issues. in Burning that it may do so, the Family of Nations is 

not obliged to give recognition to such legislation when it 
manifestly gives legality to plain murder and torture of defence- 
less and powerless human beings of other nations. " 






Permissible 
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Permissible I.jodical Experiments. 


In regard to this general and highly important problem, the 
United Statos Court whioh tried tho 23 Doctors and Scientists (Casd 
No. l) stunned up its views in tho following paragraph : 

The great weight of the ovidonco before us is to- tho effcot 
that certain types of medical experiments on human beings, when 
kept within reasonably woll-dofined bounds, conform to tho ethics 
of tho medical profession generally. The prptagonist 3 of tho 
praotico of human experimentation justify their views on the basis 
that such experiments yield results for tho good of society that 
are unprocurable by other methods or means of study. All agree, 
however, that certain basic principles must bo obsorvod in order 
to satisfy moral, ethical and legal concepts: 

1 • The voluntary consent of tho human subject is 

absolutely essential. This means that the person 
involved should have legal oapacity to give consent; 
should be so situated as to bo able to cxerciso free 
power of choice, without the intervention of any 
element of force, fraud, deceit, duress, overreaching, 
or other ulterior form of constraint or coercion; and 
should have sufficient knowledge and comprehension of 
the elements of the subject matter involved as to 
. enablo him to make an understanding and enlightened 
decision. This latter element requires that boforo 
the acceptance of an affirmative decision by tho 
experimental subjoot there should be made known to him 
the nature, duration, and purposo of the experiment; 
the method and means by which it is to be conducted; 
all inconveniences and hazards reasonably to be expected; 

•• ‘ and the effects upon his health or person which may 
possibly come from his participation in tho experiment. 

The duty and responsibility for ascertaining the 
quality of the consent rosts upon each individual who 
initiates, directs or engages in the experiment. It is 
a personal duty and responsibility which may not bo 
delegated to another with impunity. 

2. The experiment should bo suoh as to yield fruitful 

results for tho good of society, unprocurable by other 
methods or means of study, and not random and unnecessary 
in nature. 

* 3* The experiment should be so designed and based on the 

results of animal experimentation ‘and a knowledge of tho 
natural history of the disoaso or other problem under 
study that the anticipated results will justify tho 
performance of tho experiment. 

• • , 

4* The experiment should be so conducted as to avoid all • 

unnecessary physical and mental suffering and injury. 

5. No experiment should be conducted whero there is an a 

' - priori reason to believe that death or disabling injury 

. win occur; except, perhaps, in those experiments where 
tho experimental physicians also servo as suDjects. 

6. The degree of risk to bo taken should never exceed that 
determined by tho humanitarian importance of the problem 
to bo solved by tho experiment. 
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.7 7* . Proper preparations should be made and adequate facilities 
•. provided to proteot the experimental subject against even 
remote possibilities of injury, disability, or death* 

8* The experiment should bo conducted only by scientifically 
qualified persons. The highost degree of skill and care ' 
should be required through all stages of the experiment of 
those who conduot or engage in the experiment* • * 

During the course of the experiment the human subject should 
be at liberty to bring the experiment to an end if he has 
reached the physical or mental state whore continuation of 
the experiment seems to him to be impossible* 

. * t * 

10* During the course of the experiment tho scientist in charge 
must be prepared to terminate the experiment at any stage, 
if he has probable oause to believe, in tho exoroise of 
. good faith, superior skill and careful judgment required of 
him that a continuation of the experiment is likely to 
result in *njury, disability,, or death to the experimental 
subject* , ' < . . 


Of the ten principles whioh have been enumerated our judicial 
concern, of oourse, is with thoso requirements which are purely legal 
in nature — or which at least are so closely and .clearly related to 
•' matters legal that they assist us in determining oriminal culpability 
; and punishment* To go beyond that point would lead us into a field 
• that would be beyond our sphere of oompetence. However, the point 
need not be labored. Wo find from the evidence that in the medical 
experiments whioh have been proven, these ten principles were much 
more frequently honored in their breaoh than in their observance. 

Many of the concentration oamp inmates who were the victims of these ' 
atrooities were oitizens of countries other than the German Reioh* 
i They were non-German nationals, including Jews and "asooial persons", 
both prisoners of war and civilians, who had been imprisoned and 
forced to subnit to these tortures and barbarities without so much as 
a semblance of trial* In every single instanoe appearing in the 
record, subjeots were used who did not consent to the experiments; 
indeed, as to some of the experiments, it is not even oontendod by the 
defendants that the subjeots occupied the status of volunteers* In 
no oase was the experimental subject at liberty of his own free choice 
to withdraw from any experiment* In many oases experiments were 
performed by unqualified persons; were conducted at random fbr no 
adequate scientific reason, and under revolting physical conditions* 
All of tho experiments were conduoted with unnecessary suffering and 
injury and but very littlo, if any, precautions were taken to proteot 
or safeguard the human subjects frost the possibilities of injury, 
disability, or death. In evory on< of the experiments the subjeots 
experienced extreme pain or torture, and in most of them they suffered 
permanent injury, mutilation, or denth, either as a diroot result of 
the experiments or because of lack of adequate follow-up oaro* 

Obviously all of these experiments involving brutalities, 
tortures, disabling injury and death were performed in oonplote 
disregard of international conventions, tho laws and customs of war, 
the general principles of oriminal law as derived from tho oriminal 
laws of all civilised nations, and Control Counoil Law No. 10. 
Manifestly human experiments under such conditions are oontrary to 
“the principles of the laws of nations as they r Gault from the usages 
established among civilised peoplos, from the laws of humanity, and 
from the diotates of publio oonsoionoe."
